Of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch 
Church  in  North  America,  convened  in  the  Thirty-fourth 
street  Church,  New  York,  on  Wednesday,  the  Sixth  day 
OF  June,  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  One  Thousand  Eight 
Hundred  and  Sixty-six.  The  Session  continued  from  the 
Sixth  to  the  Thirteenth  day  of  June,  inclusive. 


FORMATION    OF    SYNOD. 


ARTICLE  I. 
opening  of  synod. 

The  Synod  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  Anson  Du  Bois, 
D.  D.,  President  of  the  last  General  Synod,  who  preached  a  sermon 
on  the  evening  of  the  first  day  of  the  Session  from  1  Cor.  4 :  20. 
"  For  the  kingdom  of  God  is  not  in  word  but  in  power." 

ARTICLE  IL 

MEMBERS    PRESENT. 

From  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York,

Joseph  M.  Vile,  of  the  Senior  Class,  died  on  the  20th  day  of 
December,  1865.  Concerning  this  dispensation  of  Providence  the 
Professors  say  :  "  The  Seminary  and  the  Church  have  met  with  a 
severe  loss,  for  Mr.  Vile  was  an  earnest  Christian,  a  conscientious 
and  diligent  student,  and  his  faithfulness  in  tlic  preparatory  work  in 
the  Seminary  gave  promise  of  great  usefulness  in  the  pastoral 
office." 

Mr.  Wyckoff,  of  the  Middle  Class  of  last  year,  having  gone 
abroad,  has  not  attended  on  the  exercises  of  the  Semiucyy  this  year. 
He  expects,  however,  to  return  in  the  autumn  and  prosecute  the 
studies  of  the  senior  year. 

Mr.  Bahler,  of  the  Middle  Class,  has  been  absent  from  the  insti- 
tution during  the  whole  of  the  second  term  by  reason  of  very  severe 
and  protracted  illness,  from  which  by  the  mercy  of  God  he  has 
recovered.  Notwithstanding  his  loss  of  so  much  time,  the  Profes- 
sors reported  that  his  mental  discipline  and  standing  as  a  scholar 
give  promise  that  the  loss  will  be  repaired,  and  commended  him  to 
the  Board  for  permission  to  continue  with  his  class  in  the  further 
prosecution  of  his  studies. 

The  Board  concurred  in  the  recommendation  of  the  Professors 
and  gave  the  necessary  permission. 

Mr.  Rutte,  of  the  Junior  Class,  who  has  studied  theology  three 
years  in  the  University  of  Utrecht,  has,  on  account  of  his  limited 
acquaintance  with  the  English  language,  been  able  to  accomplish 
very  little  in  the  studies  of  his  class.  The  Professors  expressed 
confidence  in  his  ability  to  enter  successfully  into  the  studies  of  the 
middle  year,  and  commended  him  to  the  Board  for  permission  to 
continue  with  his  class. 

It  was  resolved  by  the  Board  to  grant  the  desired  permission. 

The  Faculty  reported  that  a  bust  of  Rev.  Dr.  Bethune,  sculptured 
in  beautiful  marble,  had  been,  by  the  liberality  of  Mrs.  Bethune, 
sent  to  the  Seminary,  and  is  now  placed  upon  a  pedestal  in  that  por- 
tion of  the  library  appropriated  to  the  books  which  were  presented 
to  the  Institution  from  Dr.  Bethune's  library. 

The  Board  resolved,  unanimously,  that  an  expression  of  thanks 
be  tendered  to  Mrs.  Bethune  for  this  memorial  of  one  whose  devo- 
tion to  the  Seminary  and  the  interests  of  our  Church  was  always 
manifest,  and  especially  in  his  generous  gifts. 

The  Faculty  expressed  much  pleasure  in  reporting  that,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  ordinary  instructions  of  the  Professors,  the  students, 
through  the  liberality  of  some  individuals,  had  enjoyed  gratuitously 
the  services  of  Professor  Peabody,  of  Princeton  College,  accom- 
panied Avith  practical  exercises,  adding,  '■  From  his  faithful  labors 
they  have  received  no  little  benefit."

The  following  report  of  Rev.  J.  F.  Mesick,  delegate  to  the  Synod. 
of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  v/as  received  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Correspondence: 

SoMERviLLE,  May  25th,  1866. 
To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  : 

The  undersigned  respectfully  reports,  that  he  fulfilled  his  appoint- 
ment as  Corresponding  Delegate  to  the  Synod  of  the  German  Re- 
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formed  Church,  held  in  Lewisburg,  Union  County,  Pennsylvania,  in 
October  last.  lie  was  present  seven  days  in  attendance  on  its 
sessions,  during  which  time  much  important  business  was  transacted, 
all  indicating  denominational  development,  compared  with  ten  years 
ago,  at  which  date  your  delegate  was  tamiliar  with  its  internal  state. 
Nothing  surprised  him  more  than  the  progress  which  that  Church 
has  made  in  the  expansion  of  its  work  of  Domestic  Missions,  to 
which  it  seems  to  be  especially  called  by  its  peculiar  circumstances, 
and  by  the  vast  held  of  operations  open  before  it  among  the  foreign 
Germans  in  this  land.  The  election  of  two  professors  in  their  Theo- 
logical Seminary  constituted  another  important  item  of  its  proceed- 
ings. There  are  abundant  evidences  that  the  Church  is  awake  to 
the  magnitude  of  the  work  committed  to  its  hands ;  and  cheerin-g 
indications  of  a  prosperous  career  before  it  in  the  future.  Your 
delegate  was  received  with  a  most  fraternal  spirit,  whilst  the  most 
friendly  sentiments  were  expressed,  both  in  private  and  in  public, 
towards  our  own  Church. 

As  this  Synod  embraces  only  one  half,  and  the  eastern  portion 
of  that  denomination,  it  might  be  deemed  advisable  to  send  a  corre- 
sponding delegate  to  tlie  triennial  meeting  of  the  General  Synod

Rev.  Daniel  Gans  appeared  in  the  Synod,  and  having  produced 
testimonials  of  his  appointment,  took  his  seat  as  a  Corresponding 
Delegate  from  the  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States. 

Rev.  John  Hall,  D.  D.,  appeared  in  Synod,  and  having  produced 
testimonials  of  his  appointment,  took  his  seat  as  a  Corresponding 
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Delegate  from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Chnrcli 
convened  at  St.  Louis  in  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church,  of  which 
Rev,  Mr.  NiccoUs  is  Pastor. 

Rev.  Joel  Parker,  D.  D.,  appeared  in  Synod,  and  havinij  pro- 
duced testimonials  of  his  appointment,  took  his  seat  as  a  (Corre- 
sponding Delegate  from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  convened  at  St.  Louis,  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  of 
which  Rev.  Dr.  Nelson  is  Pastor. 

Rev.  J.  C.  K.  Milligan  appeared  in  Synod,  and  having  produced 
testimonials  of  his  appointment,  took  his  seat  as  a  Corresponding 
Delegate  from  the  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church. 

Rev.  Hugh  Blair,  D.  D.,  appeared  in  Synod,  and  took  his  seat  as 
a  Corresponding  Delegate  from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  North  America. 

A  memorial  from  the  Consistory  of  the  Churcli  of  Schraalen- 
burgh  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspon- 
dence. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  presented  the  following 
report  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  beg  leave  to  report : 

1.  That  they  have  received  and  noticed  the  communications  of 
the  various  brethren  who  were  appointed  to  represent  this  Synod  in 
bodies  with  which  we  are  in  correspondence. 

The  delegates  to  the  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church, 
which  met  at  Lcwisburg,  Pa.  ;  to  the  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Pres- 
1)yterian  Church,  which  met  at  Rochester,  N.  Y  ;  to  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  which  met  in  the  church  of 
Rev.  Mr.  Niccolls,  in  St.  Louis,  and  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church,  which  met  at  Pittsburg,  Pa ,  report 
that  they  respectively  attended  the  meetings  of  these  bodies,  that 
they  were  received  in  a  fraternal  spirit,  and  were  desired  to  return 
kind  greetings  to  this  General  Synod;  also  that  they  (the  delegates) 
learned  that  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  has  given  to  many  of 
the  congregations  represented  by  these  bodies  encouraging  tokens 
of  His  presence,  ant  observed  that  great  harmony  and  and  spiritu- 
ality prevailed  in  the  deliberations  of  the  bodies  themselves. 

The  delegates  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  whicii  met  in  the  cliurch  of  Rev.  Dr.  Nelson,  in  St.  Louis, 
regret  that  they  were  prevented  from  personal  attendance  upon  its 
sessions,  but  state  that  a  letter,  fraternal  and  salutatory,  was  for- 
warded to  and  received  by  the  Assembly,  and  that  the  Rev.  Joel 
Parker,  D.  D.,  Principal,  and  the  Rev.  A.  E.  Campbell,  D.  D.,  Alter- 
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nate,  were  appointed  delegates  from  the  Assembly  to  this  General 
Synod. 

In  the  report  of  the  delegate  to  the  Synod  of  the  German  Re- 
formed Church  occurs  the  following  passage  : 

"  As  this  Synod  only  embraces  one-half  and  the  eastern  po7'tion 
of  that  denomination,  it  might  be  deemed  advisable  to  send  a  corre- 
sponding delegate  to  the  triennial  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  of 
the  German  Reformed  Church,  which,  meets  at  Dayton,  Ohio, 
November  28,  18G6,  at  7  P.  M  ,  not  only  because  that  it  is  a  General 
Synod,  but  because  a  delegate  from  that  body  has  already  been 
received  by  a  former  General  Synod  of  our  Church." 

In  regard  to  this  suggestion,  your  Committee  recommend  that 
the  Synod,  remembering  the  cordial  visit  of  Kev.  Dr.  Gerhart  to  the 
General  Synod  of  last  year,  do  appoint  and  send  a  delegate  to  the 
General  Synod  mentioned,  and  that  the  Rev.  John  De  Witt,  D.  D., 
be  appointed  Primarius,  and  Rev.  T.  W.  Chambers,  D.  D.,  Secnndus, 
for  this  purpose. 

2.  There  was  placed  in  our  hands  a  communication  from  the 
Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  of  Schraalenburgh,  complaining 
of  an  act  of  the  Second  Presbytery  of  New  York  in  organizing  a 
Presbyterian  Church  within  the  long  understood  limits  of  the 
Schraalenbui'gh  congregation,  contrary  to  the  plan  of  correspondence 
between  the  Presbyterian  and  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch 
Churches,  and  petitioning  the  Synod  to  take  some  appropriate  action 
on  the  matter. 

In  regard  to  the  subject  of  this  communication,  your  Committee 
find  in  the  plan  of  correspondence  between  the  two  denominations 
no  article  bearing  upon  it  more  nearly  than  the  following  : 

"  The  ministers  of  one  of  the  corresponding  Churches  shall  not 
in  any  case  intrude  upon  the  office  of  the  ministers  of  the  other 
Church." 

The  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  pre- 
amble and  resolution  : 

Whereas,  The  article  just  quoted  is  one  of  great  latitude,  and 
seems  by  some  to  be  regarded  as  susceptible  of  various  construc- 
tions, especially  in  regard  to  the  organization  of  Churches  within 
each  other's  bounds  ;  therefore. 

Resolved,  We  enjoin  upon  our  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  to 
avoid  encroaching  upon  the  ground  occupied  by  the  congregations 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  express  the  hope  that  the  Presby- 
terian Board  of  Domestic  Missions  will  observe  the  same  courtesy 
in  regard  to  the  congregations  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch 
Church. 

3.  The  Committee  were  also  charged  with  the  consideration  of 
papers  from  the  Free  Church  of  Scotland  and  from  the  Evangelical 
Alliance. 
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The  General  Assembly  of  the  Free  Church  of  Scothmd,  in  ses- 
sion in  Edinburgh,  May  30,  1865,  send  warm  and  deliohtful  greet- 
ings to  this  General  Synod,  expressing  profound  interest  in  the 
recent  events  which  have  occurred  in  the  Uuited  States,  and  warraly 
congratulating  us  on  the  special  results  of  the  war,  especially  upon 
the  destruction  of  slavery,  and  the  dawn  of  a  peace  which  they 
hope  will  be  permanent  and  solid.  The  tone  of  their  entire  com- 
munication is  eminently  fraternal,  but  the  only  passage  in  it  which 
requires  action  is  the  following  : 

"  We  beg  to  add  that  the  greatest  advantage  would  follow  from 
the  occasional  visits  of  accredited  delegates  from  your  Churches  to 
us,  and  from  us  to  you." 

This  suggestion  is  enforced  by  arguments  which  have  great 
weight,  and  your  Committee  recommend  that  the  llev.  Abraham  R. 
Van  Nest,  D.  D.,  who  is  now  in  Paris,  be  appointed  to  represent  our 
Synod  and  Church  in  the  next  coming  meeting  of  the  General  xYs- 
sembly  of  the  Free  Church  of  Scotland. 

The  Executive  Committee  for  the  organization  of  the  General 
Conferences  of  the  Evangelical  Alliance  in  1860,  forward  to  this 
Synod  their  general  circular  to  the  various  committees  of  the  exist- 
ing branches  in  the  various  parts  of  the  world.  They  announce 
that  the  annual  meeting  is  to  be  held  on  the  26th  of  August  and 
following  days  of  the  year  I860,  in  Amsterdam.  The  printed  cir- 
cular is  accompanied  by  a  written  letter  from  Rev.  M.  Cohen  Stuart, 
Secretary  of  the  Alliance,  directed  to  this  General  Synod,  and 
earnestly  urging  the  appointment  by  us  of  a  delegate  to  attend  that 
meeting. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  that  Rev.  A.  C.  Van  Raaltc, 
D.  D.,  now  in  Holland,  and  Rev.  John  Forsyth,  D.  D.,  be  appointed 
delegates  to  attend  on  behalf  of  this  Synod,  the  meeting  of  the 
Evangelical  Alliance,  and  also  the  meetings  of  any  Synods  of  the 
Reformed  Church  of  Holland  which  may  occur  during  their  stay  iu 
that  country.

Rev.  Philip  Phelps,  Jr.,  was  elected  Delegate  Primarius  to  the 
Synod  of  th^  Reformed  Presbyteriau  Church  in  North  America,  and 
Rev.  Anson  Du  Bois,  Secundus. 

Rev.  John  De  Witt,  D.  D.,  was  elected  Delegate  Primarius  to 
the  General  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  and  Rev.  T. 
W.  Chambers,  D.  D.,  Secundus. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

STNODICAL     REPORT. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  presented  the  following 
report  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  are  happy  to  report ; 
That  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  Church,  as  exhibited  by  the 
Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synods,  are  of  a  very  encouraging  char- 
acter. Among  the  features  of  special  interest  is  the  significant  fact, 
that  during  the  past  year  large  amounts  of  money  have  been 
expended  in  repairing  church  edifices,  and  in  casting  off  the  burden 
of  church  indebtedness.  We  call  this  a  significant  fact,  illustrating 
an  enlarged  spirit  of  benevolence,  a  more  earnest  piety,  and  a  deep- 
ening influence  of  Christian  motive.  It  is  also  gratifying  to  observe 
that  the  strenuous  eftbrts  made  for  these  objects  have  not  diminished 
the  amount  of  customary  contributions  to  other  benevolent  pur- 
poses ;  these,  in  the  aggregate,  admitting  of  favorable  comparison 
with  those  of  the  forfiier  year.  Giving  has  not  impoverished  the 
Churches.  Instead  of  exhaustion,  its  effect  has  been  new  invigora- 
tion  and  greater  efficiency. 

The  matter  of  chief  interest,  however,  in  our  report,  is  the  glad 
intelligence,  which  comes  to  us  from  almost  all  sections  of  the 
Church,  of  the  special  influences  of  the  Spirit  of  God,  manifested  in 
the  revival  of  Christians  and  the  conversion  of  the  impenitent. 
About  fifty  Churches,  distributed  among  seventeen  Classes,  have  been 
thus  visited  and  blessed.  In  some  of  these  the  work  is  progressing 
with  increasing  power  and  large  prospective  results.  A  goodly 
number  of  other  Churches  have  been  greatly  refreshed,  and  are  pray, 
ing,  laboring,  and  waiting  for  larger  measures  of  spiritual  influence. 

In  almost  all  instances  in  which  the  revival  of  our  (Churches  has 
been  of  a  decisive  character,  there  has  been  no  resort  to  unusual 
methods  of  securing  attention,  and  no  undue  excitement  attending 
religious  meetings.     The  faithful   exhibition   of  Gospel  truths ;  the

zealous  labors  of  Sabbath  scliool  teachers :  religious  conversation  ia 
the  family  and  with  iiupeuitent  neighbors ;  and  earnest  piaycr  in 
social  Christian  gatherings,  have  been  the  means  which  God  has 
honored  in  tlie  conversion  of  sinners. 

It  is  an  instructive  fact  that,  while  not  a  few  aged  persons  liave 
been  rbceived  into  Churcli,  by  far  the  greatest  number  ©f  conversions 
has  occurred  among  those  connected  with  Sabbath  schools — conver- 
sions resulting  largely,  we  cannot  doubt,  from  the  faithful  and  zeal- 
ous labors  of  God's  servants  in  this  important  department  of 
Christian  effort.  All  honor  to  devoted  teachers,  men  and  women, 
who  earnestly,  intelligently,  and  prayerfully,  work  for  Christ  in  this 
promising  and  fruitful  field.  God  increase  their  humber,  efficiency, 
and  success ! 

During  the  past  year  death  has  removed  from  us  our  venerable 
father  in  the  ministry,  Rev.  Jolm  Gosman,  whose  piety,  learning, 
social  excellence,  and  long  and  useful  labors  have  obtained  for  him 
an  honored  place  in  the  respect  and  affection  of  the  whole  Church. 
Several  other  names  are  to  be  added  :  The  Rev.  R.  Ormiston  Currie 
has  finished  his  course.  The  results  of  his  labors  will,  however, 
long  survive  him.  Even  now  his  ministry  is  bearing  precious  fruit  in 
the  ingathering  of  converts  to  his  bereaved  Church.  Rev.  Anthony 
Elmendorf,  Alexander  W.  McCIure,  Isaac  G.  Duryea,  and  John 
Gray,  have  also  completed  their  faithful  and  earnest  life-work,  leav- 
ing behind  them  honorable  records  of  usefulness.  Besides  these, 
the  Rev.  Benjamin  Bassler,  W.  S.  Heyer,  and  A.  J.  Labagh  have 
ceased  from  their  labors,  and  gone,  we  doubt  not,  to  the  presence  of 
Christ,  whom  they  loved  and  served. 

How  admonitory  these  removals  by  death  of  our  co-laborers  in 
the  ministry.  Occurring  at  different  periods  of  life,  and  in  various 
circles  of  usefulness,  they  warn  us  of  the  rapidity  with  which  the 
years  of  ministerial  life  pass  on  to  a  time  of  feebleness  and  disa- 
bility, and  the  suddenness  with  wdiich  any  of  us  may  be  summoned 
from  our  duties  on  earth  to  our  everlasting  award.  While  life 
remains,  and  health  and  ability  to  labor  continue  to  be  enjoyed,  let 
us  be  instant,  in  season  and  out  of  season,  in  fullilling  the  ministry 
we  have  I'cceived  of  the  Lord  Jesus,

report  which  was  accepted,  amended  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  respectfully  re{)ort  the 
following  resohitious  from  a  paper  put  into  their  hands  \>y  the 
General  Synod  : 

Whereas,  There  is  a  very  wide  diversity  of  sentiment  in  regard 
to  the  tilling  up  of  the  statistical  tables  of  the  Churches  ;  therefore, 
for  the  sake  of  promoting  uniformity, 

Resolved,  ].  That  in  the  Consist*  )rial  Report  under  the  head  of 
"  Number  of  Families^''  only  such  be  reckoned  as  are  attenda'nts  upon 
the  services  of  the  Church. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  several  Consistories  be  directed  to  keep  a 
separate  list  of  those  members  whose  place  of  residence,  after  dili- 
gent search,  cannot  be  ascertained,  and  that  such  members  be  uot 
included  in  the  yearly  statistical  report. 

Resolved,  3.  Under  the  head  of  "  Catechetical  and  Bible  Classes," 
by  "  Catechumens''''  be  understood  only  such  as  are  regularly  in- 
structed in  the  catechisms  recognized  by  the  Church  ;  by  "  Biblical 
Instruction,"  be  understood  such  only  as  are  instructed  directly  from 
the  Bible  as  a  text-book. 

Resolved,  4.  Under  the  head  of  "  Contributions  for  Religious, 
Congregational,  and  Benevolent  Purposes,"  be  understood  the 
actual  contributions  of  the  congregations  to  said  objects  for  the  year 
thus  reported,  excluding  all  income  from  becpiests  of  previous  years, 
rentals  fiom  real  estate,  or  invested  funds  of  whatever  kind. 

Resolved.  5.  That  the  above  rides  be  printed  on  the  backs  of  the 
statistical  tables  for  future  guidance.

ARTICLE   VIII. 

SYNODICAL      APPEALS. 

An  appeal  by  the  North  Classis  of  Long  Island,  with  an  accom- 
panying )ninute,  from  action  by  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York, 
was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Overtures  and  Judi- 
cial Business. 
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The  Committee  on  Overtures  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted,  with  the  exception  of  so  much  as 
related  to  ministers  without  charge  and  to  the  organization  of  the 
Particular  Synods,  which  were  laid  upon  the  table : 

The  Committee  on  Overtures  and  Judicial  Business  have  exam- 
ined the  papers  committed  to  them,  and  respectfully  exhibit  the 
result  of  their  examiuation  for  the  action  of  the  General  Synod : 

I.  The  first  paper  which  we  have  examined  is  an  appeal  from 
the  decision  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York,  censuring  the 
North  Classis  of  Long  Island  for  the  reception  and  installation  of 
Rev.  E.  Faircliild  as  pastor  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch 
Church  of  Flushing.  Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  ap- 
peal of  the  Classis  ought  to  be  heard  and  acted  upon  by  the  General 
Synod,  under  the  sanction  of  Chap.  2,  Art.  I.,  Sec.  7,  of  the  Consti- 
tution, as  all  the  previous  steps  required  have  been,  as  it  would 
seem,  regularly  taken.  They  are  of  opinion,  moreover,  that  the 
deliberatign  and  action  of  the  Synod  as  to  this  appeal  are  particu- 
larly called  for,  inasmuch  as  principles  are  involved  in  this  matter 
closely  connected  with  the  peace,  order,  and  welfare  of  the  Church 
and  the  lights  of  Church  judicatories,  and  indirectly  and  ultimately 
of  Church  members.  Such  as  the  summary  implication  of  censure 
by  one  judicatory  upon  another  without  the  exhibition  of  distinct 
and  specific  charges,  or  any  reasons  given  fur  the  decision  ai'rived  at, 
except  the  report  of  a  Deputatus  Synodi.  They  are  of  opinion, 
too,  that  Fome  expression  of  the  views  of  Synod  will  be  given 
touching  the  powers  and  right  action  of  those  important  officers  of 
the  Church  called  Deputati  Synodi,  as  connected  with  this  ca.se, 
which  would  be  of  great  use.  They  therefore  recommend  as  fol- 
lows : 

1.  That  the  appeal  be  considered. 

2.  That  all  the  papers  relating  to  the  case  be  read. 

3.  That  the  Commissioners  of  Classis  be  heard  in  support  of  the 
appeal. 

4.  That  the  Commissioners  of  Particular  Synod  be  heard  in 
defence  of  the  action  of  Synod. 

5.  That  the  General  Synod  deliberate  and  come  to  that  result 
which  they,  in  their  judgment  and  in  the  fear  of  God,  deem  right 
and  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Church. 

11.  The  second  paper  examined  by  your  Committee  contains  a 
request  that  the  General  Synod  will  submit  to  all  the  Classes  the  fol- 
lowing question,  to  wit :  Shall  so  much  of  the  Constitution  con- 
tained in  Art.  IV.  Sec.  1,  as  requires  the  Particular  Synod  to  consist 
of  a  delegation  of  two  ministers  and  two  elders,  so  as  to  require 
each  Particular  Synod  to  be  a  convention  of  the  pastors  within  its 
bounds,  together  with   one   elder  as  a  delegate  from  each  of  said 
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Chnrchcs,  and  tliat  one-third  of  the  pastors  witliin  said  Synod  shall 
be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Your  Committee  liave  been  somewhat  perplexed  as  to  the  best 
mode  of  disposing^  of  tliis  request.  We  claim  to  be  conservative  in 
our  views  and  feelings,  but  at  the  same  time  to  be  decidedly  in  favor 
of  improvement ;  all  changes,  however,  are  not  improvements,  as  is 
manifest  fiom  results.  As  our  views  are  conservative,  so  we  glory 
in  the  foct  that  the  Church  to  whicli  we  belong  is  so  likewise. 
Weighty  reasons  only  would  justify  a  change  to  such  an  extent  as 
is  contemplated  in  this  request  of  the  North  Classis  of  Long  Island 
in  a  long-standing,  time-honored  judicatory  of  our  Church.  The 
reasons  assigned  for  the  change  are  substantially  that,  on  the  one 
hand,  our  I'articular  Synods  have  not  rendered  the  service  to  our 
Church  that  is  desirable,  and  on  the  other  hand  that  the  new  organi- 
zation Avould  be  more  useful  and  efficient.  As  to  the  latter  view, 
your  Committee  are  not  convinced  that  such  a  body  would  be  more 
permanently  useful  and  efficient  than  the  body  as  now  constituted. 
It  is  after  all  a  matter  of  experiment,  and  might  not  produce  the 
good  so  sanguinely  expected.  The  novelty  of  the  arrangement 
"would  no  doubt  excite  greater  interest  for  a  time,  and  produce  ap- 
parently, a  larger  measure  of  good,  but  the  novelty  would  soon  pass 
away,  and  that  miserable  apathy,  so  deeply  rooted  in  our  common 
nature,  would  resume  its  sway.  The  members  feeling  that  among  so 
many  one  or  several  would  not  be  missed,  would  cease  to  attend,  till 
after  a  time  the  number  would  not  exceed,  or  much  exceed,  that 
afforded  by  the  present  arrangement.  Besides,  it  is  clear  that  the 
(efficiency  of  any  organized  body,  organize  it  how  you  may,  does  not 
depend  on  the  number  of  which  it  is  composed,  but  in  the  spirit 
which  pervades  its  members,  and  the  mode  in  which  they  employ 
their  time  and  the  scope  and  width  of  their  plans  and  measures. 
The  efficiency  and  usefulness  of  the  present  organization  might  be 
greatly  increased,  and  a  new  interest  wakened  up  (to  use  the  lan- 
guage of  the  North  Classis  of  Long  Island,  the  spirit  of  wliich  we 
admire  much)  by  propounding,  (in  addition  to  the  usual  routine  of 
business)  and  discussing  and  adopting  practical  and  much  needed 
measures  for  promoting  the  piety,  stimulating  the  zeal,  and  enlarging 
the  efforts  of  the  Churches,  singular  and  collective,  to  carry  forward 
the  work  of  our  Lord  as  committed  to  our  hands.  These  matters 
could  be  attended  to  by  the  Synods  in  their  present  form  as  well  as 
by  changing  their  whole  organization.  Your  (Committee  fail  to  see 
why  they  might  not.  We  prefer  that,  at  any  rate,  such  a  plan  may 
be  tried  faithfully,  some  of  the  choice  spirits  in  every  division  and 
Classis  of  a  (Jhurch  exerting  themselves  to  this  end,  and  if  the  plan 
does  not  work  well  it  may  be  changed  for  another.  Your  Commit- 
tee therefore,  with  all  due  respect  fn-  the  North  Classis  of  Long 
Island,  with  great  deference  submit  to  the  General  Synod  the  fol- 
lowing: : 
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1.  Resolved,  That  at  present  it  is  inexpedient  to  grant  the  request 
of  the  North  Classis  of  Long  Island. 

2.  Resolved,  That  it  be  earnestly  recommended  to  the  Particular 
Synods  that  they  extend  the  time  of  their  meetings  ;  that  they  cease 
to  refer  to  General  Synod  matters  which  could  be  as  well  and  per- 
haps, on  some  accounts,  bettor  dealt  with  by  themselves  ;  that  they 
abound  more  in  devotional  exercises,  and  that  they  endeavor  to 
inaugurate  measures  which,  through  the  blessing  of  God,  may 
increase  the  spirituality  and  usefulness  of  pastors,  ciders,  and 
church  members. 

III.  The  third  paper  contains  a  request  of  the  Classis  of 
New  Biunswick,  that  the  General  Synod  will  take  measures  to 
put  the  Minutes  of  Genenil  Synod  in  the  hands  of  the  Churches 
within  a  month  after  the  adjournment  of  Synod ;  undoubtedly  the 
speedy  circulation  of  the  acts  of  Synod  among  the  Churches  will  be 
useful  and  interesting,  and  that  for  some  reason  or  other  the  Minutes 
containing  these  acts  have  h<?retofore  been  very  tardy  in  reaching 
the  Churches,  particularly  those  in  the  interior;  therefore,' 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  be  requested  to  have  the  Minutes 
of  General  Synod  published  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  circulated 
among  the  Churches  by  agencies  that  are  reliable,  if  not  in  a  month 
after  the  adjournment  of  General  Synod,  which  may  be  impossible, 
yet  at  as  early  a  day  as  may  be. 

They  find  also,  in  this  c<mimunication,  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  General  Synod  be  called  to 
the  fact  that  the  Minutes  of  General  Syni)d  contain  the  names  of 
sixteen  ministers,  besides  the  theological  professors,  whose  names  aro 
not  recorded  in  the  Classical  reports. 

It  is  clear  that  the  Church  ought  to  be  well  acquainted  with  all 
her  ministers,  not  only  with  those  who  are  pastors,  but  with  those 
also  who  have  no  charges,  and  they  ought  to  possess  the  means  of 
forming  such  acquaintance,  and  as  there  is  a  constant  tendency  to 
neglect,  and  consequently  to  defect,  in  the  details  of  our  Classical 
reports,  therefore, 

Reaolred,  That  the  Stated  Clerks  of  the  ditferent  Classes  be 
enjoined  to  pay  special  attention  to  this  matter  in  their  reports,  and 
to  append  to  such  reports  the  names  of  all  ministers  within  their 
bounds,  not  only  sach  as  have  charges  but  also  such  as  have  none, 
and  that  they  append  also  short  but  expressive  notes  to  their  re- 
spective names,  designating  the  positions  they  hold,  the  occupations 
they  pursue,  and  the  reasons  of  their  being  without  a  pastoral 
charge. 

IV.  The  fourth  paper  is  designed  to  obtain  light  as  to  the  par- 
ticular church  relation  sustained  by  Ilcv.  Dr.  Campbell,  President  of 
Rutgers  College.  It  seems  to  be  matter  of  doubt  whether  he  bo  a 
member  of   the    Classis   of  Albany  or  of  that   of  New  Brunswick.

So  far  as  your  Coininittcc  can  understanrl  the  matter,  he  has  been 
dismissed  by  one  who  is  said,  in  one  of  the  papers  in  the  liands  of 
your  Cominittec,  to  have  been  Chairman  of  tlie  DismissiiiiT  ('ommit- 
tee  of  tlie  (^lassis  of  Albany,  ad  interim.,  and  tiiat  as  such  he  issued 
the  eertilicate  of  dismission  to  Dr.  Campbell,  which  cortifieate  of 
dismission  was  presented,  it  would  seem,  to  the  ('lassis  of  New 
Brunswick.  Your  Committee  are  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  hi» 
connection  is  with  the  Classis  of  New  Drunswick. 

V.  The  fifth  paper  contains  a  petition  from  the  Rev,  Mr.  Stimp- 
son,  tliat  he  he  relieved  from  tlie  sentence  of  suspension  hiid  upon 
him  by  the  Classis  of  Ilensselaer.  Your  Committee,  without  goinij 
into  a  minute  view  of  the  case,  are  of  opinion  that  tlie  Oeneral 
Synod  ought  not  to  take  coQ-iiizance  of  the  case  at  all,  but  that  it 
may  with  safety  be  left,  and  that  it  be  left,  to  the  action  of  the 
Classis  of  Rensselaer, 

VI.  Your  Committee  have  examined  a  paper  in  reference  to  cer- 
tain churches,  of  Scotch  origin,  who  may  apply  to  be  received  into 
our  connection,  and  report  as  follows": 

Whereas,  These  Churches  are  prevented  from  casting  in  their 
lot  with  us  by  reason  of  a  partiality  for  the  psalmody  peculiar  to 
those  Churches  ; 

And  Whereas,  This  Synod  is  assured  of  the  doctrinal  correct- 
ness and  devotional  spirit  of  their  psalmody,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  in  such  cases,  when  such  Churches  make  applica- 
tion to  be  received  under  the  care  of  a  Classis  of  our  Chnrcli,  the 
said  Chnrches  be  allowed  to  retain  the  psalmody,  called  the  Scottish 
version,  in  use  among  them,  at  their  discretion. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  appeal  by  the  North  Classis  of  Long  Island,  from  a  decision 
of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York,  was  taken  up   by  the  Synod. 

The  President  announced  that  the  Synod  was  about  to  proceed 
to  the  consideration  of  judicial  business,  and  enjoined  upon  the 
members  to  regard  their  charactei's  as  judges  in  the  highest  (!ourt  of 
Jesus  Christ  known  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Reformed  Protestant 
Dutch  Church. 

Revs.  W.  II.  Ten  Eyek  and  E.  S.  Porter  were  recognized  as 
Commissioners  from  the  Nortli  Classis  of  Long  Island  in  support  of 
the  appeal. 

Rev.  John  W.  Schenck  was  recognized  as  a  Commissioner  from 
tho  Particular  Synod  of  New  York. 

The  appeal  was  considered  in  the  following  order  : 
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1.  The  sentence  appealed  from  was  read. 

2.  The  appeal  and  reasons  of  appeal  were  read. 

3.  All  tlie  documents  in  the  case  were  read. 

4.  The  Classis  was  heard  by  its  Commissioner,  llcv.  W.  11  Ten 
Eyck. 

5.  The  rarticular  Synod  was  heard  by  its  Commissioner,  Rev. 
John  W.  Schcnck. 

6.  The  Classis  was  heard  in  reply  by  its  Commissioner,  Rev.  E. 
S.  Porter. 

7.  The  parties  having  withdrawn,  the  .Synod  proceeded  to  do- 
liberate  and  decide. 

The  roll  was  called  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  members  an 
opportunity  to  express  their  opinions. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  appeal  be  sustained. 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  a  Minute 
expressive  of  the  grounds  of  the  judgment  above  expressed. 

Revs.  J.  Forsyth,  J.  L.  McNair,  and  A.  G.  Vermilye,  and  the 
Elders  W.  II.  Crosby  and  Robt.  II.  Pruyn  were  appointed. 

The  Committee  presented  the  following  lesolution,  which  was 
adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  in  sustaining  this  appeal.  Synod  recognize  the 
duty  of  a  Deputatus  to  report,  and  of  Particular  Synod  to  take 
notice  of  supposed  doctrinal  errors.  But  in  this  instance.  Particular 
Synod  was  not  in  a  condition  to  judge  the  merits  of  the  case,  inas- 
much as  the  facts  on  which  the  Deputatus  founded  his  opinion  were 
not  fully  before  it,  and  inasmuch  as  the  North  Classis  of  Long  Island 
■was  not  afforded  the  proper  opportunity  of  justifying  its  action; 

ARTICLE  IX. 

CHURCH      GOVERNMENT. 

Resolwd,  That  the  action  of  the  Classes  on  the  amendments  to 
the  Constitution,  sent  down  to  them  by  the  last  General  Synod, 
be  referred  to  a  special  committee  to  report  the  result. 

Revs.  John  Gardner,  Charles  I.  Shepard  and  the  Elder  ^Villiam 
G.  Jones  were  appointed. 

The  Committee  ])rescnted  the  following  report,  which  was  ac- 
cepted and  adopted : 
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Your  Committee  would  beg  leave  to  report,  tliat  the  extracts 
from  the  ?\Iiiiutes  of  the  different  Classes  placed  in  their  hands, 
"with  reference  to  tlie  constitutional  anieiidnients,  referred  by  the 
last  Synod  to  the  Classes,  that  they  have  examined  these  extracts 
and  find  that  oidy  twenty  of  the  Classes  under  the  care  of  Synod 
have  furnished  extracts  from  their  Minutes. 

Of  these,  fourteen  Classes  report  adverse  to  the  amendmenta 
referred.     One  Classis  reports  the  adoption  of  hotli. 

Two  Classes  have  taken  action  against  the  amendment  for  the 
Ordination  of  Elders  and  Deacons,  and  favorahle  to  the  amendment 
that  would  permit  the  Professors  of  the  Theolog-ical  Seminary  to 
become  members  of  ecclesiastical  bodies. 

One  Classis  adopts  the  amendment  for  the  Ordination  of  Elders 
and  Deacons,  but  does  not  accept  the  other  referred  amendment. 
One  Classis  rejects  the  amendment  for  the  Ordination  of  Elders  and 
Deacons,  but  furnishes  no  extracts  of  action  taken  with  regard  to 
the  other. 

Your  Committee  would,  therefore,  report  that  the  amendments 
are  not  adopted.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  of  (Jrdcr,  found  on  the 
Minutes  of  1865,  p.  616,  was  taken  up  for  cdusidcration  and 
adopted,  with  tlie  exception  of  Rules  5,  8,  and  9.  A  new  rule  on 
the  previous  question  was  also  adopted  The  amendments  and  addi- 
tions adopted  were  ordered  to  be  incorporated  in  the  "Rules  of 
Order  for  the  government  of  General  Synod  in  their  proceedings." 
[See  Appendix.] 

Resolved^  That  Rev.  John  Forsyth  and  the  Stated  Clerk  collect 
the  Rules  of  Order  of  the  Syn(;d  and  ])ublls]i  them  in  an  appendix 
to  tlie  Minutes. 

ARTICLE  X. 

DOCTRINES    AND   MORALS. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  enjoined  on  all  ministers  in  their  public 
ministry  to  set  forth  the  unscripturnl  character  of  betting  and  all 
games  of  chance,  and  the  evils  which  naturally  How  from  them,  and 
that  Consistories  be  enjoined  to  act  in  their  oflicial  position  to  dis- 
countenance and  prevent  the  use  of  lotteries  in  disposing  of  goods 
at  Church  fairs. 
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ARTICLE  XL 

CUSTOMS   AND     USAGES. 

A  resolution,  in  regard  to  the  allowance  in  public  worship  of  the 
version  of  the  Psalms  usetl  in  Churches  of  Scottish  origin,  was 
offered  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Overtures  and  Judicial 
Business. 

ARTICLE    XIL 

SCHOOLS    AND    CHRISTIAN    EDUCATION. 

The  Thirty-fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was 
'received  and  referred  to  the  Comniittee  on  Education,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  so  much  as  refers  to  vacancies,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Comniittee  on  Nominations. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion was  received,  and  refeired  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  Committee  on  Education  presented  the  following  Report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Education  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have 
carefully  examined  the  various  papers  referred  to  them,  and  which 
consist, _/?rs<,  of  sundry  financial  statements;  secondl//,  of  the  report 
of  the  ordinary  operations  of  the  Board  of  Education;  thirdly,  of 
documents  relating  to  Hope  College. 

I.    The  Financial  statements  are  the  following  : 

1.  Of  the  Van  Bcnsc.hoten  Fund.  From  this  it  appears  that  the 
principal  of  the  fund,  now  amounting  to  $20,ni3  67,  is  securely 
invested,  except  the  small  sum  of  $33  57.  Payments  liave  been 
made  to  various  students  during  the  year  amounting  to  %1264  75, 
leaving  a  balance  due  the  fund  on  the  1st  of  April  last,  of  $11G5  02. 

2.  Of  the  Knox  Fund.  The  principal  of  this  fund,  amounting  to 
$2000,  is  also  safely  invested.  The  receipts  from  it,  including  the 
balance  on  hand  at  the  date  of  the  last  report,  were  S321  86; 
payments  during  the  year,  $75  ;  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  on  the 
1st  of  April  last,  of  $246   86. 

3.  Of  the  Education  Fund.  The  receipts  from  this  source  during 
the  year,  including  the  balance  on  hand  at  the  date  of  last  report, 
were  $6409  92  ;  the  expenditures  were  $4540  16  ;  leaving  a  balance 
in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  this  fund  of  $1869   76, 

4.  Of  the  Report  nf  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bomrd  of  Education. 
From  this  it  appears  that  the  receipts  for  the  year  were  $17,783   75, 
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and  tlic  expenditures  the  same,  less  $803   78,  the  balance  on  band 
on  the  18th  May,  the  date  of  the  report. 

II.    The   Report    of  the   ordinary    operations    of  the    Board    of 
Education. 

Diirinn:  the  past  year  the  whole  number  of  beneficiaries  under 
the  care  of  the  Board  was  fifty-tliree.  Fit'toen  of  these  wore  grad- 
uated from  the  Tiieoloiricid  Seminary  in  May,  1805,  and  were  li- 
censed by  their  respective  Classes.  Seven  more  were  graduated  and 
licensed  in  May,  1866.  All  these  young  brethren  either  have  been 
settled  in  pastoral  fields  or  will  be  as  speedily  as  the  rules  of  the 
Church  will  allow.  Wliile  twenty-two  of  tlie  fifty-three  arc  now 
eno-aged  in  ministerial  work,  only  six  have  been  received  under  the 
care  of  the  Board  during  the  year.  The  report  assures  us  that  if 
all  the  young  men  now  studying  under  the  care  of  the  Board  were, 
immediately  licensed,  there  arc  places  to  call  at  once  three-fourths  of 
them.  Even  with  the  supply  fui'uished  by  the  last  class  from  the 
Seminary,  there  remain  neai'ly  thirty  vacant  and  inviting  fields  call- 
ino-  for  pastors.  AVhen,  to  these  demands,  growing  out  of  the  mis- 
sionary activities  of  the  Church,  we  add  those  arising  from  the  or- 
dinary losses  of  the  ministry  by  sickness,  superannuation,  and  death, 
there' can  be  no  doubt  of  the  urgent  need  there  is  that  Ave  should 
beseech  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that  he  would  graciously  send  forth 
many  move  laborers  into  the  harvest  than  we  now  have,  and  that  we 
should  put  forth  the  most  earnest  eftorts  to  secure  this  result. 

On  the  subject  of  Parochial  schooh;  the  report  states  that  after 
all  that  has  been  done  to  awaken  an  interest  in  them,  ''this  form  of 
Christian  care  has  taken  but  slight  hold  of  the  heart  of  tlie  Church." 
Your  committee  most  thoroughly  agree  with  the  Board  in  the  state- 
ment that  "the  extent  of  the  interest  of  our  Church  in  the  cstab- 
lishincut  of  Barochial  schools  is  no  fair  measure  of  her  interest  in 
the  relio'ious  education  of  her  children  and  yontli."  That  there  are 
cases  in  which  the  maintenance  of  Parochial  schools  is  exceedingly 
desirable,  or  even  necessary  to  the  proper  education  of  the  children 
and  youth  of  the  Church  we  readily  grant;  but  we  are  persuaded 
that  these  instances  are  of  an  exceptional  kind.  But  if  the  system 
of  Parochial  schools  is  to  be  regarded  as  the  antagonist"  and  rival  of 
the  public  free  school  system  that  obtains  in  all  the  cities  and  larger 
towns  of  this  State,  your  committee  are  constrained  to  express  their 
decided  conviction  that  any  attempt  to  make  the  latter  give  place  to 
the  former  Avill  be  found  both  useless  and  liopeless.  Your  com- 
mittee, however,  do  not  for  a  moment  suppose  that  the  Board  of 
Education  has  ever  contemplated  such  a  change.  Though  we  are 
not  informed  in  regard  to  the  location  or  the  circumstances  of  the 
thirteen  'schools  aided  by  the  Board  during  the  year,  we  have  no 
doubt  that  thev  all  come  within  those  limits  within  which  the  policy 
of  establishing"  Parochial  schools  is  unquestionably  proper,  or  may 
even  become  an  absolute  necessity. 
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III.   Of  Hope  College. 

Various  papers  relatins;  to  tills  institution  have  been  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  committee,  the  most  important  of  which  will  be 
found  in  the  printed  catalogue  and  circular  of  Hope  College.  Your 
committee  feel  that  this  Goneial  Synod  and  the  wdiole  Church  should 
join  in  a  sacrifice  of  thanks  and  praise  to  our  gracious  Lord  for  giv- 
ing us  this  new  college  in  the  West.  It  has  been  incorporated  by 
the  State  of  Michigan,  and  its  charter,  as  we  rejoice  to  know,  is  put 
beyond  all  risk  by  the  complete  fulfillment  of  the  conditions  on 
which  it  was  given.  But  while  so  much  has  been  done  towards  the 
endowment  of  the  institution  by  the  untiring  labors  of  its  devoted 
and  accomplished  President,  a  great  deal  more  remains  to  be  done 
before  it  can  reach  the  position  which  we  trust  it  will  ere  long  attain,, 
viz:  that  of  a  "first  class,"  or,  in  other  words,  of  a  thoroughly 
equipped  college.  When  we  remember  that  the  humble  school, 
founded  by  a  humble  colony  of  Hollanders,  in  a  region  which  was- 
then  little  better  than  a  wilderness,  has  steadily  advanced,  and  now 
takes  rank  among  the  incorporated  colleges  of  Michigan,  with  a  Fa?- 
culty  of  some  seven  professors,  with  twent3'-three  students  iQ  tho 
academic  and  twenty-nine  in  the  preparatory  departments,  and  that 
as  the  Holland  Academy,  it  can  point  to  seventy-three  alumni,  thirty- 
five  of  whom  are  in  the  ministry,  or  are  preparing  to  enter  it,  we- 
have  abundant  reasons  to  exclaim  :  "  This  is  the  Lord's  doing,  and' 
it  is  wondrous  in  our  eyes!"  Your  committee  believe  that  General 
Synod  should  most  heartily  bespeak  for  this  infant  college  a  large 
share  of  the  sympathy  and  munificence  of  those  among  us  whom 
God  has  blessed  with  wealth,  and  should  earnestly  recommend  to  the- 
Chuiches  to  receive  and  respond  to  the  appeals  of  the  agent  or  agents 
of  the  college,  whenever  they  may  find  it  convenient  to  present  its. 
claims  before  them. 

The  Committee  would  recommend  that  the  brethren  nominated' 
by  the  Classes  of  the  Synod  of  Chicago,  as  members  of  the  Council 
of  the  College,  be  so  appointed,  viz  : 

COUNCIL  OF  HOPE  COLLEGE. 

Classis  of  Michigan. — Rev.  Henry  E.  Decker,  for  four  years,  in 
place  of  liev.  J.  M.  Ferris,  whose  te-rin  expires,  and  who  has  removed 
East. 

Clansis  of  Illinois. — Rev.  J.  S.  Joralmon,  for  new  term  of  four 
years. 

Classis  of  Holland. — Rev.  Seine  Bolks,  for  a  new  term  of  four 
years. 

Classis  of  Wisconsin. — Rev.  James  Deraarest,  Jr.,  for  four  years 
in  place  of  Rev.  N.  D.  Williamson,  wdiose  term  expires,  and  wdio  has 
removed  to  Classis  of  Illinois. 

The  Committee  would  propose  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolutions,  viz : 
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1.  Mfisolvcd,  Thixiihh  General  Synod  would  renew  the  resolutions 
of  former  years,  commending  the  Board  of  Education,  and  the 
great  work  which  it  lias  in  cliarrre,  to  the  continued  and  hearty  sup- 
port of  all  the  Churches  under  its  care. 

2.  Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod,  regarding  the  early  and 
complete  endowment  of  Hope  College  as  an  object  of  paramount 
importance  to  the  prosperity  and  extension  of  our  branch  of  the 
Church  of  Christ  in  the  AVest,  would  ask  for  it  the  prompt  and 
liberal  aid  of  all  those  who  are  interested  in  the  work  of  Christian 
education,  and  who  are  accustomed  to  devise  liberal  things. 

.3.  Resolved,  That  the  last  Thnrsday  of  February  be  observed  by 
all  the  ('hurehcs  in  our  connection,  as  a  day  of  special  prayer  for 
colleges  and  other  seminaries  of  learning,  and  that  their  pastors  be 
requested  to  preach  on  the  subject  of  Education,  if  possible,  on  the 
preceding  Sabbath. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

Tlie  Committee  on  Education  presented  the  following  supple- 
mentary Report,  ■which  was  accepted  and  adopted : 

The  Committee  on  Education  have  examined  the  papers  received 
from  the  Synod  of  Chicago,  and  tiiul  that  it  contains  certain  rules 
having  reference  to  the  government  of  Uopc  College  and  its  rela- 
tions to  General  Synod,  and  which  arc  as  follows  : 

These  rules  are  the  same  as  those  adopted  by  General  Synod  in 
1803  and  1864  in  regard  to  Holland  Academy,  with  a  few  modifica- 
tions, rendered  necessary  by  its  recent  incorporation  as  llope 
College. 

1.  Instead  of  three  (3)  representatives  from  each  Classis,  it  is 
proposed  that  there  shall  be  four  (4.) 

2.  Instead  of  serving  three  (3)  years,  it  is  proposed  that  the 
term  be  four  (4)  years. 

3.  That  the  Delegate  from  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago,  at 
large,  shall  serve  for  thirty  (30)  years,  instead  of  life. 

4.  That  the  quorum  of  the  Council  shall  be  seven  (7)  instead  of 
five  (5). 

5.  That  the  Council  shall  be  vested  with  certain  powers  as  a 
body  corporate  under  the  laws  of  Michigan.     (See  Doc't.  p.  4.) 

6.  That  General  Synod  charge  Article  XTIT.  in  their  Minutes, 
so  that  instead  of  "Rutgers  College,"  it  shall  read  "Church  Col- 
leges." 

As  these  changes   have   been   considered   and   approved   by  the 
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Board  of  Education,  your  Committee  would  recommend  tlicir  sanc- 
tion, and  the  approval  of  the  whole  paper  by  General  Synod. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

lege, and  his  pledge  that  the  expenses  of  a  Committee  will  be  paid 
by  the  Council  of  said  College, 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  appoint  Revs.  P.  D.  Van  Cleef,  J.  A. 
Lansing,  and  G.  II.  Mandeville,  a  committee  who  shall  examine  the 
whole  field  and  report  to  the  next  General  Synod. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported.  Synod  pro- 
ceeded to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of  Education  whose 
term  of  service  has  expired.  On  counting  the  ballots  it  appeared 
that  Revs.  J.  R,  Berry,  J.  B.  Thompson,  Joachim  Elmendorf,  David 
Cole,  B.  C.  Taylor,  and  Messrs.  S.  B.  SchiefFelin,  James  Suydam,  and 
S.  R.  Van  Duzer  were  elected. 

ARTICLE  XIIL 

RXTTGERS     COLLEGE. 

It  was  resolved  that  hereafter  this  article  shall  be  called 
"  Church  Colleges." 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

PROFESSORATE. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Peter  Hertzog  Theological  Hail 
presented  the  following  report,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  the  Professorate  : 

The  General  Synod's  Standing  Committee  on  Peter  Hertzog 
Tlieological  Hall  respectfully  report,  that  they  have  bestowed  such 
attention  on  the  important  interests  committed  to  them  as  they  have 
found  consistent  with  other  imperative  duties. 

1.  The  bond  of  Dr.  Nicholas  E.  Smith  for  $40,000,  given  to  ena- 
ble Synod  to  add  S700  per  annuu)  to  the  salaries  of  the  Theological 
Professors  occupying  the  three  older  Professorships,  has  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  Board  of  Direction,  and  the  sum  of  $2,800  interest  on 
the  same  for  one  year  has  been  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  General 
Synod. 
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2.  The  Endowment  of  the  Fourth  Professorship^ 

Of  the  subscription  of  $40,000,  reported  to  the  last  General 
Synod  for  this  object,  tlie  sum  of  #30, 012  66  has  been  piml  to  the 
Treasurer  of  (jencral  Synod  on  account  of  principal,  and  §269  7S 
interest  on  deferred  subscriptions.  There  still  remain  unpaid  sub- 
gcriptions  amounting  to  nearly  $10,000,  for  a  portion  of  which 
bonds  have  been  given  bearing  interest  of  seven  per  cent.  Your 
Committee  anticipate  the  paymeiit  of  most  of  this  during  the  cur- 
rent year,  and  regard  the  whole  as  sound  and  reliable.. 

3.  Houses  for  the  Theological  Professors. 

The  last  General  Synod  directed  your  Committee  to  procure 
$40,000  for  the  erection  of  houses  for  the  Theological  Professors, 
inclusive  of  $12,000  purchase  money  of  Rutgers  College.  The 
Synod  also  appointed  a  Building  Committee,  who  were  authorized 
to  erect  the  required  residences  as  soon  as  the  funds  procured  should 
warrant. 

In  accordance  with  this  order,  three  houses  are  partially  under 
contract  and  in  process  of  erection.  Two  of  these,  wbJcli  will  re- 
place the  two  of  which  the  Synod  are  dispossessed  by  the  sale  of  the 
College  property,  are  to  be  completed  not  later  than  October  next. 
For  the  completion  of  the  third  house- about  §3,000  will  be  required 
in  addition  to  the  sums  on  which  we  can  now  rely.  This  your 
Committee  liope  soon  to  obtain,  so  that  all  will  be  linished  during 
the  coming  fall. 

The  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College  desire  possession  of  the  westi 
wing,  and  are  ready  to  pay  the  §11,000  agreed  upon  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  College  if  Dr.  Woodbridge  will  give  immediate  posses^ 
sion.  To  this,  at  much  personal  inconvenience,  he  has  consented; 
Your  Committee  respectfully  ask  General  Synod  to  issue  to  the 
Board  of  Direction  the  necessary  authority  for  the  payment  of  thi* 
aura  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  lluilding  Committee,  togetlicr  with 
$1,000  already  paid  by  the  Trustees,  in  order  that  the  Committee 
may  be  able  to  fidfil  their  engagements  for  the  houses  now  being 
erected  in  place  of  those  sold  to  the  College. 

It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  say  that  upon  the  completion  of  these- 
residences,  the  Synod  will  be  freed  from  their  present  liability  for 
the  house  rent  of  two  Theological  Professors,  and  their  appropria- 
tion for  that  purpose  during  the  current  year  may  be  regulated 
accordingly. 

4.  Refurnishing  Hertzog  Hall. 

Tlie  carpets  and  furniture  placed  in  the  Hall  at  the  time  of  it» 
erection  absolutely  need  renewal — having  now  been  in  use  nearly 
ten  years.  On  account  of  higii  prices  it  has  been  delayed  as  long 
as  possible.  Ciiurches  and  individuals  have  already  been  appealed 
to,  to  some   extent,  with  an   encouraging   degree   of  success.     We 
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hope  "by  tlie  beginning  of  the  next  Seminary  year  to  accomplish  the 
whole. 

5.  Repairs  to  Hertzog  Hall. 

The  Synod  will  at  once  appreciate  the  necessity  of  preserving 
this  valuable  property  from  ruin,  as  well  as  the  importance  to  our 
denominational  credit  of  its  presenting  an  appearance  of  ordinary 
respectability.  No  funds  were  ever  provided  for  this  pnrpose.  By 
the  liberality  of  individuals  we  have  been  able  to  spend  an  average 
of  8200  to  8300  per  annum  upon  it.  This  would  have  been  sufficient 
to  enable  us  to  maintain  a  much  more  favorable  external  appearance, 
if  it  had  not  been  for  gross  unfaithfulness  in  the  original  erection  of 
every  part  of  the  building,  in  labor  and  materials.  This  has  long 
been  a  subject  of  distress  and  mortification  to  the  Faculty,  as  brina;- 
ing  the  institution  and  themselves  into  discredit,  although  they  are 
in  no  way  responsible  for  it  One  3'ear  ago  the  building  was  sub- 
jected to  a  thorough  examination  by  the  higliest  practical  and  pro- 
fessional ability  at  our  command.  We  herewith  submit  to  the  Synod 
the  result  in  a  detailed  estimate  of  the  sums  necessary  to  put  the 
Hall  into  the  best  possible  condition  for  permanency,  amounting  in 
the  aggregate  to  $3,570. 

The  question  rises.  How  shall  this  amount  be  raised  ?  The 
ready  answer  will  perhaps  be,  By  the  Ilertzog  Hall  Committee. 
Against  this,  however,  we  most  respectfully  protest.  Already  the 
Theological  Professors  have  performed  an  amount  of  unpleasant  ser- 
vice in  this  respect  not  consistent  with  the  important  duties  to  which 
they  have  been  called  It  is  not  desirable  that  they  should  be  al- 
ways before  the  Church  as  collecting  agents.  It  may  be  said,  more- 
over, that  while  a  minority  of  Churches  were  reached  by  our  recent 
efforts  in  behalf  of  the  Seminary,  the  whole  Church  is  interested  in 
the  preservation  of  this  property,  and  that  the  expense  should  be 
equally  distributed.  It  is  neither  necessary  nor  possible  that  the 
Professors  should  visit  all  the  Churches  and  collect  the  very  small 
Mim  that  Avould  be  due  from  each.  Nor  can  we  think  that  the 
attempt  would  place  Professors  of  Theology  before  the  Churches  in 
tlie  liglit  in  which  they  sliould  be  regarded  in  view  of  the  office 
which  they  hold.  We  trust  that  the  Synod  will  devise  some  other 
plan  by  which  the  end  may  be  accomplished.  It  should  be  under- 
stood that  tlie  call  is  an  extraordinary  one,  arising  mainly  from 
original  defects  in  the  construction  of  the  Hall,  and  not  to  be  put 
on  the  same  footing  with  ordinary  expenses  of  repair  which  the 
Churches  might  expect  wonld  be  met  from  the  fund  already' provided 
for  contingent  expenses.  We  have  been  assured  by  the  eminent 
benefactress  of  the  Church,  by  whose  unexampled  liberality  the 
Theological  Hall  was  built,  that  she  has  made  provision  for  its  pre- 
servation which  will  hereafter  become  available.  If  the  present 
relief  is  granted,  it  will  be  many  years  before  it  will  again  be  neces- 
sary to  spend  any  considerable  sum  for  the  same  purpose,  and  w« 
may  never  have  occasion  to  issue  a  similar  call  upon  the  Church. 
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Your  Committee  are  constrained  to  remind  tlie  Synod  that  \vc 
have  not  the  same  liberty  of  declining  or  postponino;  any  expendi- 
ture that  may  be  necessary  to  keep  the  Hall  in  the  best  condition 
that  might  be  claimed  if  it  had  been  built  by  the  general  contribu- 
tion of  the  Church.  It  would,  doubtless,  be  a  great  gratilieatiou 
to  Mrs.  Ilertzog  to  know  that  the  Church  appreciates  her  noble  gift 
too  highly  to  suffer  it  to  remain  in  a  semi-ruinous  condition,  or  that,, 
in  its  whole  appearance  and  in  all  its  appointments,  it  should  not  b& 
worthy  of  her  pious  purpose  in  erecting  a  monument  to  the  memory 
of  her  deceased  husband. 

Your  Committee  may  be  excused  for  urging  upon  Synod  the  ne- 
cessity of  immediate  action.  If  the  work  is  not  done  during  the  pres- 
ent vacation,  it  nnist  be  postponed  for  a  full  year,  while  the  building 
is  deteriorating  more  and  more  rapidly,  and  greatly  inci'cased  ex- 
pense must  result  from  delay. 

Your  Committee  would  also  suggest  that  in  addition  to  provid- 
ing for  the  expense,  the  Synod  appoint  a  committee  of  practical  men 
to  take  charge  of  the  work. 

Your  Committee  feel  that  they  cannot  close  this  Report  without  a 
special  acknowledgment  of  the  gi'cat  service  rendered  the  Church  by 
Professor  John  De  Witt,  D.  D.,  who  initiated  the  present  movement, 
obtained  the  principal  part  of  the  large  amount  that  has  recently 
been  subscribed  for  the  various  purposes  of  the  Institution,  and  of 
whom  it  is  especially  to  be  noted,  that  by  untiring  zeal  and  energy, 
although  with  the  hearty  cooperation  of  his  colleagues,  he  carried 
the  effort  to  establish  the  Fourth  Professorship  to  a  successful 
termination.

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  presented  the  following 
Report,  which  was  accepted,  amended,  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  beg  leave  respectfully  to 
submit  their  Report.  The  following  papers  have' been  placed  in  their 
hands : 

I.  An  application  from  the  Classis  of  Arcot  for  a  dispensation  in 
behalf  of  John,  catechist,  from  the  study  of  the  Greek  and  Hebrew 
languages;  and  that  the  ('lassis  be  authorized  to  ordain  him  to  the 
Gospel  ministry  and  install  him  pastor  over  the  Church  in  Coonoor. 
Your  Committee  recommend — 

Resolved,  That  the  dispensation  be  granted,  and  authority  be 
given  to  the  Classis  of  Arcot. 

II.  A  communication  from  ^he  North  Classis  of  Long  Island, 
requesting  the  General  Synod  to  reorganize  the   Board   of  Suporin- 

■   tendents  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  so   that   the   Board    shall  be 
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constituted  of  three  members  from  each  Particular  Synod,  and  that 
this  Board,  in  addition  to  the  duties  of  the  Board  as  now  consti- 
tuted, "  shall  have  all  the  duties  and  functions  of  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  llertzog  Hall." 

In  reference  to  it,  your  Committee  remark  that  the  action  asked 
for  seems  at  the  present  time  premature. 

The  question  of  changing  the  Particuhir  Synods  from  delegated 
to  conventional  bodies,  has  long  been  and  is  now  agitated.  The 
Synods  of  New  York  and  Albany  have  both  taken  some  action  on 
the  subject.  Should  tliis  plan  ultimately  obtain,  it  would  neces- 
sitate an  increased  number  of  Synods ;  and  this  again  involves  a 
revision  of  the  plan  proposed. 

But  supposing  this  change  be  not  effected,  it  is  believed  that  the 
Board,  as  at  present  constituted,  has  performed  its  work  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Clmrch  at  large.  No  reasons  are  given  in  the  com- 
munication why  the  change  is  desirable.  Your  Committee  cannot 
see  that  any  advantages  would  be  gained  sufficient  to  warrant  tlie 
proposed  revolution. 

Be*ide,  your  Committee  think  that  the  interests  of  llertzog 
Hall  will  be  more  carefully  protected  by  a  Standing  Committee  as 
at  present,  on  whom  the  sole  responsibility  devolves,  than  by  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  who  have  other  interests  to  guard,  suffi- 
cient to  occupy  their  attention  and  energy.  Your  Committee  there- 
fore recommend — 

liesolvcd,  That  the  General  Synod  reaffirm  its  action  of  last  year 
on  a  somewhat  simil  ir  proposition  fronr  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia, 
on  page  625,  that  it  is  inexpedient  that  this  request  be  granted. 

III.  A  communication  from  the  Classis  of  Bergen,  requesting 
General  Synod  "to  adopt  some  rule  by  Avhich  its  annual  contingent 
expenses  may  be  fairly  assessed  pro  rata  upon  the  whole  Church." 

The  communication  gives  no  figures  to  substantiate  its  state- 
ments of  unequal  assessment,  though  your  Committee  do  not  doubt 
such  data  were  before  the  Classis  and  were  the  basis  of  its  action. 
Your  Committee  are  not  aware  of  any  rule  that  would  be  infallible. 
Even  in  the  Classes  in  which  the  ability  of  each  Church  is  well  un- 
derstood, similar  complaints  are  not  unfrequent.  It  is  inevitable 
that  mistakes  will  occur.  The  General  Synod  has  devolved  the  duty 
of  assessment  upon  the  Partic\ilar  Synods,  apportioning  two-third.s 
of  the  whole  amount  to  the  Synod  of  New  York,  and  one  third  to 
that  of  Albany.  (Minutes  for  18 — ,  p.  — .)  The  Classis  of  Bergen 
should  therefore  make  its  application  for  relief  to  the  Synod  of  New 
York  Your  Committee  do  not  feel  warranted  in  recommending 
any  general  rule  for  the  adoption  of  General  Synod,  as  the  Synod  of 
Albany  has  a  rule  by  whicli  its  assessments  are  made,  it  is  believed, 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Classes. 

IV.  A  communication  from  the  Classis  of  Orange,  stating  that 
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the  Classis  lias  paid  itp  assessment  for  the  increase  of  $20,000,  to 
the  Permanent  Fund  for  the  support  of  the  Theological  Scmiiiarv; 
and  also  containing  a  resolution,  "  that  after  this  fiscal  year,  this 
Classis  will  refuse  to  pay  any  assessment  of  the  General  Synod,  for 
the  ordinary  expenses  of  tlie  'i'lieological  Sen)inary,  or  for  any  of 
the  ordinary  expenses  of  said  Synod,  except  for  tliose  ■which  are 
defined  as  'contingent'  in  the  Minutes  of  June,  1 864,  j)ages  275 
and  27G;"  and  likewise  a  second  resolution  declaring  the  readiness 
of  Classis  to  contribute  such  further  quota  as  may  be  necessary  to 
increase  the  rcrmanent  Fund,  if  the  present  is  found  insufficient. 

Your  Connnittee  do  not  believe  that  the  Classis  of  Oi-ange  took 
this  action  in  the  spirit  of  contumacy  or  rebellion,  "  which  is  as  the 
fiin  of  witchcraft,"  but  simply  expressed,  in  this  emphatic  mat)ner, 
tlieir  purpose  to  exercise  their  right  to  exemption  from  taxation 
upon  payment  of  said  quota,  as  the  Churches  were  clearly  given  to 
nuderbtaud  when  said  assessment  was  made.  This  expression,  com- 
ing from  one  of  our  strongest  and  staunchest  Classes,  is  of  no  ^mall 
importance.  It  shows  that  the  temper  of  our  Churches  is  very  sensi- 
tive on  the  subject  of  assessments,  and  especially  these  annual  taxa- 
tions. Complaints,  loud  and  deep,  come  from  every  quarter.  The 
necessity  is  apparent  that  tlie  General  Synod  should  leaislate  its 
financial  measures  on  strictly  business  principles;  and  also  that 
every  Classis  should  meet  its  just  obligations  promptly  and  fully,  so 
that  the  cause  of  complaint  may  be  removed. 

V.  A  resolution  proposing  an  amendment  to  the  rule  relative  to 
stndents  preaching,  so  that  it  shall  read  :  '■'■  Renolved,  That  no  student 
in  our  Theological  Seminary  shall  be  allowed  to  preach  or  lecture 
in  any  churcli  or  congregation,  except,  etc."  Your  Committee  re- 
commend— Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  make  said  chano;e. 

VI.  A  memorial  from  tlie  members  of  the  Senior  Class  of  Hope 
College,  respectfully  petitioning  the  General  Synod  to  take  such 
measures  as  may  enable  tliein  to  pursue  their  theological  studies  at 
their  present  Institution. 

The  matter  involved  should  receive  the  most  careful  considera- 
tion of  General  Synod.  The  establishment  of  a  theological  centre 
in  the  West  is  an  old  and  cherished  sentiment  of  the  Dutch  Church. 
As  early  as  1848  an  elaborate  report  was  submitted  to  Synod  in  its 
favor.  The  establishment  of  a 'llieological  Seminary  in  connectjion 
■with  the  yonng  college  at  Holland,  will,  without  question,  ullimatelv 
be  secured.  Whether  th'e  present  is  the  proper  time  to  iuauirurate 
measures  looking  directly  to  this  result,  is  the  question  now  to  bo 
dcci<led  by  the  General  Synod.  The  action  taken  will  affect  very 
greatly  the  interests  of  Hope  College,  as  well  as  the  cause  of  our  de- 
nomination at  the  \A'est.  There  are  members  from  the  West,  on  the 
floor  of  this  house,  who  can  make  full  statements  to  the  Svnod  in 
regard  to  the  proposed  measure.  That  the  matter  may  be  brought 
fairly  before  Synod,  for  its  wise  and  deliberate  consideration,  your 
Committee  recommend — 
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Resolved,  Tliat  the  subject  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Education 
and  the  Council  of  Hope  College,  with  instruction  that  leave  be 
granted  to  pursue  their  theological  studies  at  Hope  College,  provided 
no  measures  shall  be  instituted  by  which  additional  expense  shall  be 
thrown  upon  Synod  or  Board  of  Education  at  this  time  ;  and  pro- 
vided further,  that  Synod  reserves  the  right  to  withdraw  this  per- 
mission at  any  time  that  it  may  deem  expedient. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Ilertzog  Hall. 
As  this  report  will  be  published  in  full,  a  recital  of  its  facts  is  not 
necessary.  The  following  action  is  required  for  the  guidance  of  the 
Board  of  Direction  : 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Direction  be  authorized  to  release 
the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College  from  the  payment  of  house  rent  for 
the  profcssoral  residences  as  soon  as  and  from  the  time  when  they 
shall  liave  paid  to  said  Board  the  remaining  $11,000,  as  per  agree- 
ment (Minutes  of  1804,  pages  472-473). 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod  be  authorized 
to  pay  to  Treasurer  of  Building  Committee  on  Professoral  Resi- 
dences the  sum  of  812,000  (when  received)  for  the  sale  of  Rutgers 
College,  as  per  resolution  of  Synod  (Minutes  of  1864,  page  472)." 

Your  Committee  also  recommend  that  the  Geqeral  Synod 
commend  the  matter  of  refurnishing  Ilertzog  Hall  to  the  favorable 
consideration  of  the  Churches  and  the  liberality  of  the  members. 

The  Report  states  that  repairs  to  the  Hall  are  imperatively 
needed.  These  will  cost,  according  to  tlie  careful  estimate  submitted 
with  the  Report,  nearly,  if  not  quite,  1^4000.  The  work  should  be 
done  during  the  present  vacation.  How  to  raise  the  means  is  the 
question.  To  wait  for  assessments  Avill  defer  it  for  a  year.  Your 
Committee  sympathize  with  the  sentiment  of  the  professors  that 
they  ought  not,  with  the  other  matters  they  have  in  hand,  be 
required  to  do  this  work.  Your  Committee  can  think  of  no  other 
way  than  the  appointment  of  a  special  committee.  They  therefore 
recommend: 

^*  Resolved,  That  Rev.  John  L  See,  and  Elders  Robert  H.  Pruyn, 
W.  H.  Crosby,  S.  B.  Schieffelin,  Jonathan  Sturges,  F.  J.  Hosford, 
James  Myers,  Jacob  R.  Wortiuidyke,  S.  R.  W.  Heath,  G.  G.  Voorhees, 
Isaac  Vooihecs,  and  C.  DeWitt  Moore,  be  appointed  a  committee  to 
raise  the  money  necessary  for  these  repairs,  and  that  they  be  clothed 
with  discretionary  powers  as  to  the  way  in  which  said  money  shall 
be  raised. 

'^Resolved,  That  the  repairs  contemplated  on  Hertzog  Hall  be 
made  under  the  direction  of  a  committee  consisting  of  Johnson 
Letson,  William  Flagg,  G.  G.  V'^oorhees,  James  Suydam,  and  Rev. 
John  DeWitt,  D.D."  ^ 

VHI.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the 
Theological  Seminary. 
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The  Synod  would  be  unjust  to  itself  to  overlook  tlic  fact  lliat  a 
marble  bust  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  IJethune  has  been  ptcsentcd  to  the 
Seminary  by  his  widow.     Your  Coinmittee  rcconiinend — 

Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  heartily  joins  with  the  Board 
of  Superintendents  in  its  resolutions  of  thanks  to  Mrs.  Bethune. 

Your  Committee  would  further  recommend — 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  has  learned  with  groat  grati- 
fication that  through  the  eftbrts  of  Rev.  J.  T.  Duryea,  and  the  libe- 
rality of  some  individuals,  the  s-tudents  in  our  Seminary  have  enjoyed 
during  the  year  the  services  of  I'rofessor  Peabody  in  imparting 
instruction  and  practice  in  elocution. 

The  attention  of  General  Synod  is  particularly  called  to  the 
desirableness  of  largely  increasing  the  library  of  the  Seminary.  Your 
Committee  feel  that  the  importance  of  this  can  scarcely  be  over- 
estimated.    They  therefore  recommend — 

Resolved,  That  it  be  commended  to  the  prayerful  consideration 
and  the  munificence  of  all  who  love  the  Church,  and  desire  to  furnish 
its  students  for  the  ministry  with  the  best  appliances  to  nudce  them 
efficient  preachers  of  the  everlasting  Gospel. 

IX.  The  usual  full  and  carefully  prepared  reports  of  the  Board 
of  Direction  and  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod. 

Your  Committee  have  given  them  careful  consideration.  From 
these  and  conference  with  members  of  the  Board  of  Direction,  they 
learn  that  the  estimated  disbursements  to  May  1st,  1867,  will  be 
$12,250.  To  meet  this,  it  is  believed  there  will  be  sufficient  income 
from  Permanent  Fund  and  accruing  interest. 

The  Coutin<jent  Expenses.  Tlio  deficiency  of  past  years  amounts 
to  ?!1,20G  80. 

There  is  due  from  sixteen  Classes  on  former  assessments  for  de- 
ficiencies and  contingent  expenses  the  sum  of  %l7o:5  02,  and  for  re- 
pairs to  Rutgers  College  the  sum  of  SI 40,  making  total  of  §;  189.3  02. 
Of  this  whole  amount,  due  JMay  1st,  1866,  a  portion  Avas  due  May 
1st,  1865.  Some  of  these  are  among  our  strongest  and  wealthiest 
Classes.  This  ought  not  so  to  be.  It  is  a  failure  to  meet  just  obli- 
gations. It  is  nnscriptural ;  fur  it  is  in  violation  of  St.  Paul's  injunc- 
tions:  "Owe  no  man  any  thing,''  "Provide  things  honest  in  the  sight 
of  all  men" — as  applicable  to  Classes  as  to  individuals.  It  is  unjust 
to  those  Classes  which  pay  their  assessments,  ^ov  it  throws  on  them 
an  undue  proportion  of  a  burden  that  should  be  borne  equally  by  all 
according  to  ability.  It  is  unkind  to  the  Board  of  Direction,  for  it 
throws  on  them  an  amount  of  labor  and  anxiety  to  which  they 
ought  not  to  be  subjected.  It  is  believed  that  enough  of  the  amount 
due  will  be  paid  by  the  Classes  during  the  year  to  meet  the  above- 
named  deficiency.  In  this  hope  and  with  a  view  of  calling  the  spe- 
cial attention  of  the  delinquent  Classes  to  this  matter,  yourcomuiit- 
tee  recommend — 
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Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  reiterate  its  former  utterances 
on  this  sul)ject,  ami  afteclionately  and-eurnestly  appeals  to  said  Clas- 
ses to  make  faithful  etl'orts  to  secure  an  early  payment  of  their  just 
dues. 

Estimated  contingent  expenses  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  May  1st, 
1867:

To  meet  this  the  usual  statement  has  been  forwarded  to  the 
Particular  Synods,  and  they  have,  doubtless,  acted  thereon.  It  is 
proper  here  to  remark  that  there  will  be  found  some  difference  in  the 
figures  here  presented  and  those  which  have  been  forwarded  to  the 
Particular  Synods.  This  arises  from  some  moneys  received  by  the 
Treasurer  since  those  calculations  were  made.  Prompt  payment  by 
the  Classes  of  past  deficiencies,  and  the  assessments  for  this  year,  will 
place  the  Synod  iu  an  easy  financial  condition  as  to  its  contingent 
expenses. 

In  this  connection  your  Committee  remark : 

There  is  due  from  twenty-three  Classes  on  the  assessinent  to  raise 
the  §20,000  additional  permanent  fund  the  sum  of  S782G  10.  Last 
year  the  amount  due  was  ^13,214  44.  This  show  a  most  gratifying 
decrease  iu  the  amount  due,  and  that  the  Classes  are  coming  up 
surely — though  perhaps  slowly — to  the  policy  of  Synod  to  increase 
its  permanent  fund  $20,000.  As  the  Synod  cannot  go  back  on  its 
former  action,  and  as  it  is  evident  that  the  Churches  do  not  mean  to 
permit  failure,  it  is  eminently  desirable  that  the  work  should  be 
completed  as  speedily  as  practicable.  Only  a  little  more  than  one- 
third  remains  to  be  raised.  The  necessity  is  still  urgent  and  im- 
perative.    Your  Committee  recommend — 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  reafiirm  the  resolutions  of  the  last 
General  Synod  (page  624),  viz  : 

Resolved,  That  each  Classis  which  has  omitted  its  full  quota  to 
the  fund,  be  earnestly  requested  to  take  such  steps  at  its  next  stated 
or  special  meeting  as  will  secure  its  share  of  the  money  required  from 
their  respective  congregations. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod  (immediately 
before  the  stated  fall  session)  send  a  circular  to  the  Classes  which 
continue  delinquent,  informing  them  of  the  amount  ai>portioned  to 
each,  and  urging  them  to  comply  with  the  action  of  Synod. 

Your  Committee  further  recommend  : 

Resolved,  That  the  salaries  of  the  Professors  in  the  Theological 
Seminary  for  the  present  year  be  the  same  as  last  year. 
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Resolved,  Tluat  the  salary  of  the  Trcasiiror  of  General  Synod  shall 
be  $1000. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  inanaircniont  of  the  Wi(h)\vs'  Fund 
involves  a  much  larg'cr  amount  of  labor  on  the  Treasurer  than  any 
of  the  other  funds  of  the  Synod,  your  Committee,  at  the  suggestion 
of  members  of  the  Board  of  Direction,  recommend: 

Resolved,  That  of  the  salary  of  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod 
$250  shall  be  paid  from  the  Widows'  Fund,  and  the  remainder 
apportioned  among  the  other  funds. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Hertzog  Hall  be  a  Committee 
to  assist  the  professors  in  their  removal  to  the  new  professoral 
residences. 

Resolved,  That  $2fiO  be  allowed  for  the  removal  of  the  professors, 
and  that  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  pay  the  same. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  persons  be  recommended  to  the 
Trustees  of  Rutgers  College  for  aid  from  the  Van  Benschoten  Fund : 
L.  II.  Bahler,  N!  II.  Van  Arsdale,  P.  V.  Van  Buskirk,  C.  F.  Suckow; 
and  the  following  for  aid  from  the  Knox  Fund  :  J.  F.  Shaw.

MISSIONS. 

The  Thirty-fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, with  the  exception  of  so  much  as  refers  to  vacancies,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 
was  received,  and  referred  to  the- Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 

The  Thirty-fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestie- 
Missions  was  received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic 
Missions,  with  the  exception  of  so  much  as  refers  to  vacancies 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
was  received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions. 

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  presented  the  following 
Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 


Nothinrr  occurred. 
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The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  respectfully  report: 

That  they  have  in  their  hands,  the  Thirty-fourth  Annual  Report 
of  the  Board  to  the  General  Synod,  and  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions. 

The  Report  with  thankfulness  characterizes  the  past  year  as  one 
of  great  blessing.  This  the  Board  find  manifest  in  the  preservation 
of  the  lives  and  health  of  their  Missionaries,  in  gracious  tokens  of 
the  Divine  favor  upon  the  work  perfoimed,  in  the  addition  of  a 
goodly  number  to  the  Churches,  in  a  gratifying  increase  of  the  num- 
ber of  the  contributing  Churches,  and  in  the  happy  fact  that  their 
expenses  have  not  exceeded  their  means.  But  this  latter  fact  is 
owing  to  a  balance  on  hand,  with  which  they  were  privileged  t5  be- 
gin the  year. 

The  Board,  however,  is  under  the  necessity  of  noting  some  pe- 
culiar circumstances  which  hinder  the  rapid  growth  of  some  of  our 
Churches.  And  that  which  especially  thus  affects  our  work,  parti- 
cularly in  the  West,  and,  in  other  parts  as  well,  and  Avhich  Mission- 
aries mention  as  a  barrier,  is  our  name.  That  title  misrepresents  us, 
awakens  prejudice  and  misconceptions  respecting  our  origin,  lan- 
guage and  character.  Of  this  unhappy  fact,  not  a  few  outside  the 
Board  and  among  the  Missionaries  thereof,  have  been  for  no  little 
time  painfully  conscious.  And  your  Committee  cannot  pass  over 
this  point,  without  at  least  asking  General  Synod  to  look  the  serious 
question  it  involves  squarely  in  the  face. 

FINANCIAL    STATEMENT 

The  gratifying  intelligence  is  brought  to  the  General  Synod,  that 
the  year's  work  has  been  performed  without  pecuniary  embarass- 
ment.  Yet,  it  is  true,  that  this  happy  result  depended  upon  a  hand- 
some balance  remaining  from  the  previous  year,  a  fact  which  shows 
that  the  benevolence  of  the  Churches  has  not  increased  during  the 
year.  Yet  six  Churches  more  have  contributed  than  during  the  year 
preceding.     Legacies  have  decreased  in  amount. 

The  amount  of  receipts  last  year  was  $24,315  S3,  This  year 
$24,589  98.  This,  though  a  seeming  increase,  was  not  an  increase, 
for  it  includes  a  balance  of  $4,969  58  at  the  year's  beginning. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Seven  Imndred  and  three  souls  have  been  added  to  the  Churches 
during  the  year,  four  hundred  and  ninety-seven  of  which  were  ad- 
mitted on  profession  of  their  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus. 

NEW    UNDERTAKINGS. 

Eight  new  enterprises  liave  been  commenced  during  the  year, 
some  in  whole,  some  in  part  .sustained  by  the  Hoard. 

Yet  your  Committee  must  express  their  regret  that,  notwith- 
standing the  commission  employed,  and  which,  at  private   expense, 
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spent  time  and  labor  in  exploring  and  finding  new  fields,  the  Board 
were  obliged  to  bold  back  tVoiu  cultivating  those  fields  for  lack  of 
means. 

And  here  it  is  well  to  snggest  that,  as  the  tabular  statement  shows, 
the  greater  proportion  of  means  is  spent  on  enterprises  at  the  East. 
All  thus  spent  is  so  much  taken  from  the  great  work  of  stretching 
out  to  supply  the  advancing  stream  of  population  beyond  the  lines 
of  present  Gospel  advantages,  which  work  ought  to  be  first  in  the 
sympathies  of  the  Board  and  of  the  denomination. 

Our  home  field,  in  which  to  expand  and  widen  our  influence  and 
power  for  good,  is  beyond  question  the  West — the  nncnltivated  por- 
tion of  our  land.  We  cannot,  we  ought  not,  to  expect  to  enlarge  by 
superseding  other  bodies  of  Christians  ;  and  in  all  other  parts  of  our 
land,  save  the  newly  settled,  others  are  before  us.  It  is  submitted, 
therefore,  whether  the  great  object  of  the  Board  and  the  aim  of  the 
Church,  through  the  Board,  would  not  be  better  subserved  by  throw- 
ing its  whole  weight  more  entirely  into  building  and  sustaining  sta- 
tions at  various  points  in  the  region  of  advancing  settlements  west- 
ward. 

THE    SOUTH. 

The  views  just  expressed  find  their  vindication  in  the  report  of 
the  Board  under  this  head. 

That  unhappy  section  of  our  lately  distracted  country,  Avhich  by 
war  was  desolated,  both  as  respects  temporal  and  spiritual  supplies, 
by  peace  finds  itself  in  a  good  measure  recovered  to  its  wonted  ad- 
vantages. The  door  whicli  was  opened  by  this  desolation  is  made 
much  narrower  by  reoccupation,  on  the  part  of  those  who  had 
deserted  their  proper  fields.  Places  of  Avorship,  once  accessible  to 
any  through  military  disposition,  are  by  civil  authority  restored  to 
their  former  possessors.  This  brings  that  region  back  again  to  the 
status  of  a  preoccupied  field.  And  happy  as  this  branch  of  the 
Church  of  our  Lord  would  have  been  to  have  been  named  among 
those  whose  banners  would  indicate  centres  of  light  and  elevation 
to  the  masses  of  all  races  hitherto  in  darkness  and  oppressed ;  yet, 
because  of  limited  resources  in  men  and  means,  experience  has 
shown  that  our  land  of  promise  is  not  in  this  direction,  as  it  clearly 
is  towards  the  setting  sun.  We  have  not  resources  which  we 
can  yet  afford  to  scatter.  Our  great  hope  of  being  able  to  take  as 
wide  a  sweep  as  the  desire  of  our  hearts  prompt,  lies  in  gathering 
strength  and  in  extending  our  borders  through  the  work  of  concen- 
trating eftbrt  on  the  open  and  unoccupied  field.  Yet  your  Committee 
cannot  take  the  responsibility  of  even  suggesting  the  abandonment 
of  the  South.  But  they  do,  in  the  fear  of  God,  assert  that  unless 
this  work  can  be  undertaken  in  earnest  better  not  at  all. 

The  tabular  statement  of  Churches  aided  and  the  results  will 
appear  in  the  printed  report  of  the  Board,  and  we  therefore  pass 
to  the 
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SABDATII    SCHOOL    DEPARTMENT. 

Tliis,  as  an  effective  nlly  in  prosecuting  the  work  of  evangeliza- 
tion, is  worthy  of  distinct  notice,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  tliat 
it  has  received  more  than  usual  attention  during  the  year.  While 
the  fathers  may  be  beyond  liuman  appeals,  the  children  are  generally 
accessible  through  this  blessed  institution.  Let  it  be  fostered  by  the 
Board  not  only,  but  by  the  Churches, 

CHURCH    BUILDING    FUND. 

We  now  approach  a  matter  of  liighest  moment  in  the  work  of 
expansion.  We  have  reached  a  point,  in  human  experience  where 
the  attractive  and  well  appointed  sanctuary  is  indispensable  to  the 
self-sustenance  and  consequent  usefulness  of  a  Church,  if  not  to  its 
very  existence.  And  tlie  history  of  our  operations  in  the  West  not 
only,  but  in  the  East — in  this  very  city  of  New  York — is  emphatic 
in  the  suggestions  it  makes  on  this  point.  Can  it  be  doubted  that, 
if  suitable  edifices,  unembarrassed,  had  been  provided  for  the  many 
Churches  which  are  now  eitlier  extinct  or  dragging  their  slow,  sickly 
length  along,  these  same  Churches  might  now  be  giving  their  pro- 
portion to  the  strength  and  influence  of  the  denomination?  This 
being  so,  Avho  can  estimate  the  advantages  which  might  flow  imme- 
diately and  onward  from  a  Building  Fund  sufficiently  large  to  meet 
demands  as  they  arise  ?  Our  Board's  report  shows  that,  for  lack  of 
it,  more  money  and  a  great  deal  more  anxiety  are  expended  in  striv- 
ing to  keep  alive  Churches  which,  after  years  of  expendituie  of 
both,  are  still  needy,  than  would  have  set  them  on  their  feet  at 
once,  and  started  them  on  a  career  of  prosperity,  vigor,  and  use- 
fulness. Your  Committee  cannot  refrain  from  the  urgent  request 
that  this  General  Synod  will  give  this  subject  unusual  sympathy 
and  regard. 

In  view  of  the  whole  matter,  your  Committee  would  submit  the 
following 

RESOLUTIONS. 

1.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  thankfully  recognize  the  gracious 
smile  of  the  Ma,ster  on  the  work  of  the  Board  during  the  present 
year. 

2.  JResolred,  That  inasmuch  as  Missionaries  and  others  interested 
in  the  extension  of  our  Church,  declare  that  that  work  is  greatly 
embarrassed  by  (he  name  of  the  Churcli,  as  well  as  by  other  causes, 
therefore  the  attention  of  this  Synod  f-hould  be  given  to  this  subject 
as  worthy  of  serious  consideration. 

3.  Jii'so/ red,  Thnt  the  Churches  be  admonished  throuo-h  the 
Classes  that  increased  liberality  in  contriljuting  to  the  funds  uf  the 
Board  is  indispensable  to  its  eilicieucy  and  success. 

4.  Bemlved,  That  the  Board  be  requested  to  make  new  fields  of 
labor  in  regions  uncultivated  their  special  care,  with  the  aim  of  oc- 
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cupying  tlie  regions  beyond,  ratlier  than  reduce  their  ability  for  their 
more  specific  work,  by  spending  their  strength  where  the  Gospel  is 
enjoyed  in  plenty. 

5.  Ri'Solvcd,  That  it  be  enjoined  upon  tlie  various  CLisses  to 
exercise  particuhir  care  in  rehition  to  Churches  making  application 
for  appropriations  from  the  Board. 

6.  Resolved^  That  this  Synod  has  not  lost  any  of  its  sympathy 
for  the  needy  of  the  South,  nor  any  desire  to  do  them  good ;  and 
that,  so  far  as  the  Master  opens  the  way  and  furnishes  the  necessary 
means,  the  Board  be  requested  to^do  all  within  its  power  to  extend 
our  borders  in  that  direction. 

Y.  Resolved,  That  the  Sabbath  school  department  is  a  valuable 
auxiliary  to  the  work  of  the  Board,  and  that  it  be  commended 
to  the  sympathy  and  liberality  of  the  Churches. 

8.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  be  empowered  to  appoint  an  agent 
to  visit  the  Churches  and  solicit  contributions  to  the  Church  Build- 
ing Fund,  with  the  aim  of  completing  the  work  of  endowment  iu 
the  sum  of  ^50,000  in  one  year. 

9.  Resolved,  That  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions be  bound  with  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Synod,  as  usual. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  presented  the  following 
Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted : 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  report,  that  they  find  the 
Secretary's  Report  so  well  and  clearly  written  as  to  require  little  at 
their  hands. 

The  debt  of  the  Board  is,  indeed,  embarrassing.  Yet  promis- 
ing fields  are  not,  on  that  account,  to  be  abandoned  nor  seriously 
crippled.  As  the  Apostles  were  sometimes  hindered  when  they 
would  have  gone  here  or  there,  so  it  may  be  at  times  in  reference  to 
new  fields  of  missionary  labor.  These  we  may  be  compelled  re- 
luctantly to  forego.  But,  whilst  using  all  reasonable  means  to  reduce 
and  not  increase  the  debt,  it  is  evidently  the  duty  of  the  Board  ta 
go  forward  in  the  Lord's  work.  Especially  should  they  endeavor  to 
reach  the  delinquent  Churches.  And  your  Committee  would  sug- 
gest, as  a  plan  sanctioned  by  experience,  the  effort  to  have  Mission- 
ary committees  formed  of  the  abler  members  in  each,  who  shall 
report  at  monthly  concerts  on  different  fields,  and  who  shall  bo 
fiirnisheil  (even  gratuitously)  with  the  means  of  so  doing. 

A  letter  to  General  Synod  from  our  Missionaries  in  India  accom- 
panies the  Report ;  so  earnest  in  its  appeals,  and  so  well  calculated  to 
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awaken  Christian  benevolence,  tliat  your  Committee  would   recom- 
mend, the  Board  to  publish  and  distribute  it  in  the  Churches. 

Your  Committoe  liave  not  failed  to  consider  the  important  sub- 
ject referred  to  in  Dr.  Brown's  letter  from  Japan,  'i  hey  recommend 
it  as  a  subject  of  special  prayer  during  the  week  of  prayer,  that  God 
would  be  pleased  to  remove  present  hindrances,  of  a  cruel  nature,  to 
the  progress  of  the  Gospel  in  that  land.  But  as  there  are  reasons  for 
believing  that  the  United  States  Government  will  embrace  the 
earliest  favorable  opportunity  of  influencing  the  Government  of  that 
country  to  remove  all  such  hindrances,  they  think  it  unnecessary  to 
recommend  any  action  iu  reference  to  that  subject.

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The  list  of  subscribers  to  the  WidoAvs'  Fund  contains  fifty-seven 
names,  and  twelve  names  are  given  of  persons  interested  in  the 
fund  through  the  contributions  of  the  Churches. 

There  has  been  disbursed  to  annuitants  during  tlie  year  $1,088 
against  j^2.34  disbursed  last  year,  and  this  ainount  is  likely  to  be 
greatly  increased  year  by  year.  These  papers  show  that  in  those 
Classes,  and  those  only,  where  the  agency  system  enjoined  by  General 
Synod  is  in  operation,  do  the  Churclies  as  a  whole  contribute  to 
this  fund.  In  view  of  all  these  facts  your  Committee  desire  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  Churches  to  the  resolutions  of  General  Synod 
on  this  subject,,  and  especially  to  those  adopted  in  1863. 

They  desire  also  to  direct  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  fund 
aftords  the  most  appropriate  investment  which  can  be  made  for  min- 
isters or  their  families,  and,  moreover,  a  larger  return  for  the  small 
investment  made  than  can  be  realized  in  any  other  way. 

The  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund  has  received  during  the  year  con- 
tributions to  the  amount  of  $826  17  from  thirty-two  Churches.  This 
is  $268  11  move  than  was  contributed  last  year',  but  yet  how  small 
is  the»^sum  still,  and  how  few  the  Churches  contributing!  Surely 
there  is  no  object  more  worthy  the  regard  of  the  people  of  Christ, 
nor  which  commends  itself  more  warmly  to  the  heart,  than  that 
which  provides  for  those  who  have  been  disabled  in  the  service  of 
the  Church,  while  receiving  salary  insufiicient  to  allow  even  the  lay- 
ing up  of  twenty  dollars  a  3-ear  to  provide  for  the  future.  It  is 
believed  that  if  each  minister  would  properly  present  this  matter  to 
his  Chiu'ch,  more  than  thirty-two  would  feel  it  a  privilege  thus  to 
prbvide  for  Clirist's  disabled  servants.  One  revered  and  beloved 
servant  of  Christ,  who  has  since  entered  into  rest,  received  but  a 
little  time  before  his  death  from  this  fund  two  hundred  dollars, 
which,  we  are  assured  by  the  minister  of  the  parish  in  which  he 
dwelt,  relieved  his  dying  bed  from  great  sufi'erlng  of  mind  as  well  as 
of  body. 

Your  Committee  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  fund 

,  is  for  the  benefit  of  disabled  ministers  and  their  families  exclusively, 

and  to  request  Classes  to  exercise  great  care  to  I'ccommend  none  for 

its  benefit  who  are  physically  able  to  obtain  a  living  by  "  tentmaJc- 

inc/,^^  or  other  honorable  work. 

It  seems  proper,  also,  to  notice,  that  the  trouble  of  managing 
this  fund,  answering  inquiries,  etc.,  is  foia-  times  what  it  was  years 
ago,  when  the  salary  of  the  Treasurer  was  fixed  at  $150,  which  by 
recent  rules  has  been  reduced  to  $55  !  Your  Committee  advisee  that 
it  be  increased  to  $250.

BOABD      OF     PUBLICATION. 

The  Twelfth  Annual  Report  of  the  Boartl  of  Publication  wa» 
presented  and!  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication,  with  the 
exception  of  so  much  as  relates  to  vacancies,  which  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Publication  was 
received;,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  presented  the  following  Report,, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted : 

The  Twelfth  Annual  Report^  of  the  Board  of  Publication,  and 
the  Treasurer's  Report  accompanying  it,  have  been  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Committee,  and  they  have  been  carefully  examined. 
The  Treasurer's  Report  is  a  full  anxil  clear  state/nent  of  the  accounts 
current  for  the  year,  and  shows  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  ^031  40 
to  be  cairicd  to  the  new  year.  This  account  has  been  audited  by 
the  proper  committee,  who  report  "  the  same  correct,"  Your  Com- 
mittee believe  it  to  be  correct. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  from  all  sources  were.. $20,088  G4 

The  expenditures  were 20,457  24 

The  expenses,  chargeable  to  the  Depository,  including 
salaries,  rent,  taxes,  and  insurance,  amount  for 
the  year  to 3,128  64 

These  items  absorb  nearly  one-sixth  of  the  gross  income  of  the 
Board.  This  fact  deserves  and  should  receive  the  careful  considera- 
tion of  the  Board  and  of  the  Synod.  Whether  the  business  of  the 
Board  can  be  conducted  at  less  expense,  your  Committee  are  not 
prepared  to  say  ;  but  when  compared  with  the  amount  of  business 
transacted,  the  cost  seems  severe.  AVe  should  remember,  however, 
that,  during  the  past  year,  the  Board  met  with  severe  losses  by  fire  ; 
and  the  consequent  derangement  of  their  business  for  nearly  three 
months,  lessened  their  receipts.  Indeed,  this  calamity  that  fell  npow 
the  Board  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  besides  entailing  an  actual' 
loss  of  $1,543  43,  has  retarded  the  operations  of  the  Board  to  the 
present  time.  "  The  loss  snstained  by  the  fire  made  it  necessary  for 
the  Board  to  republish  a  large  number  of  former  publications,  and 
in  consequence  of  the  continued  high  price  of  material  and  labor, 
the  funds  of  the  Board  were  exhausted  before  the  lost  stock  was  all 
replaced." 

"The  Board  has  addd  only  one  new  book  and  two  new  tracts 
Xo  its  catalogue  during  the  year."     The  new  book  is  entitled  "  The 
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Book  of  Praise."  It  is  the  Psalms  and  Hymns  of  the  Reformed 
Protestant  Dutch  Church,  arrano;ed  to  more  than  four  hundred  pages 
of  carefully  prepared  music.  The  funds  for  publishing  this  book 
were  furnished  by  one  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Publication, 
who  waits  to  be  repaid  by  the  sales  of  the  book.  The  Committee 
have  examined  the  book,  and  hope  it  will  become  of  general  use  in 
the  Churches. 

The  Board  reports  the  amount  of  stock  on  hand,  May  1,  1866, 
to  be  128,140  39.  Of  this  amount  the  stereotype  plates  and  boxes, 
wood  cuts  and  electrotypes,  are  valued  at  -^15,667  69.  This  is 
probably  the  original  cost  of  said  articles.  Their  present  value  is 
probably  far  below  the  above-named  sum.  The  Committee  are  of 
the  opinion  that  the  Board  might  as  well  dispose  of  so  much  of  this 
stock  as  is  useless,  and  use  the  amount  realized  from  the  sale  to 
reduce  the  indebtedness  of  the  Board. 

The  total  indebtedness  of  the  Board,  May  1,  1866,  was 
$10,949  69.  Total  amount  of  stock  at  the  same  date  was  $28,140  39. 
If,  therefore,  the  estimated  value  of  the  stereotype  plates  and  boxes, 
wood-cuts  and  electrotypes,  viz  :  $15,667  59,  be  taken  entirely  out  of 
the  account  of  stock,  the  amount  of  the  available  stock  of  the  Board 
will  exceed  its  indebtedness  by  more  than  $1,000.  This  is  a  fair 
exhibit  of  the  affairs  and  position  of  the  Board  at  the  close  of  the 
year. 

The  Soioer  is  published  by  the  Board,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Corresponding  Secretaries  of  each  of  the  Boards,  and  the  Board 
of  Publication  in  their  report  say:  "An  effort  should  be  made  to 
place  a  copy  in  each  family,  so  that  at  least  once  a  month  they  may 
be  informed  of  what  is  being  done  by  the  Boards  of  the  Church." 
The  Committee  see  the  force  and  wisdom  of  the  above  remark ;  and 
would  suggest*  that  this  Board,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  other 
Boards,  send  the  Sower  to  all  Churches  for  gratuitous  distribution, 
if  not  in  all  the  families,  at  least  to  so  many  as  will  secure  to  it  a 
very  general  circulation  \i\  the  Churches.  This,  we  believe,  would 
be  the  means  of  securing  a  larger  pecuniary  return  to  all  the  Boards, 
the  Board  of  Publication  included,  which  Boatd  has  heretofore 
received  a  stinted  share  of  the  contributions  from  the  Churclies. 

The  Board,  at  its  first  meeting  after  the  adjournment  of  the  last 
General  Synod,  considered  the  expediency  of  securing  the  services 
of  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  unanimously  adopted  the  follow- 
ing resolution  : 

That  the  interests  of  the  Board  demand  the  undivided  services 
of  a  Corresponding  Secretary. 

Acting  under  this  resolution  a  Secretary  was  chosen.  A  liberal 
salary  was  oflered,  but  the  offer  was  declined.  We  regret  that  the 
Board  did  not  perseveie  and  secure  the  services  of  a  secretary  at  an 
early  day.  The  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  right  man  in 
this  place,  who  would  fulfill  the  duties  required  of  him,  could  direct 
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the  attention  and  gather  the  aid  of  the  Cliiirches  on  belialf  of  this 
Board.  Why  not  ?  The  other  Boards  of  the  Church  have  a(h)pted 
this  plan ;  tliey  have,  so  we  believe,  the  right  men  in  tlieir  places, 
and  they  have  been  eminently  successful  so  far,  and  the  future  is  full 
of  promise.  Why  should  not  an  efficient  Secretary,  who  could  de- 
vote his  entire  time  in  supervising  the  editorial  department,  and  in 
visiting  the  Churches  to  prseent  the  claims  of  this  l>oard,  make  this 
work  of  publication  successful  ?  We  believe  the  experiment  should 
now  be  made  ;  and  as  the  Board  in  its  report  very  truly  says  :  "  The 
time  has  come  when  this  Board  should  occupy  as  prominent  a  posi- 
tion, and  share  as  largely  in  the  sympathy  and  liberality  of  the 
Churches  as  the  other  Boards.  During  the  last  twelve  years  the 
Board  has  conducted  its  operations  witliout  a  permanent  capital,  and 
has  had  to  contend  with  opposition  from  those  who  should  have 
been  its  warmest  friends.  The  General  Synod  has,  from  year  to 
year,  endorsed  the  actions  of  the  Board,  and  recommended  it  to  the 
patronage  of  the  Churches ;  but  these  resolutions  of  Synod  have 
been  uulieeded  by  a  large  portion  of  the  Church,  probably  for  want 
of  a  Secretary  who  could  stir  up  the  minds  of  the  people  and  show 
them  their  individual  responsibility  in  this  great  work."  Let  this 
experiment  be  made,  and  if  the  Chni'ches  will  not  come  up  to  this 
work — if  tlicy  will  not  sustain  this  Board,  as  they  are  sustaining  the 
other  Boards'of  the  Church — then  let  it  fail.  ]5ut  do  not  let  this 
important  agency  be  dissolved  until  the  (Jhurches  have  been  afb)n]ed 
one  more  opportunity  to  give  it  that  substantial  support  which  has 
hitherto  been  withheld.

Rev.  Jolin  Forsyth  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by 
the  resignation  of  Rev.  Charles  Scott. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Synod  of 
last  year  to  prepare  a  paper  on  a  Sunday  school  Hymn  and  Tune 
Book  be  continued. 
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ARTICLE  XXI. 

PARTICULARIA. 

It  was  resolved  tliat  tlie  Stated  Clerk  be  authorized  to  liave  two 
hundrcid  copies  of  the  Roll  printed  for  the  use  of  the  members. 

Rev.  W.  J.  R.  Taylor  having  announced  the  death  of  Mrs.  Anna 
Hertzog-,  on  the  evening  of  June  0th,  it  was  resolved  that  a  commit- 
tee be  appointed  to  draft  a  Minute  expressive  of  the  feeling  of  Synod 
in  view  of  this  sad  event. 

Revs.  J.  McC.  Holmes  and  C.  Van  Clecf,  and  the  Elder  S.  B. 
Schieffelin  were  appointed. 

The  Committee  presented  the  following  Report,  which  was  ac- 
cepted and  adopted  :  t 

Whfireaa,  God  in  his  inscrutable  providence  has  removed  by 
death  the  venerated  benefactress  of  our  Theological  Seminary,  Mrs. 
Anna  Hertzog,  calling  her  away  to  her  rest  in  the  fuhness  of  her 
years,  and  the  ripe  experience  of  her  (Christian  faith ;  and 

Whej-cas,  This  General  Synod,  acknowledging  her  munificent 
lil)eraUty  to  the  Church,  and  her  pious  devotion  to  the  special  work 
of  v>reparing  young  men  for  the  (iospel  ministry,  desires  to  express 
its  high  appreciation  of  her  worth,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  while  we  bow  submissively  to  the  will  of  God  as 
manifested  in  the  death  of  Mrs.  Hertzog,  we  yet  experience  a  sense 
of  severe  loss  in  the  departure  of  one  whose  name  was  familiar  in 
all  the  households  of  our  denomination,  and  whose  memory  will 
linger  about  our  Church  as  a  precious  fragrance,  because  alike  of  her 
consistent  piety  and  her  liberal  spirit. 

Resolved,  That  we  recall  with  unalloyed  satisfaction  and  devout 
gratitude  the  munificent  gifts  bestowed  by  Mrs.  Hertzog  upon  our 
School  of  the  Prophet*,  while  at  the  same  time  we  cherish  with 
equally  tender  regard  the  recollection  of  her  sympathy  and  affection, 
and  prayers  and  efforts  in  behalf  of  our  young  men  in  process  of 
training  for  the  work  of  the  ministry. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  a  matter  of  sincere  congratulation  that  the 
life  of  our  departed  friend  has  been  prolonged  to  see  such  large 
results  accomplished  through  her  liberal  gifts;  Avith  devout  thank- 
fulness we  record  the  fact,  that  for  ten  successive  years  she  has  wit- 
nessed the  graduation  of  classes  from  the  I'eter  Hertzog  Theological 
Hall,  and  thus  assisted  in  giving  to  the  Church  more  than  one  hun- 
dred of  its  faithful  ministers. 

Resolved,  That  we  tender  to  the  family  of  Mrs.  Hertzog  our 
heartfelt  sympathy  in  the  severe  bereavement  they  have  been  called 
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to  experience,  commending  tliem  to  the  care  of  our  Divine  Re- 
deemer, and  invoking  in  tlieir  belialf  the  consolations  of  His  grace. 
Resolved,  That  the  Faculty  of  tlie  Tlieological  Seminary  be  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  represent  the  Synod  at  the  funeral  of  Mrs. 
Ilertzog,  at  Philadelphia,  to-morrow  (Wednesday)  morning  at  1 1 
o'clock. 

It  was  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Synod  be  given  to  Mr. 
James  W.  Schermerhorn  for  his  generous  donation  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  copies  of  a  sermon  by  Rev.  P.  Stryker,  on  the  "  Lower 
Depths  of  the  Great  Metropolis." 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Synod  be  given  to  Mr.  W.  Tay- 
lor, for  a  donation  of  twenty-five  copies  of  a  t^emi-Centennial  Dis- 
course by  Rev.  Isaac  Ferris,  before  the  New  York  Sunday  School 
Union. 

It  was  Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  be  authorized  to  allow 
the  New  York  Historical  Society  to  translate  and  publish  the  corre- 
spondence between  our  Churches  and  the  Classis  of  Amsterdam, 
and  brought  to  this  country  by  the  Hon.  J.  Romeyn  Brodhead,  and 
now  the  property  of  this  Synod;  and,  further,  that  the  Stated  Clerk 
be  directed  to  have  these  documents  properly  arranged  and   bound. 

The  Van  Benschoten  Bequest  was  read. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolution  were  adopted  : 

Whe7-eas,  It  is  alleged  that  many  persons  who  would  be  glad  to 
connect  themselves  with  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church, 
and  would  do  so  if  not  repelled  by  the  word  "  Dutch"  in  the  name 
of  said  Church  ; 

And  Whereas,  A  change  in  our  style  and  title  that  would  obviate 
objections  based  upon  this  ground  would  decidedly  promote  the 
growth  and  interests  of  the  denomination,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  consisting  of  five  ministers  and 
three  elders  be  appointed  to  examine  into  the  expediency  and  pro- 
priety of  this  change,  and  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  General 
Synod. 

Rev.  Messrs,  H.  D.  Gansc,  C.  Van  Santvoord,  Thomas  De  Witt, 
A.  C.  Van  Raalte,  and  E.  S.  Porter,  and  Elders  S.  B.  Scliieffelin,  R. 
H,  Pruyn,  and  J.  R.  Wortendyke  were  appointed. 

Resolved,  That  a  conmiittee  be  appointed  to  suggest  a  plan  for 
the  collection  and  preservation  of  documents  relating  to  the  past 
history  of  the  Church. 
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Rev.  Messrs.  John  Forsyth  ;ind  Charles  Scott,  and  the  Elder  R. 
H.  Pruyn  were  appointed. 

ARTICLE  XXII. 

BENEVOLENT    AND    KELIGIOUS    INSTITUTIONS. 

After  the  reading  of  the  Minutes  on  the  morning  of  each  day's 
session,  a  half  hour  was  spent  in  devotional  exercises. 

An  hour  and  a  half  were  spent  on  the  afternoon  of  the  first  day 
in  devotional  exercises. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  second  day  of  the  session,  after  a  sermon 
by  Rev.  J.  McC.  Holmes,  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was 
administered. 

Rev.  J.  P.  Washington,  of  the  African  Methodist  Episcopal  Zion 
Conference,  made  a  statement  on  the  morning  of  the  second  day  of 
the  session,  concerning  the  work  among  the  freedmen  in  the  South- 
Agreeably  to  the  standing  rule  of  the  Synod,  the  Secretaries  of 
the  Boards  of  Foreign  Missions,  Domestic  Missions,  and  Education, 
were  heard  on  the  third  day  of  the  session,  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Publication  was  heard  on  the  seventh  day  of  the  session. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  third  day  of  the  session  the  Synod 
visited  the  New  York  Institution  for  the  Blind. 

On  the  morning  of  the  sixth  day  of  the  session,  a  free  discussion 
on  the  benevolent  operations  of  the  Church  was  held. 

A  sermon  on  benevolence  Avas  preached  on  the  evening  of  the 
sixth  dav  of  the  session,  by  Rev.  11.  R.  Timlow,  from  Matt.  26:8: 
"  To  what  purpose  is  this  waste." 

Rev.  A.  0.  Vermilye  was  chosen  Primarius,  and  Rev.  Denis 
Wortman,  Seamdus,  to  preach  tlie  sermon  in  behalf  of  benevolent 
operations  at  the  next  Stated  Session. 

The  claims  of  the  American  Bible  Society  were  presented  by 
Rev.  Wm.  J.  R.  Taylor. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  reiiflirms  its  previous  commmeudations 
of  the  American  Bible  Society  to  the  Churches. 

The  claims  of  the  American  Missionary  Association  were  pre- 
sented by  Rev.  Mr.  Jocelyn. 

Reisolved,  That  the  Synod  have  heard  with  pleasure  the  interest- 
ing statements  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jocelyn,  in  reference  to  the  work  of 
missions  and  of  education  at  the  South,  by  the  society  represented 
by  him. 
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Resolved,  That  if  the  Bnanl  of  Domestic  Missions,  in  carrying 
out  the  directions  of  General  Synod  to  occupy  such  fields  as  may  be 
opened  at  the  Soutli,  should  receive  funds  for  this  special  depart- 
ment, which  they  cannot  judiciously  expend  through  their  own  Mis- 
sionaries, they  be  authorized  to  appropriate  sncli  funds  through  the 
agency  of  the  American  Missionary  Association. 

The  claims  of  the  American  and  Foreign  Christian  Union  ■were 
presented  by  Rev.  Joseph  Scudder. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  reaffirm  its  previous  recommendations 
of  the  American  and  Foreign  Christian  Union  to  the  Churches. 

The  claims  of  the  National  Temperance  Society  were  presented 
by  Rev.  Peter  Slryker. 

It  was  Resolved,  That  this  Synod,  in  consideration  of  the  fearful 
and  increasing  prevalence  of  intemperance  throughout  our  land  and 
the  world,  recognizes  with  joy  tlie  organization  and  successful  opera- 
tion of  the  National  Temperance  Society  and  Publication  House, 
that  we  recommend  it  to  the  sympathy  and  support  of  our  Churches 
and  individual  members ;  and,  further,  that  we  call  attention  to  the 
utterances  of  this  body  in  the  past  upon  this  subject,  and  warmly 
urge  upon  our  ministers,  elders,  and  members  generally,  their  hearty 
cooperation  in  tliis  needful  and  noble  reform. 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  the  first  half  hour  of  each  morning  ses- 
sion of  the  Synod,  after  the  reading  of  the  Minutes,  be  spent  in 
devotional  exercises. 
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Of  the  Contributions  made  dnruig  the  year  ending  April  .30,  1866, 
by  the  several  Churches^  to  the  (denominational)  Boards  and  Funds 
reccommended  by  Synod,  each  sum  comprising  the  total  amount  re- 
ceived from  each  Church,  whether  by  church  collections  or  othericise.

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APPENDIX. 


RULES    OF    ORDER. 

1.  At  every  stated  meeting  of  the  Synod,  a  sermon  shall  be 
preaclied  by  the  last  President,  either  before  his  opening  the  session 
with  prayer,  or  at  some  time  afterward,  which  the  Synod  shall  deem 
most  convenient.  If  the  last  President  and  the  Adsessor  be  absent, 
the  oldest  minister  present  shall  take  his  place  and  perform  the 
above  duties, 

2.  The  President  and  Adsessor  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  by  a 
majority  of  all  the  members  present ;  and  if  after  the  first  vote  there 
is  no  election,  the  choice  shall  be  made  from  the  two  who  have  the 
highest  number  of  votes.     The  clerks  shall  be  elected  by  plurality. 

3.  The  duties  of  the  President  shall  be  to  take  the  chair  at  the 
hour  to  Avhich  the  Synod  stands  adjourned  ;  to  open  and  conclude 
with  prayer ;  to  direct  the  Clerk  immediately  after  a  quorum  has 
appeared  to  call  the  roll ;  to  censure  absentees  when  their  absence 
shall  be  judged  not  to  have  been  necessary  ;  to  propound  the  sub- 
jects for  deliberation  ;  to  confine  speakers  to  the  point,  and  to  save 
them  from  unnecessary  interruption  ;  to  state  and  put  the  question, 
when  the  members  are  prepared  to  vote ;  to  prevent  luembers  from 
leaving  the  Synod  without  permission  ;  to  decide  questions  of  order, 
subject,  liowever,  to  an  appeal  to  the  house  by  any  two  members  ; 
to  give  the  casting  vote  in  all  equal  divisions ;  and,  in  general,  to 
maintain  the  order  and  dignity  becoming  the  judicatory  of  the 
Church  of  Christ. 

4.  After  calling  the  roll,  the  minutes  of  the  last  sitting  shall  be 
read,  and  considered  as  open  to  correction.  The  business  on  the 
minutes  of  the  last  meeting  or  sitting,  shall,  without  powerful 
reasons,  be  taken  up  and  concluded  first,  in  the  order  in  which  it 
stands,  before  any  new  business  be  introduced. 

5.  A  motion  made  must  be  seconded,  and  afterwards  repeated, 
or  read  aloud  from  the  Chair,  before  it  is  debated  ;  and  every  motion, 
except  a  motion  for  adjournment,  shall  be  reduced  to  vrriting  if  any 
member  require  it. 

6.  An  amendment  may  be  made  on  any  motion,  and  it  shall  be 
decided  before  the  original  motion.     It  may  be,  in   its   turn,  bus- 
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pended  hy  an  ame'Hdment  to  itself,  which  nmst  first  be  considered 
and  decided.  But  no  additional  amendment  to  an  original  motion 
can  be  received  until  the  previous  one  has  been  disposed  of. 

7.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to 
postpone  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  to  a  standing  committee,  to 
a  select  one,  or  to  the  committee  of  the  whole  ;  to  amend,  or  for  the 
previous  question,  which  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order 
stated. 

8.  When  the  previous  question  is  moved  and  seconded,  it  shall 
be  in  this  form  :  "Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put?"  and  until  it 
be  decided  all  amendments  and  debate  shall  Ive  inadmissible.  If  the 
vote  be  in  the  affirmative,  the  original  motion  shall  be  immediately 
put  without  further  amendment  or  debate.  But  if  there  be  an 
amendment  or  amendments  pending  at  the  time,  the  question  shall 
first  be  taken  on  such  amendment  or  amendments  in  their  proper 
order,  without  debate.  If  tiie  vote  be  in  the  negative  the  debate 
shall  continue  as  before. 

9.  A  question  fliall  not  be  called  up  or  reconsidered  at  the  same 
session  of  tlic  Synod  at  which  it  was  decided,  unless  by  consent  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

10.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  protest  against  any  of  the 
acts  of  the  Synod ;  but  any  member  who  dissents  from  any  sucb 
acts  shall  have  a  right  to  require  the  names  of  all  the  members  pres- 
ent, who  vote  for  or  against  the  same,  to  be  entered  in  the  minutes, 
and  published  therewith  for  the  information  of  all  concerned.  In 
other  cases,  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  not  be  recorded  unless  on  the 
demand  of  one-fifth  of  the  members  present. 

11.  The  mover  and  seconder  of  a  motion  may  withdraw  it  be- 
fore <i«l  ^te  has  commenced  on  it,  but  not  afterwards,  unless  by  leave 
of  Syrioil, 

12.  In  filling  blanks,  when  various  motions  are  made,  the  vote 
shall  always  be  first  on  the  highest  number  and  longest  time. 

13.  Every  member  shall  rise  and  address  himself  to  the  Presi- 
dent onlv,  closely  attending  to  the  subject  in  debate,  avoiding  all 
personal  reflections  ;  and  no  member,  without  the  special  permission 
of  the  Synod,  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject. 
When  two  or  more  members  rise  to  speak  at  the  same  time,  the 
President  shall  determine  who  of  them  shall  be  heard  first. 

14.  After  the  President  has  begun  to  take  the  vote,  or  the  Clerk 
to  call  the  roll  on  a  division  of  the  house,  uo  debate  nor  remark 
shall  be  allowed. 

15.  A  motion  to  adjourn  or  to  la}'  on  the  table,  and  all  motions 
in  relation  to  priority  of  business,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 
The  motion  to  postpone  or  to  commit  shall  preclude  all  debate  of 
the  main  question. 
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16.  AYhen  an  appeal  is  taken  from  a  decision  of  tlio  Cliair  on  a 
point  of  order,  the  l*resid(.'nt  sIihII  liave  the  right  to  exphiin  the 
grounds  of  his  decision,  l)\it  the  aiipeul  shall  be  decided  by  the 
house  without  debate. 

17.  No  member  shall  leave  the  Synod  to  retiini  home  or  for 
other  business  without  their  consent ;  nor  shall  members,  without 
express  permission,  engage  in  private  conversation,  go  from  or 
change  their  seats  during  the  transaction  of  business;  interrupt 
another  Avhen  he  is  speaking,  except  he  be  out  of  order,  or  to  correct 
mistakes  and  misrepresentations  ;  and  if  any  member  act  indecently 
or  disorderly,  contrary  to  these  rules,  the  President  shall  reprove  or 
otherwise  censure  him,  as  the  Synod  shall  judge  proper  ;  the  mem- 
ber still  having  the  privilege,  if  he  think  himself  denied  of  any 
right  or  unjustly  blamed  by  the  President,  of  respectfully  and 
modestly  requiring  the  decision  of  the  house  in  the  case. 

18.  All  the  sittings  of  General  Synod  shall  be  concluded  by 
regular  adjournment  and  prayer. 

19.  At  the  close  of  every  session  of  General  Synod  the  roll  shall 
be  called,  and  the  names  of  those  who  are  absent  without  permi*- 
sion  shall  be  recorded.

21.  All  distinctive  titles  or  appendages  to  the  names  of  member* 
of  Synod  shall  be  omitted  in  recording  the  miiiutes  o'i  this  Synod  ; 
such  distinctive  title  being  prefixed  or  appended  to  the  name  of  the 
member  in  the  list  of 'members  constitnting  the  Synod. 

22.  Primarii  and  Secundi  : 

(1.)  When  a  Primarius  shall  find  it  impracticable  to  attend  the?" 
judicatory  to  wliich  he  is  delegated,  that  then  it  shall  be  his  duty  as 
soon  as  may  be,  to  notifv  a  Secundus,  and  that  when  he  shall  take 
his  seat,  it  shall  not  be  vacated  to  give  place  to  the  I'rimarius. 

(2.)  At  the  commencement  of  the  session,  tlie  members  dele- 
gated, whether  Primarii  or  Secundi,  shall  be  recognized  and  recorded, 
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but  when  tlie  Primarius  sliall  appear  at  any  snb.-5cquent  period  of 
the  session,  tlien  the  Primarius  shall  take  the  seat  of  the  Secundus, 
and  the  Secundus  shall  not  be  considered  a  member  again,  nnless  by 
the  request  of  tlie  I'rimarius,  and  express  permission  obtained  by  the 
Synod. 

23.  Judiciiil  Badness: 

(1.)  Any  appeal,  complaint,  or  other  judicial  business,  -which 
shall  be  presented  or  I'cported  to  the  Synod,  shall  be  first  referred, 
with  all  the  papers  and  documents  appertaining  thereto,  to  the 
Committee  on  Judicial  Business,  wdio  shall  inquire  wdiether  the 
same  has  been  regularly  brought  before  the  Synod,  and  whether 
all  the  constitutional  steps  in  the  case  have  been  taken,  and,  if  the 
same  shall  be  found  in  order,  they  shall  digest  and  arrange  all  the 
papers  and  documents  connected  therewith,  that  the  subsequent  pro- 
ceedings in  the  case  before  the  Synod  may  be  regular  and  systematic  ; 
provided,  nevertheless,  that  the  said  committee  shall  be  required  to 
report  upon  every  matter  that  may  be  referred  to  them. 

(2.)  Whenever  any  case  thus  reported  shall  be  taken  up  for  trial, 
the  President  shall  solemnly  announce  from  the  Chair  that  the 
Synod  is  about  to  proceed  to  the  consideration  of  judicial  business, 
and  enjoin  on  the  members  to  recollect  and.  regard  their  character 
as  judges  of  the  highest  court  of  Jesus  Christ  on  earth,  known  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church;  after  which  it 
shall  not  be  in  order,  during  the  pending  of  such  trial,  to  transact 
any  legislative  busine.<?s  bearing  on  the  case. 

(3.)  In  recording  their  decision,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court 
who  have  tried  any  judicial  business  in  the  original  case,  or  b}' 
appeal,  to  set  forth  at  length  the  reasons  thereof,  that  the  record 
may  exhibit,  as  far  as  practicable,  every  thing  that  had  an  influence 
on  their  judgment ;  a  ceriified  copy  of  which,  with  the  act  of  pro- 
ceeding appealed  from,  shall  be  sent  up  by  them  to  the  court  to 
whom  the  appeal  may  be  taken.  Such  inferior  court  shall  also  be 
permitted  to  send  a  commissioner  to  the  Synod,  for  the  purpose  of 
making  any  explanations  relative  to  said  case,  it  being  expressly 
understood  that  in  every  case  the  original  parties  be  not  lost  sight 
of  in  any  stage  of  trial. 

(4- )  In  taking  up  an  appeal,  after  having  ascertained  that  the 
appellant  has  conducted  it  regularly,  the  following  shall  be  the  order 
of  trial  : 

[].]  The  sentence  appealed  from  shall  be  read. 

[2  ]  The  appeal  and  reasons  of  appeal  shall  be  read. 

[3.]  All  the  documents  in  the  case  shall  be  read,  in  the  order 
prescribed  by  the  Committee  on  Judicial  Business. 

[4.]  The  original  parties  shall  be  heard,  commencing  with  the 
appellant. 
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[5  j  The  commissioner  of  tlie  inferior  judicatory  which  hr\s  tried 
the  appeal  may  be  heard  in  exphination  of  the  grounds  of  their 
decision,  and  of  the  manner  of  their  proceeding  in  the  case. 

[6.]  The  appellant  may  be  heard  in  reply. 

(5.)  After  all  the  parties  shall  have  been  fully  heard,  and  all  the 
information  gained  by  the  Synod  which  shall  be  deemed  necessary, 
the  parties  shall  withdraw,  when  the  roll  shall  be  called,  that  every 
member  may  have  an  opportunity  to  express  his  opinion  on  the 
case,  after  whicli  the  final  vote  may  be  taken. 

(6.)  The  decision  may  be  either  to  confirm  or  reverse,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  the  judgment  of  the  inferior  judicatory,  or  to  remit  the 
cause  with  instructions  or  for  a  new  trial. 

(7.)  In  the  trial  of  all  judicial  business  brought  before  the  Synod, 
bv  complaint  or  reference,  the  same  order  of  proceeding  shall  be 
observed,  as  far  as  practicable,  as  in  cases  of  appeal,  but  no  com- 
plaint shall  be  entertained  unless  notice  of  the  same  shall  have 
been  given  before  the  rising  of  the  judicatory  whose  act  is  com- 
plained of,  or  within  ten  days  thereafter. 

24.  Religious  Exercises  : 

(1.)  The  afternoon  of  the  first  day  shall  be  devoted  to  exercises 
of  prayer  and  praise. 

(2.)  The  first  lialf  hour  of  each  subsequent  morning  session  shall 
be  so  spent  after  the  reading  of  the  minutes. 

(3.)  The  Lord's  Supper  shall  be  observed  on  the  afternoon  of 
the  second  day. 

(4.)  A  sermon  in  behalf  of  the  benevolent  operations  of  the  Church 
shall  be  preached  on  the  evening  of  the  sixth  day  uf  the  session. 

25.  The  morning  of  the  third  day  of  the  session  shall  be  de- 
voted to  the  purpose  of  hearing  from  the  secretaries  of  our  various 
Boards  such  oral  statements  as  they  shall  see  fit  to  make  ;  after 
which,  an  opportunity  shall  be  afforded  for  a  free  interchange  of 
opinion  and  feeling  among  the  members  of  the  Synod  in  regard  to 
the  benevolent  operations  of  the  Church. 

26.  A  rule  of  order  may  be  suspended  for  the  time  by  unani- 
mous consent. 

27.  These  rules  (except  22,  23,  24,  and  25)  shall  be  read  at  the 
opening  of  each  General  Synod.

The  Board  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Synod  to  a  marked  de- 
fect in  the  curriculum  of  the  Seminary,  a  defect  not  peculiar  to  this, 
but   lamentably   common   to   the    Theological    Seminaries   of    the 
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country.  We  refer  to  provisions  for  a  thorough  'instruction  of  ou'" 
students  in  elocution.  The  great  deficiency  of  our  American  pulpit 
is  in  "  Style  of  Delivery."  Many  of  our  candidates  for  the  ministry 
are  "  self-made"  men,  whose  early  advantages  are  limited  ;  and  who, 
during  the  formation  period  of  their  habits,  have  but  few  opportuni- 
ties for  cultivating  graces  of  speech,  proprieties  of  utterance,  impres- 
siveness  of  tone,  and,  in  fine,  all  those  numberless,  nameless  little 
things  which  go  to  make  up  the  attractiveness  and  force  of  a  public 
speaker.  Hence,  without  special  training  in  the  Seminary,  they  come 
into  the  pulpit  with  a  certain  awkwardness  of  mauTiei',  angularity 
of  movement,  and  infelicity  of  utterance,  which  embarrasses  them  all 
their  lives,  which  confines  them  to  a  narrower  sphere  of  usefulness 
and  keeps  them  always  in  the  background  of  importance. 

It  is  an  excellence  of  our  Seminary,  that  prime  reference  is  had  to 
'  the  intellectual  and  moral  equipment  of  our  ministers,  to  their  sound- 
ness in  the  faith,  and  to  their  practical  acquaintance  with  the  truths 
of  revelation. 

But  "  this  ought  ye  to  have  done,  and  not  to  leave  the  other  un- 
done. Excellence  in  the  one  direction,  does  not  compel  neglect  in 
the  other.  Success  in  the  ministry  cannot  be  generally  divorced 
from  eflficiency  in  the  pulpit.  And  while  we  do  not  under- 
rate the  just  claim  of  our  Seminary,  that  its  graduates  as  a  body  are 
the  peers  of  those  from  any  other  Theological  school,  we  still  feel  that 
there  is  room  for  great  improvement.  And  not  only  room,  but  an 
actual  necessity  for  it.  All  considerations  demand  it.  The  spirit  of 
the  age  compels  it.  Justice  to  the  Churches,  to  the  ministry,  to  the 
cause  of  Christ  demands  it.  And  respectfvilly  we  affirm  it.  The 
duty  of  the  Synod  to  foster  this  institution,  to  make  it  what  the 
Church  needs  and  expects  it  will  be,  also  demands  it.  Increased  fa- 
cilities for  equipping  our  young  men  with  this  very  essential  ele- 
ment of  ministerial  success  and  efliciency  must  be  provided. 

The  efforts  of  the  Theological  Faculty  in  time  past  to  fill  up  this 
deficiency,  however  creditable  to  all  concerned,  do  not  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  case.  It  is  a  sort  of  "  living  from  hand  to  mouth," 
l^vhich  ought  to  be  avoided  for  dignity's  sake  if  no  other.  AVe  ap- 
preciate most  gratefully  the  labors  of  Professor  Peabody,  and  the 
kindness  of  the  gentlemen  who  have  interested  themselves  in  paving 
the  way  for  his  visits  here ;  but  we  desire  to  see  this  department  of 
Seminary  work  put  on  a  stable  basis,  and  the  Seminary  itself  put  in 
position  to  meet  a  pressing  and  rapidly  growing  demand  of  the  age. 

And  the  duty  is  all  the  plainer  from  the  ease  with  which  it  can 
be  discharged.  The  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  converted  into  a 
fund,  the  interest  of  which  shall  be  applied  for  the  purpose,  will  meet 
the  necessary  expense  in  the  case.  Three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per 
year,  will,  we  think,  secure  an  annual  course  of  lectures  and  teachings 
which  will  cover  the  defect  now  apparent.  For  that  comparatively 
trifling  sum,  your  Board  believe  that  the  services  of  the  best  teach- 
ing, and  the  benefits  of  the  best  system  of  pulpit  eloquence  can  be 
obtained  for   the   young  men  in  the  School  of  the    Prophets.     We

have  emphasized  tbis  matter  because  of  its  great  importance,  and 
present  it  to  the  Synod,  in  the  hope  that  some  liberal  mind  may, 
through  the  Synod's  endorsement,  be  induced  to  provide  the  Semi- 
nary with  the  means  for  an  adequate  course  of  instruction  in  this 
department. 

Resolved :  That  the  examination  of  the  several  Classes  be  sus- 
tained, and  the  Senior  Class  be  recommended  for  their  Professorial 
Certificates. 

Resolved  :  That  the  Board  record  its  gratification  at  the  evident 
ability  with  which  the  several  examinations  have  been  sustained,  and 
the  great  promise  of  usefulness  given  by  the  students  as  a  whole. 

At  the  close  of  the  examinations  an  address  was  delivered  by  the 
Rev.  E.  W.  Bentley. 

The  Students  of  the  Senior  Class  were  interrogated  whether  they 
had  obeyed  the  rule  of  the  Synod  in  regard  to  students  preaching.

The  following  Report  of  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  Corpora- 
tion was  received,  accompanied  with  the  Annual  Digest,  the  Trea- 
surer's Annual  Account,  List  of.  Securities  belonging  to  the  General 
Synod,  Statement  of  Expenses  of  Synod  for  1867,  Education  Fund 
Income  Account,  List  of  Endowed  Scholarships,  Widows'  Fund 
Account,  Widows'  Fund  Income  Account,  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund 
Account,  Ilope  College  Endowment  Fund  Account,  and  Hope  Col- 
lege Income  Account,  Statement  of  the  Van  Benschoten  Fund,  and 
Statement  of  Knox  Fund  : 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  : 

The  Board  of  Direction  of  General  Synod  beg  leave  to  report, 
that  there  was  placed  in  their  hands,  as  part  of  the  late  endowment 
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• 
of  the  Professorships  in  the  Theological  Seminary,  the  bond  of  Rev. 
N.  E.  Smith,  D.D.,  for  140,000.  Your  Board  regret  to  be  compelled 
to  state,  that  owing  to  sad  and  unexpected  reverses.  Dr.  Smith  has 
been  deprived  of  the  fortune  which  he  once  possessed.  He  has  now 
no  hope  that  he  will  ever  be  able  to  redeem  his  bond,  and  he  re- 
quests through  the  Board  that  General  Synod  will  relieve  him  from 
its  obligations.  lie  has  with  praiseworthy  effort,  and  a  great 
sacrifice,  paid  or  secured  the  interest  on  his  bond  for  the  last  two 
years,  in  the  hope  that  he  might  yet  be  able  to  accomplish  his  gen- 
erous purposes.  But  all  his  resources  have  utterly  failed,  and  he  is 
compelled  to  make  this  painful  request ;  and  as  your  Board  realize 
that  he  has,  during  the  past  tAvo  years,  paid  into  your  treasury 
$5,600,  drawn  entirely  from  the  ordinary  sources  of  ministerial  sup- 
poi't,  they  sympathize  with  him  in  his  touching  language :  "  If, 
through  the  Board,  I  could  be  released  from  the  bond,  it  would  be 
doing  an  act  of  mercy  to  one  who  simply  desired  to  serve  the 
Church,  and  to  do  what  he  could  for  her  prosperity."  Your  Board 
sincerely  hope  that,  while  Synod  comply  with  this  request,  they  will 
make  immediate  provision  to  meet  the  deficit  thus  created. 

There  has  been  received  from  the  Trustees  of  Eutgers  College, 
the  sum  of  $11,000,  in  payment  of  their  bond  to  General  Synod. 

There  has  been  paid  to  the  Building  Committee  on  Professorial 
Residences  at  New  Brunswick,  the  sum  of  $12,000,  being  the  amount 
received  from  the  Trustees  of  Rutgei\s  College  for  the  sale  of  said 
college  to  them,  and  set  apart  as  a  fund  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
upon  the  grounds  of  the  Peter  Hertzog  Theological  Hall  residences 
for  the  Theological  Professors. 

There  has  been  received  from  the  Executors  of  Mrs.  Maria  R. 
Lefferts,  $5,000  (less  United  States  revenue  tax,  $250),  the  amount 
of  legacy  to  be  invested,  and  to  constitute,  and  be  kept  forever,  as  a 
fund,  to  be  called  "  The  Maria  R.  --Lefferts'  Fund,"  the  income 
whereof  to  be  devoted  to  the  support  and  education  of  young  men 
for  the  Gospel  Ministry,  in  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church. 
$500  (less  United  States  tax,  $25),  amount  of  legacy  to  be  applied 
to  the  support  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Reformed  Protestant 
Dutch  Church;  and  $500  (less  United  States  tax,  $25).  amount  of 
legacy  to  be  applied  to  the  support  of  Western  Missions  of  the 
Board  of  Domestic  Missions  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch 
Church.

Resolved,  That  a  new  Standing  Committee  be  created,  to  consist 
of  five  elders,  and  to  be  called'"  the  Committee  on  the  Board  of 
Direction,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  the  financial  matters  of  the 
Synod,  save  such  as  belong  to  the  Committee  on  Accounts  ;  and 
that,  with  this  exception,  no  appropriation  shall  ever  be  made,  and 
no  action  taken  involving  the  expenditure  of  money,  unless  the  same 
has  been  previously  reported  upon  by  this  Committee. 

ARTICLE  V. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  following  report  of  Rev.  John  B.  Alliger,  Delegate  to  the 
Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  was  received  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  : 

Jamaica,  L.  I.,  June  1st,  1867. 
To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Butch  Church  : 

The  undersigned  respectfully  reports  that,  as  Corresponding  Dele- 
gate to  the  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  he  attended  the 
meeting  of  said  Synod,  held  in  the  City  of  York,  Pennsylvania,  in 
October  last.  The  reception  of  your  delegate  was  most  cordial,  and 
the  expressions  of  good  will  towards  our  Church  were  frequent  and 
earnest. 

The  German  Reformed  Church  is  heartily  engaged  in  the  work  of 
Domestic  Missions,  and  there  seemed  to  be  a  determined  spirit  to 
occupy  the  extensive  fields  now  open  before  it  among  the  Germans  of 
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the  United  States.     A  new  spirit  is  also  awakened  in  bclialf  of  their 
Theological  and  Educational  Institutions. 

The  German  Reformed  Synod  was  delighted  to  hear  of  the  pros- 
perity of  our  beloved  Zion,  and  bade  me  convey  to  the  body  which 
I  represented  their  earnest  wishes  for  its  greater  prosperity  and 
success.

The  following  report  of  Rev.  J.  C,  F.  Hoes,  delegate  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  convened  at  Rochester, 
was  received  and  i-eferred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  : 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  : 

The  undersigned,  having  been  elected  a  Corresponding  Delegate 
to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Pi'csbyterian  Church,  wliicli  met  in 
May  last  in  the  City  of  Rochester,  Avould  respectfully  report  that  he 
attended  a  part  of  the  sessions  of  that  venerable  body.  Youi-  dele- 
gate was  courteously  received  and  treated  witb  marked  respect. 
The  Christian  salutations  and  friendly  Avjsbes  extemled  to  the 
Assembly,  in  behalf  of  your  reverend  body,  were  cordially  recipro- 
cated. 

The  deliberations  of  the  Assembly  were  conducted  with  great 
dignit}',  unanimity,  and  courtesy.  Much  important  business  was 
transacted,  pertaining  alike  to  the  welfare  of  Christ's  kingdom,  and 
the  distinct  interests  of  that  branch  of  Zion.  But  the  question  of  all- 
absorbing  interest  was  the  reunion  Avith  the  other  branch  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  from  which  they  had  been  separated  for  a 
period  of  thirty  years. 

The  question  of  reunion  Avas  brought  before  both  Assemblies  in 
1866,  Avhen  they  met  simultaneously  in  the  City  of  St.  Louis.  A 
committee!  Avas  appointed  bj^  each  Assembly  to  confer  together  on 
this  important  subject,  and  the  result  of  their  deliberations  was  the 
unanimous  adoption  of  a  repon  embracing  a  plan  for  reunion. 
This  plan  Avas  reported  to  the  General  Assembly  to  which  the  un- 
dersigned had  been  appointed  a  delegate.  This  report,  having  been 
accepted  by  the  Assembly,  was  referred  to  a  special  committee. 
This  committee  unanimously  reported  in  favor  of  the  plan  for  re- 
union, and  recommended  that  the  question  should  be  submitted  to 
the  Presbyteries.  The  report  of  this  Special  Committee  was  uiiani- 
mou^^ly  accepted  and  adopted  by  the  General  Assembly,  Avithout  a 
word  of  discussion  or  debate.  "  Behold  how  good  and  hoAv  pleasant 
it  is  for  brethren  to  dwell  together  in  unity."

The  following  report  of  Rev.  T.  W.  Chambers,  Delegate  to  the 
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Trieiniial  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Clmvch,  was  received  aud 

referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  : 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  : 

The  undersigned  begs  leave  to  report,  that  he  fulfilled  the  duties 
of  his  appointment  as  Corresponding  Delegate  to  the  Triennial 
Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  assembled  in  November 
last,  at  Dayton,  Ohio.  Your  delegate  was  received  and  treated  with 
the  utmost  cordiality  and  respect  by  'the  Synod,  both  officially  and 
otherwise.  The  tone  of  our  German  brethren  toward  ourselves  is 
sufficiently  indicated  by  the  fact  that  one  of  the  two  Synods,  Avhich 
combine  to  form  the  Triennial  body,  at  its  last  session  unanimously 
passed  resolutions  in  favor  of  an  organic  union  with  our  Church.  As 
your  delegate  had  no  instructions  upon  this  point,  he  could  only 
assure  the  brethren  of  the  hearty  desire  of  our  Church  to  come  into 
closci-  fellowship  with  all  Christians  of  like  doctrine,  oider  and  spirit, 
just  as  soon  as  Providence  shall  open  the  way. 

Circumstances  did  not  permit  your  delegate  to  remain  at  Dayton 
long  enough  to  attend  the  discussion  of  the  Liturgical  question, 
which  was  understood  to  be  the  chief  point  of  interest  at  this  time ; 
but  the  opportunities  which  he  had  of  observing  the  personnel  of  the 
Synod — its  modes  of  operation,  and  its  relation  to  the  pressing  wants 
of  our  country — impressed  him  very  deeply,  and  compelled  the  con- 
viction that  no  other  branch  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  this  land 
has  such  a  claim  upon  our  sympathies,  prayers,  and  co-opeiation ; 
and  he  was  happy  to  be  able  to  state  this  conviction  to  the  Synod 
when  he  bade  them  farev^'ell.

The  following  report  of  Rev.  J.  C.  Cruikshank,  Delegate  to 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  was 
received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  : 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  : 

The  report  of  the  undersigned,  to  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
General  Assembly  : 

The  United  Presbyterian  General  Assembly  met  at  Xenia,  Ohio 
May  23,  1867.  As  your  Corresponding  Delegate,  I  presented  my 
letter  of  credence,  Monday  the  27th.  The  Committee  on  Corres- 
pondence had  charge  of  your  delegate,  and  everything  relating  to  his 
mission  and  personal  comforts.  The  Chairman,  Rev.  S.  Wallace, 
discharged  his  duty  faithfully.  The  public  reception  was  appointed 
for  Tuesday  morning,  the  28th.  The  Synod  was  composed  of  grave 
and  venerable  appearing  men.  The  church  was  densely  crowded. 
The  delegates  from  the  Presbyterian  O.  S.  and  N.  S.  had  preceded 
me,  and  presented  the  subject  of  organic  union.  The  question  is 
whispered — Will  the  Dutch  Church  say  the  same  ?  After  presenting 
the  salutations  of  our  Synod  in  the  name  of  Jesus,  I  referred  to  the 
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historical  fact  that  the  two  Churches  were  not  strangers.  The  Synod 
of  Dort,  convened  in  1618-19,  brought  out  the^thirty-seven  articles 
of  faith  known  as  the  Canons  of  Dort. 

At  this  Synod  grave  and  learned  commissioners  attended  from 
Great  Britain  ;  men  of  good  memory,  who,  in  1643,  brought  out  the 
Westminster  Confession  of  Faith  of  thirty-three  articles,  being  the 
same  in  doctrine  and  faith,  differing  only  in  name.  The  changing 
of  names  did  not  change  the  truth  of  history.  You  have  changed 
your  name,  and  we  may  ours,  but  the  record  of  history  will  stand. 
How  that,  m  1771,  we  had  organized  in  this  country,  adopting  the 
standards  of  our  mother  Church,  and  they  those  of  Westminster. 
And  how  the  sons  of  the  prophets  from  their  mother  Church  studied 
in  our  universities,  were  licensed  and  ordained  by  our  classes  to  the 
work  of  the  Lord,  and  as  ours  went  home  to  their  native  hills,  and 
one  of  them  sealed  his  faith  and  work — a  martyr.  They  bore  our 
ordination ;  consecration  to  the  ministry  in  ages  past  had  been  given 
to  them  by  our  mother  church.  I  had  been  asked  by  a  group  of 
brethren,  why  so  many  who  had  parentage  with  them  were  found 
in  our  churches  ?  I  replied,  in  my  view,  because  it  was  the  oldest 
Presbyterian  Church  extant,  held  to  the  work  of  God  and  the  Canons 
of  Dort,  and  thus  to  be  preferred,  others  only  copied  after  us. 

'"  The  Moderator,"  Dr.  J.  B.  Dales,  responded  most  feelingly, 
called  up  our  graduating  associations  thirty-two  years  ago.  He  re- 
vived the  history  of  our  Churches,  our  standards  of  doctrine  and/aith, 
and  that  theirs  and  ours  were  "  twin  sisters."  On  the  subject  of  or- 
dination, they  were  not  so  much  indebted  to  an  "  Apostolic  succes- 
sion" as  they  were  to  the  Presbyterian  order  of  our  Church ;  and 
that  the  memory  of  the  past,  and  harmony  of  the  present,  must  keep 
us  both  in  a  grateful  and  pleasing  remembrance.  "  Companion  of  my 
early  days,  bear  to  your  Church  the  assurance  that  we  heartily  return 
her  salutations,  are  under  grateful  obligations  to  her,  and  will  pray 
for  her  peace  and  prosperity." 

The  Synod  was  largely  attended ;  an  appeal  was  pending  in- 
volving the  subject  of  close  communion,  a  distinctive  feature  of  that 
church.  The  parties  equally  in  the  "  right  "  were  in  their  bearing- 
calm  and  dignified — showed  no  passion  but  Christian  deportment. 
This  rule  of  that  Church  is  the  barrier  to  an  organic  union  with 
other  Presbyterian  Churches  ;  and  while  this  is  their  faith  and  prac- 
tice, anything  said  on  that  subject  only  tends  to  distract  them. 
And  as  the  other  delegates  dwelt  largely  upon  it,  yours  only  said  : 
"  I  have  no  instructions  on  the  subject  of  organic  union  ;  secret 
things  belong  to  God,  and  when  He  speaks  we  all  must  bow  and 
obey." 

""The  Synod  adjourned,  to  meet  at  Argyle,  Washington  County, 
N.  Y.,  the  last  Wednesday  in  May,  1868.

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Rev.  Dietrich  Willers  appeared  in  Synod,  and  having  produced 
testimonials  of  his  appointment,  took  his  seat  as  a  Corresponding 
Delef'ate  from  the  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States, 

Rev.  A.  A.  Wood,  D.D.,  appeared  in  Synod,  and  having  pro- 
duced testimonials  of  his  appointment,  took  his  seat  as  a  Corres- 
pondinu-  Delegate  from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States,  lately  convened  at  Rochester,  N.  Y. 

Rev.  Dr.  Patrick  Fairbairn  and  Rev.  James  Wells  appeared  in 
Synod,  and  produced  testimonials  of  their  appointment  as  a  Deputa- 
tion from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Free  Church  of  Scotland. 

Rev.  P.  D.  Oakey  appeared  in  Synod,  and  having  produced  tes- 
timonials of  his  appointment,  took  his  seat  as  a  Corresponding  Dele- 
gate from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States,  lately  convened  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

Rev.  John  Rippey  appeared  in  Synod,  and  having  produced  tes- 
timonials of  his  appointment,  took  his  seat  as  a  Corresponding  Dele- 
gate from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
of  North  America. 

Rev.  James  Denham,  D.D.,  appeared  in  Synod,  and  having  pro- 
duced testimonials  of  his  appointment,  took  his  seat  as. a  member  of 
a  Deputation  from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Ireland. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted,  amended,  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  respectfully  report : 
That  havino-  examined  the  reports  of  the  delegates  sent  to  repre- 
sent our  Church  in  the  Annual  and  Triennial  Synods  of  the  German 
Reformed  Church,  in  the  General  Assemblies  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  which  met  respectively  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  Rochester, 
N.  Y..  and  in  the  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  they  find  nothing  in  the  statements  made  by  the  delegates 
that  require  any  special  action  at  the  hands  of  the  Synod.  The 
delegates  speak  substantially  the  same  language.  All  were  cordially 
recefved;  were  gratified  not  only  by  the  personal  courtesies  ex- 
tended, but  by  tiie  evidence  aftbrded  of  the  earnestness  and  energy 
with  which  these  several  bodies  are  laboring  to  promote  the  interests 
of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom,  and  by  the  fraternal  sentiments  and 
good  wishes  in  regard  to  our  Church  emphatically  expressed  by 
them  all. 

The  delegate  appointed  to  attend  the  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
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Presbyterian  Church,  was  prevented  by  official  engagements  from 
performing  the  duty  assigned  hini,  and  his  alternate,  for  a  similar 
reason,  found  himself  unable  to  render  the  customary  service.  No 
report,  therefore,  comes  up  to  this  Synod  this  year  from  a  Church 
which  has  shown  itself  behind  non-e  of  the  bodies  with  Avhich  the 
Dutch  Church  is  in  correspondence,  in  the  warmth  of  .the  welcome 
extended  to  our  delegates,  and  in  the  earnestness  of  the  desire  shown 
to  reciprocate  and  continue  fraternal  relations. 

The  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  at  its 
late  meeting  in  the  City  of  New  York,  passed  a  series  of  resolutions 
designed  to  prepare  the  way  for  the  union  of  the  various  Churches 
belonging  to  the  great  Presbyterian  family  in  the  United  States,  and 
has  proposed  to  this  Synod  that  it  unite  in  a  conventioji  of  delegates 
of  such  bodies  to  be  called  for  that  purpose. 

The  Committee  believe  that  the  following  resolution  will  express 
the  mind  of  this  Synod  in  regard  to  that  fraternal  proposal : 

Resolved,  That  while  this  Synod  recognizes  with  true  sympathy 
and  pleasure  every  expression  of  Catholic  feeling  on  the  part  of  all 
evangelical  Churches,  and  therefore  acknowledges  with  respect  and 
affection  the  invitation  which  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church 
has  addressed  to  this  body,  it  finds  itself  not  prepared  to  take  any 
active  part  in  those  interesting  movements,  which  are  so  evidently 
tending  toward  the  organic  union  of  Presbyterian  bodies  in  this 
country.

Rev.  V.  M.  Hulbert  was  elected  Delegate  Primarius  to  the  Synod 
of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  and  Rev.  David  Cole,  Secundus. 

Rev.  Philip  Peltz  was  elected  Delegate  Primarius  to  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  North  America,  and 
Rev.  Richard  H.  Steele,  Secundus. 

Rev.  O,  H.  Gregory  was  elected  Delegate  Primarius  to  the  Synod 
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of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  in  North  America,  and  Rev. 
John  Steele,  Secundus. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

SYNODICAL     REPORT. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  presented  the  following 
report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  beg  leave  to  present  to 
the  Synod  the  following  report : 

The  subject  assigned  to  your  committee  is  so  important,  and  at 
the  same  time  so  intricate,  that  we  may  well  ask  the  Spirit  of  all 
truth  and  discernment  to  aid  us  in  arriving  at  correct  and  instructive 
conclusions.  Before  us  lie  certain  superficial  facts  and  outward 
statistics,  which  may  be  subjected  to  processes  of  comparison  and 
computation  with  perhaps  some  advantage.  But  as  to  hidden  in- 
fluences and  causes,  Avho  is  able  to  analyze  and  discriminate  ?  Oar 
examination  must  have  reference  to  the  fidelity  of  the  Church,  to 
the  measure  of  her  consecration,  her  covenanted  zeal,  and  to  the 
scope  of  her  instrumentahty.  And  in  order  to  form  some  definite 
estimate  in  regard  to  these,  your  Committee  propose  three  in- 
quiries : 

/.    What  is  our  Church  doing  for  the  perpetuation  of  her  Ministry  ? 

In  this  connection  we  find  the  following  figures :  The  whole  num- 
ber of  ministers  reported  is  four  hundred  and  fifty-two  (452),  of  whom 
one  hundred  and  seven  (10*7)  are  without  pastoral  charge,  about 
thirty  of  the  latter  being  engaged  in  various  executive,  educational, 
and  evangelistic  duties,  while  others,  for  adequate  or  inadequate 
reasons,  have  retired  from  service.  There  thus  remain  three  hundred 
and  forty-five  (345)  ordained  men  for  four  hundred  and  forty -four 
(444)  churches,  of  which  churches  we  need  not  be  surprised  to  hear 
that  seventy-eight  (78)  are  "vacant,"  while  new  missionary  fields  are 
opening  on  all  sides  at  home  and  abroad.  And,  at  the  same  time, 
the  relative  number  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  is  decreasing,  in 
our  own  as  well  as  in  some  other  Churches. 

Surely  this  is  an  alarming  state  of  things.  It  is  no  time  for  com- 
monplace congratulations,  but  for  deep  humiliation  and  anxious 
prayer.  Might  not  a  Paul  be  imagined  to  say  of  our  Church  in  this 
respect :  "Now  in  this,  brethren,  I  praise  you  not  ?  "  Or  could  our 
Lord  be  supposed  to  utter  less  than  the  mild  reproof,  "I  have  some- 
what against  thee  ? "  And  be  it  remembered  that  the  precise  point 
in  any  inquiry  as  to  the  state  of  religion  among  us,  is — IIoiv  does 
the  Lord  regard  us  ?  That  He  loves  our  Church,  notwithstanding 
her  shortcomings  of  this  nature,  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  He  has 
given  us  many  valuable  co-workers  from  other  denominations,  with- 
out whom  our  enterprises  would  have  been  sadly  crippled ;  for,  of

the  whole  nuinber  of  our  ministers,  nearly  three-eighths  are  from 
other  communions. 

But  what  is  the  remedy  for  this  deplorable  deficiency?  That 
remedy  Jimst  be  as  radical  as  the  evil.  The  Church  must  care  for 
the  education  of  her  children  from  their  earliest  age.  Every  family 
should  feel  that  the  highest  honor  which  God  can  put  upon  it  is  to' 
place  a  son  from  its  number  in  the  gospel  ministry.  Each  congreo-a- 
tion  should  become  sensible  that  its  most  sacred  duty  and  privilege 
are  to  send  forth  laborers  from  the  midst  of  itself  into  the  vineyard. 
The  Christian  mother  should  fill  the  heart  of  the  little  boy,  who  is 
learning  his  first  lessons  on  her  lap,  with  the  desire  to  preach  Christ 
to  sinners.  Every  individual  Church  should  take  all  consistent  pains  • 
to  lead  the  most  gifted  and  promising  of  its  youthful  members  into 
the  special  service  of  the  Master ;  and  then,  by  a  proper  temporal 
maintenance  of  those  who  serve  at  its  altars,  and  of  the  families  of 
such  as  have  ceased  from  their  labors,  the  whole  Church  should  show 
the  world  that  it  respects  the  Master  whose  servants  they  are  or 
were,  and  the  office  Avhicli  they  have  been  called  to  fill.  Be  it  the  fact 
that  the  grace  of  God  renders  some  willing  to  endure  any  and  every 
privation  for  Christ's  sake,  are  there  not  trials  enough,  inseparable 
from  the  Christian  ministry,  without  being  increased  by  the  Church 
itself?  And  what  right  has  any  Church  to  lower  the  sacred  office 
in  the  sight  of  the  world,  or  so  to  neglect  its  occupants  that  some 
who  might  otherwise  become  candidates  for  its  exercise,  fear  to  en- 
counter the  risk  or  the  probability  of  being  prevented  from  fulfilling 
the  positive  duties  of  social  and  domestic  life  ?  At  the  same  time, 
let  it  not  be  forgotten  that  the  man  who  virtually  deems  that  his 
entrance  on  the  sacred  ministry  would  in  itself  be  so  remarkable  a 
piece  of  self-denial  that  he  could  afford  to  forego  the  subsequent 
exercise  of  that  grace,  might  better  seek  self-indulgence  in  some 
other  sphere. 

Your    Committee    here    recommend    the   following   resolution:. 

Resolved,  That  every  Classis  be  admonished  to  inquire  apart,  and 
every  congregation  apart,  and  every  family  apart,  and  every  one  of 
our  young  men  apart,  what  can  and  ought  to  be  done  at  once  for  the 
replenishing  of  our  Ministry. 

II.  Your  Committee  have  next  inquired.  What  our  Church  has 
attempted  and  accomj^lished  for  Church-extension  ? 

1,  As  to  increase  from  the  conversion  of  individuals.  There  are 
two  methods  of  promoting  this  increase — the  one,  the  Lord's  way — 
the  other,  man's  way.  The  Lord's  way  is,  first  to  recognize  the 
covenant  relation  of  the  children  of  such  as  are  themselves  in  coven- 
ant, by  the  sacrament  of  baptism,  and  then  faithfully  to  train  them  as 
members  of  His  Church;  so  that  His  spirit  may  be  drawn  to  them, 
and  at  however  early  a  period  he  may  come  with  renewing  grace, 
there  may  be  a  basis  of  sound  scriptural  knowledge.  This  method, 
laithfully  followed,  would  make  many,  early  and  healthy  Christians. 
Man's  way  is  to  ignore  the  Divine  organization  of  the  visible  Church 
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and  to  rclv  mainly  on  exciting  and  spasmodic  appeals  to  feeling. 
This  lattter  mode  lias  a  temporary  applicability  to  ecclesiastical 
aliens. 

Our  Clmrch  conforms  in  theory  to  the  former  method,  but  what  is 
its  practice  ?  If  we  now  search  the  statistical  tables,  we  find  that 
while  there  are  reported  thirty-six  thousand  three  hundred  and 
fortv-four  (30,344)  ffimilies,  the  records  of  infant  baptisms  show  only 
three  thousand  two  hnndred  and  twenty-nine  (3,229)  cases.  Now 
it  is  indeed  quite  likely  that  a  partial  explanation  of  this  dispropor- 
tion is  to  be  found  in  the  great  crime  of  the  age,  affecting  even  pro- 
fessors of  religion,  by  which  the  Lord  is  robbed  of  tlie  heritage 
which  He  expressly  claims  in  "  the  fruit  of  the  womb,"  and  by 
which,  according  to  the  most  eminent  and  earnest  medical  testi- 
mony, the  very  life  of  the  Church,  and  of  the  State,  is  becoming 
sapped.  But  this  cannot  alter  the  fact  that  that  divinely  established 
element  Avhich  lies  at  the  foundation  of  the  visible  Church,  viz : 
infant  church -membership,  is  so  little  understood  and  so  much  ne- 
glected. 

In  this  light  we  are  now  to  examine  the  number  of  individual 
conversions.  The  whole  addition  on  confession  of  faith  during  the 
year  just  ended,  is  four  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty-four  souls, 
givino-  a  proportion  of  twelve  to  each  Church  in  the  Synod  of  New 
York,  nearly  seven  to  each  Church  in  the  Synod  of  Albany,  and 
about  ten  to  each  Church  in  the  Synod  of  Chicago. 

Now,  when  we  view  this  absolutely,  there  is  great  reason  for  re- 
ioicing  and  encouragement.  There  is  joy  in  the  presence  of  the 
angels  of  God  over  one  sinner  that  repenteth.  -  And  the  infusion  of 
more  than  four  thousand  converts  ought  to  act  powerfully  on  the 
life  of  tlic  Church.  It  would  be  sin  and  ingratitude  to  refrain  from 
hearty  thanks  to  God  for  His  great  grace. 

Yet,  after  all,  there  recurs  the  constant  enquiry.  What  does  the 
Lord  think  of  us  ?  The  proportion  of  conversions  is  one  for  every 
nine  families,  or  even  for  a  larger  number  of  families,  inasmuch  as  some 
must  have  been  brought  in  from  the  world  proper.  But  the  propor- 
tion of  infant  baptisms  is  one  for  every  eZfve72  families.  That  is  to  say, 
the  number  of  those  who  have  been  born  is  smaller  than  the  number 
of  those  who  have  been  horn  again.  Or  making  an  allowance  for  such 
as  have  been  brought  into  the  Church  from  the  world  propci-,  and  sup- 
posing that  the  proportion  of  conversions  is  thus  rendered  one  for 
every  eleven  families,  the  number  of  spiritual  equals  the  number  of 
literal  births.  Does  any  one  believe  that  concerning  the  Church  in 
its  present  state?  Does  any  one  believe  that  as  many  souls  are 
born  into  the  Church  as  into  the  world  ?  That  would  soon  make  it 
a  millennial  Church.  What  follows  ?  Why,  either  that  the  crime 
before  alluded  to  is  vastly  more  prevalent  in  our  Church  than  phy- 
sicians declare  it  to  be  in  society  at  large,  or  else  that  the  number 
of  infant  baptisms  is  vastly  less  than  it  ought  to  have  been.  The 
former   hypothesis  is  simply   incredible.        The  latter   is   easy    of 
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belief — nav,  it  is  more  or  less  known.  And  now,  while  we  are  not  at 
liberty  to  press  this  collation  in  one  particular  for  a  single  year,  yet 
may  it  not  suggest  some  pertinent  reflections  ?  Is  it  pleasing  to  the  \ 
Lord  to  see  an  important  feature  which  He  has  impressed  on  Hi? 
visible  Church,  practically  contemned  by  those  who  profess  to  regard 
it?  May  we  not  hear  Him  saying:  0  Church!  beloved  for  thy  Re- 
deemer's sake,  if  thou  hast  been  so  favored  amid  thy  neglect,  what 
mightest  thou  not  have  received  through  faith  and  diligence  ?  Think 
not  merely  of  the  many  souls  converted,  but  of  the  far  greater  num- 
ber of  thine  own  children  yet  in  their  sins. 

The  following  resolution  is  submitted : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  Sunday  school  the  General  Synod  recog- 
nizes a  most  eflicient  instrumentality  for  imbuing  the  youthful  mind 
with  the  precepts  and  spirit  of  the  Gospel,  and  that  our  Classes  and 
Churches  be  hereby  most  earnestly  and  affectionately  enjoined  to  ' 
give  special  attention  to  this  department  of  Christian  labor,  and  to 
take  care  that  the  Sabbath  schools  be  entirely  subject  to  the  ecclesi- 
astical authority,  and  that  the  catechism  and  standards  of  our  be-  | 
loved  Church  be  taught  in  them.  -^ 

2.  The  wofk  of  church  extension'respects  also  the  increase  of  indi- 
vidual churches.  Of  these,  ten  have  been  added  during  the  past 
year  For  this,  let  us  return  hearty  thanks,  but  resolve  to  be  satis- 
fied with  no  such  limit  for  the  future. 

In  this  connection  we  would  gladly  review  the  rich  blessings  of 
the  past  year  on  our  Foreign  Missions,  had  it  not  been  already  done 
in  its  more  appropi'iate  place. 

3.  The  work  of  church  extension  properly  respects  the  grace  and 
exercise  of  material  benevolence.  Let  us  turn  to  the  statistics.  The 
whole  amount  for  benevolent  contributions  reported  to  this  Synod  is, 
in  round  numbers,  two  hundred  and  seventy-seven  thousand  dollars, 
and  the  number  of  families  is  more  than  thirty-six  thousand,  making 
on  the  average  somewhat  less  than  eight  dollars  per  family  for  all 
general  benevolence.  Let  us  now  add  to  the  preceding  sum  the  ag- 
gregate raised  for  congregational  purposes,  which  is  about  seven 
hundred  and  sixty-six  thousand  dollars,  and  the  sum  total  is  some- 
what more  than  a  million  of  dollars,  or  an  average  of  about  twenty- 
eight  dollars  per  family  for  all  united  contributions.  Now,  at  the 
very  lowest  computation,  the  average  separate  income  of  our  several 
families  must  have  been  one  thousand  dollars  during  the  year,  or 
in  the  aggregate  thirty-seven  millions  of  dollars,  or  in  round  num- 
bers forty  millions  of  dollars.  And  thus  it  would  appear  that,  for  all 
benevolent  and  congregational  purposes  combined,  our  Church  gave, 
during  the  year  just  ended,  only  one-fortieth  of  its  income.  Com- 
pared with  some  other  Churches,  the  amount  may  seem  respectable  ; 
but  they  who  compare  themselves  among  themselves  are  not  wise. 
Compared  with  what  the  ancient  people  of  God  were  required  to 
give,  before  they  had  opportunity  for  free-will  otFerings,  we  find,  for 
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a  suitable  expression,  no  word  sufficiently  dignified  to  be  printed  in 
the  Minutes  of  the  General  Synod.  What  our  Lord  may  think  of  it 
your  Committee  leave  it  to  the  Synod  to  conjecture. 

III.  Your  Committee  have  inquired  in  the  last  place,  What 
evidence  do  we  [five  of  Denominational  life  ? 

Denominationalism  is  the  natural  law,  of  which  consolidation  on 
the  one  hand,  and  congreo-ationalism  on  the  other  hand,  are  the  two 
extreme  violations.  The  Lord  addresses  the  seven  churches  of  Asia 
Minor,  both  collectively  and  individually. 

Here  the  question  is  :  What  would  probably  be  the  Lord's  judg- 
ment of  us  as  a  Denomination,  should  lie  appear  among  us?  Pie 
has  not  kept  us  distinct  for  nothing,  nor  will  lie  remove  our  candle- 
Stick  out  of  its  place,  unless  we  be  too  unfaithful.  He  extinguishes 
no  lamp  that  steadily  and  briglitly  burns.  As  well  expect  him  to 
blot  out  one  of  the  planets  Avhose  mass  and  motion  are  an  essential 
part  of  that  great  system  harmonious  through  his  will  of  gravitation. 
As  well  have  expected  Him  to  exterminate  a  tribe  in  Israel ! 

Now,  if  any  Christian  denomination  refuse  to  become  or  to  con- 
tinue respectable  and  influential  before  the  Church  and  the  world, 
it  might  better  be  absorbed  into  another.  If  it  have  no  faith  in 
itself,  how  can  it  expect  others  to  have  any  faith  in  it  ?  above  all, 
how  can  it  expect  the  Lord  to  have  any  confidence  in  its  efficiency  ? 

Let  us,  in  this  connection,  examine  the  statistics  of  benevolence. 
The  whole  amount  reported  to  the  last  Synod  was,  in  round  num- 
bers, more  than  two  hundred  and  forty  thousand  dollars,  of  which 
about  eighty-four  thousand  doHars  flowed  into  our  denominational 
treasuries.  It  would  be  excessive  to  allow  enough  for  unusual 
educational  efforts  during  the  year,  to  swell  the  sum  to  one  hundred 
and  twenty  thousand  dollars  for  our  own  purposes.  Yet  even  with 
such  ample  allowance,  it  would  still  remain  the  fact,  that  while  all 
our  denominational  work  was  in  sore  need,  and  was  most  implor- 
ingly calling  for  help,  at  least  half  of  the  amount  actually  contributed 
went  to  other  objects.  By  no  means  would  we  diminish,  but  rather 
increase  those  other  gifts.  But  the  question  is  simply  this — when 
we  represent  in  part  the  honor  of  the  Master  by  a  distinct  and  pub- 
lic denominational  profession,  and  lie  opens  up  to  us  a  worthy  and 
a{)propriate  denominational  work,  can  we  atone  in  his  sight  for  the 
neglect  of  our  own  fiimily  by  giving  to  strangers  ?  Why  be  so 
tenacious  of  our  Denominational  life,  and  yet  do  so  little  to  make 
that  life  a  power  in  the  world  ?  Why  be  so  jealous  for  the  Lord  to 
perpetuate  our  Church  in  this  land,  while  we  care  so  little  whether  we 
instrumentally  perpetuate  it  ourselves  ?  Is  the  Lord  pleased  with  an 
undenominational  Denomination  ?  If  He  gives  us  the  privilege  of 
bearing  His  banner  with  distinctive  emblems,  can  He  possibly  be 
indifterent  whether  we  bear  it  boldly  or  trail  it  in  the  dust  ? 

Your  Committee  present  the  following  final  resolution  : 
Resolved,  That  the  delegates  of  the  several  Classes  represented  in 
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this  General  Synod,  do  hereby  pledge  themselves  to  the  Lord  and 
His  Church,  that  when  they  go  from  this  Assembly,  they  will  with- 
out needless  delay,  and  in  all  consistent  zeal  endeavor  to  obtain  from 
their  Classes  and  Churches  such  concerted,  and  systematic,  and 
vigorous  action,  as  may  result  in  the  securing  from  each  congrega- 
tion within  our  bounds,  a  public  collection  on  the  Sabbath,  whatever 
the  amount,  or  a  contribution  in  any  other  preferable  way,  for  each 
of  the  Boards  of  our  Church  ;  so  that  when  the  printed  Reports  of 
the  next  General  Synod  appear,  the  Lord  may  not  be  disappointed  at 
the  dreary  waste  of  blanks,  but  may  read  in  the  full  figures  the  rich 
results  of  His  own  grace,  and  may  be  pleased  greatly  to  reward  our 
ancient  Church  in  this  land. 

In  conclusion  your  Committee  notice  that  our  Church  has  been 
greatly  favored  by  having  had  spared  to  her  service  almost  all  her 
ministers.  The  only  deaths  that  have  occurred  in  the  ranks  of  such, 
during  the  ecclesiastical  year,  are  the  following :  Rev.  C.  L.  Van 
Dyck,  Rev  A.  T.  Gilbert,  Rev.  C.  P.  Wack,  and  Rev.  William  J. 
Thompson. 

With  grateful  acknowledgements  of  the  favor  shown  to  our  Church 
in  times  past  by  the  great  Head  of  the  Church — with  humble  con- 
fessions of  our  sins  and  shortcomings — and  with  earnest  prayers  for 
continued  and  increased  grace,  let  us  go  forth  again  to  the  struggle 
and  victory.

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ARTICLE  VII. 

SYNODICAL     RBFERENCE8. 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  presented  the  following 
report,  which  was  accepted  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Overtures  : 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  report  that  they  have  ex- 
amined the  Minutes  of  the  last  General  Synod,  and  of  the  Particular 
Synods  of  New  York,  Albany  and  Chicago,  and  find  the  following 
references  requiring  the  attention  of  this  General  Synod  as  follows  : 

In  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York,  page  7, 
Whereas,  The  General  Synod  of  the  last  year,  in  explaining 
their  reversal  of  this  Synod's  action  concerning  the  North  Classis  of 
Long  Island,  use  this  language  :  "  Particular  Synod  was  not  in  con- 
dition to  judge  the  merits  of  the  case,  inasmuch  as  the  facts  on 
which  the  Deputatus  founded  his  opinion  were  not  fully  before  it." 

Whereas,  This  language  does  not  in  our  convictions  accord  with 
what  we  know  to  be  truth  and  fact,  and 

Whereas,  it  makes  an  absolute  assertion  implicating  this  Synod, 
as  to  discretion  and  fidelity,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  this  Particular  Synod  do  now  request  the  General 
Synod,  as  an  act  of  justice,  so  to  change  its  deliverance,  as  to  con- 
form to  the  facts  of  the  case. 

On  page  56,  Resolved,  That  General  Synod  be  requested  to  pro- 
pose to  the  several  Classes  that  the  words  "  -so  far  as  possible'''  shall 
be  inserted  in  Sec.  2,  Art,  IV.,  Chap.  IV.,  of  the  Constitution,  so 
that  it  may  read,  *'  In  exhibiting  charges,  the  time,  place,  and  cir- 
cumstances shall  be  accurately  stated  in  writing,  so  far  as  possible, 
that  the  accused  may  be  enabled  the  better  to  defend  himself." 

Also  on  page  56.  Whereas,  There  is  a  great  diversity  of  opinion 
among  Ministers  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  as  to  the  way  in 
which  the  Constitution  is  to  be  understood  in  reference  to  the  use  of 
the  Heidelberg  Catechism : 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  be  requested  to  take  this  point 
into  serious  consideration,  and  decide  in  what  sense  the  said  article 
of  the  Constitution  must  be  understood,  as  well  as  what  must  be  in 
the  future  the  line  of  conduct  of  all  the  Churches,  in  order  that 
there  may  be  unity,  and  that  in  our  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  the 
precious  truths  of  the  Gospel,  in  so  masterly  a  manner  embodied  in, 
and  exposed  by  the  Heidelberg  Catechism,  may  remain  the  pure 
foundation  of  preaching,  and  be  the  victorious  bulwark  against  the 
progress  of  rationalism  in  the  midst  of  the  Church  of  Christ  every- 
where. 
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In  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago,  page 
33,  Resolved,  That  tlie  General  Synod  be  asked  to  grant  permission 
to  the  various  Classes  comprising  this  Synod,  to  license  young  men 
to  preach  after  they  have  received  two  years  of  instruction  in 
Theology,  with  the  understanding  that  the  usual  term  of  study  be 
always  adhered  to. 

On  pHge  37  of  the  same.  Resolved,  That  tlie  General  Synod  be 
earnestly  requested  to  direct  the  Board  of  Publication  at  once  to 
publish  separately,  in  a  cheap  form,  the  Constitution  proper,  or 
so  much  of  it  as  is  not  contained  in  the  Hymn  Book.

The  Committee  on  Overtures  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Overtures  make  the  following  report,  relating 
to  the  communications  placed  in  their  hands. 

Two  communications  have  been  committed  to  them,  in  which 
opposite  sentiments  are  expressed,  as  to  the  propriety  of  changing 
the  name  of  the  Church,  The  one  from  the  South  Classis  of  Long 
Island,  in  whose  judgment  the  interest  and  prosperity  of  the  Church 
demand  that  the  word  Dutch  be  stricken  out.  The  other  from  the 
Rev.  W.  C.  Wust,  who  earnestly  pleads  that  the  word  Dutch  may 
be  retained.  As  the  subject  is  now  engaging  the  attention  of  the 
Synod,  it  is  judged  that  no  action  need  be  taken  upon  these  com- 
munications, as  they  both  subserve  their  purpose  in  the  influence 
they  may  have  upon  the  mind  of  the  Synod  in  determining  their 
decision  in  the  case. 

In  respect  to  the  communication  presented  to  the  Synod  by  the 
Third  Protestant  Reformed  Church  of  Schenectady,  there  are  two 
objections  to  entertain  it.  The  first  is,  it  is  a  complaint,  and  should 
have  been  presented  to  the  Synod  through  the  Classis  and  the 
Particular  Synod,  with  whose  decisions  they  were  offended.  The 
other  is,  that  it  is  not  within  the  province  of  our  ecclesiastical 
judicatures  to  act  upon  abstract  questions. 

The  request  from  the  Classis  of  Greene,  "  That  the  Catechisms  of 
the  Westminster  General  Assembly  be  recognized  by  the  Church" — 
has  been  favorably  acted  upon  by  a  previous  Synod,  as  the  Classis 
will  see  by  referring  to  the  Digest — vol.  7,  page  362. 

There  are  two  recommendations  for  dispensations  presented  to 
the  Synod.  The  one  from  the  Classis  of  Albany,  who  recommend 
that  the  request  of  the  student  James  B.  Campbell,  now  in 
Rutgers  College,  to  be  transferred  to  the  Seminary  at  the  opening  of 
the  fall  session,  be  granted.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Classis  and  from  information  derived  from  other  responsible  sources, 
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your  Coininittee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tion : 

Resolved,  That  the  student,  James  B.  Campbell,  be  received  into 
the  Seminar}'  at  the  opening-  of  the  pyesent  fall  session,  provided  he 
has  in  the  judgment  of  the  Examining 'Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Superindendents,  the  necessary  qualilications  to  pursue  the  studies 
of  that  institution. 

The  other  dispensation  is  from  the  Classis  of  Holland,  who  ask 
for  permission  "  to  license  and  ordain  to  the  work  of  the  Ministry, 
tlie  Elder,  A.  0.  Kuiper,  of  Fella,  [owa."  The  information  accom- 
panying this  request,  represents  the  granting  of  this  dispensation  as 
the  only  means  of  supplying  a  pressing  necessity,  and  the  Com- 
mittee are  constrained  to  otfer  for  the  adoption  of  Synod  this  reso- 
lution : 

Resolved,  "  That  the  Classis  of  Holland  have  the  liberty  to  license 
the  Elder,  A.  C.  Kuiper,  and  after  he  has  given  proof  of  his  being 
called  to  the  Ministry  by  his  gift  to  teach  and  his  possessing  the 
other  qualifications  for  the  office,  then  to  ordain  him. 

In  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York,  the  follow- 
ing preamble  and  resolution,  relating  to  a  previous  a;;tion  of  the 
General  Synod  of  last  year  is  recorded  : 

Wlicreas,  The  General  Synod  of  the  last  yeai',  in  explaining  their 
reversal  of  this  Synod's  action  concerning  the  North  Classis  of  Long 
Island,  use  this  language  — "  Particular  Synod  was  not  in  a  con- 
dition to  judge  the  merits  of  the  case,  inasmuch  as  the  facts  on 
which  the  Deputatus  founded  his  opinion  were  not  fully  before  it." 

Whereas,  This  language  does  not,  in  our  convicting,  accord  with 
what  we  know  to  be  truth  and  fact,  and 

Whereas,  It  makes  an  absolute  assertion  implicating  tliis  Synod  as 
to  discretion  and  fidelit}',  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  the  Particular  Synod  do  now  request  the  General 
Synod,  as  an  act  of  justice,  so  to  change  its  deliverance  as  to  conform 
to  the  facts  in  the  case. 

The  Committee  regret  that  this  preamble  and  resolution,  what- 
ever may  have  been  the  intention  of  the  Particular  Synod,  were  not 
expressed  in  terms  different  from  those  employed.  Of  the  propriety 
of  the  deliverance  which  the  Particular  Synod  wish  to  be  changed, 
this  Synod,  for  want  of  the  information  in  the  possession  of  the  last, 
are  not  in  a  situation  to  judge,  and,  therefore,  the  request  contained 
in  the  resolution  cannot  be  granted. 

The  Particular  Synod  of  New  York  also  request  this  Synod  to 
propose  to  the  Classes  the  insertion  of  the  words  "  so  far  as  pos- 
sible,''^ in  the  2d  Sec,  4th  Art.,  4th  Chap,  of  the  Constitution, 
so  as  it  may  read  "  In  exhibiting  charges,  the  time,  place  and 
circumstances  shall  be  accurately  stated  in  writing,  "  so  far  as 
possible,''^  that  the  accused  may  be  the  better  able  to  defend  himself.

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This  change  is  not  advisable,  as  it  would  render  a  judicial  proce  ed 
ing  indefinite. 

A  third  Overture  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New 
York,  is  a  request  that  the  Synod,  in  view  of  the  diversity  which 
exists  among  Ministers  of  the  Church  as  to  the  way  in  which  the  Con- 
stitution is  to  be  understood,  in  reference  to  the  use  of  the  Heidel- 
berg Catechism,  to  point  out  in  what  sense  the  article  which  re- 
quires the  preaching  of  the  Catechism  should  be  understood,  so 
that  the  usage  throughout  the  Church  may  be  uniform.  In  reply 
to  this  request,  it  is  observed  that  the  words  of  the  article  referred 
to  are  so  plain  that  its  meaning  cannot  be  misapprehended,  and  a 
departure  from  its  plain  requisition,  deserves  to  be  noticed  and  re- 
buked by  the  Classes  and  Particular  Synods  when  brought  to  their 
knowledge. 

In  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago  is  the  follow- 
ing resolution  claiming  the  attention  of  this  Synod  : 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  be  asked  to  grant  permission 
to  the  various  Classes  composing  this  Synod,  to  license  young  men 
to  preach,  after  they  have  received  two  years  of  instruction  in 
Theology,  with  the  understanding  that  the  usual  term  of  study  be 
adhered  to. 

It  is  not  advisable  that  the  request  be  granted.  The  students  of 
the  senior  class  in  Theology  now  have  the  liberty  of  preaching  under 
certain  restrictions,  and  the  Synod  should  be  unAvilling  to  license 
any  student  until  he  had  studied  the  three  years,  which  so  long  has 
been  the  term  prescribed  in  preparing  for  the  sacred  Ministry. 

The  Synod  of  Chicago,  in  another  resolution,  request  the  General 
Synod  to  direct  the  Board  of  Publication  at  once  to  publish 
separately  the  Constitution  proper,  in  a  cheap  form.  In  answer  to 
this  request,  the  following  resolution  is  recommended. 

Resolved,  That  the  request  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago  be 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Publication,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Synod.

ARTICLE   VIII. 

SYNODICAL    APPEALS. 

An  appeal  by  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia,  from  a  decision  of  the 
Particular  Synod  of  New  York,  was  received  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Judicial  Business, 

The  Committee  on  Judicial  Business  presented  the  following  re- 
port, which  was  accepted  and  adopted : 

The  Committee  on  Judicial  Business  beg  leave  to  report  that  no 
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business  has  been  submitted  to  them  except  an  appeal  of  the  Classis 
of  Philadelphia,  from  the  action  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New 
York,  in  the  case  of  John  L.  Bellis,  disciplined  by  the  Consistory  of 
the  Church  of  Ne-Shanic.  Mr.  Bellis,  appealing  to  the  Classis  of 
Philadelphia,  the  Classis  unanimously  sustained  the  Consistory  ;  ap- 
pealing again  to  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York,  the  Synod 
unanimously  sustained  the  appeal.  The  Classis  now  appeal  from 
this  action  of  the  Synod, 

Due  notice  of  the  appeal  seems  to  have  been  given,  and  all  the 
constitutional  requirements  iu  the  case  have  been  complied  with,  and 
the  Commissioners  from  the  various  subordinate  bodies  duly  ap- 
pointed. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  appeal  be  heard,  in  the  fol- 
lowing order,  according  to  the  Constitution,  in  the  case. 

1.  The  action  appealed  from  shall  be  read. 

2.  That  the  appeal  and  the  reasons  of  appeal  be  read. 

3.  All  the  documents  in  the  case  shall  be  read  in  the  followino- 
order : 

(a.)  Minutes  of  the  Consistory  of  the  Church  of  Ne-Shanic. 
(6.)  Statement  (written)  of  the  appellant  of  his  own  case  and  the 
evidence  addressed  to  Classis. 

(c.)  Minutes  of  Classis  in  the  case. 

(d.)  The  original  parties  shall  be  heard  beginning  with  the  ap 
pellants,  Rev.  Dr.  Ludlow  and  Rev.  T.  D.  W.  Talmage  being  Com- 
missioners of  Classis. 

(e  )  Commissioners  of  Particular  Synod  shall  be  heard, — Rev.  Dr. 
Fisher  and  Rev.  Dr.  Gordon. 

(/.)  The  appellants  shall  be  heard  in  reply. 
Respectfully  reported, 

GUST.  ABEEL,  Chairman. 

Synod  took  up  the  Appeal  of  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia  from  a 
decision  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York. 

The  President  announced  that  the  Synod  was  about  to  proceed  to 
the  consideration  of  judicial  business. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  consideration  of  the  Appeal  be  postponed 
to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Synod,  at  the  request  of  the  appellant. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

CHURCH    GOVERNMENT. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  Synod  to  examine  into  the 
expediency  and  propriety  of  a  change  in  the  style  and  title  of  the 
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Church,  presented  their  report,  whicli  Avas  accepted,  amended,  and 
ordered  to  be  printed  in  an  appendix  to  the  minutes,  [^ce  Appendix.) 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod,  beiui?  convinced  of  the  desirableness  of 
such  a  chanoe  in  the  name  of  our  Churcli  as  shall  put  it  upon  its 
proi)i-'r  footnig  before  the  community  and  before  the  world,  and 
beiiio-  at  the  same  time  unwilliuo-  to  assume  any  new  name,  approves 
the  omission  of  the  word  "Dutch,"  which  has  for  a  time  been  con- 
nected with  our  liistoric  title  of  "  Keformcd  Church,"  and  the  addi- 
tion of  the  words  "in  America;"  so  that  our  ecclesiastical  and  cor- 
porate title  thus  simplified  and  completed  may  hereafter  be  "  the 
Reformed  Church  in  America." 

The  Synod  recommended  the  amendment  of  the  Constitution  in 
the  four  following  resolutions  : 

I.  i^cso^i-ec/,  That  the  General  Synod  propose  to  the  Classes  the 
amendment  of  the  first  section  in  Art.  5.  Chap.  II,  of  our  Constitution, 
by  appending  to  it  the  following  sentence :  "  The  body  thus  con- 
stituted shall  be  called  "the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  America." 

II,  Resolced,  That  the  General  Synod  propose  to  the  Classes  the 
adoption  of  the  following  "  Prefatory  Note,"  with  a  view  to  its  in- 
corporation into  the  Constitution : 

"  In  the  year  186*7  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  which  is  named 
in  the  following  pages,  dropped  from  its  ecclesiastical  name  the 
word"  Dutch,"  which  was  first  formally  assumed  therein  in  the  year 
1792  •  and  added  the  words  "in  America,"  so  that  the  said  Church 
mio-ht  theuceforth be  known  as  "The  Keformed  Church  in  America." 
(See  belovv,  Chap.  II.,  Art.  2,  Sec.  1.)  Yot,  in  order  that  the  abso- 
lute identity  of  "The  Reformed  Church  in  America"  with  "  The 
Reformed  Dutch  Church"  might  be  subject  to  no  possible  doubt  or 
dispute,  it  was  also  ordained  "that  the  epithet  "Dutch"  should  be 
retained  in  all  those  places  in  this  Constitution  in  which  it  had  pre- 
viously been  used;  but  should  be  enclosed  in  brackets,  to  indicate 
the  purpose  of  the  Church  to  discourage  the  ecclesiastical  and  popu- 
lar use  of  that  word  as  a  part  of  its  name." 

III.  Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  propose  to  the  Classes  the 
further  amendment  of  the  Constitution,  by  prefixing  thereto  a  title  in 
the  terms  here  following : 

"  The  Constitution  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America,  (known 
for  a  time  as  "  The  Reformed  Dutch  Church,"  and  also  designated  in 
the  act  of  incorporation  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  New  York, 
April  7th,  1819,  as  "'Jlie  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church,")  cm- 
bracing  the  Catechism,  the  Compendium,  the  Confession  of  Faitli,  the 
Canons  of  the  Synod  of  Dordrecht,  and  the  Liturgy." 

IV.  Resolved,  That  the  three  particular  amendments  above  pro- 
posed be  defined  as  the  inseparable   parts   of  one   Constitutiona 
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Aniendment,    and   in  this  relation    only    be  recommended    to    the 
Classes  for  adoption. 

The  Synod  farther 

Resolved^  That  the  several  Classes  under  the  care  of  this  Synod 
be  requested  to  take  action  upon  the  Constitutional  Amendment 
above  recommended,  at  least  as  early  as  at  their  regular  fall  sessions, 
and  that  the  Stated  Clerks  of  said  ("lasses  be  requested  to  send  to 
the  Stated  Clerk  of  the  General  Synod  the  official  result  (^f  such 
action  so  soon  as  it  shall  be  taken. 

Resolved,  That  an  adjourned  meet!  no;  of  Synod  be  held  in  the  North 
Dutch  Church,  of  Albany,  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  next  Novem- 
ber, at  ten  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Resolved,  That  the  corporate  titles  of  individual  Churches  are 
properly  and  legally  subject  only  to  the  choice  of  such  Churches ; 
and  that  any  diversity  in  said  titles  that  may  exist  now  or  hereafter, 
shall  in  no  way  affect  the  recognized  relations  of  said  Churches  to 
this  Synod  and  to  the  denomination. 

Resolved,  That  Hon.  Wm.  J.  Bacon,  Hon.  Kobt.  H.  Pruyn.  Hon. 
Lewis  B.  Woodruff,  Hon.  Joseph  P.  Bradley,  and  Hon.  H.  D.  Max- 
well be  a  committee  to  consider  all  the  details  of  the  civil  legisla- 
tion which  the  proposed  change  of  name  may  make  necessary,  and 
to  report  on  the  same  at  the  adjourned  meeting  of  Synod.

ARTICLE   XIL 

,  SCHOOLS    AND    CHRISTIAN    EDUCATION. 

The  Thirty-fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was 
received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education,  with  the 
exception  of  so  much  as  refers  to  vacancies,  which  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education 
was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  Committee  on  Education  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Education  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report, 
that  they  have  examined  the  several  papers  referred  to  them,  and 
find  the  following  topics  claiming  the  attention  of  the  General 
Synod  : 
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From  the  Thirty-fifth  Annual  Report  of  the   Board  of  Education, 
which  has  been  placed  in   their  hands,  the    gratifying  fact  appears, 
that   this   important    department  of  our    Church's    work   has  been 
conducted  during  the  past  year  with  marked  ability    and   success. 
Forty-six  young  men  have  received  aid  from  the  Board  during  this 
period,  of  whom  seven  graduated  from  the  Theological  Seminary  in 
May,  1866,  and  were  soon  after  settled  in  positions  of  usefulness  in 
the  Church.     The    Ministry    of  some  of  these    has   been   attended 
with  signal  results,  and  one   of  them,  with  the  Divine  blessing,  has 
already    received    to    the    communion     of   the    Church    he    serves 
seventy  souls   on  confession  of  their  faith  in   Christ.     Eight  others 
have   graduated  from    our    school  of  the  Prophets  during  the  past 
month,    all  of  whom    have    been   called  to  occupy  vacant  pastoral 
charges.     The  health  of  our  beneficiaries  during  the   year  has  been 
uninterruptedly    good,   and    the    reports  of    their     Professors    and 
Teachers    attest  the    excellence  of  their    deportment    and   the  pro- 
ficiency of  their   scholarship.     In  all   these   facts  then    is   manifest 
the   seal  of  the   Divine   approbation    upon   our  educational  efforts, 
and  from  them  we  may  derive  the  lesson  of  our  continued  duty  and 
responsibility  in  this  direction. 

While,  however,  we  thus  gratefully  record  God's  blessings  upon 
our  eftorts,  we  are  compelled  to  lament  the  comparatively  small 
number  of  applicants  for  aid  in  prosecuting  their  studies  for  the 
Gospel  Ministry.  Fifteen  of  the  beneficiaries  of  the  Board  during 
the  past  year  have  completed  their  studies,  and  been  licensed  to 
preach  the  Gospel — while  only  nine  have,  during  this  period,  been 
received  under  the  care  of  the  Board.  The  difference  between 
these  two  classes  was  last  year  even  greater  than  this — and  the 
Synod  can  readily  perceive  that  such  a  disparity  in  numbers 
between  those  commencing  and  those  completing  their  course  of 
preparation  for  the  Ministry  is  certain  to  result  most  disastrously  to 
the  future  welfare  of  the  Church.  In  view  of  the  pressing  call  for 
laborers,  which  comes  to  us  from  the  foreign  field — and  the  urgent 
need  of  men  to  work  in  our  western  domain — it  seems  impera- 
tively necessary  that  the  Church  should  adopt  some  vigorous  mea- 
sures to  increase  the  number  of  her  candidates  for  the  holy  office. 
Your  Committee  are  unanimous  in  the  belief  that  the  Ministers  and 
Consistories  of  our  Churches  are  in  many  instances  by  far  too  remiss 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  in  this  respect.  They  feel  that 
efforts  to  secure  laborers  for  the  Lord's  vineyard  are  among  the 
foremost  duties  devolved  upon  those  who  bear  oflice  in  tbe  Church 
of  Christ,  and  that  Ministers  and  Elders  especially  should  see  to 
it,  that  those  who  unite  with  the  Church  in  early  life,  and  who  are 
endowed  with  natural  aptitude  for  the  work,  should  have  their 
attention  solemnly  directed  to  the  question  of  their  duty  in  this 
regard. 

Your  Committee  have  read  with  profound  interest  that  portion  of 
the  Pteport  of  the  Board  of  Education  which  relates  to  Hope 
College.      The  past  year  has  witnessed    the   last  formal   acts   in 
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placing  this  institution  among  tlie  regularly  organized  colleges  of 
our  land.  And  they  cannot  refrain  from  congratulating  the  Synod 
and  the  Cliurch  upon  the  establishment  of  such  an  educational 
centre  in  the  west.  Unquestionably  it  is  destined  poweifully  to 
aftect  every  portion  of  our  church  "life  in  this  important  region. 
At  the  same  time  they  heartily  adopt  the  language  of  the  ]5oard : 
"  It  remains  yet  necessaiy  for  the  Church,  first  of  all,  to  remember 
this  College  as  an  infant  child  needing  her  care,  and  her  fostering 
aid,  and  a  due  place  in  her  prayers  for  the  blessing  of  God  upon  all 
its  further  course."  Your  Committee,  however,  are  strong  in  the 
conviction  that  the  Church  ought  not  to  suffer  this  important  and 
rising  institution  to  be  merely  an  addendum  to  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. Both  its  di(jnity  and  usefulness  demand  thai  it  should  be 
promptly  and  liberally  cndo^vcd.  The  Board,  though  glad  to  assist 
in  raising  this  educational  structure,  can  find  othe'r  channels  more 
distinctively  its  own  in  which  to  direct  the  flow  of  its  benefactions. 
And  if  the  church  will  but  complete  tlie  already  begun  work  of 
endowing  this  AVestern  Institution,  the  results  will  be  most  happy 
to  the  College  itself,  to  the  Board  of  Education,  to  tlie  advance- 
ment of  our  denominational  interests,  and  to  the  general  welfare  of 
the  Redeemer's  kingdom. 

Upon  the  subject  of  Parochial  Schools,  the  Report  of  the 
Board  is  hardly  as  encouraging  as  upon  the  other  departments  of 
its  work.  Fourteen  schools  have  been  aided — from  eleven  of  whom 
reports  have  been  received.  These  eleven  schools  present  as  their 
total  number  of  scholars  IQQ,  with  an  average  attendance  of  622. 
From  some  cause  the  heart  of  the  Churcli  does  not  seem  to  so  fully 
respond  to  efforts  put  forth  in  this  as  in  other  directions.  Only 
$53.61  have  been  collected  frojn  the  entire  Church  in  behalf  of  this 
object  during  the  past  year.  Aid  to  the  amount  of  *1,320  has 
been  given  by  the  Board,  but  it  has  been  mainly  derived  from  the 
Parochial  School  Fund.  Your  Committee  feel  that  the  claims  of 
these  schools  should  not  be  so  completely  ignored  by  the  Church. 
Even  though  in  many,  and  perhaps  most  localities,  there  is  little 
necessity  for  their  existence,  yet  in  some  places  they  are  of  un- 
questionable value,  and  we  can  hardly  conceive  of  nearly  a  thousand 
children  being  taught  annually  in  these  schools,  without  experiencing 
such  results  as  will  honor  Christ,  and  promote  their  own  spiritual 
welfare. 

The  total  income  of  the  Board  for  the  past  year  has  been 
$15,779.15,  ot  this  |10,327  have  been  received  from  collections  and 
donations,  while  the  remainder  has  been  the  interest  upon  invested 
funds.  The  annual  statements  of  the  Treasurers  of  these  respective 
funds  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  your  Committee,  from 
which  the  following  facts  respecting  their  present  condition 
appear  : 

1.  The  Van  Benschoten.—Tha  principal  of  this  Fund  is  |;20,3 13.57 
of  which  amount,  all  except  $33,57,  is  securely  invested.     The  in- 
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come  derived  from  these  investments,  including  the  balance  on  hand 
at  the  date  of  the  last  report,  has  been  12^441.82.  The  sum  of 
81,029.50  has  been  paid  to  beneficiaries,  leaving  a  balance  now  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  $1,412.32. 

2.  The  Knox  Fund. — The  principal  of  this  Fund,  amounting  to 
$2,000,  is  also  properly  invested  ;  and  a  balance  is  now  on  hand  of- 
1291.86. 

3.  The  Education  Fund. — The  receipts  of  this  Fund  during  the 
fiscal  year,  including  the  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  at 
the  date  of  his  last  report,  have  been  $6,608.66.  Payments  have 
been  made  to  the  amount  of  $4,780.03,  leaving  a  present  balance  on 
hand  of  $1,828.63. 

Your  Committee  re-echo  the  grateful  expressions  of  the  Board  of 
Education  in  view  of  the  large  increase  during  the  year  of  the 
Permanent  Funds  in  the  care  of  Synod's  Board  of  Direction,  the 
interest  of  which  is  devoted  to  the  education  of  young  men  for  the 
Ministry.  A  new  Fund  has  been  created,  to  be  called  the  "  Maria 
E.  Lefierts'  Fund,"  by  the  payment  of  $5,000  from  the  estate  of 
Mrs.  Maria  R.  Letferts,  of  the  North  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of 
Brooklyn,  and  this  Fund  is  expected  to  be  increased  in  the  division 
of  the  residuary  estate,  by  a  sum  probably  not  less  than  the 
amount  already  paid.  All  honor  your  Committee  feel  should  be 
ascribed  to  the  memory  of  one  who  during  her  life  contributed 
liberally  to  the  support  of  Christ's  cause,  and  at  her  death  left  pro- 
visions to  continue  her  Christian  beneficence. 

Two  new  Scholarships  have  also  been  founded  during  the  past 
year,  through  the  praiseworthy  liberality  of  two  Christian  ladies. 
The  former  of  these  bearing  the  name  of  the  "  Gerrit  Y.  Lansing 
Scholarship,"  has  been  endowed  by  Miss  Susan  G.  Lansing,  of  the 
Second  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  Albany,  as  a  monument  of 
filial  love  erected  to  the  memory  of  a  revered  and  sainted  father. 
The  latter,  bearing  the  name  of  the  "  Ernest  Blois  Scholarship," 
has  been  instituted  by  Mrs.  Hannah  M.  Blois,  of  the  Collegiate 
Dutch  Church  in  New  York,  and  is  a  most  beautiful  and  becoming 
tribute  to  the  memory  of  a  deceased  son.  Your  Committee,  while 
acknowledging  the  value  of  all  these  donations,  would  commend 
the  example  of  these  pious  ladies  to  those  members  of  our  Com- 
munion whom  God  has  given  wealth. 

Nor  in  this  review  of  benefactions  would  your  Committee  fail  to 
record  the  action  of  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College,  in  granting, 
during  the  past  year  and  hereafter,  the  education  of  our  beneficiaries 
in  the  College  free  of  tuition  charges.  The  removal  of  such  a 
burden  cannot  fail  to  help  the  Board  in  its  work. 

Notwithstanding,  however,  these  generous  contributions  to  the 
Permanent  Educational  Funds  of  the  (Tmrch,  the  Board  finds  itself 
encumbered  with  an  embarrassing  debt  of  $3,300.  This  arises 
from  two  causes:  First,  from  the  large  amount  which  the  Board  has 
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been  compelled  to  expend  in  the  support  of  our  Western  College  at 
Holland.  The  sum  of  ?^G,050  has  been  paid  to  Professors  and 
Teachers  in  this  Institution.  The  money  thus  expended  your  Com- 
mittee believe  is  wisely  and  well  devoted,  althoniih  they  reiterate 
tbeir  previously  expressed  opinion  that  the  endowment  of  Hope 
College  should  be  forthwith  completed,  and  the  Board  relieved  from 
so  severe  a  pressure  in  this  direction. 

The  chief  cause  of  the  Board's  indebtedness,  bowt^vcr,  is  tlie 
failure  of  our  Churches  to  contribute  regularly  and  systf^matically  to 
its  funds.  Of  the  four  hundred  and  thirty-four  Churches  in  our  con- 
nection, only  two  hundred  and  thirteen  Churches  have  taken  collec- 
tions for  the  Board  during  the  last  year,  and  of  this  number  six:y- 
eight  made  no  contribution  during  the  previous  year,  while  fifty- 
seven,  who  then  contributed,  have  giving  nothing  during  the  year 
just  closed.  These  facts  show  a  lamentable  lack  of  systematic  bene- 
ficence on  the  part  of  the  Churches  in  behalf  of  this  cause,  and 
call  loudly  upon  the  Synod  to  devise  measures  for  a  reform  The 
Report  of  the  Board  shows  conclusively  that  had  the  Churches 
which  contributed  last  year  repeated  their  collections  this  year,  the 
amount  would  have  been  sufficient  to  defray  all  the  expenses  of  tlie 
Board,  and  left  it  unembarrassed  by  debt.  What  the  Board  asks, 
and  what  your  Committee  feel  the  Synod  has  the  right  to  demand 
is,  not  that  every  Church  shall  make  a  larf/e  contribution  to  the 
cause  of  education,  but  that  every  Church  shall  regularly  and  sys- 
tematically contribute  something  in  behalf  of  this  object.  Your 
Committee  know  full  well  that  many  of  our  feebler  Churches  have 
calls  at  home  which  are  urgent  in  their  nature,  and  which  involve 
heavy  burdens,  but  they  are  also  assured  that  "  There  is  that 
Bcattereth  and  yet  increaseth,"  and  that  '•  He  that  watereth  others 
shall  be  watered  also  himself" 

In  view  of  the  heavy  expenditures  which  the  Board  will  be 
obliged  to  make  during  the  present  year,  and  the  importance  of 
maintaining  its  credit  at  all  hazards,  your  Committee  feel  that 
measures  should  at  once  be  taken  to  liquidate  the  debt  of  the  Board. 
They  fear,  however,  that  the  ordinary  collections  of  the  ( 'hurches 
will  not  secure  this  result.  If  some  of  our  more  wealthy  Churches 
would  take  special  collections  in  behalf  of  this  object,  or  if  some 
individual  members  of  our  Communion,  whom  God  has  blessed 
with  wealth,  would  assume  the  debt  of  the  Board,  its  future 
efficiency  and  usefulness  wpuld  be  greatly  increased. 

In  view  of  the  considerations,  your  Committee  offer  the  ft)llowing 
resolutions,  viz.  : 

1.  Resolved.  That  the  General  Synod  reaffirms  the  resolutions  o 
previous  years  respecting  the  Board  of  Education,  and  commends  it 
to  the  Churches  under  its  care  as  an  agency  upon  which  the  seal 
of  the  Divine  approbation  has  been  placed,  and  which  is  of  vital 
importance  to  the  prosperity  and  success  of  the  Church. 

2.  Resolved^  That  in  view  of  the  pressing  call  for  laborers  in  the 
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Lord's  vineyard,  this  General  Synod  urges  upon  the  Ministers  and 
Consistories  within  its  bounds,  the  duty  of  seeking  out  suitable 
young  men  in  the  Churches  under-  their  care,  and  presenting  to 
their  minds  and  hearts  the  question  of  their  personal  duty  to  enter 
the  Ministry  of  the  Gospel. 

3.  Be.wh'ed,  That  the  General  Synod  regards  the  endowment  of 
Hope  College  as  a  matter  of  immediate  and  pressing  importance, 
and  commending  it  heartily  to  the  Churches  under  its  care,  urges 
the  completion  of  the  work  at  tlie  earliest  practicable  period^ 

4.  Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  pressing  necessities  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  and  the  happy  results  which  flow  from  sys- 
tematic beneficence,  this  General  Synod  urges  upon  all  the  Churches 
within  its  bounds  the  duty  of  taking  an  annual  collection  in  behalf 
of  this  department  of  our  Church's  work. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  efficiency  and  usefulness  of  the  Board  of 
Education  demand  the  prompt  extinction  of  its  debt,  and  that  this 
subject  be  commended  to  the  liberal  regard  of  those  whom  God 
has  blessed  with  the  means  of  doing  good. 

6.  Resolved^  That  the  last  Thursday  of  February  be  observed  by 
the  Churches  under  the  care  of  this  General  Synod  as  a  day  of 
special  prayer  for  Colleges  and  other  Seminaries  of  learning,  and 
that  the  Ministers  of  the  several  Churches  be  requested  to  preach 
upon  the  subject  of  Education  on  tlie  Sabbath  immediately  preced- 
ing that  day.

ARTICLE  XHL 

CHURCH      COLLEGES. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  General  Synod  to  visit  Hope 
College,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  accepted  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate. 
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To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Clnirch 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  General  Synod,  at  the  re- 
quest of  Rev.  rii.  IMielps,  D.D.,  on  behalf  of  Hope  College,  beg  leave 
to  present  the  following  report : 

This  Committee,  it  should  be  remembered,  was  appointed  under 
peculiar  circumstances.  A  memorial  was  presented  to  the  last 
General  Synod  from  the  members  of  the  Senior  Class  of  Hope  Col- 
lege, respectfully  asking  that  they  might  be  permitted  to  pursue 
their  theological  studies  at  that  Institution.  The  Synod  adopted 
the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  the  subject  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Education 
and  the  Council  of  Hope  College,  with  instruction  that  leave  be 
granted  to  pursue  their  theological  studies  at  Hope  College,  pro- 
vided no  measures  shall  be  instituted  by  which  additional  expense 
shall  be  thrown  upon  Synod  or  Board  of  Education  at  this  time  ;  and 
provided  further,  that  Synod  reserves  the  right  to  withdraw  this 
permission  at  any  time  that  it  may  deem  expedient. 

By  the  terras  of  our  appointment  we  were  commissioned  to 
"  examine  the  whole  field  and  report  to  the  General  Synod."  These 
very  general  instructions  left  your  Committee  at  liberty  to  pursue 
their  own  course.  Accordingly,  on  their  arrival  at  Holland,  they 
proceeded  in  the  first  place  to  inquire  whether  the  students  had 
availed  themselves  of  the  permission  granted  them  by  the  General 
Synod,  what  measures  had  been  instituted  for  their  inst:uction,  and 
what  proficiency  they  had  made  in  their  studies.  They  found  that 
the  Theological  Class  consisted  of  the  following  young  gentlemen, 
all  of  whom  were  graduates  of  Hope  College,  viz  :

The  studies  pursued  have  been  those  prescribed  in  the  Catalogue 
of  the  Theological  Seminary,  at  New  Brunswick,  for  the  Junior 
Class,  with  the  following  distribution  of  the  various  branches  among 
the  ditfcrent  professors: — with  Prof.  Beck,  the  young  gentlemen 
have  studied  tlie  Hebrew  language,  having  read  the  first  chapter  of 
Genesis,  with  other  portions  of  the  Pentateuch,  and  several  of  the 
Messianic  Psalms.  With  Prof  Pholps  they  have  studied  exegetically 
a  number  of  the  Messianic  predictions  in  the  original  language,  and 
a  portion  of  the  first  part  of  Greek  Harmony.  With  Prof.  Oggel, 
some  of  Home's  Introduction,  and  of  Angus'  Handbook  of  the 
Bible.  With  Prof.  Cr^spell  Jahn's  Archasology,  and  with  Prof. 
Scott,   Ancient  Sacred  History  and  Chronology.     They  have  also 
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recited  the  greater  part  of  McClelland's  Manual,  and  liave  committed 
to  memory  the  whole  of  the  Belgic  Confession  of  Faitli.  They  have 
likewii^e  prepared  analyses,  and  eacli  member  of  the  class  presented 
a  written  sermon  for  the  inspection  of  the  Committee.  On  Tuesday 
and  Wednesday,  May  28th  and  29th,  they  were  subjected  to  a 
rigid  examination  in  all  the  regular  branches  of  study,  which  occupied 
about  seven  hours.  The  examinations  were,  without  exception,  well 
sustained,  and  gave  the  highest  satisfaction  to  your  Committee. 
The  Professors  have  labored  most  assiduously,  the  instruction  has 
evidently  been  thorough,  and  in  our  opinion  the  students  are  pre- 
pared to  enter  upon  the  studies  prescribed  in  our  Catalogue  for  the 
Middle  Class.  This  they  propose  to  do,  if  the  necessary  arrange- 
ments are  made,  and  the  permission  granted  by  the  last  General 
Synod  should  not  be  withdrawn.  But  as  that  permission  extended 
strictly  to  the  present  class  alone,  it  will  remain  for  the  Synod  to 
say  whether  another  Junior  Class  shall  be  formed  from  the  present 
graduates  of  Hope  College,  and  also  whether  authority  shall  be 
given  to  receive  other  applicants  into  these  classes. 

This  question,  therefore,  comes  now  fairly  before  the  General 
Synod  :  Shall  regular  theological  instruction  be  continued  at  Hope 
College,  with  a  view  to  the  training  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  ?' 
This  grave  and  important  question  must  be  met  and  answered  at 
once,  without,  however,  committing  the  Church,  at  piesent,  to  any 
place  as  the  permanent  location  of  its  future  Western  I'heoloo-ical 
Seminary. 

Your  Committee  felt  it  to  be  their  duty,  under  their  broad  com- 
mission, to  present  to  the  Synod  such  facts  and  considerations  as 
they  could  gather,  which  have  a  bearing  upon  this  great  subject. 
They  accordingly  examined  the  field  from  every  point  of  view. 
They  held  conferences  with  the  Professors,  and  with  members  of 
the  Council  of  Hope  College,  with  the  Pastors  of  our  American 
Churches,  with  our  Holland  ministers  and  elders,  and  with  the 
students.  These  brethren  all  expressed  their  views  freely,  and  ex- 
tended to  your  Committee  every  facility  in  gaining  information 
and  arriving  at  right  conclusions.  We  spent  nearly  a  week  in  Hol- 
land, during  which  our  visits  to  different  points  in  the  Colonv,  and 
our  daily  intercourse  with  the  brethren,  were  made  to  bear  upon  the 
object  of  our  mission.  Without  further  preliminary  remarks  your 
Committee  beg  leave  to  say  most  emphatically,  that,  in  their  judo-- 
ment,  it  would  be  disastrous  to  our  existing  educational  Institutions 
and  to  our  Churches  in  the  West,  and  also  to  our  Domestic  Mission- 
ary operations  there,  to  withdraw  from  Hope  College,  at  the  present 
time,  the  privilege  of  theological  instruction.  We  believe  the  future 
will  demonstrate  that  the  action  of  the  last  General  Synod  was  both 
wise  and  timely,  and  that  no  step  should  be  taken  backward. 

In  support  of  these  views  your  Committee  would  say  : 

First — In  the  language  of  the  last' General  Synod,  that  "The 
establishment  of  a  Theological  Centre  in  the  West  is  an  old  and 
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cherished  sentiment  of  the  Dutch  Church."  This  seutinient  did 
not  grow  out  of  the  founding  of  the  tlolland  Colony.  As  early  as 
1847  we  find  in  the  "Report  on  the  State  of  the  Church"  tlie  fol- 
lowing language  ;  "  Let  an  Institution  of  high  order  for  classical  and 
theokxi-ical  instruction,  under  our  patronage  as  long  as  necessary, 
and  at  first  under  our  control,  also,  be  established.  Let  at  least  two 
men  be  commissioned  to  conduct  the  Theological  department,  and 
let  there  be,  if  necessary,  a  requisition  that  one  year,  the  closing  one 
of  the  course,  be  spent  at  New  Brunswick.  This  will  give  a  centre 
of  operation  and  create  an  interest  ....  The  conception  has 
long  occupied  several  leading  minds,  and  is  here  set  forth  for  the 
solemn,  deliberate  consideration  of  Synod  at  this  crisis  of  our 
operations."  This  grand  thought,  struck  out  by  the  leading  minds 
of  our  denomination  twenty  years  ago,  has  ever  since  been  germi- 
nating in  the  heart  of  the  Church.  In  the  meantime  the  arrival  of 
our  brethren  from  Holland  gave  it  new  life.  They,  like  our  fore- 
fathers who  founded  Queen's  College  for  the  purpose  of  training  a 
ministry  for  the  Reformed  Churcli  in  America,  could  look  upon 
education  only  as  wedded  to  religion  and  the  Church.  They  re- 
o-arded  a  college  as  incomplete  without  a  theological  chair.  The 
iloUand  mind  m  the  West  has,  from  the  first,  been  imbued  with  the 
idea  of  connecting  theological  instruction  with  the  Classical  Acad- 
emy. It  was  with  the  understanding  and  in  the  expectation  that 
Hope  College  would  atibrd  advantages  for  the  training  of  ministers, 
that  the  Holland  Churches  subscribed  twenty  thousand  dollars 
toward  the  endowment.  They  gave  out  of  their  deep  poverty,  and 
with  unparalleled  liberality,  in  some  cases  denying  themselves  the 
comforts  of  life,  not  merely  to  found  an  academical  and  classical 
institution,  but  to  provide  theological  instruction  for  their  young 
men  whom  God  should  call  to  the  Gospel  ministry,  not  to  multiply 
learned  lawyers  and  doctors,  but  to  supply  their  Churches  with  pas- 
tors. A  reversal  of  the  action  of  the  last  General  Synod  would, 
therefore,  cause  the  most  bitter  disappointment  to  our  western 
brethren,  especially  to  those  of  the  Holland  Churches.  They  would 
feel  as  one  of  them  quaintly  expressed  it,  "  like  a  person  who  should 
0-0  to  the  wharf  to  take  the  steamer,  and  find  it  gone,"  We  ex- 
press the  sentiment  of  our  brethren  at  the  West  when  we  say,  the 
first  step  has  been  taken  ;  the  tree  is  planted ;  shall  it  now  be 
plucked  up  just  as  it  begins  to  bud,  or  shall  it  be  nurtured  until  it 
bends  with  ripening  fruit?  Was  not  the  action  of  the  last  General 
Synod  heaven-directed  in  answer  to  prayer,  and  in  obedience  to  the 
calls  of  Providence  ?  Have  we  not  already  the  first  sheaf  of  a 
lono--looked-for  harvest?  Shall  we  not  go  on  and  gather  the  rest? 
It  Spears  to  your  Committee,  from  all  that  they  have  been  able  to 
learn  from  the  history  of  the  past,  from  the  present  aspect  of  the 
West  which  has  grown  into  a  mighty  empire  since  our  Domestic 
Missionary  work  began,  and  from  the  views  and  feelings  of  our 
western  brethren,  that  tho  law  of  progress  in  the  kingdom  of 
Christ   demands  that  our  Church  should  proceed  in  the  work  so 
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providentially  opened  before  us  and  so  liappily  begun.     We  cannot 
retreat  without  loss  of  prestige,  and  the  abandonment  of  an  impor- 
tant position  gained  after  many  years  of  labor  in  faith  and  hope. 
But  we  pass  from  this  view  of  the  subject  to  consider 

Secondhj, —  The  present  Exigencies  of  our  Church  in  the  West. — 
From  every  direction  we  hear  the  cry  for  evangelical  ministers  of 
the  Gospel.  The  peculiar  wants  of  onr  own  denomination  are 
strongly  set  forth  in  the  proceedings  of  the  late  Particular  Synod  of 
Chicago,  which  will  be  presented  for  the  serious  consideration  of 
the  General  Synod.  The  Classis  of  Illinois  says,  "  A  crisis  seems  to 
have  been  reached  in  the  Classis.  The  question  now  to  be  decided 
is,  shall  the  Classis  attempt  the  work  of  Church  extension,  or  shall 
the  field  be  given  to  others?  Shall  she  even  attempt  to  maintain 
her  present  position,  or  shall  she  abandon  the  Churches  under  her 
care  and  leave  them  to  die  ?  With  all  the  efforts  put  forth  she  has 
not  been  able  to  find  ministers  to  supply  the  Churches  already  or- 
ganized. Under  these  circumstances  she  dares  not  organize  new 
Churches,  though  there  are  many  fields  needing  to  be  cultivated. 
Never  before  has  there  seemed  such  urgent  need  of  prayer  that  the 
Lord  would  send  forth  laborers  into  his  vineyard."  The  same  ne- 
cessity exists  in  the  other  classes.  The  Church  must,  therefore, 
while  maintaining  her  cardinal  principles  in  regard  to  the  import- 
ance of  an  educated  ministry,  make  every  possible  eff"ort  to  supply 
this  demand.  The  students  from  our  Seminary  are  secured  by  va- 
cant Churches  at  the  East  even  before  their  licensure,  and  there  are 
none  left  for  the  western  Churches,  some  of  which  are  actually  perish- 
ing for  want  of  pastoral  care.  We  were  told  of  several  locations 
within  the  Holland  Colony  where  congregations  might  be  organized 
if  we  had  men  to  take  charge  of  them,  and  many  of  these  would 
become  self-sustaining  in  a  short  time.  These  missionary  stations 
need  men  of  fair  education  and  experimental  piety  who,  after  a  rea- 
sonable period  of  the  logical  training  can  be  ordained  to  the  minis- 
try. They  cannot  wait  long  for  pastors.  Our  western  organiza- 
tions need  early  and  constant  care.  A  new  Church  has  been  formed 
near  Holland  from  Dr.  Van  Raalte's  large  congregation.  They  have 
erected  a  fine  house  of  worship,  and  are  ready  to  support  a  pastor. 
Unable  to  find  a  minister  they  have  selected  an  intelligent  Elder, 
Mr.  Kuyper,  and  are  anxiously  awaiting  the  action  of  the  General 
Synod  in  regard  to  an  application  to  be  presented  by  Classis  for  a 
dispensation,  that  he  may  be  set  apart  to  the  Gospel  ministry,  and 
installed  as  their  pastor.  Several  large  flourishing  Churches  in  the 
colony  are  under  the  care  of  pastors  who  have  in  this  manner  been 
introduced  into  the  ministry.  But  dispensations,  however  necessary, 
should  be  the  exception,  not  the  rule.  We  should  provide  a  full 
course  of  theological  instruction  within  reach  of  our  western  young 
men  who  are  not  inclined,  or  who  find  it  impracticable  to  go  to  New 
Brunswick.  We  must  do  this  in  order  to  retain  these  young  men 
who  may  desire  to  study  for  the  ministry.  There  are  Theological 
Seminaries  at  the  West  where  sound  Theology  is  taught.     Every

denomination,  however  small,  has  one  except  our  own.  Yonn<j  men 
may  love  our  Churcli  and  prefer  our  Institntions,  Imt  tliey  will  to 
some  extent  consult  their  own  convenience  in  sclcctinfj  a  place  of 
study.  We  must  establish  thcoloo-ical  instruction  in  the  West  in 
order  to  maintain  our  position  and  grow  as  a  Church,  for  experience 
proves  that  educational  centres  are  centres  of  power  and  expansion. 

It  has  been  objected  that  by  maintaining  theological  instruction 
at  Hope  College  we  will  interfere  with  the  prosperity  of  our  Semi- 
nary at  New  Brunswick.  But  we  must  not  suppose  that  the  stu- 
dents who  may, be  gathered  into  a  western  Seminary  are  so  many 
■withdrawn  from  our  Seminary  at  the  East.  The  vast  resources 
developed  at  Chicago  are  not  so  much  lost  to  the  prosperity  and 
wealth  of  New  York.  The  State  of  Illinois  has  more  acres  under 
cultivation  than  the  State  of  New  York.  Our  western  cities  be- 
come rich  without  the  East,  and  pour  their  wealth  into  the  Atlantic 
seaports.  Our  western  railroads  develop  the  resources  of  the 
country  and  thus  bring  wealth  to  their  owners.  A  western  Theo- 
loo-ical"  Seminary  would  soon  create  its  own  supplies,  while  our  In- 
stitution at  New  Brunswick  would,  as  an  elder  sister,  fill  as  large  a 
place  in  the  heart  of  the  Church  as  if  she  remained  an  only 
daughter. 

This  objection,  hoFCver,  has  little  weight  in  itself.  It  will  be 
admitted  that  two  theological  centres  would  augment  our  power  and 
respectability  as  a  denomination,  and  increase  the  aggregate  num- 
ber of  our  candidates  for  the  ministry.  The  only  serious  question 
at  present  is  the  financial  one.  Can  we  afford  to  have  two  theo- 
logical institutions  ?  The  General  Synod  in  authorizing  the  measures 
by  which  theological  instruction  has  been  given  at  Hope  College,  ex- 
presslv  stipulated  that  no  additional  expense  should  be  thrown  upon 
Synod  or  the  Board  of  Education  at  the  present  time.  The  Profes- 
sors have  cheerfully  performed  the  additional  labor  required  in  con- 
ducting the  class  through  the  first  year,  under  a  firm  conviction  of 
its  necessity.  But  it  will  require  still  more  time  and  labor  to  in- 
struct two  classes.  With  the  present  force  of  teachers  at  Hope  Col- 
lege, it  cannot  be  done  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Church,  or  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  students.  The  plan  suggested  to  your  Committee, 
and  now  referred  to  the  General  Synod,  is  to  appoint  a  Rector  for 
the  Grammar  School,  which  would  relieve  the  professors  of  all  their 
duties  in  that  department,  and  enable  them  to  carry  the  two  theologi- 
cal classes  through  the  next  year.  If  the  Synod  shall  approve  this 
plan,  and  has  sufficient  confidence  in  its  professors  to  commit  this 
work  into  their  hands,  they  will  gladly  undertake  to  perform  the  ad- 
ditional labor.  It  is  estimated'that  the  expense  of  employing  a 
Rector  would  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  and  it  is  thought  that 
this  would  be  a  small  outlay  for  such  advantages  as  would  be  se- 
cured. As  to  the  constitutional  questions  involved,  your  Commit- 
tee do  not  feel  authwized  to  make  any  suggestions.  They  have  en- 
deavored to  present  a  full  and  candid  statement  of  facts,  and  have 
ventured  to  express  the  general   opinion  which  their  observations 
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Inve  prodaced  upon  their  own  minds.     They  beg  leave  to  present, 
at  the  earnest  solicitation  of  a  beloved  Holland  brother,  his  request 
that  the  General  Synod  will  be  pleased,  in  this  great  work,  to  "speak 
to  the  children  of  Israel  that  they  go  forward." 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  following  report  of  the  Council  of  Hope  College,  accompanied 
with  a  statement  of  its  President,  was  received  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Professorate : 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  : 

The  Council  of  Hope  College,  in  making  their  first  annual  report 
to  General  Synod,  would  render  thanks  to  God  for  the  measure  of 
temporal  and  spiritual  prosperity  thus  far  vouchsafed  to  the  institu- 
tions under  their  care.  During  the  past  collegiate  year  there  have 
been  in  attendance  in  the  various  classes  of  the  College  23  students. 
In  the  Preparatory  Department  27  students.  Eight  of  the  College 
students,  comprising  the  present  senior  class,  graduated  from  the 
Institution,  receiving  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  There  is  a 
good  prospect  of  an  increase  in  the  number  of  students.  So  decided 
are  these  indications  of  prosperity  and  growth,  that  the  time  is  not 
far  distant  when  the  present  building  will  prove  entirely  inadequate. 
These  buildings,  and  the  beautiful  grounds  in  which  they  are  situated, 
need  considerable  yearly  outlay.  The  examinations  were,  as  usual, 
creditable,  though  the  range  of  studies  during  the  past  year  has 
been  limited,  because  of  the  necessary  absence  of  the  President 
during  part  of  that  period,  and  because  of  the  small  corps  of  pro- 
fessors. Both  of  these  difficulties  will  be  remedied  in  the  future, 
and  the  curriculum  of  the  Institution  promises  to  be  in  every  way 
worthy  of  our  Reformed  Church.  The  progress  of  the  students,  in 
intellectual  and  moral  attainments,  reflects  high  credit  upon  the 
Christian  gentlemen  who  have  had  control  of  the  Institution.  A 
new  impulse  has  been  given  to  intellectual  pursuits,  and  a  new  en- 
couragement to  diligent  study  by  the  promise  of  facilities  for  pur- 
suing theological  studies  in  this  educational  centre  of  the  West. 
The  duties  of  this  department  were  arranged  in  accordance  with  the 
directions  of  General  Synod.  The  Council,  while  acknowledging 
with  profound  gratitude  the  progress  thus  far  made  in  the  endow- 
ment, would  call  the  attention  of  General  Synod  and  of  the  whole 
Church  to  the  necessity  of  more  prompt  and  earnest  effort  to  secure 
the  remainder  of  the  amount  called  for  by  the  synodical  plan  of  endow- 
ment. Wo  hope  the  attention  of  the  Classes  who  have  not  yet  ful- 
filled their  pledges  will  at  once  be  given  to  this  important  matter. 
Trusting  that  the  kind  patronage,  liberal  benefections,  and  earnest 
prayers  of  the  whole  Church  may  continue  to  be  vouchsafed  to  us, 
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and  striving  -with  God's  help  to  Lccome  yearly  increagino-ly  wortliy 
of  tlie  deepest  sympathy  and  heartiest  cooperation  of  the  Lord's 
people,  this  report  is  respectfully  submitted  to  the  Council  of  Hope 
College.

ARTICLE  XIV. 

PROFESSORATE. 

The  following  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Peter  Hcrtzog 
Theological  Hall,  accompanied  vvith  the  report  of  its  Treasurer,  was 
received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate. 

The   General  Synod's  Standinf/  Committee  on  Peter  Hertzog  Theo- 
logical Hall  respectfully  report : 

That  m  pursuance  of  the  effort  commenced  more  than  two  yeai-s 
ago,  they  have  obtained  some  additional  subscriptions  for  the  erec- 
tion of  houses  for  the  Theological  Professors.  The  subscription 
for  this  purpose  is  merely  a  continuation  of  that  designed  for  the 
endowment  of  the  Fourth  I'rofessorship. 

In  a  full  report  of  their  operations  from  the  beginning,  including  a 
statement  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements,  your  Committee  beg 
leave  to  refer  to  the  authority  under  which  they  have  acted,  which 
does  not  appear  to  have  been  fully  presented  to  either  of  the  last 
two  Synods. 

This  Committee  was  organized  in  the  year  1857,  when  Peter 
Hertzog  Theological  Hall  was  reported  complete,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  some  exterior  improvements.  It  was  made  the  first  business 
of  the  new  Committee  to  eftect  these,  and  in  the  year  1859  they 
reported  the  whole  accomplished. 

After  this,  for  several  years,  no  meetings  seem  to  have  been 
thought  necessary,  and  consequently  no  reports  were  rendered.  In 
the  year   1864^  General  Synod  directed  the  Committee  "to  hold 
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regular  meetings,  to  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  to  make  an  annual 
report."  In  obedience  to  this  imperative  resolution  tlie  Committee 
met  in  tlie  following  September,  and  from  that  meeting  dates  the 
inception  of  the  effort  which  is  the  subject  of  our  present  report. 
In  order  to  ascertain  what  was  their  precise  duties,  they  referred  to 
the  action  of  Synod  in  1857.  Among  other  resolutions  the  follow- 
ing were  found  : 

"  Resolved,  That  this  Committee  arc  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  secure  such  additional  funds  as  may  be  needed  to  accom- 
plish the  objects  of  the  Institution." 

"  Resolved,  that  the  attention  of  the  friends  of  the  Church,  and  of 
her  institutions,  is  earnestly  called  to  the  reports  made  to  the  Synod 
respecting  the  Peter  Hertzog  Theological  Hall,  and  that  other  con- 
tinued liberality  is  solicited  in  order  that  it  may  immediately  be  put 
on  a  full  equality  with  the  most  favored  and  complete  theological 
institutions  in  this  country." 

As  these  resolutions  had  reference  not  to  the  building  and  the 
grounds,  which  are  the  subject  of  separate  resolutions,  but  to  the  In- 
stitution, the  Committee  found  themselves  invested  with  a  greater 
responsibility  than  they  had  supposed.  On  comparing  the  Seminary 
with  other  institutions  referred  to  by  General  Synod,  the  most  mani- 
fest deficiency  was  in  the  fact  that  we  had  no  Professorship  of  Sacred 
Rhetoric,  and  but  one  professor  for  the  language,  literature  and 
•exegesis  of  the  Old  and  of  the  New  Testament,  where  Seminaries  on 
either,  side  of  us  have  at  least  two. 

Your  Committee  also  found  that  at  the  extra  session  of  Synod  in 
1857,  in  connection  with  the  appointment  of  Rev.  Dr.  Bethune  to 
deliver  a  course  of  lectures  upon  Sacred  Rhetoric,  the  Synod  ap- 
pointed a  special  committee  "  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  and 
practicability  of  establishing  a  Professorship  of  Sacred  Rhetoric." 
In  1859  this  Committee  report  that  "  they  have  no  confidence  that 
it  can  be  done  by  a  detailed  solicitation  addressed  to  the  Churches, 
and  therefore  they  recommend  the  following  resolution,  viz :  That 
this  Synod  hope  and  pray  that  God  will  put  it  into  the  heart  of 
some  opulent  member  of  our  Church  to  endow  a  Professorship." 

The  desire  of  the  Church  for  this  Professorship  having  been  so 
emphatically  expressed  to  God  and  man,  and  your  Committee  find- 
ing that  by  their  original  constitution  they  were  "directed"  to  per- 
form a  work  in  which  the  procurement  of  funds  for  new  professsor- 
ships  is  legitimately  embraced,  they  felt  that  they  needed  no  further 
authority.  It  could  not  escape  the  attention  of  your  Committee 
that  the  existing  professorships  also  needed  to  be  more  fully  en- 
dowed, "  in  order  that  the  Seminary  might  be  put  on  a  full  equality 
with  the  most  favored  theological  institutions,"  and  that  this,  too, 
was  within  their  province.  They  might  have  considered  the  task 
too  great  for  them,  if  they  had  not  been  encouraged  by  the  offer  of 
one  of  our  brethren  to  take  one  half  of  the  burden  upon  himself,  he 
engaging  to  complete  the  endowment  of  the  old  professorships,  as 
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soon  as  840,000  should  be  subscribed  for  a,  chair  of  Sacred  Rhetoric. 
The  promise  was  unquestionably  made  in  good  faith,  and  without  a 
doubt  upon  tlip  part  of  the  brother  tliat  he  woukl  be  able  to  redeem 
it.  The  disappointment  of  onr  expectation  should  not  prevent  us 
from  sympathizing  with  the  reverses  that  have  overtaken  one  whose 
impulses  were  so  generous,  and  who  has,  at  least,  relieved  the  Church 
for  two  years,  from  the  necessity  of  making  additional  provisions  for 
their  theological  professors.  This  necessity  was  practically  ac- 
knowledged in  1864.  What  shall  now  be  done  is  for  this  Synod  to 
determine. 

It  is  important  that  it  should  be  distinctly  understood  that  the 
Synod  in  1865  Avas  not  asked  to  accept  an  unsecured  bond  as  so 
much  money,  nor  to  enter  into  any  pei'manent  engagements  on  such 
a  basis,  but  simply  to  take  it  for  what  it  might  prove  to  be  worth, 
using  whatever  interest  it  might  yield  for  the  purposes  specified  by 
the  donor. 

It  shoi  'i  also  be  clearly  before  the  minds  of  the  Synod  that  the 
fourth  professorship  is  based  on  an  independent  subscription,  de- 
signed for  that  specific  purpose.  Less  than  three  thousand  dollars 
was  subscribed  conditionally,  and  a  portion  of  this  will  be  paid  if 
the  amount  is  raised  in  any  other  way — Ave  trnst  the  whole.  Your 
Committee  found  in  the  Church  a  strong  feeling  of  the  importance 
of  this  professorship,  and  great  readiness  in  contributing  to  it.  In 
our  disappointment  that  Ave  have  not  gained  all  that  Ave  hoped,  Ave 
should  not  lose  sight  of  the  great  and  permanent  good  that  has  been 
wrought  for  the  Institution  by  such  an  addition  to  its  resources. 
Nor  should  Ave  fail  in  rendering  our  thanks  to  the  Great  Head  of 
the  Church  that  our  labor  has  not  been  in  vain. 

In  addition  to  the  subscription  of  $40,000  for  a  professorship, 
your  Committee  have  obtained  a  little  more  than  $20,000  to  erect 
houses  for  the  theological  professors.  We  understand,  from  the  Build- 
ing Committee,  that  not  more  than  $4,000  Avill  be  needed  to  complete 
the  third  house.  The  Synod  are  hardly  aAvarc  how  imperative  the 
erection  of  houses  has  become,  since  it  is  no  longer  possible  to  rent 
houses  in  New  Brunswick,  except  of  a  very  poor  description,  and  in 
objectionable  neighborhoods.  The  Professor  who  is  to  occupy  the 
unfinished  house  is  living  in  great  discomfort,  while  the  amount 
Avhich  he  receives  from  Synod  for  rent  considerably  exceeds  the 
interest  of  the  sum  required  to  finish  his  house.  One  unpaid  sub- 
scription of  $Y00  is  only  payable  on  the  completion  of  tlie  third 
house,  and  therefore  Avhile  Ave  report  it  as  an  oft'set  to  a  portion  of 
our  debt,  it  is  not  at  present  available.  In  view  of  the  excess  in  the 
cost  of  these  houses,  over  the  anticipated  sum,  it  is  proper  for  this 
Committee  to  state  that  various  liberal  subscriptions  have  been  ob- 
tained from  persons  Avho  Avere  aware  of  the  increased  expense,  and 
who  gave  Avith  the  express  purpose  of  defraying  it. 

A  detailed  statement  of  all  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  your 
Committee  is  herewith  subjoined,  covering  the  whole  time  since  it 
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was  directed  by  the  Synod  of  1864  to  meet  and  fulfill  the  objects  of 
its  appointment.  If  we  have  not  accomplished  all,  we  have  at  least 
made  an  encouraging  beginning,  and  the  Synod  may  devise  means 
for  carrying  on  the  work  to  its  completion,  so  that  the  Seminary  in 
all  its  provisions  for  theological  education  shall  not  compare  unfavor- 
ably with  any  in  the  land. 

In  concluding  our  report  we  must  earnestly  ask  the  Synod  to  re- 
lieve  the  Hertzog  Hall  Committee  from  all  pecuniary  responsibilities, 
except  those  connected  with  the  care  of  the  Hall,  and  its  ordinary 
repairs.  As  the  Committee  is  now  constituted  the  burden  falls  en- 
tirely on  the  theological  professors.  While  they  have  cheerfully 
united  in  the  recent  effort,  and  while  they  may  with  propriety  occa- 
sionally use  their  influence  in  interesting  the  friends  of  the  Seminary 
in  its  special  wants,  it  is  not  for  its  benefit  that  they  should  be  con- 
tinually before  the  Church  as  applicants  for  money.  The  reasons  for 
this  request  are  so  manifest,  that  we  cannot  doubt  that  the  Synod 
will  immediately  grant  it,  and  make  other  arrangements  for  whatever 
further  eftbrts  may  be  deemed  necessary  in  order  to  the  complete 
the  endowment  of  the  institution. 

The  seat  of  Mr.  John  De  Mott,  a  member  of  this  Committee,  now 
becomes  vacant.

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Tbc  following  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Repairs  to  the  Peter 
Ilertzog  Theological  Hall  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  Professorate,  and  the  Committee  were  discharged  from 
further  service  : 

Report  of  Synod's  Committee  on  the  Repairs  of  Hertzog  Hall. 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  of  General  Synod 
"to  raise  the  money  necessary  for  the  repairs  of  Ilertzog  Hall, 
respectfully  report  as  follows : 

Immediately  after  the   meeting  of  Synod  the   Committee   met 
and  adopted  a   circular  address  to    the  Churches,  authorizino-  the 
chairman  to  distribute  it  by  mail  to  all  our  pastors  and  consistories. 
The  subject  was  published  through  the  columns  of  the  Intelligencer. 
The  chairman  and  members  of  the  Committee  were  also  authorized 
personally  to   solicit   contributions   in  such  ways  as  they  deemed 
best,  yet  not  to  interfere  with   the   collections    by  the  Churches. 
Responses  have  not  been  received  to  the  extent  necessary  for  the 
completion   of  all  the  work.     On  agreement  with  the  Committee 
appointed  to  effect  the  repairs,  in  fear  of  incurring  debt  by  haviuf*- 
all  that  was  needed  done  at  once,  it  was  decided  to  divide  the  re^ 
pairs  into  two  parts,  and  first  put  the  interior  of  the  buiklino-  in  or- 
der, because  of  its   more   immediate  necessity  to  the  occupants. 
These   repairs  were  effected   during  the  summer   vacation   of  the 
Seminary,  and  have  been  paid  for  as  fast  as  collections  and  contri- 
butions were  received.     The  amount  received  from  individual  con- 
tributions has  been  $650,  and  from  church  collections  $869  87 
making  in  all  -$1,519  87.     There  has  been  paid  to  and  expended  by 
the  Committee  to  effect  the  repairs  $1,361   71,  and  for  expenses  in 
printing  and   mailing  circulars,  and  other  postage  and    incidental 
expenses,  $33  97,  making  $1,395  68,   leaving  a    balance  on    hand 
of  $124  19,  which  the  Committee  have  directed  to  be  paid  to  Mr. 
Letson,  chairman  of  the  committee  for  effecting  repairs,  to  be  used 
for  any  further  need  in  their  work. 

So  far  as  the  work  has  been  done,  being  what  was  necessary  for 
actual  occupancy  and  use,  the  bills  have  all  been  paid  and  no  respon- 
sibilities incurred  to  be  thrown  upon  Synod.  The  detailed  state- 
ments of  receipts  and  expenses  duly  audited  are  herewith  trans- 
mitted. 

The  foregoing  report  was  adopted  and  ordered  to  be  forwarded 
to  General  Synod  at  the  meeting  of  the  Committe,  May  30th,  1867.

The  following  Report  of  the  Committee  to  build  houses  for  the 
Professors  of  Theology,  accompanied  with  the  Report  of  its  Treas- 
urer, was  received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Pro- 
fessorate : 


264  JUNE,  18G7 

The  Committee  appointed  by  Gen.  Synod  in  1865  to  Luikl 
houses  for  the  Tlieologieal  Frofessors  respectfully  report :  That  two 
of  the  houses  arc  completed  and  a  third  considerably  advanced. 

Your  Committee  found  an  unwillingness  on  the  part  of  contractors 
to  assume  tlic  responsibility  of  contracting  for  such  houses  entire, 
Avithout  adding  a  very  large  per  centage  to  secure  themselves  against 
rise  in  the  price  of  labor,  and  of  building  materials,  which  might  oc- 
cur during  the  longtime  that  must  be  occupied  in  building.  They 
were  therefore  obliged  to  separate  the  work  into  different  contracts, 
as  also  to  omit  soine  essential  things  which  they  were  sure  they 
could  have  done  more  economically  in  the  progress  of  the  work 
than  builders  were  willing  to  agree  for  them.  Yet  it  was  impossible 
to  estimate  these  accurately  on  account  of  the  uncertainty  of  prices 
which,  since  the  commencement  of  the  work,  have  been  steadily 
advancing. 

The  first  contracts,  which  were  for  foundations,  walls  and  the  lath- 
ino-  and  plastering  of  the  interior,  were  executed  on  terms  so  favor- 
able that  your  Committee  Avere  of  opinion  that  they  would  not  be 
obliged  to  exceed  $10,000  per  house.  The  contracts  for  completion, 
after  the  erection  of  the  walls,  were  not  so  favorable.  Yet  according 
to  the  best  judgment  of  your  Committee  the  excess  would  not  have 
been  very  large,  and  the  amount  in  hand,  a  part  of  which  had  been 
contributed  in  view  of  the  increased  expense,  would  have  been  fully 
sufficient  to  meet  it.  Your  Committee  supposed,  until  within  a 
few  weeks,  and  Avhen  too  late  to  retract,  that  the  whole  expense 
would  be  much  less  than  lias  proved  to  be  the  case.  They  have 
now  definitely  ascertained  it  to  be  $13,800  per  house.  In  this  is  in- 
cluded an  expense  of  several  hundred  dollars  per  house  for  leveling 
and  draining.  The  nature  of  tlie  soil  was  found  to  be  such  that  it 
was  necessary  to  surround  each  house  with  a  deep  drain  to  prevent 
constant  flooding  of  the  cellars. 

The  cost  so  far  exceeds  our  expectations  that  it  will  require 
$3,700  more  than  the  present  subscription  to  meet  our  engagements 
for  work  already  done.  As  an  oftset  to  this,  however,  the  Hertzog 
Hall  Committee  have  a  subscription  of  $700,  which  is  only  payable 
■when  the  full  amount  is  obtained  for  the  third  house,  and  we  have 
seasoned  lumber  of  the  value  of  $300  Avhicli  it  would  be  unwise  to 
sell.  Deducting  these  items,  the  deficiency  is  reduced  to  $2,700. 
When  this  deficiency  was  discovered,  tlie  Uerztog  JIall  Committee 
could  not  provide  for  it  on  account  of  the  shortness  of  the  time  and 
their  pressing  engagements. 

The  houses  are  of  brick,  double  and  of  two  stories,  of  sufficient 
size,  as  the  Synod  directed,  to  accommodate  large  families.  They 
are  very  solidly  and  permanently  built,  of  the  best  materials,  and  by 
the  most  competent  mechanics,  under  the  special  superintendence  of 
your  Committee  and  of  an  experienced  architect.  They  are  only 
sufficiently  removed  from  perfect  plainness  of  finish  to  save  your 
Committee  and  the  Synod  from  permanent  discredit,  as  having  dis- 
ficTured  a  valuable  pioperty  for  the  sake  of  a  very  small  saving  of  ex- 
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pense.  They  are  now  universally  approved  as  creditable  to  your 
Committee  and  to  the  denomination  whose  respectability  they 
represent. 

Though  the  cost  exceeds  the  sura  proposed  by  the  Synod,  or  an- 
ticipated by  your  Committee,  it  is  considerably  less  than  the  houses 
could  he  built  for  at  the  present  rates,  and  the  experience  of  your 
Committee  only  corresponds  with  that  of  careful  and  judicious  men 
around  us,  who,  in  building  houses  with  their  own  means,  have 
found  the  final  cost  to  exceed  their  original  estimates  in  about  the 
same  proportion. 

The  Committee  have  taken  pains  to  ascertain  what  it  will  cost  to 
finish  the  third  house,  being  now  able  to  judge  accurately  from  the 
two  that  are  already  finished.  Their  estimate  is  §5,000.  Toward 
this  we  have  the  above  mentioned  $1,000  in  subscription  and  ma- 
terials, leaving  $4,000  to  be  raised.  This  sum  added  to  that  required 
to  meet  present  liabilities  makes  a  total  of  $7,700. 

A  full  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  accompanies  this 
report.  The  Committee  beg  the  Synod  to  devise  measures  to  re- 
lieve them  from  their  liabitities  for  work  already  done,  at  the  ear- 
liest possible  day. 

The  account  of  what  we  have  done  in  repairing  the  Theological 
Hall  is  embodied  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  pro- 
cure funds  for  that  purpose.

Report  of  Board  of  Direction. 

It  is  gratifying  to  your  Committee  to  bear  their  testimony  to  the 
truly  beautiful  and  careful  manner  in  which  this  report,  with  its 
documents,  is  prepared,  and  express  their  sense  of  the  indebtedness 
of  the  Church  to  the  gentlemen  of  the  Board  for  the  fidelity  witli 
which  all  the  interests  committed  to  them  are  watched  over  and 
managed. 

Tlie  only  special  subject  requiring  action  is  that  of  the  release  of 
Rev.  Nicholas  E.  Smith,  D.D.,  from  his  obligation  to  the  Synod  to 
pay  840,000  for  professoral  endowment,  owing  to  unexpectedly 
changed  circumstances  which  have  stripped  him  of  the  means  of 
meeting  it.  This  change  is  deeply  to  be  regretted,  as  this  donation 
was  intended  to  supplement  the  several  professorships  already  estab- 
lished. Provision  is  required  to  meet  this  disappointment,  and  for 
this  your  Committee  submit  a  mode  of  proceeding  at  the  close  of 
their  report. 
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Report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Seminanj 
at  New  Brunsivick. 

The  Committee  call  attention  to  two  points  which  appear  in  the  re- 
Port.  One  is  the  very  short  time  which  is  given  by  the  Board  to 
the  important  work  of  examination.  If  the  system  of  examination 
Is  worth  anytliing  as  a  stimnlus  to  the  student,  and  as  an  assurance 
to  the  Church  that  tlie  double  form  of  the  work  as  to  both  the  pro- 
fessor and  the  student  is  well  and  thoroughly  done,  it  will  require 
time  and  patience  on  the  part  of  the  Board.  The  fragments  of  two 
days  (for  there  is  other  business  requiring  attention  besides  the 
examination)  are  not  sufficient  to  accomplish  what  is  required.  It 
is  alike  unfair  to  the  professor  and  the  student,  and  tends  not  only 
to  lessen  the  value  of  the  examination  in  the  estimation  of  the 
Seminary,  but  reduces  the  worth  of  the  certificate  which  is  given  on 
the  ground  of  it.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  at  least  a  week  may  be 
given  to  it,  and  longer  if  necessary  to  make  a  thorough  work.  This 
is  a  matter  of  such  moment  that  your  Committee  hope  that  the 
Special  Committee  charged  with  the  reorganization  of  the  Board 
will  place  it  on  a  basis  which  shall  secure  the  attendance  of  brethren 
who  can  give  the  needed  time. 

The  special  point  presented  by  the  Board  for  the  consideration  of 
Synod  is  the  importance  of  having  a  Professorship  of  Elocution. 
While  the  Committee  cannot  adopt  as  its  own  the  disparaging  terms 
employed  in  the  report,  they  fully  agree  that  oratory  is  an  art  as 
well  as  a  gift,  and  has  its  principles,  which  can  best,  if  not  alone,  be 
acquired  under  the  instructions  of  a  master.  '  Our  financial  circum- 
stances do  not,  however,  favor  the  appointment  of  such  a  one  at 
present.  There  are,  however,  resorts  of  which  students  may  avail 
themselves,  by  organizing  among  themselves,  as  in  other  forms  of 
cultivation,  and  through  the  Professor  of  Rhetoric.  The  whole 
subject  is  one  to  be  kept  in  mind  and  provided  for  at  a  more  favor- 
able time. 

The  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Hertzog  Hall, 

With  that  of  the  Special  Committee  on  its  repairs,  shows  that  much 
faithful  labor  has  been  performed.  The  securing  of  the  endowment 
of  the  fourth  professorship,  and  the  raising  of  over  S20,000  for  the 
erection  of  professoral  residences,  are  results  for  which  the  Synod 
may  well  tender  its  special  thanks  to  the  Standing  Committee.  The 
Committee  of  Repairs  have  restricted  themselves  to  the  improvement 
of  the  interior  of  the  Hall,  most  wisely  concluding  that  the  limited 
means  in  their  hands  could  be  best  employed  in  this  manner. 

It  appears  that  17,700  are  needed  to  complete  the  last  of  the 
professoral  residences,  and  that,  while  remaining  as  it  is,  the  pro- 
fessor is  kept  in  a  condition  of  positive  discomfort.  The  propriety 
of  immediate  attention  to  the  matter  is  apparent. 
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Report  of  Endowment  of  Fourth  Professorship. 

We  are  liere  furnislied  with  the  complete  statement  of  the  dona- 
tions towards  this  important  worlc^  showing  tlie  liberality  of  the 
friends  of  the  Seminary,  and  giving  some  just  vie^y  of  the  field  over 
which  the  professors  conducted  their  work.  It  has  been  the  wise 
policy  of  the  Church  to  place  these  reports  on  permanent  record. 

Re}X)ri  of  the  Council  of  Hope  College^  (Mich.,) 

With  a  portion  of  the  Report  of  the  President  to  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation. It  will  be  most  grcatifying  to  every  friend  of  educational  pro- 
gress to  notice  hrow  successfully  and  with  what  cheering  prospects 
the  academic  movement  of  a  few  years  since  has  emerged  into  the 
fully-formed  college,  furnishing  to  our  brethren  in  the  West  another 
well-nianned  institution  for  the  education  of  their  sons  under  truly 
Christian  influence.  It  now  only  remains  to  complete  the  endow- 
ment. Various  pledges  have  been  given  through  the  Church,  and  it 
cannot  be  that  there  will  be  a  failure  when  the  promise  of  the  most 
abundant  returns  in  the  only  form  in  which  we  look  for  them  is  so 
great.  Plighted  faith  in  so  momentous  a  matter  cannot  be  violated; 
among  Christian  brethren.  The  excellent  President,  in  his  self- 
sacrificing  spirit,  is  ready,  if  required,  to  encounter  the  vast  labor  to 
accomplish  the  endowu^ient.  Cut  in  this,  which  is  truly  the  Church'^s 
work,  he  should  be  relieved  as  much  as  may  be,  that  he  may  give 
himself  to  the  instruction  work  to  wliich  he  lias  been  appointed. 

Report  of  the  Special  CoTnmittce  on  the  Theological  Class  at  Holland^ 

Mich. 

Under  permission  of  the  last  General  Synod,  elementary  theologi- 
cal instruction  was  commenced  with  the  young  men  of  the  last 
graduating  class  of  Hope  College^.  The  special  committee  for  their 
examination,  and  the  consideration  of  the  whole  subject  of  training 
young  men  at  the  West  for  the  West,  have  done  their  work  most 
thoroughly,  and  in  their  report  have  most  conclusively  shown  not 
only  the  importance,  but  the  necessity  of  going  forward  in  the  work 
now  begun.  It  has  been  made  clear  that  our  Church  must  have  a 
Theological  Seminary  at  the  West,  if  not  this  year,  in  one  or  more 
years.  The  finger  of  Providence  indicates  in  a  way  which  cannot 
be  unheeded  that  we  must  take  our  position  at  the  earliest  possible 
time  by  the  side  of  other  evangelical  bodies  in  raising  a  sound  minis- 
try for  that  vast  range  of  our  country  into  whose  hands  the  destinies- 
of  our  land  are  rapidly  passing.  What  shall  be  done  ?  A  beginning 
can  in  proper  form  be  made  without  delay,  and  can  be  sustained. 
What  shall  it  be  ?     Your  committee  submit  the  foHowing  : 

1.  Let  Synod  follow  the  steps  of  the  fathers  of  the  Chnrch,  snt!  at 
this  session  elect  one  of  the  Faculty  of  Hope  College  Professor  of 
Theology  (as  were  Dr.  Livingston  and  Dr.  Sol.  Freligh  before  the 
Seminai-y  was  formed),  who  shall  take  cl\avgo  of  the  theological  class, 
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at  Holland,  and  give  instruction  in  theology,  and  properly  qualify 
himself  for  the  same  as  a  professor  of  General  Synod  by  signing  the 
proper  formula. 

2.  Let  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Seminary  be  divided 
into  two  branches — one  for  the  Eastern  Synods  and  the  other  for  the 
Western  Synod — the  Western  branch  to  be  composed  of  represen- 
tatives from  the  Western  Classes,  and  to  be  charged  with  the  duties 
of  admission  of  students  and  the  annual  examinations,  and  the  giving 
the  profcssoral  ceitificates  on  which  young  men  may  be  admitted  to 
examination  for  licensure  by  the  Classes  to  which  they  belong. 

3.  Let  a  Rector  be  secured  for  the  Grammar  Scliool  at  Holland, 
and  the  professors  Avho  now  so  kindly  offer  their  services  be  appointed 
Lectors  for  the  various  branches  of  the  instruction  in  which  they  may 
be  able  to  take  a  part. 

4.  This  plan  to  be  continued  for  three  years,  and  then  be  subject 
to  the  will  of  Synod,  unless  circumstances  in  Providence  indicate 
earlier  another  mode  of  proceeding. 

The  Eesolution  of  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College  in  reference  to 
their  acceding  to  the  terms  of  General  Synod  (recorded  on  Minutes 
of  Synod,  1865,  p.  628),  in  order  to  Synod's  yielding  its  right  to 
nominate  the  Professor  of  Theology  in  the  College  'according  to  the 
compact  of  1807  and  182- is  satisfactory.  This  act,  as  dissolving 
previous  relations,  marks  a  condition  of  things  which  deserves  a  re- 
cord at  the  present  time. 

The  relations  of  the  General  Synod  and  our  Church  to  the  College 
at  New  Brunswick,  under  the  successive  designation  of  Queen's  Col- 
lege and  Ruto-ers  College,  date  back  to  the  orio-in  of  the  college 
nearly  a  hundred  years  since,  and  grew  out  of  the  solicitude  of  the 
fathers  to  secure  for  the  Churches  a  properly  educated  ministry  with- 
out resorting  to  Holland.  The  college,  after  years  of  successful 
operation,  had  its  doors  closed  by  the  American  Revolution,  and  this 
continued  to  be  the  case  for  a  long  period.  In  this  condition  of  things 
the  General  Synod,  in  1804,  decided  on  the  institution  of  a  Professor- 
ship of  Theology,  distinctly  and  specially,  to  which  candidates  for 
the  ministry  could  be  committed.  Progress  was  at  once  made  in  the 
work.  A  proposition  came  to  the  General  Synod  to  connect  their 
professorship  with  Columbia  College,  but  this  was  not  deemed  ex- 
pedient. x\ttention  was  directed  to  Queen's  College,  as  proposals 
came  from  that  quarter  to  the  Synod,  and  the  relations  of  the  past 
naturally  inclined  the  Synod  to  enter  into  suitable  arrangements,  and 
thus  reopen  through  the  aid  of  the  Church  the  long-closed  doors  of 
the  college.  La  1807  the  compact  was  formed  (and  has  continued  to 
the  present),  which  threw  open  access  to  the  Churches  for  the  Trustees 
to  secure  the  means  needed  for  the  common  enterprise. 

Then  was  collected  the  Professoral  Fund,  which  was  to  be  applied 
to  the  support  of  the  Professor  of  Theology.  Soon  thereafter  the 
Theological  Seminary  was  opened  at  New  Brunswick  by  the  removal

of  Dr.  Livingston  to  tliat  place.  As  time  passed  on  a  new  college 
edifice  (which  is  now  Rutgers  College)  was  erected,  in  which  various 
moneys  of  the  Synod  were  employed.  But  the  reopened  college  was 
again  destined  to  be  closed  under  the  pressure  of  the  times,  and  the 
property  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  General  Synod,  and  there  re- 
mained until  receded,  last  year.  In  1825  the  effort  was  made  to  re- 
vive the  college  for  literary  instruction,  and  the  Synod  and  the 
Church,  true  to  the  convictions  of  the  past,  put  their  whcde  strength 
into  the  cftbrt.  It  was  successful.  New  arrangements  were  made 
between  the  Synod  and  the  Trustees,  an  essential  part  of  which  was 
that  in  the  limited  ability  of  the  Trustees  the  Professors  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  should  take  duties  in  the  College,  so  as  to  fill 
up  the  curriculum  of  study.  It  is  to  be  recorded  t'o  the  credit  of 
those  noble  men,  who  have  gone  to  their  rest,  that  they  thus  per- 
formed double  duties,  and  without  additional  compensation,  in  order 
to  cherish  the  institution  into  strength  and  self-reliance. 

Gradually,  in  the  course  of  a  favoring  Providence,  these  duties 
were  diminished,  until,  witliin  two  years,  they  have  ceased  practi- 
cally, and  now  by  the  united  action  of  the  Synod  and  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  close  formally.  In  order  still  further  to  aid  and  cherish 
the  College,  and  secure  such  preparatory  classical  and  literary  train- 
ing as  was  deemed  desirable,  the  sons  of  our  Church  were  sent  by 
our  benevolent  Boards  to  Rutgers  College  and  its  Grammar  School, 
and  throughout,  with  small  exception,  the  cost  of  their  tuition  has 
been  paid,  thus  forming  an  additional  reliance  for  the  trustees  which 
they  from  this  time  generously  give  up. 

It  is  pleasant  on  the  review  to  see  how  the  Synod  and  the  Church 
have  been  foster  parents'of  the  College,  and  to  note  how  the  pecu- 
niary resources  of  the  Church  have  been  poured  into  its  treasury, 
and  how  by  individual  beneficence  from  the  bosom  of  our  commu- 
nion it  now  stands  on  a  firm  foundation,  and  through  governmental 
grant  has  been  enabled  to  graft  new  departments  of  instruction  on 
its  system,  and  has  opened  to  it  a  most  promising  prospect  of  useful- 
ness, and  a  high  place  among  the  higher  institutions  of  learning, 
which  are  such  an  honor  and  blessing  to  our  land.  Though  the 
last  formal  tie  of  the  compact  of  1807,  and  of  the  renewed  stipula- 
tions of  1825,  is  now  severed,  we  shall  note  with  interest  its  onward 
course,  and  individually  cooperate  in  what  may  sustain  its  interests 
and  aid  in  its  advancement.  While  our  own  Professor  of  Theology 
is  released  from  his  relations  to  the  College,  and  the  Trustees  will 
now  choose  and  appoint  their  own.  it  cannot  be  presumed  that  there 
will  be  any  departure  from  the  usage  of  the  whole  history  of  the 
institution — that  he  will  be  a  minister  of  our  Church.  Ihe  Com- 
mittee do  not  think  for  a  moment  that  any  but  the  system  of  the 
past,  so  dear  to  the  fathers,  and  whose  maintenance  was  the  ground 
of  all  the  labors  performed,  and  sacrifices  made,  and  money  expended, 
will  be  carried  out,  and  with  fuller  development.  "With  these  views 
and  feelings,  we  bid  this  long-cherished  institution  God  speed. 
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Financial  Deficiencies. — There  are  two  forms  of  financial  defi- 
ciencies presented  in  the  papers  referred. 

One  comprises  unpaid  subscriptions,  uncollected  assessments,  and 
positive  debts  for  the  Minutes  of  Synod.  Not  one  of  these  should 
fail  to  receive  prompt  settlement. 

The  other  form  of  deficiency  is  in  the  department  of  Endowment, 
both  for  the  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick  and  for  Hope  College  and 
the  Theological  Classes  at  Holland.  To  meet  this  latter  form  it  is 
believed  to  be  most  desirable  to  appoint  a  committee,  to  consist  of 
seven  laymen,  selected  witli  care,  and  to  act  during  the  synodical 
year. 

The  following  resolutions  are  recommended  for  adoption  : 

Resolved,  That  Messrs.  James  Suydara,  Edward  L.  Beadle,  James 
A.  Williamson,  liobert  H.  Pruyn,  Ezra  A.  Hayt,  Richard  A  merman, 
Peter  S.  Duryee,  and  Johnson  Letson,  be  and  hereby  are  appointed 
a  committee,  with  authority  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body,  to 
be  called  the  Committee  on  Endowment,  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
the  whole  subject  of  the  completion  of  the  endowment  of  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  at  New  Brunswick  and  of  Hope  College,  with  power 
to  devise  and  execute  such  plans  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and 
who  are  requested  to  report  to  General  Synod  at  its  next  regular 
session. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  proceed  to  appoint  a  Professor  of  The- 
ology for  the  Theological  Classes  at  Holland  (Mich  ),  without  com- 
pensation. 

Resolved,  That  the  Professors  of  Hope  College  be  and  are  hereby 
invited  to  act  as  Lectors  in  the  several  branches  of  training  which 
they  have  had  charge  of  during  the  year  past  with  the  Theological 
Class. 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of 
the  Theological  Seminary  from  the  Synod  of  Chicago  are  hereby  as- 
signed to  the  duty  of  examining  the  applicants  for  admission  to  the 
Theological  Class  at  Holland,  and  to  attend  the  examination  of  all 
the  Classes  at  the  close  of  the  year,  and  report  to  the  General 
Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  appointment  of  a  Rector  of  the  Grammar 
School  at  Holland  be  and  is  hereby  referred  to  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, as  belonging  to  their  department. 

In  view  of  the  reference  to  the  Committee  concerning  the  salary 
of  the  Professors  of  Theology  at  New  Brunswick,  your  Committee 
recommend  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  in  consequence  of  the  increased  expense  of  living- 
each  of  the  Professors  shall  receive  a  salary  of  82,500  for  the  current 
year. 
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Resolved,  That  the  request  of  Rev.  Dr.  Berg  be  referred  to  the 
Board  of  Direction. 

Resolved,  That  tlie  Board  of  Direction  be  and  hereby  are  authori- 
zed to  pay  to  Rev.  Professor  Woodbridge  liis  claim  for  eiglit 
months'  rent  at  the  rate  of  8500  per  annum. 

Resolved,  That  $500  be  allowed  to  Rev.  Professor  Berg  for  rent 
for  the  current  year,  and  that  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod  be 
authorized  to  pay  the  same. 

The  Committee  farther  recommend  that  the  following  resolutions, 
which  have  been  referred  to  them,  be  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod  be  authorized  and 
instructed  to  appropriate  out  of  the  principal  of  the  endowment 
funds  of  Hope  College,  so  much  as  may  be  needful  for  the  payment 
of  the  expenses  incurred  in  securing  the  endowment,  it  being  under- 
stood and  provided  that  the  account  of  such  expenses  shall  previously 
be  audited  and  approved  by  the  Council  of  Hope  College. 

Wliereas,  The  Synod  is  informed  that  the  Rev.  Professor  DeWitt, 
during  the  late  effort  which  was  made  for  the  endowment  of  the 
fourth  Theological  Professorship  made  a  considerable  personal  sub- 
scription towards  that  endowment, 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  thankfully  recognizes  the  most 
valuable  and  self-denying  services  of  Prof  DeWitt  in  behalf  of  that 
endowment,  as  far  exceeding  all  claims  of  the  Synod  upon  his  unre- 
munerated  labor,  and  therefore  declines  to  receive  from  Prof.  De 
Witt  the  amomit  of  his  personal  subscription. 

Resolved,  That  if  the  amount  of  Prof.  DeWitt's  subscription 
stands  charged  against  him  in  any  form  on  the  books  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Board  of  Direction,  the  Synod  hereby  directs  that  unpaid 
personal  subscription  to  be  balanced  by  a  corresponding  sum,  which 
shall  in  that  case  be  entered  as  having  been  voted  by  the  Synod  to 
Prof  DeWitt,  in  view  of  his  services  in  behalf  of  the  said  endow- 
ment. 

Resolved,  That  Revs.  A.  P.  Van  Gieson,  II.  D.  Ganse,  Joachim 
Elmendorf,  and  Elders  G.  W.  Schuyler  and  Gamaliel  G.  Smith  be  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  raise  the  sum  of  82,800,  which  is  the  defi- 
ciency which  it  is  necessary  to  provide  in  order  to  make  the  salaries 
of  the  Theological  Professors  for  the  current  year  82,500  for  each 
Professor.

Synod  proceeded  to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents of  the  Theological  Seminary  whose  term  of  service  has 
expired. 
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Nominations  were  received  from  the  Classes  of  Hudson,  Schoharie, 
Kingston,  Monmouth,  Saratoga  and  Westchester. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  reported  a  double  number  of 
persons  from  whom  to  choose  members  for  the  Classes  who  have  not 
made  nominations. 

The  following  were  elected :  Rev.  John  McC.  Holmes,  for  the 
Classis  of  Hudson  ;  Rev.  W.  W.  Letson,  for  the  Classis  of  Schoharie  ; 
Rev.  C.  Van  Santvoord,  for  the  Classis  of  Saratoga ;  Rev.  Garret  C. 
Schanck,  for  the  Classis  of  Monmouth ;  Rev.  David  Cole,  for  the 
Classis  of  Westchester;  Rev.  Richard  De Witt,  for  the  Classis  of 
Kingston,  for  one  year,  the  unexpired  term  of  Rev.  J.  N.  Voorhis  ; 
Rev.  J.  L.  Pearse,  for  the  Classis  of  Albany;  Rev.  Joseph  Scudder, 
for  the  Classis  of  Arcot ;  Rev.  W.  V.  V.  Mabon,  for  the  Classis  of 
Bergen ;  Rev.  T.  C.  Strong,  for  the  Classis  of  Geneva ;  Rev.  S.  W. 
Mills,  for  the  Classis  of  Orange ;  Rev.  A.  P.  Peeke,  for  the  Classis  of 
Cayuga,  for  two  years,  in  place  of  Rev.  A.  G.  Verrailye,  resigned. 

Mr.  John  De  Mott  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Standing 
Committee  on  the  Peter  Hertzog  Hall  for  three  years. 

Synod  proceeded,  on  the  ninth  day  of  the  session,  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Professor  of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology  in  Hope 
College. 

Several  persons  were  nominated  for  the  Professorship. 

On  the  succeeding  day,  the  Synod,  after  a  season  of  special 
prayer,  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Professor.  On  counting  the 
ballots,  it  appeared  that  Rev.  Cornelius  E.  Crispell  was  elected. 

AVhereupon  it  was  resolved,  unanimously,  that  Rev.  Cornelius  E. 
Crispell  be  and  hereby  is  appointed  Professor  of  Didactic  and 
Polemic  Theology  in  Hope  College. 

Resolved,  That  an  instrument  certifying  the  appointment  and 
specifying  the  duties  of  the  office  be  signed  in  the  presence  of  the 
General  Synod  by  the  President,  and  by  him  be  given  in  the  name 
of  the  Church  to  the  Professor  elect. 

Resolved,  That  Rev.  P.  Phelps  and  Rev.  C.  Vanderveen  be  a  com- 
mittee to  wait  upon  the  Rev.  C.  E.  Crispell  and  inform  him  of  his 
election. 

The  Committee  to  whom  the  communication  from  the  North 
Classis  of  Long  Island  on  the  subject  of  the  reorganization  of  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Seminary  was  referred. 
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presented  their  report,  which  was  accepted,  and  the  consideration 
deferred  to  the  next  meeting  of  General  Synod.

MISSIONS. 

The  Thirty-fitth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 
was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions, 
with  the  exception  of  so  much  as  refers  to  vacancies,  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  was 
received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 

The  Thirty-fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions, 
with  the  exception  of  so  much  as  refers  to  vacancies,  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

Tlie  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted,  amended,  and  adopted. 

Hie  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  beg  leave  respectfully  to 
report : 

That  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  submitted  to 
them  embraces  a  very  large  amount  of  information  in  regard  to  the 
condition  and  operations  of  our  foreign  missionary  work.  Your 
Committee,  however,  feel  constrained  to  suggest  that  a  more  conden- 
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set!  statement  would  occupy  less  time  in  reading  to  the  Synod,  would 
be  more  easily  remembered,  and  would  thus  become  more  effective 
in  its  impressions.  The  larger  details  of  our  work  might  more  prop- 
perly  be  given  through  the  religious  periodicals  of  our  Church. 

The  review  of  the  Lord's  doings  with  us  in  this  department  of 
service  during  the  past  year  fills  our  hearts  with  lively  gratitude  for 
the  goodness  and  mercy  which  have  attended  us.  The  financial  difli- 
cuities  which  at  one  time  gathered  so  darkly  over  our  way  have  all 
been  removed.  Not  only  have  the  Churches  contributed  with  com- 
parative liberality,  but  in  the  most  dark  and  critical  hour  of  the  year 
God  brought  forth  a  generous  helper,  whose  praise  is  in  all  the 
Churches.  In  regard  to  his  munificent  offering,  your  committee  re- 
commend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions,  viz.  : 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church 
having  heard,  with  profound  gratitude  to  Almighty  God,  of  the  sio-- 
nal  deliverence  He  has  wrought  in  behalf  of  its  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  during  the  past  year,  desire  also  gratefidly  to  acknowledge 
the  instrument  through  whom  this  deliverance  has  been  effected,  and 
herewith  tender  its  most  sincere  and  hearty  thanks  to  Warren 
Ackerman,  Esq,  for  his  munificent  gift  of  $56,500  to  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  at  that  crisis  in  its 
history  when  its  effective  usefulness  was  so  seriously  imperilled. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  resolution,  signed  by  the 
officers  of  the  General  Synod,  be  presented  to  Mr.  Ackerman. 

Your  Committee  feel  desirous  that  the  Churches  should  appreciate 
the  need  of  vigorous  and  persevering  eftbi-ts  on  the  part  of  all  the 
friends  of  Foreign  Missions  to  provide  liberal  means  for  the  support 
of  this  cause  during  the  present  year.  We  know  our  present  position, 
we  have  our  estimated  expenses,  Ave  are  now  out  of  debt.  Shall  we 
have  the  necessary  amount  furnished  by  the  spontaneous  and  earnest 
response  of  our  Churches,  or  must  a  new  debt  be  incurred  and 
special  appeals  and  efforts  be  made  again  to  arouse  the  Churches  to 
the  performance  of  their  duty  ?  We  earnestly  hope  there  shall  be  no 
occasion  for  the  latter  method.  God  has  blessed  this  work  of  our 
hands  too  greatly  in  the  past,  and  He  has  pointed  out  the  path  of 
duty  too  plainly  in  the  present  to  allow  us  even  a  moment's  hesi- 
tation. 

The  question  then  is.  What  shall  be  our  response  ?  Will  the  means 
be  supplied  ?  Will  the  rich  follow  the  example  of  liberality  given 
them,  and  consecrate  their  wealth  generously  to  the  Lord  ?  Will  the 
poor  also  faithfully  and  lovingly  bring  in  their  mites?  Will  every 
Church  in  our  denomination  take  part  in  tliis  work  of  salvation  ?  If 
so,  then  we  have  no  fear.  There  will  be  enough  and  to  spare. 
Whatever  may  be  the  present  financial  difficulties  of  the  countr}',  or 
whatever  greater  troubles  may  perchance  lie  in  the  future,  we  are  as- 
sured that  the  Church  can  give  to  this  cause  all  it  needs.  If  Chris- 
tians will  see  to  it  that  retrenchment  of  personal  expenses  does  not 
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beo-in  at  tlic  house  of  God  ;  if  all  shall  be  willing  to  discharge  their 
own  oblio-ations  of  beneficence  without  waiting  to  see  if  some  one 
else  will  not  supply  the  want,  then  shall  it  be  as  it  was  in  Israel,  when 
the  people  brought  their  offerings  for  building  the  tabernacle  until 
Moses  said,  "The  people  bring  much  more  than  enough  for  the  ser- 
vice of  the  work  which  the  Lord  commanded  us  to  make."  Or  if  it 
be  not  "  more  than  enough,"  it  will  at  least  demand  that  more 
laborers  go  forth  to  use  the  means  which  the  Church  shall  contribute 
to  this  cause. 

This  leads  your  Committees  to  speak  of  another  matter  presented 
in  the  report  of  the  Board,  viz. : 

The  want  of  more  young  men  to  engage  in  the  work  of  Foreign 
Missions.  It  is  a  humiliating  fact  that  no  young  man  has  been  sent 
out  to  this  work  from  our  Church  in  three  years.  Amid  tlie  excite- 
ment in  regard  to  the  acquisition  of  wealth  which  has  recently  per- 
vaded our  country,  it  becomes  specially  important  that  Christian 
parents,  and  particularly  Avealthy  parents,  should  direct  the  minds  of 
their  sons  to  the  ministry  of  the  gospel,  and  that  those  who  conse- 
crate themselves  to  the  ministry  should  specially  consider  the  claims 
of  the  missionary  work.  The  whitened  harvests  waiting  for  the 
reapers,  the  cry  for  help  which  comes  over  the  sea,  not  only  from 
missionaries  on  the  field,  but  from  the  very  heathen  themselves,  ought 
to  send  a  thrill  of  joy  through  every  Christian  heart;  and  yet  the 
want  of  laborers  has  made  those  very  harvests  and  cries  a  source  of 
distress  to  the  Church  of  Christ,  for  there  were  no  reapers  ready  to 
gather  those  harvests — there  were  no  heralds  of  salvation  ready  to 
save  those  perishing  souls. 

Your  Committee  recommend,  not  as  matters  of  form  or  custom, 
but  with  profound  earnestness,  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tions, viz : 

Besoloed,  That  this  General  Synod  solemnly  and  affectionately 
urp-es  on  every  pastor,  officer,  and  member  in  the  Reformed  Dutch 
Cliurch  the  duty  of  making  every  reasonable  effort  to  secure  a  con- 
scientious and  systematic  contribution  to  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions. 

Resolved,  That  the  pastors  of  our  Churches  be  requested  to  present 
to  Christian  parents  and  their  sons  the  claims  of  the  gospel  ministry, 
with  special  reference  to  the  missionary  work. 

In  view  of  the  distinguished  blessings  which  God  has  bestowed  on 
our  work  of  Foreign  Missions  during  the  ten  years  of  our  independ- 
ent action  just  closed,  your  Committee  recommend  that  one  or  more 
public  meetings  be  held  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  at  such  times  and  places  as 
they  may  deem  best. 

Your  Committee  have  also  had  under  consideration  a  com- 
munication from  Rev.  E.  C.  Scudder,  Stated  Clerk  of  the  Classis  of 
Arcot    enclosing  a  letter   and   circular   from   certain   Presbyterian 
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bretliren  in  India,  proposing  that  a  convention  of  all  the  different, 
Presbyterian  bodies  in  that  country  be  lield  about  November,  1868, 
for  the  purpose  of  considering  tlie  expediency  of  uniting  I'resbyte- 
rians  generally  in  one  General  Assembly  in  India. 

The  Stated  Clerk  of  the  Classis  of  x\rcot  lays  the  case  before  the 
Synod  without  the  expression  of  any  wish  in  the  matter. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  beg  leave  to  say,  that  while  they  desire 
to  promote  everything  conducive  to  the  fraternal  spirit  and  highest 
welfare  of  the  missionary  interests  of  India,  they  rt-conjmeud  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution,  viz  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  sees  no  reasons  why  the  missionaries  of 
our  Church  in  India  should  not  hold  themselves  open  to  any  sugges- 
tions which  may  be  made  on  the  subject  of  Presbyterial  relationsbe- 
tween  the  several  mission  Churches  in  India ;  but  that  the  whole 
matter  be  entrusted  to  the  discretion  of  our  missionaries,  with  the 
understanding  that  they  are  to  commit  themselves  to  no  practical 
scheme,  without  the  formal  approbation  of  the  Synod. 
Respectfuly  submitted,

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  presented  the  following 
Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

Tlie  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  respectfully  report : 
That   the  Thirty -fifth   Annua]  Report  of  tlie   Board  of  Domestic 
Missions  to  the    General    Synod    is    well    calculated  to  excite    both 
profound  gratitude  and  deep  anxiety  throughout  the  Church. 

In  every  department  of  our  Domestic  Missionary  work  the  good 
hand  of  the  Lord  has  been  upon  us  for  good.  Statistics  submitted 
bear  out  the  very  cheering  statement  that  there  has  scarcely  ever  been 
a  year  so  fruitful,  in  a  s-piritual  point  of  view,  in  the  liistory  of  the 
Board.  Eight  hundred  and  sixty-one  believers  have  professed  their 
faith  during  this  time,  and  have  been  received  into  the  communion 
of  our  missionary  Churches.  The  growth  and  increased  vigor  of 
many  of  those  Churches,  moreover,  has  been  so  marked  as  to  call 
for  special  thankfulness  to  God. 

The  year  has  been  characterized  by  financial  prosperity.  Notwith- 
standing the  necessary  increase  of  the  salaries  of  many  of  our  mis- 
sionaries, after  meeting  all  the  liabilities  of  the  year,  a  balance  of 
^291  39  remains  in  the  treasury.  This  fact  is  the  more  striking  be- 
cause it  results  from  extraordinary  Divine  provision  in  tlie  form  of 
legacies.  Munificent  and  unexpected  gifts  from  the  living  and  the 
dead  indicate  the  boundless  resources  which  are  at  our  Lord's  dis- 
posal, since  all  hearts  are  in  his  hands,  and  should  inspire  trust  and 
strengthen  faith  proportionate  to  our  grateful  joy.  And  we  have 
need  of  special  faith  and  trust,  as  well  as  of  increased  faithfulness, 
for  we  have  reached 
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A    ClilSIS 


In  the  Domestic  Missionary  work  and  history  of  our  Cliiircli.  This  is 
forced  upon  our  notice  and  considcrarion  by  a  coniinunication  from 
the  Classis  of  Illinois,  under  date  of  April  1 1,  18G7,  to  this  Synod. 
It  declares  : 

"The  Classis  of  Illinois  is  now  in  the  most  serious  embarrassment, 
and  needs  express  and  immediate  direction  from  the  General  Synod. 
The  question  of  church  extension  within  our  bounds  has  now  assumed 
a  shape  which  demands  an  expression  on  the  part  of  the  whole 
Church.  We  are  not  able  to  supply  the  various  Churches  already 
established.  They  are  perishing  for  lack  of  ministers.  Besides,  in 
the  innuediate  vicinity  of  each  one  of  our  Churches,  there  are  points 
which  we  must  occupy  if  we  maintain  even  our  present  position.  The 
very  failure  to  seize  upon  these  is  a  confession  of  weakness  and  want 
of  life  which  is  ruinous  in  the  extreme.  With  the  sad  acknowledg- 
ment of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Misssions  that  they  are  not  able  to 
send  us  men  to  preach  the  Gospel  in  places  now  most  urgently  ask- 
ing it  from  that  Board  ;  with  the  pressing  want  of  means  to  assist  in 
building  Churches,  we  cannot  advance.  We  cannot  enter  upon  any 
new  tieids.  Is  this  the  desire  of  the  Church  ?  Shall  we  give  up  the 
work  in  tlie  valley  of  the  Mississippi  ?  We  cannot  believe  that 
Synod  desires  this,  or  will  consent  to  it.  Under  existing  circum- 
stances we  dare  not  hold  out  hopes  of  encouragement  to  those  who 
have  for  so  long  a  time  been  cryuig,  Come  and  help  us.  The  Synod 
must  bid  us  go  forward  or  order  us  to  stop.  If  the  latter  course  is 
decided  upon^  the  Church  must  look  for  a  complete  dying  out  of  our 
American  Churches  in  the  West." 

In  view  of  this  state  of  things,  can  language  adequately  express 
the  claims  of  this  cause  upon  the  regard  of  the  Church  ?  The  Gene- 
ral Synod  can  give  but  one  reply:  "Speak  to  the  children  of  Israel 
that  they  go  forward  !"  Voluntary  rehnquishment  of  the  field  would 
be  falseness  of  professions,  recreancy  to  sacred  obligations,  faithless- 
ness to  our  Lord. 

The  anxious  call,  it  will  be  noted,  is  for  ministers,  and  for  aid  in 
erectino-  chwches.     Our  sad  deficiency  of 

LABORERS 

Is  thus  a<>-ain  brouglit  to  our  attention.  It  shonld  certainly  give 
earnestness  to  our  prayers  to  the  Lord  of  the  Ijarvest,  that  lie  would 
send  forth  laborers  into  liis  harvest;  it  should  stimulate  our  efforts 
to  multiply  and  push  forward  to  completion  all  educational  agencies, 
and  to  secure  a  large  number  "-f  suitably  gifted  young  men,  and  put 
them  in  preparation  for  the  ministry.  But  it  should  do  more. 
Because  of  the  pressing  necessity  it  must  force  the  question  upon 
the  pastors  and  Churches  of  the  East,  whether  the  claims  of  the  des- 
titute and  dying  Churches  of  the  West  are  not  stronger  than  are 
those  of  the  Churches  now  enjoying  their  services. 
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All  that  has  been  said  in  the  past  concerning  the  importance  of  a 
liberal 

CHURCH    BUILDING    FUND 

Is  reiterated  in  the  urgent  request  which  is  made  for  aid  in  rearing 
places  of  worship.  The  impossibility  of  successful  church  exten- 
sion without  assisting  feeble  congregations  in  erecting  houses  of 
worship,  must,  by  this  time,  be  thoroughly  apparent.  One  hundred 
and  seven  Churches  only  have  responded  to  the  emphatic  recom- 
mendation of  the  last  General  Synod  that  §50,000  be  raised  for  this 
object.  If  all  the  Churches  could  be  made  to  feel  the  indispensable- 
ness  of  this  agency,  and  give  it  a  place  among  their  regular  collec- 
tions, hopes  long  deferred  would  soon  be  realized,  and  many  solitary 
places  be  made  glad. 

The  attention  of  the  Committee  has  been  directed  by  the  report 
of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  some  of  the  difficulties  which  at- 
tend the  administration  of  the  Church  Building  Fund,  and  a  sugges- 
tion is  made  therein,  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Domestic 
Board  is  now  incorporated,  and  they  rendered  capable  of  receiving 
and  disbursing  funds  under  corporate  power  and  responsibility,  that 
fund  should  now  be  committed  to  the  treasury  of  the  Board  for  dis- 
tribution and  allotment  among  the  Churches.  We  are  inclined  to 
concur  in  his  views,  and  have  prepared  and  propose  to  offer  a  reso- 
lution carrying  out  this  suggestion.  It  should  be  administered  sub- 
stantially upon  the  same  system  as  that  which  now  governs  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Direction,  and  with  the  same  scrupulous  care 
to  protect  and  secure  the  fund,  with  one  modification,  which  we  think 
will  be  expedient. 

As  now  administered  the  Board  is  practically  prohibited  from 
making  but  a  single  advance  to  a  Church  needing  aid,  and  that  is 
the  last  one,  and  is  not  made  until  the  enterprise  is  in  such  a  condi- 
tion that  the  appropriation  of  the  Board  will  certainly  complete  the 
work.  There  are  undoubtedly  some  considerations  that  seem  to 
commend  this  plan,  and  yet  it  will  readily  be  conceived  that  an  ad- 
vance made  in  an  earlier  stage  of  the  work  may  more  effectually  aid 
it,  and  encourage  to  activity  and  zeal  in  its  prosecution,  than  if  with- 
held until  resources  have  been  exhausted,  and  the  delayed  hope  has 
thrown  a  chill  upon  the  enterprise.  We  propose,  therefore,  that  this 
rule  be  modified,  and  that  the  Board  shall  be  permitted  to  use  its 
own  discretion  in  determining  at  what  stage  of  the  work  of  church 
erection  an  appropriation  should  be  made,  and  what  should  be  the 
amount  of  the  advance.  A  resolution  carrying  out  these  views  will 
be  submitted  at  the  conclusion  of  this  Report. 

SUNDAY    SCHOOLS. 

The  work  in  this  department  presents  very  encouraging  results. 
The  labors  of  Rev.  P.  De  Free,  our  Sabbath  school  missionary  in 
Iowa,  have  been  crowned  with  large  success.     Three    contiguous 
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neigliborhoods  in  ]iis  field  have  united,  formed  a  Cbarcli,  built  a 
liouse  of  worship,  and  settled  a  pastor.  Other  parts  of  the  field  are 
almost  ripe  for  church  orgauization. 

Rev.  Abraham  Mattice  has  organized  and  revived  13  schools  in 
Fond  Du  Tjac  county,  Wisconsin.  The  whole  number  of  schools 
connected  with  the  missions  and  mission  Churches  is  96,  in  which 
5,652  scholars  receive  instruction.  Twenty-four  new  schools  have 
been  organized  during  the  year.  The  whole  amount  received  for 
the  Sunday  school  work  is  $1,816   11. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  amount  of  good  which  has  evidently  been 
accouiplished  by  the  small  amount  of  funds  given  to  this  cause,  will 
make  us  all  feel  that  the  Board,  in  asking  from  the  Churches  larger 
materials  in  men  and  money,  for  the  more  extensive  prosecution  of 
its  work,  has  made  a  most  reasonable  request,  which  should  be 
generouly  responded  to. 

FINANCES. 

It  has  been  by  legacies  received  and  several  liberal  personal  con- 
tributions that  the  Board  has  been  saved  from  being  very  seriously 
involved  in  debt.  The  Church  may  not,  without  great  risk,  presume 
upon  any  extraordinary  means  of  replenishinof  the  treasuries  of  its 
various  Boards.  Regular,  earnest  appeals  from  pastors,  and  regular 
collections  by  all  the  Churches  in  behalf  of  these,  form  the  true  and 
reliable  mode  of  raising  supplies  for  the  ^sacramental  host  of  God's 
elect  in  their  conquest  of  the  world  for  Christ. 

Your  Committee  would  respectfully  urge  the  importance  of  care- 
fully husbanding  our  resources,  both  of  men  and  money,  for  our 
western  work.  Where  there  are  Churches  in  the  East,  which  have 
received  aid  for  many  years  and  have  no  definite  prospect  of  becom- 
ing self-sustaining,  whose  feeble  existence  is  prolonged  more  to  per- 
petuate a  name  than  to  furnish  the  means  of  grace  to  otherwise  un- 
provided worshipers,  the  question — whether  the  appropriations  of 
the  Board  ought  not  to  cease,  the  membership  instructed  to  find 
spiritual  homes  in  the  near  and  needy  Churches  of  another  denomi- 
nations, and  the  half-supported  and  hampered  pastor  released  to  oc- 
cupy a  more  destitute  and  promising  field — should  be  carefully 
prosecuted  by  every  Classis  to  which  the  application  for  recommen- 
dation for  aid  is  made,  and  decided  with  reference  to  the  general 
interests  of  the  cause  of  Christ  and  of  souls. 

While  the  report  brings  into  view  the  subject  of  mission  work 
among  Churches  and  organizations  in  their  incipient  state,  and  as 
formifig  the  nuclei  of  Churches  to  be  fully  developed  hereafter,  the 
Committee  feel  that  something  should  be  said  of  the  duty  of  home 
evangelization  to  be  carried  on  by  members  of  the  Church,  in  some 
measure,  upon  their  individual  responsibility,  and  in  the  househoMs 
and  among  the  fainilios  of  the  poor  and  destitute  around  them.  By 
neglecting  this  duty,  the  members  of  the  Church  neglect  an  obvious 
means  of  increasing  their  own  usefulness  and  spiritiuility,  of  bringing 
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the  blessed  promises  of  the  Gospel  to  the  hearthstones  of  those  who 
will  not  and,  in  some  cases,  cannot  seek  them  elsewhere,  and  of 
aiding  to  confirm  the  crowning  testimony  to  the  divine  commission 
of  our  Master,  when,  as  the  culmination  of  the  evidence  of  his  Mes- 
siahship,  he  placed  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  to  the  poor.  Nor 
should  we  fail  to  recognize  the  wonderful  fact  that,  as  one  of  the 
crowning  results  of  the  suppression  of  the  great  rebellion,  the  chains 
have  fallen  from  the  limbs  and  the  fetters  from  the  minds  of  four 
millions  of  immortal  beings  made  in  the  image  of  God,  but  so  re- 
cently classed  among  goods  and  chattels,  and  beasts  and  creeping 
things,  and  that  from  this  nation,  thus  "born  in  a  day,"  and  at  our 
very  doors,  a  cry  for  help,  instruction,  and  guidance,  in  the  duties  of 
civil  life  and  the  higher  citizenship  of  heaven,  comes  to  our  eai-s 
upon  every  southern  breeze.  We  have,  perhaps,  no  agency  now 
that  is  adequate  to  or  can  specifically  meet  this  call,  but  we  must  not 
turn  a  deaf  ear  to  nor  fail  to  respond  to  such  calls  as  may  be  made 
upon  our  individual  or  collective  interest  in  this  matter.  The 
American  Missionary  Association  takes  this  good  cause  peculiarly 
under  its  care.  It  has  the  confidence  and  cooperation  of  (all)  true 
Christian  hearts  and  has  been  recognized  officially  by  the  General 
Synod  and  Domestic  Missionary  Board  of  our  Church.  Your  Com- 
mittee would  invoke  for  it  a  new  expression  of  confidence,  and  com- 
mend it  to  the  large-hearted  liberality  of  the  friends  of  humanity, 
and  of  those  to  whom  the  call  of  these  lowly  ones  comes  with  the 
authority  of  the  Master :  "  Inasmuch  as  ye  do  it  unto  one  of  the 
least  of  these,  my  brethren,  ye  do  it  unto  me." 

Your  Committee  would  submit  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  That  this  Synod,  with  thanksgiving  to  God  for  his  past  favor 
to  them,  recognizes  the  exigent  need  and  claims  of  our  Western 
Church,  and,  while  unable  to  pledge  any  definite  number  of  men  or 
sum  of  money,  it  importunes  all  the  Churches  and  individual  be- 
lievers of  our  denomination  for  earnest  prayers  and  the  largest  lib- 
erality in  behalf  of  this  particular  portion  of  our  Domestic  Missionary 
field. 

Resolved,  That  Synod  invites  the  attention  of  pastors  and  Consis- 
tories to  the  pressing  claims  of  the  Church  Building  Fund,  and  ear- 
nestly exhorts  them  to  secure  from  their  respective  Churches  an  an- 
nual collection  for  it. 

Resolved,  That  the  Building  Fund  of  the  Church,  and  all  future 
contributions  thereto,  be  committed  to  and  received  by  the  Treasu- 
rer of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  and  that  the  future  disposi- 
tion of  that  fund,  and  all  investments  thereof,  be  made  by  and  under 
the  direction  of  that  Board,  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  now 
in  force  touching  its  investment  and  distribution,  with  this  modifi- 
cation, that  the  amount  of  advances  and  the  time  when  they  shall  be 
made  to  Churches  in  course  of  erection  be,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Board,  to  be  executed  by  them  in  view  of  all  the  circumstances  sur- 
rounding each  case  respectively,  the  Board  being  careful  to  take 
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the  accustomed  and  approved  security  in  tlie  case  of  each  advance  as 
heretofore  practiced  in  the  administration  of  the  fund. 

Resolved,  That  every  Church  be  urgently  entreated  to  do  what  she 
can  to  increase  the  resources  of  our  Board  of  Domestic  Missions. 

Your  Committee  cannot  close  this  report  without  referring  to  the 
retirement  of  the  Rev.  Goyn  Talmage  from  the  secretaryship  of  tliis 
Board,  and,  thcref  M-e,  recommend  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  hears  witness,  with  feelings  of  sincere 
gratification,  to  the  fidelity  of  the  late  Secretary,  and  to  the  success 
which,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  has  attendee!  his  eflforts.  While 
regretting  deeply  the  loss  of  his  valuable  services,  we  pray  that  the 
grace  and  blessing  of  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  will  continue  his 
usefulness  in  his  new  sphere  of  labor. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

widows'  and  disablkb  ministers'  funds. 

The  Committee  on  the  Widows'  and  Disabled  Ministers'  Funds 
presented  the  following  report  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The   Committee  on   the    Widovs''   aud   Disabled  Ministers'   Funds, 
respectfully  report : 

Three  papers  have  been  put  in  their  hands,  entitled  "  Widows' 
Fund  Account,"  "  Widows'  Fund  Income  Account,"  and  "  Disabled 
Ministers'  Fund  Account."

It  appears,  from  these  papers,  that  last  year  the  amount  of  tlie 
capital  of  the  Widows'  Fund  was  $24,377  96  ;  that  this  amount  has 
been  increased  by  collections  from  forty-one  Churches  to  the  amount 
of  $716  49,  not  specifying  any  persons  to  be  benefited  thereby; 
that  nine  Churches  have  made  their  pastors  members,  by  their  col- 
lections, amounting  to  $305  41.  These  sums,  with  half  of  the  an- 
nual payments  made  by  thirty-two  ministers,  amounting  to  $330, 
and  the  three  per  cent,  to  be  added  (according  to  the  amended 
rules),  of  the  principal  suras  paid  by  ministers  at  one  time,  amount- 
ing to  $110.  These  several  amounts  swell  the  capital  at  the  present 
time  to  the  sum  of  $25,839  86 — being  nearly  $1,600  increase  on 
the  capital  of  last  year. 

There  has  been  paid  out  to  annuitants,  during  the  year,  the  sum 
of  $1,149  72.  Only  two  ministers  have  withdrawn  the  sevent-five 
per  cent,  now  allowed,  of  the  annual  payments  made  by  them, 
amounting  to  $150. 

Respecting  the  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund,  collections  have  been 
received  from  38  Churches,  which,  with  an  individual  contribution, 
and  interest  on  a  bond,  amount  to  $788  66.  Three  ministers  have 
received  aid  from  this  fund  to  the  amount  of  $570. 

Your  Committee  consider  the  present  condition  of  the  "Widows 
Fund  most  encouraging.  The  amended  plan  of  1864  cannot  fail  to 
command  the  confidence  of  all  our  clergy,  when  it  is  once  under- 
stood. We  commend  its  careful  study,  as  found  in  the  Minutes  of 
'64  to  our  ministers  and  elders.  It  is  a  far  better  investment,  espe- 
cially to  those  in  middle  life,  than  could  be  made  in  any  life  insu- 
rance company.  Under  its  present  form,  it  is  impossible,  under 
any  ordinary  contingency,  that  the  annuities  should  sink  to  almost 
nothing,  as  they  have  done  in  the  past.  It  is,  perhaps,  also  a  fact 
that  these  funds  have  been  looked  at  in  too  selfish  a  light.  It  is, 
indeed,  a  duty  for  each  man  to  provide  for  his  own,  but  it  is  like- 
wise, and  perhaps  we  should  say,  equally,  a  duty  for  each  Church  to 
endeavor  to  assist  the  worn-out  laborers  of  Christ,  or  their  families, 
when  the  husbands  and  fathers  have  entered  into  their  rest.  We 
need  to  feel  more  deeply  the  obligation  of  providing  for  those.  In 
Holland,  disabled  ministers,  or  clerical  widows  and  orphans  are  enti- 
tled to  an  annual  stipend  from  the  government,  even  as  the  clergy 
themselves.  In  our  land,  however,  the  voluntary  oftering  of  the  chil- 
dren of  God  must  make  the  proper  provision.  It  is  a  sin  to  permit 
the  needy  to  endure  the  bitter  want  which  they  often  feel.  Every 
Church  in  the  denomination  should  take  up  a  collection,  however 
small,  to  swell  either  the  capital,  or  the  present  income  of  this 
fund.  Your  Committee  would  therefore  submit  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 

Resolved,  That  each  of  our  Churches  take  up  annual  collections  in 
behalf  of  the  Widows'  and  Disabled  Ministers'  Funds. 

Resolved^  That  the  Churches  are  hereby  earnestly  requested  to 
keep  their  pastors  members  of  this  fund

Resolved,  Tliat  tlie  several  Classes  are  hereby  requested  to  give 
especial  attention  to  this  subject,  antl  to  take  such  action  as  shall 
secure  attention  to  it  in  the  several  Churches  within  their  respective 
bounds.

ARTICLE   XX. 

BOARD    OF    PUBLICATION. 

The  Thirteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication  was 
presented  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication,  with  the 
exception  of  so  much  as  relates  to  vacancies,  which  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Publication  was  pre- 
sented and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  presented  their  report,  which  was 
accepted  and  referred  to  a  Committee  consisting  of  Elders  L. 
Rousseau,  Edwin  Pierce,  G.  W.  Schuyler,  Johnson  Letson,  R.  H. 
Pruyn  and  J.  B.  Jewett,  who  shall  make  the  necessary  examination 
into  the  financial  status  and  mode  of  operation  of  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lication, and  its  prospect  of  usefulness,  and  report  to  the  next  session 
of  the  General  Synod. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported,  Synod  pro- 
ceeded to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of  Publication  whose 
term  of  service  has  expired.  On  counting  the  ballots  it  appeared 
that  Rev.  Isaac  Ferris,  C,  Van  Santvoord,  P.  Van  Wyck,  N.  P. 
Pierce,  J.  B.  Wilson,  and  Messrs.  J.  A.  Willijuuson,  Petev  Duryee, 
R»  Amerraan,  were  elected. 

ARTICLE   XXI. 

PARTICULAKIA. 

^e.9oZve</,  That  the  next  Stated  Session  of  the  Synod  be  held  in 
the  Church  at  Hudson,  N.  Y. 

Res'lved,  That  all  applications  for  leave  of  absence  be  presented 
throuo-h  the  Committee  on  that  subject,  and  that  the  Synod  will  not 
entertain  any  request  unless  recommended  by  the  Committee. 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  be  authorized  to  have  two  hun- 
dred copies  of  the  Roll  printed  for  the  use  of  the  members. 

Tlic  Van  Bcnschoten  Bequest  was  read. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Synod  accept  with  thanks  the  courteous  offer 
which  the  Pastor  and  Session  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  have 
made  of  their  larger  edifice  for  the  reception  of  the  delegates  of  the 
Free  Church  of  Scotland. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod  be  directed  to  pay 
for  the  printing  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Change  of 
the  Name  of  the  Church. 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  be  authorized  to  make  arrange- 
ments with  the  proprietor  of  the  Christian  Intelligencer  to  print  and 
distribute  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Change  of  Name  as  a 
supplement  of  one  of  the  weekly  issues  of  that  paper. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod  be  authorized  to 
receive  the  bequest  of  Janet  Hinchman,  and  to  give  to  the  executors 
the  proper  receipt  for  the  same. 

Resolved,  That  the  Form  of  Devise  recommended  by  General 
Synod  (Minutes,  June,  1844,  page  368),  be  amended,  so  far  as  re- 
lates to  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  to  read  as  follows  : 

"  I  give  unto  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  of  the  Reformed 
Protestant  Dutch  Church dollars,  to  be  applied  to  the  main- 
tenance and  support  of  the  Domestic  Missions  of  said  Church." 

ARTICLE  XXII. 

BENEVOLENT    AND    RELIGIOUS    INSTITUTIONS. 

After  the  reading  of  the  Minutes,  on  the  morning  of  each  day's 
session,  a  half  hour  was  spent  in  devotional  exercises. 

An  hour  and  a  half  were  spent  on  the  afternoon  of  the  first  day  in 
devotional  exercises. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  second  day  of  the  session,  after  a  sermon 
by  Rev.  R.  W.  Clark,  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was 
celebrated. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education  was  heard  on  the  sixth 
day  of  the  session.  The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions was  heard  on  the  eighth  day  of  the  session,  and  the  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Publication  was  heard  on  the  ninth  day  of  the 
session. 

A  sermon  on  Benevolence  was  preached  on  the  evening  of  the 
sixth  day  of  the  session,  by  Rev.  A.  G,  Vermilye,  from  2  Cor.  9  :  7, 
"  Every  man  according  as  he  purposeth  in  his  heart,  so  let  him 
give  ;  not  grudgingly,"  etc. 
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Rev.  J,  T.  Duryea  was  chosen  Primarius,  and  Rev.  A.  R.  Thomp- 
son Secundits,  to  preach  the  sermon  on  Benevolence  at  the  next 
Stated  St'ssion. 

Tlie  claims  of  the  American  Missionary  Association  were  pre- 
sented by  Rev.  M,  E.  Strieby. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  Synod  have  received  with  gratification 
the  statement  of  Rev.  Mr.  Strieby,  on  behalf  of  the  American  Mis- 
sionary Association,  that  it  reiterates  and  renews  the  approval  and 
recommendation  of  the  last  Synod,  and  commends  the  cause  to  the 
confidence  and  cooperation  of  all  the  Churches  of  our  communion, 
and  to  the  beneftictions  of  all  who  have  to  devote  to  an  instrumen- 
tality 80  worthy  in  its  aims,  and  so  promising  in  its  results. 

The  claims  of  the  American  Bible  Society  were  presented  by 
Rev.  W.  ,J.  R.  Taylor,  one  of  its  secretaries. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  Synod  have  heard  with  great  pleasure  the 
statements  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Taylor,  respecting  the  continued  and  en- 
larged usefulness  of  the  American  Bible  Society,  and  cordially  re- 
new their  commendation  of  this  venerable  institution  to  the  sympa- 
thy and  cooperation  of  all  our  Churches. 

Rev.  Joseph  Scudder,  Secretary  of  the  American  and  Foreign 
Christian  Union,  addressed  the  Synod  in  behalf  of  that  institution. 

Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  heartily  endorses  the  American 
and  Foreign  Union  in  their  efforts  to  evangelize  Papal  lands,  and 
earnestly  commend  this  Society  to  the  benevolence  of  the  Churches. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  urgently  recommend  to  the  Churches 
the  observance  of  the  usual  Week  of  Prayer  in  January. 

Resolved,  That  Rev.  A.  P.  Van  Gieson,  John  Gaston,  Elder  James 
Anderson,  be  and  hereby  are  appointed  a  Committee  to  devise  and 
report  to  General  Synod,  at  its  adjourned  meeting,  some  scheme  for 
securing,  if  possible,  generous  and  systematic  contributions  from  all 
our  Churches  to  all  our  Benevolent  Boards,

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 


APPOINTED    BY    THE 


GEKEEAL  ST:N'.0D   OF   186G, 
ON  THE  NAME  OP  THE  OHUEOH. 


The  Committee  appointed  by  General  S3mod  to  "examine  into  the  ex- 
pediency and  propriety  of  a  change"  in  the  name  of  our  Church  beg  leave 
to  report  : 

That  their  attention  was  naturally  directed,  first  of  all,  to  the  question 
whether  the  tenure  of  property,  either  by  the  General  Synod  or  by  indi- 
vidual congregations,  could  be  imperiled  by  an  alteration  of  the  corporate 
title  of  the  Synod  ;  for  it  is  evident  that  formidable  difiSculties  at  this 
point  would  themselves  dispense  with  all  further  examination  and  debate. 
But  your  Committee  have  not  been  able  to  discover  any  such  difficulties. 
I'hey  find  one  bequest,  indeed,  made  upon  the  express  condition  that  the 
gift  shall  revert  to  designated  heirs  "  whenever  the  corporate  title  of  our 
Church  shall  be  altered."  But  it  is  not  apprehended  that  any  practical  dif- 
ficulty can  arise  from  that  source. 

All  the  general' bearings  of  our  Church  name  upon  the  tenure  of  church 
property,  have  been  carefully  considered  by  the  legal  gentlemen  connected 
with  the  Committee ;  whose  conclusions,  confirmed  by  the  opinions  of  other 
well-known  jurists  in  our  communion,  convince  your  Committee  that  such 
prudent  but  simple  legislative  enactments  as  it  can  not  be  difficult  to  se- 
cure, will  remove  all  legal  impediments  to  any  such  change  in  the  name  ot 
our  Church  as  can  be  found  to  be  desirable. 

Being  thus  assured  that  the  question  of  a  change  of  name  is  not  com- 
plicated with  any  risks  to  the  property  interests  of  our  Church,  your  Com- 
mittee have  devoted  themselves  to  the  careful  consideration  of  the  general 
question  of  the  desirableness  of  any  such  change  ;  and  they  are  met  at  the 
outset  by  the  obvious  and  strong  objections  which  must  lie  in  the  way  of  any 
alteration  of  the  endeared  name  by  which  a  Church  has  been  known.     By 


long  association  whatever  is  excellent  in  her  character  and  history  seems 
to  be  bound  up  with  her  very  title.  The  sanctuaries  in  which  the  pious  of 
past  generations  have  worshipped,  the  graveyards  in  which  they  are  reposing, 
the  hallowed  recollections  of  faithful  and  beloved  pastors  who  have  gone  to 
their  reward,  the  invaluable  legacy  of  those  special  names  which  learning  and 
ofBce  have  made  doubly  venerable — all  these  are  vividly  embodied  to  mem- 
ory and  feeling  by  the  mere  mention  of  the  name  of  the  Church  to  which 
they  have  belonged.  And  if,  in  addition  to  these  general  associations, 
there  can  be  found  in  the  name  of  a  Church  a  direct  allusion  to  a  history 
especially  honorable,  such  a  name  will  awaken  a  sort  of  becoming  pride  as 
well  {is  affection.  Then,  if  this  very  title  of  honor  can  have  been  made  the 
object  of  silly  and  offensive  comment,  the  just  indignation  which  repels  the 
assault  will  only  deepen  the  devotion  which  is  felt  for  the  worthy  and  ven- 
erable name. 

All  these  circumstances  come  together  to  endear  to  us  the  present  name 
of  our  Church.  We  believe  that  there  is  nothing  more  excellent  in  the 
polity,  the  doctrines,  the  history,  the  spirit,  the  usages  of  any  Church  than 
there  is  in  hers.  When  we  speak  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch 
Church  in  North-America,  we  speak  with  satisfaction  and  tender  affection 
as  children  do  of  a  mother.  Reasonable  men  of  other  denominations  sus- 
tain us  in  this  estimate  by  their  own  most  respectful  demeanor  toward  our 
Church. 

Yet  to  some  people  the  name  Dutch  has  seemed  the  fair  object  of  a  wit 
not  unmingled  with  contempt.  The  cession  of  New-Netherland  to  the 
English,  and  the  growth  of  a  new  people  and  language  in  the  midst  of  the 
descendants  of  the  Ilollandish  colonists,  could  not  but  produce  unfortunate 
jealousies.  In  the  comparisons  which  ensued,  the  Hollanders  were  the 
losing  party,  who  only  retained  their  foothold  on  the  soil ;  the  English 
were  the  gainers,  who  were  henceforth  to  control  it.  No  stj^le  of  wit  is  so 
cheap  as  ridicule ;  and  ridicule  is  never  so  successful  as  when  it  flatters 
the  strong  at  the  expense  of  the  weak.  In  this  way  natural  qualities  as 
manly  and  excellent  as  those  of  any  people  that  ever  lived,  became  by  their 
mere  peculiarity  the  butt  of  a  narrow-minded  levity  ;  and  the  customs,  and 
even  the  language,  of  the  nation  of  John  De  "W^itt  and  the  Prince  of  Orange 
came  to  be  treated  as  absurd  and  laughable.  The  descendants  of  the 
Dutch  colonists  did  more  than  resent  this  monstrous  impertinence ;  they 
despised  it.  They  made  a  boast  of  their  HoUandish  blood  and  customs ; 
and,  when  other  churches  began  to  be  planted  and  to  take  root  beside 
them,  they  felt  a  sort  of  aristocratic  satisfaction  in  being  known  as  the 
Dutch  Church.  It  is  very  safe  to  say  that  both  they  and  their  Church 
have  vindicated  their  claim  to  the  thorough  respect  of  all  men.  There  are 
HoUandish  names  enougli  in  American  history,  politics,  literature,  and  sci- 
ence to  prove  that  the  children  of  the  Hollanders  in  America  have  no  need 
to  be  ashamed  either  of  their  blood  or  their  training.  For  our  own  pur- 
poses, then,  the  name  of  our  Church,  no  less  than  its  history  and  character, 
satisfies  us  perfectly.     If  any  assume  to  ridicule  it,  or  if  any  others  hon- 


estly  mistake  its  import  and  the  character  of  our  worship,  that  can  not 
diminish  the  hearty  satisfaction  and  profit  which  we  receive  in  the  impres- 
sive and  spiritual  service  which  has  come  down  to  us 

"  So  decent  and  so  wise, 
So  glorious  to  behold. 
Beyond  the  pomp  that  charms  the  eyes, 
Or  rites  adorned  with  gold." 

But  it  can  hardly  be  thought  that  a  Church  is  intended  exclusively,  or 
even  chiefly,  for  the  advantage  of  her  own  members.  Their  comfort  and 
edification,  indeed,  are  a  great  and  direct  object  in  the  maintenance  cff  her 
religious  instruction  and  worship.  But  no  one  will  deny  that  the  oflSce  of 
the  Church  is  to  make  Christ  known  to  the  perishing  world.  A  Church 
is  a  community  of  redeemed  sinners,  who  are  appointed  to  give  proof  of 
their  redemption  by  holy  living ;  to  instruct  men  in  the  method  of  their 
redemption,  especially  by  the  public  preaching  of  the  Gospel  and  by  the 
sacraments  ;  and  to  welcome  to  their  own  fellowship  such  as  will  yield  to 
their  testimony  and  influence.  A  Church,  like  each  one  of  her  own  minis- 
ters, is  an  oflBcial  witness  and  ambassador  for  Christ;  and,  like  an  indivi- 
dual, she  can  not  full}^  discharge  this  office,  without  putting  herself  upon 
the  most  favorable  footing  with  the  community  which  she  seeks  to  evange,- 
hze. 

How  distinctly  St.  Paul  felt  this  obligation,  appears  from  his  whole  apos- 
tolic life.  "Though  I  be  free  from  all  men,"  said  he,  "yet  have  I  made 
myself  servant  to  all,  that  I  might  gain  the  more.  And  unto  the  Jews  I 
became  as  a  Jew,  that  I  might  gain  the  Jews ;  to  them  that  are  without 
law,  as  without  law,  that  I  might  gain  them  that  are  without  law.  To  the 
weak  became  I  as  weak,  that  I  might  gain  the  weak.  I  am  made  all 
things  to  all  men,  that  I  might  by  all  means  save  some."  1  Cor.  9 :  19- 
22.  Upon  the  same  principle  the  early  Church  was  careful  to  domesticate 
itself  at  once  in  every  nation  to  which  it  came.  The  first  disciples  were 
Jews  ;  but  at  Antioch  the  Church  greatly  increased,  and,  as  appears,  from 
the  Gentiles ;  and  thereupon  the  disciples  were  called  Christians.  From 
that  time  forward  the  Christian  Church  has  been  at  home  in  every  land. 
Of  course  she  has  everywhere  encountered  opposition ;  and  always  must, 
since  human  nature  sets  itself  against  the  religion  of  the  Gospel.  It  is 
very  plain  that  the  offense  which  wicked  men  find  in  the  cross  of  Christ  is 
to  be  relieved  by  no  concession  on  the  part  of  the  Church.  More  than 
this,  that  whole  system,  not  only  of  doctrine,  but  of  church  polity  and  wor- 
ship, which  any  society  of  Christians  candidly  beheve  to  be  enjoined  by 
the  Gospel,  ought  to  be  maintained  by  them,  regardless  of  the  criticism 
which  it  may  meet.  Thus  those  who  are  compelled  by  conscience  to  be 
immersionists,  have  the  perfect  right  to  define  their  character  in  their  name. 
Those  who  find  in  the  New  Testament,  Episcopacy  or  Presbyterianism,  have 
the  right  to  emphasize  the  polity  which  they  consider  the  Master  to  enjoin. 
But  a  Church  assumes  a  very  different  responsibility  when  she  defines  herself 


before  the  community  by  some  pureli/  fniman  feature,  which  her  fidelity  to 
Christ  in  no  way  suggests.  For,  if  that  humsm  feature  prove  a  stumbling- 
block  in  the  way  of  a  single  soul,  it  is  she,  and  not  her  Master,  that  becomes 
responsible  for  that  result.  A  faithful  Church,  like  a  wise  and  faithful  minis- 
ter, will  proclaim  the  whole  truth  of  Christ,  but  will  challenge  no  needless 
battle  even  with  the  narrowest  and  most  mistaken  prejudices  which  men 
may  entertain  on  other  subjects.  A  wise  and  faithful  Church  will  spare  no 
thoughtful  and  self-denying  effort  to  make  her  whole  life  and  aspect  a  pure 
gospel,  that  shall  set  forth  Christ,  and  shall  2'i^t  nothing  in  men''s  way  to 
Christ. 

Of-  the  earnest  wish  of  our  Church  to  do  all  this,  no  one  of  her  mem- 
bei's  can  entertain  a  doubt.  Yet  it  is  proper  to  inquire  whether  she  has 
not  underestimated  the  embarrassment  which  she  has  suffered  her  name  to 
lay  upon  her.  For  let  us  suppose  for  a  moment  that  there  were  at  this  time 
but  one  Protestant  Church  in  the  United  States ;  so  that  what  are  now 
Presbyterian,  Baptist,  Methodist,  and  Episcopal  congregations,  all  over  the 
land,  should  be  known  as  congregations  of  this  one  Church.  Let  us  sup- 
pose, still  further,  that  the  actual  founders  of  this  homogeneous  American 
Church,  having  come  from  some  single  country  of  Europe,  had  succeeded 
in  perpetuating,  in  the  name  of  the  Church,  the  memory  of  its  origin.  We 
may  f^xirly  ask.  What  land  of  Europe  should  it  be,  after  which  this  great 
body  of  American  Christians  would  so  long  consent  to  be  named?  Nay, 
under  what  designation — of  English,  Dutch,  Swiss,  German,  or  French — 
could  any  Church  in  America  have  grown  to  such  proportions  ?  The  strik- 
ing fact  meets  us  that,  with  the  exception  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church, 
which  is  fed  by  constant  immigration  from  all  lands,  the  Churches  of  Ame- 
rica, which  have  attained  to  national  dimensions,  include  in  their  title  no 
suggestion  of  any  foreign  origin ;  while  our  own  Church,  one  of  the  very 
first  upon  the  soil,  and  by  every  characteristic  of  doctrine  and  polity  as 
well  fitted  to  be  of  national  proportions  as  any  one  of  them,  retains  her 
foreign  name  and  cultivates  her  narrow  territory. 

Let  us  not  affect  any  surprise  at  this.  In  any  other  association  we  would 
have  looked  for  just  such  a  result.  A  school  in  politics,  or  science,  or  even 
art,  that  should  attempt  to  establish  itself  in  America  under  the  designation 
o{  British  or  Oerman,  would  restrict  its  popularity  and  growth.  Mere 
taste  or  fjishion,  indeed,  may  find  an  advantage  in  describing  their  wares 
by  foreign  names.  Movers  of  foreign  disturbances  may  need  to  designate 
themselves  according  to  their  foreign  schemes.  AVhen  a  few  traveled  men 
wish  to  maintain  and  increase  their  knowledge  of  foreign  lands,  they  ma}', 
with  propriety,  form  an  EgyiMan  club,  or  a  Chinese.  But  broad,  popular, 
American  life  in  any  department,  learned,  social,  political,  or  religious,  can 
not  aflbrd  to  wear  any  foreign  badge.  The  patriotic  heart  of  the  people 
M  ill  take  offense  at  it. 

No  one  of  us  needs  to  be  ignorant  of  the  exact  aspect  in  which  such  a 
foreign  name  must  place  a  Church  before  an  American  community.  Let  us 
suppose  that  some  members  of  our  own  communion  have  their  lot  cast  in  New. 


Orleans,  which,  we  know,  was  settled  by  the  French  ;  and  there  find  them- 
selves obliged  to  choose  among  Presbyterian  churches  of  both  branches,  Meth- 
odist churches.  Episcopal  churches,  and  some  Reformed  Protestant  French 
churches,  which  we  can  suppose  to  have  existence  there.  Accord  to  these 
last  all  the  interest  of  a  Huguenot  history  ;  let  them  conduct  their  worship 
in  the  English  language;  let  them  be  orthodox  and  spiritual;  and,  if  all  this 
can  be  fully  known  concerning  them,  we  may  believe  that  some  of  the  new- 
comers may  choose  to  pass  by  the  Presbyterian  churches  and  the  rest,  in 
order  to  become  members  of  this  French  Church.  But  will  any  one  deny, 
that  the  first  and  natural  effect  of  that  national  name  oi  French  would  be 
to  discourage  men  who  are  not  French  from  seeking  such  relations  ?  The 
verj'  name  M'^ould  naturally  be  thought  to  prove  that  the  Church  was  not 
thoroughly  Americanized.  And  it  is  hard  to  see  how  that  impression  should 
be  incorrect.  For  a  church  in  an  American  city  would  not  continue  to 
call  itself  the  French  Church  unless  its  members  found  in  their  character 
or  feelings  something  that  ought  to  maintain  the  name  ;  some  clannishness, 
some  memory  of  origin  and  past  history,  some  restricted  and  distinctive  ob- 
ject of  church  work,  which  seemed  to  them  too  precious  to  be  surrendered. 

It  is  impossible  to  doubt  that  as  much  as  this  is  suggested  in  our  own 
community  by  the  name  of  our  Church.  Not  a  few,  as  is  well  known,  arc 
even  persuaded  that  all  our  worship  is  offered  in  Dutch.  Such  suggestions, 
indeed,  do  not  absolutely  prevent  the  growth  of  our  Church,  especially  in 
the  country  and  in  smaller  towns,  where  every  one  has  full  opportunity  to 
understand  her  real  character.  But  we  know  too  well  how  small  her  in- 
crease has  been  in  those  great  and  busy  centres  where  she  ought  to  be 
strongest ;  but  where  it  is  found  so  easy  to  discover  an  orthodoxy  and  polity 
much  like  her  own,  in  other  communions  and  under  names  in  no  way  mis- 
leading or  forbidding.  In  such  a  metropolis  of  American  and  cosmopolitan 
life  as  New- York,  how  should  any  uninformed  Christian  stranger  fail  to  infer 
that  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  is  a  society  not  quite  purely 
American  ? — a  society  that  may  choose  to  be  orthodox  in  doctrine,  indeed, 
and  earnest  in  spirit,  and  republican  in  government,  and  yet  in  some  ap- 
preciable SQnsG  Dutch  ;  and  that  sense  so  important  that,  for  the  sake  of  the 
distinctive  motive  which  it  indicates,  the  distinctive  name  can  not  be  sur- 
rendered. The  inference  is  necessary  and  just,  and  it  must  amount  to  n 
definite  and  mat-erial  restriction  upon  the  increase  and  the  influence  of  our 
Church.  For  just  as  much  motive  as  ice  can  have /or  clinging  to  the  name, 
just  so  much  motive  all  those  ivho  are  without  Dutch  fvedjilections  have  for 
declining  it. 

But  we  might  concede  all  this,  and  still  defend  the  perpetuation  of  our 
present  name  upon  the  ground  that  it  is,  after  all,  adapted  to  conciliate 
more  persons  than  it  can  repel.  There  might  be  in  America  so  many  men 
of  HoUandish  descent,  that  it  would  be  well  worth  while  to  maintain  in 
the  name  of  our  Church  such  an  appeal  to  their  blood  as  would  promise 
to  draw  them  into  her  communion.  But  the  truth  is,  that  Americans  of  Hol- 
landish  descent,  unless  they  are  within  our  Church  already,  would  never 


think  of  being  drawn  to  it  by  the  name.  There  are  Ilollandish  names 
enough  in  other  communions  around  us.  To  whicli  family  of  them  all  would 
a  wise  man  be  encouraged  to  go  and  to  say,  "  You  are  of  Dutch  descent ;  you 
ought  to  be  in  the  Dutch  Church"  ?  It  would  be  hard  to  prove  that  the 
mere  name  "Dutch"  has  any  special  charms  for  any  Hollander  or  descend- 
ant of  a  Hollander  in  America.  There  arc  many  who  will  defend  it  if  it  be 
attacked,  since  the  attack  will  be  thought  to  be  made  upon  themselves. 
But  there  are  few  who,  having  in  any  way  lost  the  privilege  of  bearing  it, 
will  subject  themselves  to  trouble  for  the  sake  of  repairing  the  loss.  It 
would  be  interesting  to  know  of  a  single  case  in  which  a  man  educated  in 
the  love  of  another  Church,  or  of  no  Church,  M^as  decided  to  come  into  our 
Church  by  the  consideration,  that  his  blood  was  Dutch  and  our  Church  was 
Dutch. 

It  becomes  important,  then,  for  us  to  measure  accurately  the  only  favoi'- 
able  influence  which  the  present  name  of  our  Church  can  exert.  It  is  in  no 
case  an  influence  to  attract  men,  but  at  most  to  hold  men  whose  associa- 
tions with  our  Church  are  already  complete.  That  this  influence  is  con- 
siderable, we  are  all  glad  to  know.  Not  a  few  of  the  children  of  our  Church 
give  striking  proof  of  their  loyalty  to  their  mother.  In  some  of  our  older 
communities,  generation  after  generation  have  worshipped  with  undimi- 
nished interest  in  the  places  and  with  the  forms  which  have  been  sanctified 
by  the  piety  of  their  fathers.  And  in  new  Western  communities  it  is  often, 
though  not  always,  found  that  those  who  have  been  trained  in  our  congre- 
gations prefer  to  unite  with  churches  of  their  own  order.  But  in  every 
such  case  it  is  the  Church  that  they  love  for  its  own  sake.  The  name  is 
dear  ©nly  for  the  Church's  sake.  But  having  said  this,  we  need  to  observe 
still  further,  that  when  a  nucleus  of  a  Dutch  Church  is  formed  by  means  of 
this  attachment  to  the  name,  the  attracting  power  of  the  name  is  all  ex- 
hausted, and  a  very  difierent  power  is  developed  in  its  place.  For  we  find 
in  every  Western  city  where  we  make  the  experiment,  that  the  very  in- 
closure  in  which  it  is  not  difficult  to  invite  the  first  few  Dutchmen^  becomes 
a  fence  for  excluding  others.  The  favorite  idea  that  the  name  of  our  Church 
is  of  value  in  helping  it  to  take  root  in  new  communities,  has  proved  in 
practice — not  false,  but — worse  than  false.  That  name  has  helped  it  just  to 
tahe  root  and  no  more;  and  has  given  us  many  a  sickly  plant  which  has 
had  no  depth  of  earth,  and  which  nothing  but  very  expensive  watering  has 
kept  from  withering  away.  There  is  not  a  farmer  in  our  communion  who, 
after  such  an  experience  of  planting  a  given  seed  on  a  given  soil,  as  we  have 
had  in  attempting  to  plant  the  name"  Dutch"  in  missionary  fields,  would 
think  that  experiment  the  best  one  to  persist  in,  Upon  this  point,  which 
is  of  decisive  importance  in  the  discussion  of  this  question,  your  Committee 
refer  with  confidence  to  the  earnest,  concurrent,  and  well-nigh  unanimous 
testimony  of  all  those  persons  who,  as  officers  of  our  Boards  or  as  Western 
missionaries,  have  had  opportunity  to  form  an  intelligent  opinion. 

But  let  us  suppose,  now,  that  our  land  did  abound  in  Hollanders  and  the 
descendants  of  Hollanders,  who  were  all  so  attached  to  the  name  "Dutch" 


that  a  Dutch  Church  could  be  planted  in  any  community  and  become  strong 
at  once.  It  would  still  be  a  grave  question,  whether  such  a  method  of 
seo-regating  the  men  of  one  blood  was  not  a  war  with  the  manifest  purpose 
of  Providence  in  constituting  our  nation,  and  whether  the  most  eflflcient 
Church,  like  the  most  energetic  and  thrifty  State,  does  not  need  an  infusion 
of  all  bloods.  Is  it  not  already  a  proverb  in  those  of  our  churches  which 
have  received  the  largest  increase  from  without,  that  New-Englanders  and 
Scotchmen  and  Englishmen  make  excellent  Dutchmen  ?  AVhere  the  mean- 
ing can  only  be  this,  that  our  Church,  with  her  admirable  polity  and  fixith, 
is  in  no  way  better  adapted  to  descendants  of  Hollanders  than  to  descend- 
ants of  Puritans  or  of  Covenanters,  but  is  a  real  gainer  by- the  accession  of 
good  men  who  were  not  nursed  in  her  lap.  To  sustain  in  this  country, 
therefore,  a  distinctive  Dutch  Church  for  Dutch  people  is  a  project  neither 
possible  nor  desirable. 

But  the  most  decisive  argument  which  the  nature  of  this  subject  admits, 
is  furnished  in  the  views  and  wishes  of  that  most  estimable  Western  com- 
munity of  Hollanders,  w^hoform  so  interesting  and  promising  an  element  in 
our  Church.  It  might  be  thought  that  men  who  have  been  almost  exiles 
from  Holland  for  the  sake  of  their  orthodoxy,  when  they  should  find  in 
their  adopted  country  an  orthodox  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  would  cherish 
the  very  name  as  a  kind  of  sanctuary.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  these  men 
insist  that  they  have  come  to  America  to  be  Americans,  and  that,  while 
they  do  not  wish  their  children  to  forget  their  fatherland,  they  are  not 
willing  to  fasten  upon  them  any  such  reminder  of  their  origin  as  shall  pub- 
licly distinguish  them  from  other  Americans.  Will  any  man  deny  that 
this  is  a  wise  and  far-seeing  policy  ?  According  to  that  policy,  they  count 
it  an  undesirable  thing  to  have  their  Church  called  the  Dutch  Church.  It 
would  be  a  singular  fact  if,  while  these  men  so  recently  from  Holland,  show 
themselves  anxious  to  drop  the  designation  which  describes  their  European 
origin,  and  to  be  simply  Americans,  the  descendants  of  the  Holland  colo- 
nists of  the  seventeenth  century  should  refuse  to  surrender  a  name  which 
two  hundred  and  fifty  years  of  most  momentous  changes  have  deprived  of 
all  exact  significance.  But  the  apparent  inconsistency  would  be  easily  solved. 
The  real  Hollanders  have  not  been  accustomed  to  the  name  "  Dutch  "  in  the 
title  of  their  Church,  We  Americans  have.  The  Hollanders  have  not 
been  educated  to  defend  that  name  against  flings  and  assumption.  We 
Americans  have  ;  until  it  seems  to  be  a  matter  of  honor  and  loyalty  to  stand 
by  the  much  abused  word.  The  Hollanders  remember  no  American  line 
age  reaching  back  through  six  or  eiglxt  generations  of  an  honorable  Dutch 
ancestry.  But  many  of  our  American  families  do.  And  thus  we  out-Hol- 
land the  Hollanders  ;  and,  by  a  singular  anomaly,  choose  to  be  Dutch  for 
reasons  so  purely  local  and  American  that  no  Hollander  can  feel  them  ! 

Nay,  that  is  only  a  part  of  the  truth.  No  Hollander  chooses  to  be  Dutch 
at  all.  He  is  familiar  enough  with  the  word,  indeed;  for  it  belongs  to  his 
language  as  well  as  to  ours.  But  it  means  with  him  what,  for  the  most 
part,  it  now  means  in  popular  usage  in  America.     It  means  German.     A 


Hollander,  left  to  himself,  would  be  almost  as  slow-  to  call  himself  Driteh  as 
to  call  himself  Russian.  His  Church  he  calls  "  Nederlandsclie."  Particu- 
lar congregations^  discriminated  by  their  language,  he  may  call  "Neder- 
duitsche."  But  the  English  call  the  nation,  the  Church,  and  the  language 
nothing  but  Dutch;  and  a  Dutch  Church,  wherever  you  find  it,  in  Lon- 
don, in  Holland,  in  South-Africa,  or  in  America,  is  a  church  that  has  en- 
joyed the  honor  of  an  English  christening.  .  A  notice  of  the  manner  in 
which  our  Church  came  to  receive  this  epithet  will  have  some  bearing 
upon  the  present  question. 

The  Reformed  Church  of  the  Netherlands  may  be  said  to  date  from  the 
adoption  of  the  Belgic  Confession  in  1562.  To  this  Church  belongs  that 
soul-stirring  history  of  steadfastness  and  triumph,  the  honor  of  which  we 
are  glad,  in  some  degree  to  inherit.  The  Hollanders  who  brought  their 
(church  to  this  country  were  members  of  this  Reformed  Cliurch  of  the 
Netherlands,  and  they  naturally  retained  their  relations  to  the  mother 
Church  so  long  as  they  were  related  to  the  mother  country.  The  name  of 
that  Church  was  "Reformed  Church,''  or,  in  the  fuller  form  just  quoted,  "Re- 
formed Church  of  the  Netherlands."  Thus,  when  William  of  Orange  became 
Stadtholder  in  1581,  eight  years  after  the  Reformed  religion  had  been  for- 
mally established,  he  proclaimed  his  purpose  to  maintain  and  promote  '  the 
Reformed  religion.'  The  charters  given  to  the  colonists  bound  them  to 
support  'the  Reformed  religion' and  '  the  Reformed  Church.'  When  De 
Vries,  in  1642,  urged  upon  Governor  Kieft  the  building  of  a  new  church 
in  the  colony,  it  was  by  the  consideration  that  there  were  "  friends  enough 
of  the  Reformed  religion  to  accomplish  the  work ;"  and  Jan  Jansen  Dam, 
one  of  the  building  committee  of  two  by  whom  tliat  new  church  in  the  fort 
was  erected,  comes  down  to  us  described  as  "a  devout  professor  of  the 
Reformed  religion,  who  lived  close  by  the  fort."  About  that  time  the 
Lutherans  asked  permission  to  establish  a  church.  The  Directors  in  Hol- 
land, who  were  consulted  on  the  subject,  resolved  to  encourage  "  no  doc- 
trine but  the  Reformed  religion."  Men  of  other  nations  came  into  the 
colony  upon  these  terms.  Waldenses  and  Huguenots,  on  Staten  Island, 
were  preached  to  by  Drisius  in  French ;  and  a  congregation  of  English 
Calvinists,  at  Hemstead  on  Long  Island,  listened  to  Richard  Denton,  an 
English  Presbyterian  minister',  upon  the  footing  of  "  conforming  in  all 
things  to  the  established  Church;"  the  one  inclusive  name  and  idea  of  the 
Reformed  religion  and  the  Reformed  Church  describing  and  embracing  them 
all.  At  length,  in  1661,  some  Congregational.ists  from  New-Haven,  having 
come  into  the  colony,  petitioned  for  the  privilege  of  holding  "  a  synod  for 
the  establishment  of  truth  and  peace"  in  what  they  called  "these  English 
churches,"  meaning,  of  course,  their  own.  Their  petition  was  granted,  but 
still  there  was  no  hint  of  the  correlate  term  of  Dutch  in  the  description  of 
the  Church  of  the  colonists.  The  new-comers,  who  were  but  few,  described 
their  Church  by  the  nation  from  which  they  had  brought  it ;  the  established 
Church  of  the  colony  continued  to  be  known  by  its  recognized  and  ade- 
quate name  of  "  Reformed." 
.  But  the  articles  of  capitulation  to  the  English,  made  three  years  later. 
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introduced  a  new  phraf5eology.  These,  written  in  English,  stipulate,  for 
example,  that  certain  foreseen  disputes  in  civil  matters  shall  be  determined 
"according  to  the  manner  of  the  DutcJi ;'''  and  in  reference  to  religion, 
they  ordain  that  "  the  Dutch  here  shall  enjoy  the  liberty  of  their  consciences 
in  divine  worship  and  church  discipline."  Thirty  years  after  tiiis,  King 
William  III.  gave  to  the  Netherland  Reformed  congregation  in  New-York 
a  charter  under  the  English  title  of  '■'•  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Churcli.'''' 
Then  a  hundred  j'ears  elapsed,  during  which  the  Ilollandish  language  con- 
tinued to  be  employed  in  all  ecclesiastical  assemblies  ;  until  at  length,  in 
1788,  it  is  proposed,  "  since  the  English  language  is  making  progress,"  to 
print  an  English  "Form  of  Government."  This  Form  of  Government  was 
adopted  by  the  Synod  in  1792  ;  and  the  vote  which  adopted  it  was  taken 
and  recorded  in  the  Hollandish  language.  It  is  to  be  noticed,  then,  that 
the  Ilollandish  minutes  of  that  same  year  still  speak  repeatedly  of  "  the 
Reformed  Church."  But,  of  course,  the  English  constitution  adopted  the 
designation  which  had  gained  currency  by  the  English  usage  of  a  whole 
century,  and  spoke  of  our  Church  as  "the  Reformed  Dutch  Church." 
The  next  year  the  completed  book  was  laid  before  the  Synod ;  and  it  is 
to  be  noticed,  again,  that  that  body  thereupon  recorded  its  thanksgivings 
to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  had  "hitherto  preserved  and  blessed  the 
Reformed  Churchy  and  enabled  its  members  to  present  their  Constitution 
in  a  manner  which  the}'  regard  acceptable  to  him."  The  next  year  the 
minutes  were,  for  the  first  time,  kept  in  English ;  and  henceforward  we 
have  the  "  Acts  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church^ 
The  Hollanders  needed  to  turn  English  before  they  could  call  themselves 
Dutch.  It  was  a  long  and  gradual  process,  the  children  and  children's 
children  of  those  who  capitulated  in  1664  learning  the  current  secular 
usage  of  the  new  community  that  was  so  rapi^^ly  outnumbering  them,  until 
at  last,  after  all  the  English-speaking  Churches  of  the  land  had  fully  iden- 
tified themselves  with  the  new  nation  that  had  emerged  from  the  war,  the 
descendants  of  the  Hollanders,  with  tongues  now  thoroughly  English,  fas- 
tened on  themselves  their  utterly  vin-Hollandish  name  of  "Dutch,"  and 
taught  their  Hollandish  hearts  to  love  the  British  circuity  as  though  it  were 
the  direct  legucy  of  their  fathers. 

The  exact  truth  is,  that  the  name  "Dutch,"  as  applied  to  our  Church,  is 
the  product  of  a  political  change  by  which  the  Hollanders  ceased  to  be 
masters  of  the  soil,  and  came  to  be  a  subordinate  party  in  their  own  colony. 
Had- the  expectations  with  which  they  took  possession  of  this  territory  been 
realized,  and  had  their  national  authority  and  influence  predominated,  you 
should  have  heard  now  of  'the  Reformed  Church  of  New-Netherland ;' 
or,  if  that  territorial  name  had  been  dropped  or  merged,  of  'the  Reformed 
Gliurch  in  America,'  but  of  no  'Reformed  Dutch  Church  in  America.' 
That  title  dates  itself  from  the  beginning  of  English  rule  and  English  influ- 
ence— a  fact  in  no  way  disgraceful,  indeed,  either  to  us  or  to  our  fiithers, 
and  yet  not  of  that  sort  that  may  most  fairly  demand  a  monumental  per- 
petuation in  the  name  of  our  Church.  Least  of  all  should  it  be  claimed 
that  loyalty  to  the  memory  of  the  Christian  heroes  of  the  Netherlands 
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binds  us  to  w^ar  this  modern  and  cisatlantic  reminder  of  the  misfortune 
of  their  sons — a  title  which,  if  they  Inid  been  asked  to  take  it,  they  would 
have  spurned  as  uncouth  even  to  absurdity. 

"\V'e  can  now  understand  more  fully  why  the  Hollanders  who  come  to 
our  country  have  no  affection  for  our  name.  It  is  our  name,  but  not  at  all 
their  name.  And  when  they  consent  to  take  it,  they  gratify  no  memories, 
they  nourish  no  affectionate  associations.  They  only  mark  themselves 
with  a  hieroglyphic  which,  until  they  interpret  it,  seems  to  them  to  say 
they  are  Germans  ;  which  to  many  men  around  them,  they  arc  sure,  will 
always  seem  to  say  so ;  and  the  greatest  advantage  of  which  is,  that  it 
teaches  the  initiated  to  understand  that  those  who  bear  it  belong  to  that 
people  whom  the  English  call  Dutch.  It  is  too  thin  a  soil  to  grow  enthu- 
siasm. They  wish  to  be  Americans.  They  might  consent  to  be  known  as 
Hollanders.     But  they  have  no  motive  to  be  known  as  Dutch. 

It  is  worth  our  while  to  remember  that  the  immigration  of  orthodox 
Hollanders  is  steadily  going  on,  and,  without  doubt,  is  to  be  greatly  in- 
creased. Our  common  ecclesiastical  origin  and  character,  the  relations 
which  already  subsist  between  so  many  of  their  countrymen  and  ourselves, 
would  naturally  point  to  our  Church  as  their  ecclesiastical  home.  It  be- 
comes, therefore,  a  very  grave  question  for  us  to  consider,  whether  we 
shall  make  their  natural  home  too  straight  for  them ;  and  admit  them 
among  us  only  upon  terms  which  will  content  them  neither  as  Hollanders 
nor  as  Americans.  It  is  true  that  this  immigration,  if  we  can  continue  to 
absorb  it,  may  ultimately  gain  strength  enough  to  break  the  trammels  of 
this  extrinsic  title.  But  would  it  not  accord  both  with  our  wisdom 
and  our  generosity  to  sacrifice  the  name  which  we  have  learned  to  love, 
rather  than  constrain  these  reluctant  strangers  to  wear  it  even  for  a  time? 
Would  it  not  be  just  both  to  ourselves  and  to  them  to  recognize  the  indis- 
putable fact  that  it  is  not  the  great  scope  of  our  common  most  honorable 
history  that  has  designated  our  American  branch  of  the  Church  as  Dutch, 
but  an  emergency  in  its  separate  American  history  ?  And  now  that  the 
epithet  is  misleading  and  mischievous,  would  we  not  be  asserting  the  his- 
toric right  of  all  the  children  of  our  common  mother,  and  gratifying  their 
best  affection  for  the  Church  and  for  her  Master,  if  we  should  throw  off 
this  supposititious  name  which  we  haA^e  too  complacently  consented  to 
carry,  and  stand  forth  just  what  we  were  in  that  illustrious  struggle  against 
Spanish  tyranny;  just  what  we  were  when  we  set  foot  upon  these  shores — 
the  Reformed  Church — not  now,  indeed,  in  the  Netherlands,  whether. Old 
or  New,  but  in  America  ? 

Such  a  name  will  possess  some  signal  advantages  : 

1.  It  will  be  entirely  unobjectionable.  If  any  man  can  be  so  ignorant  of 
church  history  as  not  to  understand  it,  it  is  at  least  impossible  to  misun- 
derstand it.  If  any,  so  long  as  they  do  not  know  its  import,  do  not  find 
themselves  drawn  by  it,  they  at  least  can  find  in  it  no  suggestion  of  a  for- 
eign language,  nationality,  or  clannishness,  by  which  they  may  be  repelled. 
But, 
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2.  The  name  is  understood  in  all  ecclesiastical  circles  and  among  all  read- 
ing men,  and  it  is  a  name  which  full)'  describes  our  Church.  There  is  not 
a  village  in  the  United  States  in  which,  if  a  church-going  man  should  ask, 
"What  is  the  Reformed  Church?"  he  can  not  get  from  some  person  an  an- 
swer definite  enough  to  inform  him  whether  the  usages,  government,  and 
doctrines  of  a  Church  so  named  will  probably  meet  his  views.  Such  an  an- 
swer, indeed,  will  not  be  suggested  by  the  mere  etymology  of  the  word. 
But  no  Church  of  our  country  or  of  any  other,  has  a  name  which,  by  its  in- 
trinsic meaning,  can  give  more  than  a  hint  of  the  Church's  character.  The 
name  'Baptist'  makes  no  allusion  to  creed,  or  church-government,  or 
order  of  worship.  The  name  'Presbyterian'  makes  no  allusion  to  creed, 
or  order  of  worship,  but  only  to  form  of  government.  The  name  '  Pro- 
testant Episcopal '  only  defines  a  Church  governed  by  bi.shops  and  protest- 
ing against  popery.  It  is  the  history  of  these  several  Churches  that  has 
interpreted  their  names  into  significance.  And  if  our  Church  were  required 
now  to  invent  a  name  that  should  be  as  significant  of  her  character  as  the 
well-known  names  of  other  Churches  have  come  to  be  of  theirs,  no  human 
ingenuity  could  meet  the  hard  conditions.  The  proposed  name  would  have 
to  include  a  reference  to  our  Presbyterian  government,  and  particularly  to 
the  rotation  in  the  eldership ;  to  our  Calvinistic  faith ;  to  our  spiritual 
worship,  neither  bare  on  the  one  hand  nor  loaded  on  the  other.  Some  al- 
lusion ought  also  to  be  made  to  our  catholic  spirit  and  our  characteristic 
zeal  in  missionary  work.  Nor  would  the  new  title  be  fully  descriptive  till 
it  should  at  least  hint  at  our  origin  and  history.  But  such  a  title  would  be 
a  paragraph,  or  rather  a  treatise.  The  suggestiveness  of  a  name,  whether 
of  a  Church  or  a  man,  must  be  by  association,  and  not  by  etymology  and 
exact  definitions. 

Xow,  if  there  be  some  church  name  already  copiously  illustrated  by  a 
marked  and  honorable  history,  and  that  history  in  a  large  degree  our  own ; 
if  this  name  accordingly  be  directly  suggestive  of  the  best  features  of  our 
character ;  if  it  be  a  name  which  we  have  always  borne,  and  which  has 
only  been  overshadowed  by  a  recent  and  adventitious  title;  if  this  legiti- 
mate name  be  in  every  way  unobjectionable  in  the  community,  while  the 
name  which  has  well-nigh  superseded  it,  is  proved  to  be  a  false  witness 
against  us ;  what  clearer  indication  could  an  earnest  Church  have  of  her  duty 
to  cast  off  the  newer  and  accidental  name  M'hich  confines  her,  and  to  rise 
to  the  historical  and  intelligible  title  which  would  leave  her  free  ? 

3.  But  there  is  an  additional  and  chief  advantage  of  the  proposed  name. 
It  is  short.  A  name  is  for  use,  and  it  ought  to  be  both  suggestive  and 
compact.  Single  epithets  like  Presbyterian,  Baptist,  are  better  names  than 
double  ones  like  Methodist  Episcopal,  Protestant  Episcopal.  Triple  epithets 
like  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  are  worse  still.  The  people  will  not  use 
them ;  but  will  make  a  name  short  even  if  charters  make  it  long.  People 
speak  of  the  Methodist  Church,  the  Episcopal  Church,  the  Dutch  Church. 
And  it  is  for  this  reason  chiefly  that  your  Committee  propose,  as  our  future 
name,  the  single  and  simple  epithet  "Reformed."     If  the  word  Protestant 
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were  added  to  this,  it  would  in  no  way  help  to  define  our  character.  Our 
Protestantism  in  no  way  distinguishes  us  from  an}'  other  evangelical  Church  ; 
and  Piotestantisin  is  that  characteristic  which  is  so  well  understood  to  be- 
long to  us  all,  that  the  most  formal  and  constant  assertion  of  it  could  not 
make  it  better  understood.  But,  in  fact,  that  part  of  our  name  has  hitherto 
been  almost  a  dead  letter,  seen  only  in  acts  of  incorporation  and  in  formal 
ecclesiastical  papers.  If,  now,  our  Church  will  prepare  herself  for  a  new 
and  national  work,  let  her  lay  aside  every  weiglit,  and  stand  forth  close- 
girt  for  the  race — "  the  Reformed  Church  in  America." 

It  may  seem,  however,  a  sort  of  assumption  for  a  branch  of  the  Reformed 
Church  to  attempt  to  appropriate  so  large  a  name.  But,  if  this  considera- 
tion is  to  decide  upon  the  propriety  with  which  other  American  Churches 
have  named  tliemselves,  some  of  them  must  be  counted  as  grave  offenders. 
When  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  took  that  name,  it  was 
no  more  Presbyterian  than  our  own.  The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  is 
no  more  Protestant  or  Episcopal  than  the  Methodist  Episcopal.  And  at  this 
moment  the  German  Reformed  Church  is  gravely  mooting  the  very  change 
which  is  proposed  by  ourselves,  and  that  apparently  without  a  suspicion 
that  such  a  change  would  trench  upon  our  rights.  The  truth  is,  that  a 
good  name  among  Churches,  as  among  societies  and  in  trade,  is  like  a  new 
territory.  He  who  takes  possession,  has  a  right  to  it.  It  is  true  that  the 
description  "Reformed  Church"  is  general,  and  applies  equally  to  every 
branch  of  that  Church;  but  the  formal  title,  "-Reformed  Church  in  America" 
is  particular,  and  belongs  to  the  Church  which  appropriates  it.  Yet,  if  there 
are  to  be  rival  claimants  of  this  title,  and  the  question  of  abstract  right  shall 
need  to  be  considered,  that  right,  beyond  dispute,  belongs  to  us.  We,  who 
were  the  first  Church  of  that  name  in  America,  and  one  of  the  first  of  all 
Churches  on  the  soil ;  we,  who,  according  to  the  usages  then  recognized, 
were  for  many  years  the  established  Reformed  Church  into  which  the  Re- 
formed who  came  from  other  lands  were  glad  to  be  merged  •,  we,  at  least, 
may  preserve  our  simple  historic  title  without  invading  the  prerogative 
of  any  other  body. 

This  title,  be  it  observed,  we  have  never  dropped.  An  epithet  has  been 
added  to  it.  But  even  that  addition  has  not  been  always  made.  Notice 
has  already  been  taken  of  the  discrepancy  between  the  HoUandish  minutes 
of  1793  and  1793,  and  the  English  Constitution  of  our  Church,  which  was 
adopted  and  commended  in  tliose  years.  The  Constitution  accepted  the 
English  secular  usage,  which  by  that  time  had  become  established,  and 
called  our  Church  the  Reformed  DutcA  Church.  The  Ilollandish  Synod 
and  its  HoUandish  minutes  kept  to  the  old  ecclesiastical  ways,  and  again 
and  again  called  it  "  the  Reformed  Church."  Nearly  twenty  years  after 
this  Constitution  had  been  adopted,  and  more  than  fifteen  years  after  the 
minutes  of  the  Synod  began  to  be  kept  in  English,  we  find  the  same  sim- 
ple title  employed  in  the  most  formal  synodical  paper.s,  to  describe  the  par- 
ticular denomination  over  which  the  Synod  presided.  Quotations  would 
add  emphasis  to  this  statement,  but  we  can  not  detain  the  Synod  by 


making  them.  The  documents  referred  to  may  be  found  in  the  printed 
minutes  of  1807  and  1809.  These  minutes  will  prove  that,  in  the  vocabu- 
lary of  our  denomination,  the  phrases  "  Keformed  Church  in  America"  and 
"Reformed  Dutch  Church"  were  synonyms  less  than  sixty  years  ago. 
Nor  has  the  affectionate  use  of  this  name  "  Reformed"  ever  quite  ceased 
among  us.  A  study  of  our  old  ecclesiastical  records  will  show  that, 
when  our  ministers  still  venture,  at  the  risk  of  a  little  criticism,  to  speak  of 
"our  Reformed  Zion,"  they  are,  in  fact,  only  handing  down  from  by-gone 
generations  a  form  of  speech  which  grew  out  of  the  conventional  and  suf- 
ficient designation  of  our  Church.  It  is  believed  that  the  most  careful 
scrutiny  of  our  minutes  will  reveal  no  instance  in  which  the  venerable 
periphrasis  has  been  extended  by  the  modern  epithet  which  it  is  now  pro- 
posed to  drop. 

But  the  most  significant  fact  of  all,  if  it  could  be  established,  would  be 
that  the  English  Constitution  of  171)2,  itself  preserved  the  name  "Re- 
formed Church  in  America,"  as  the  exact  equivalent  of  the  name  "  Re- 
formed Dutch  Church."  A  reference  to  that  instrument  will  show  that, 
according  to  the  usage  of  those  daj'S,  the  expression  "  Reformed  Church" 
occurs  in  it  not  unfrequently.  In  Explan.  Art.  56,  the  term  designates  the 
mother  Church  in  Holland.  In  Arts.  60  and  67,  it  is  applied  to  the  Re- 
formed Church  of  Holland  and  America,  the  two  being  regarded  as  one  and 
the  same.  What  sense  the  expression  was  intended  to  bear  in  Art.  50, 
will  best  appear  by  the  quotation  of  the  article: 

"  The  Particular  Synods  shall  continue  to  exchange  every  year  a  copy  of 
their  Acts  with  the  Sj^nod  of  North-Holland,  and  express  in  their  letters 
the  desire  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  to  preserve  a  connection, 
and  cultivate  a  con-espondence,  which  they  highly  esteem,  and  have  found 
to  be  beneficial." 

This  was  a  part  of  our  Constitution  until  the  revision  of  1882. 
That  is,  the  prescriptive  right  of  our  Church  to  call  herself  "  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America"  continued  to  be  distinctly  asserted  in  her  most 
formal  and  authoritative  document  down  to  a  period  far  within  the  memory 
of  a  large  part  of  this'  Synod.  Had  the  correspondence  for  which  that 
article  of  our  Constitution  provided,  proved  as  easy  and  desirable  as  had 
been  anticipated,  the  article  and  the  name  which  it  embodied  would,  no 
doubt,  have  stood  in  our  Constitution  still. 

The  Committee  venture  to  detain  the  Sj^nod  while  they  point  out  an- 
other example  of  a  usage  which  was  formerly  so  common.  In  the  year 
1806,  the  General  Synod  passed  a  law  concerning  ministers  who  might 
come  into  our  Church  from  foreign  countries.  By  this  law,  every  such 
minister  was  required  to  bring  proof  that  he  was  "an  advocate  of  the  doc- 
trines of  grace  professed  hj  the  Reformed  Church."  The  reference,  as- it 
would  be  easy  to  show,  is  to  those  doctrines  of  grace  which  were  defined 
by  what  was  known  as  "  the  National  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church,  held 
in  Dordrecht,  in  the  years  1618  and  1619."  There  was  no  other  Reformed 
Church  known  to  the  Synod  by  that  name.     For  some  of  the  separate 
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Reformed  bodies  of  Europe  were  national  establishments ;  and  the  aggre- 
gate of  them  all  was  known  as  "the  Reformed  Churches."  Moreover,  the 
doctrines  of  the  National  Reformed  Church  were  something  definite  and 
well  known  ;  and  the  foreign  minister  was  I'equired,  not  necessarily  to  be 
a  subscriber  to  them,  but  ''  an  advocate  "  of  them.  Witness  the  coordinate 
legislation  of  1815,  which  forbids  our  Churches  to  employ  ministers  from 
churches  which  are  "known  to  hold  or  tolerate  sentiments  inconsistent 
with  the  standards  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church."  Now,  in  the  year 
1832,  our  Constitution  was  revised  and  formally  adopted  by  the  vote  of 
the  Classes.  We  find,  then,  bodily  transferred  into  this  revised  Constitu- 
tion, this  action  of  the  Synod  of  180G.  Sec  Art.  I.  Chap.  I.  Sec.  22.  So 
that  our  Constitution  of  to-day  itself  perpetuates  the  usage  which  was 
perfectly  familiar  and  common  fifty  years  ago,  and  by  which  our  Church, 
mother  and  daughter,  was  known  as  "the  Reformed  Church." 

The  Synod  will  see,  therefore,  that,  in  proposing  for  our  Church  the 
simple  title  of  "The  Reformed  Church  in  America,"  the  Committee  is 
as  {av  as  possible  from  proposing  any  novelty.  Nor  do  they  attempt  to  go 
back  to  an  obscure  antiquity,  and  to  restore  a  name  quite  disused  and  for- 
gotten. They  confidently  appeal  to  the  memory  of  the  older  members  of 
this  Synod  in  proof  of  the  former  prevalence  of  a  usage  which  is  not  yet 
obsolete.  Indeed,  the  last  seventy-five  years  include  all  the  legislation 
and  all  the  ecclesiastical  usage  that  can  appear  to  confuse  our  claim  to  our 
simple  historic  title.  We  have  never  forgotten  it ;  for  we  have  never  laid  it 
aside.  We  have  only  suffered  local  circumstances  to  load  it  with  an  epi- 
thet; and  even  that  not  uniforml}^.  Our  own  Constitutions  have  kept  alive, 
for  us  the  ancient  name  as  well  as  the  modern.  Happily  no  other  Church 
has  yet  appropriated  our  neglected  birthright.  We  can  yet  repair  our 
mistake,  if  we  only  traverse  the  path  which  we  have  kept  open  behind  us ; 
and,  like  Abram  on  his  return  out  of  Egypt,  "  go  on  unto  the  place  where 
our  tent  was  at  the  beginning ;  unto  the  place  of  the  altar  which  we  made 
there  at  the  first."  Those  stones  are  not  yet  fallen  down.  It  was  the 
National  Reformed  Church  that  set  them  up  on  her  own  territory,  and 
"  The  Reformed  Church  in  America  "  is  entitled  to  worship  beside  thcin. 

But  now  a  vei-y  different  question  arises.  May  not  the  merging  of  the 
epithet  Duteli  prove  the  first  step  on  our  part  toward  that  union  of  all 
American  bodies  of  our  faith  and  order,  of  which  we  are  now  hearing  so 
much  ?  Could  not  the  Dutch  Church  withstand  that  tendency  to  absorp- 
tion, better  than  a  Church  with  a  newly  resuscitated  and  less  distinctive 
name  ?  The  very  question,  be  it  observed,  presupposes  in  a  great  degree 
the  truth  of  what  has  been  advanced  concerning  the  restrictions  which  are 
laid  upon  our  growth  by  our  present  title.  For  it  can  not  be  aflSrmed  that 
our  name  Dutch  is  a  chief  defense  against  our  absorption  by  other  bodies, 
without  admitting  that  that  name  is  an  equal  hinderance  to  our  increase 
from  without.  The  same  thing  can  not,  in  the  same  office,  be  operative  and 
inoperative  both  at  once.  The  wall  is  as' high  on  the  outside  as  on  the 
inside.     The  name  which  keeps  us  from  being  absorbed,  must  also  keep  us 
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from  absorbing.  But,  in  trutb,  those  who  argue  concerning  a  Church  in  an 
enlightened  and  free  community,  that  it  needs  to  taboo  itself  by  an  unpo- 
pular name  to  keep  itself  from  coalescing  in  another  Church,  have  already 
asserted  in  the  most  emphatic  way  that,  in  their  opinion,  the  distinctive 
work  of  that  Church  is  done.  Whenever  it  shall  be  shown  that  the  name 
of  oar  Church  constitutes  the  chief  difference  between  it  and  any  other 
reputable  ecclesiastical  bodies  of  America,  then,  for  the  sake  of  Chiist  and 
of  Christian  fellowship,  let  the  Churches  come  together.  But  that  time  has 
not  yet  come ;  and  no  man  is  far-sighted  enough  distinctly  to  foresee  it. 
The  matters  which  at  this  moment  distinguish  us  from  all  other  Churches 
in  our  country  are  independent  of  our  mere  name.  We  have  our  own 
standards,  our  own  usages,  our  well-known,  precious,  and  sacramental 
forms,  our  colleges  and  seminary,  our  vested  interests,  our  benevolent 
boards,  and  our  distinct  and  thriving  missionary  work.  There  is  scarcely 
a  more  marked  individual  Church  in  America  to-day  than  our  own.  And 
the  name  Dutch  has  neither  made  our  character  nor  preserved  it.  The 
character  was  fixed  before  that  name  was  thought  of,  and  would  last  if  it 
should  be  dropped.  Indeed,  it  is  just  because  we  are  conscious  of  a  vigor- 
ous and  characteristic  denominational  life,  that  we  chafe  under  the  need- 
less restriction  which  is  put  upon  our  energies  and  growth.  If  we  felt 
ourselves  to  be  an  effete  Church,  people  might  call  us  what  they  would.  Dy- 
ing men  do  not  need  new  names.  But  we  expect  to  live  ;  and  hence  the 
demand  of  the  conditions  of  life.  Your  Committee  are  persuaded  that  the 
eflfort  to  eliminate  from  our  title  the  word  Dutch  is  as  loyal  and  pure  an 
attempt  as  ever  was  made  to  increase  a  Church's  ability  to  serve  her 
Master. 

Yet  it  Aiay  still  be  asked,  with  perfect  fairness.  Whether  so  material  a 
change  as  that  of  our  name,  however  innocently  it  may  be  intended,  may 
not  have  the  effect  to  suggest  and  encourage  other  changes  which  may 
touch  our  character?  There  is  a  proverb  which  counsels  us  to  "Let  well 
enough  alone."  Can  we  afford  to  disregard  it?  No,  not  if  we  have  reason 
to  distrust  ourselves.  If  tliis  mooted  change  be  prompted  by  a  conscious 
restlessness,  or  by  any  motive  so  vague  that  the  definite  change  does  not 
promise  to  satisfy  it,  we  should  by  all  means  abide  as  we  are.  But,  if  the 
end  to  be  arrived  at  be  distinct  and  important,  and  the  method  proposed  be 
definitely  and  evidently  adapted  to  secure  it,  prudent  men,  who  are  them- 
selves the  agents  of  the  changes,  would  do  themselves  dishonor  by  refusing 
to  perform  the  needful  act,  for  fear  that  they  should  next  do  a  mischievous 
one.  Our  history  has  not  proved  us  to  be  reckless  innovators.  The  cau- 
tion and  hesitation-  M-ith  which  our  Church  has  considered  the  action  now 
proposed,  although  it  has  so  long  been  urged  upon  us  by  so  many  motives, 
may  indicate  the  reception  which  would  be  accorded  to  any  attempt  to  tam- 
per with  our  standards  or  with  our  excellent  and  cherished  customs.  It  is 
evident,  moreover,  that  this  proposed  change  can  not  be  accomplished  with- 
out the  cooperation  of  that  large  class  of  our  ministers  and  members  whose 
inherited  loyalty  to  our  faith  and  usages  is  quite  beyond  suspicion.     Many

of  them  will  consent  to  part  with  the  name  which  they  love,  only  because 
they  believe  it  their  duty  to  make  the  sacridce.  Such  a  sacrifice,  thus 
thoughtfully  but  reluctantly  made,  will  only  quicken  the  jealousy  with 
which  this  loyal  bod)''  of  our  people  will  watch  and  resist  the  first  attempt 
which  any  mistaken  man  may  make  to  exact  from  them  a  dillcreut  and 
mischievous  concession.  It  is  not  the  making  of  this  change,  but  the  re- 
fusal to  make  it'  that  will  prompt  other  changes.  It  is  the  refusal  to  recog- 
nize our  real  impediment  in  a  matter  that  concerns  mere  human  affection 
for  human  associations,  that  will  set  us  upou  the  discovery  and  removal  of 
other  and  imaginary  impediments  in  things  sacred  and  substantial.  For 
one  thing  is  beyond  question.  Our  Church  has  not  the  proportions  and 
success  she  ought  to  have  had.  There  must  be  some  reason  for  it.  Not 
a  few  of  the  wise  and  devoted  friends  of  the  Clmrch  lind  that  reason  in 
a  matter  external,  immaterial,  almost  accidental;  an  exclusive  epithet  which 
is,  beyond  question,  very  dear  to  us,  but  dearfor  men's  sake,  not  for  Christ's, 
and  v.diich  therefore  can  be  taken  or  left  without  touching  our  character 
as  a  Church  of  God.  Now,  if  our  Church  shall  decide,  and  convince  herself, 
that  it  is  not  that  mere  name  that  restricts  her  growth,  that  decision  will 
not  relieve  her  from  the  duty  of  discovering  what  the  restriction  is.  Unless 
zeal  and  conscience  both  fall  into  a  dead  sleep,  the  question  will  come  back. 
Why  is  our  Church  so  small  among  the  denominations?  Is  it  that  she 
came  so  late  among  them  ?  It  can  not  be  that.  Has  her  position  been 
obscure  and  unfortunate  ?  It  can  not  be  that.  lias  she  lacked  means  or 
withheld  them?  It  can  not  be  that.  Can  her  foreign  and  exclusive  7iaine 
have  injured  her?  We  answer  that  question  in  the  negative;  and  the 
scrutiny  then  turns  of  necessity  upon  her  usages,  if  not  her  standards.  Is 
not  her  worship  too  tame  ?  Is  not  her  jjreaching  too  doctrinal  ?  Is  not 
her  Calvinistic  creed  set  on  too  high  a  key  ?  The  way  to  force  these  ques- 
tions on  the  Church,  is  to  disregard  the  question  which  has  forced  itself 
upon  her.  Our  wisdom  lies  in  removing  the  evil  which  we  see.  The  new 
disease  is  bred,  not  by  curing  the  old  one,  but  by  letting  it  run  on. 

But  such  consequences  of  the  continuance  'of  our  present  name  may 
seem  remote  and  conjectural.  Let  us  now  look  at  others  which  will  be 
certain  and  immediate.  AVe  are  to  consider,  then,  that  our  formal  scrutiny  of 
this  questionable  epithet  will  make  it  impossible  for  us  to  return  to  the  same 
relations  to  it  which  we  have  hitherto  maintained.  Down  to  this  time 
events  have  named  us  ;  and  of  late,  especially,  we  have  just  borne  the 
name.  During  the  last  half  century  at  least,  no  man  has  thought  that,  if 
it  were  a  matter  of  original  choice  with  us,  we  would  select  for  our  Cliurch 
the  name  of  "Dutch."  But  now  at  length  our  dissatisfaction  with  the 
encumbering  title  culminates  in  an  elfort  to  throw  it  off.  That  elfort,  if  it 
fail,  must  indicate  one  of  two  facts :  Either  that,  according  to  our  own  esti- 
mate of  ourselves,  the  name  is  the  right  one;  or  that,  if  it  be  the  wiong  one, 
there  is  not  wholesome  vitality  enough  in  our  Church  to  make  the  change 
and  survive  it.  We  may  say  whichever  of  these  things  we  will ;  there  is 
little  to  choose  between  them.     The  Church  which  formally  proclaims  that 
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a  foreign  epithet  suits  it  best,  and  so  by  preference  retains  it ;  or  the  Church 
that  would  be  glad  to  become  American,  but  declares  itself  afraid  to  make 
the  transition,  fixes  and  records  its  own  grade  and  destiny.  We  have  come 
to  our  Rubicon,  and  must  place  ourselves  on  one  side  or  the  other. 

The  influence  which  our  decision  ma}^  have  upon  the  community,  great 
as  it  must  be,  will  be  less  important  than  its  influence  upon  ourselves. 
The  first  element  in  all  successful  work  is  1i02)e.     An  earnest  man  and  an 
earnest  Church  will  wish  to  make  the  most  of  themselves.     It  is  often  true, 
indeed,  that  the  direct  course  to  the  largest  results  lies  through  small  begin- 
nings, as  the  one  talent  turned  into  ten  talents,  and  these  into  ten  cities. 
But  the  small  beginnings  that  are  doomed  even  to  decrease  take  the  heart 
out  of  a  man.     Does  any  one  believe  that  the  America  of  the  next  century 
and  the  next  is  to  witness  the  perpetuation  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  ? 
Ask  such  a  question  concerning  the  Presbyterian  Church,  or  the  Baptist, 
or  the  Episcopal,  and  the  members  of  each  will  give  you  their  jubilant 
chorus  of  affirmatives.     Ask  it  concei'ning  the  Butch  Church,  and  M'hat  is 
our  answer?     The  question,  be  it  observed,  does  not  concern  any  indivi- 
dual congregations  that  may  be  specially  endowed.     But  will  the  denomi- 
nation endure  under  that  name,  and  do  the  work  of  a  denomination  ?  Your 
Committee  are  aware  that  statistics  can  be  shown  of  our  recent  general 
growth.     This  is  not  strange,  for  the  population  which  is  thus  far  content 
to  call  itself  Butch  has  grown.     But  the  statistics  are  not  all  on  the  side  of 
growth.     There  are  special  statistics  of  very  significant  decay.     We  need,, 
in  this  matter,  to  take  the  largest  views.     Our  country  is  new.     If  the  his- 
tory of  this  nation  shall  correspond  with  our  most  moderate  hopes,  this  year 
of  1867  will  one  day  be  an  early  date  in  that  history;  and  the  present  aspect 
of  things  in  politics,  commerce,  and  religion  will  be  remembered  as  initia- 
tory— a  mere  preface  to  that  which  shall  have  followed.     We  are  looking 
for  great  growth ;  and  growth  is  to  be  greatest  where  the  life  is  strongest. 
Can  we  anticipate  these  developments,  and  contemplate  the  mighty  and 
beneficent  chemistry  by  which,  with  every  generation,  French  blood,  Irish 
blood,  Hollandish  blood,  all  turn  into  American  blood,  and  believe  that  the 
Reformed  Butch  Church  is  to  be  an  American  institution  ?  We  do  injustice" 
to  our  own  intelligence  when  we  dream  of  such  a  thing.     An  American 
Church,  with  a  character  so  exotic  as  to  demand  an  exotic  name,  must 
shrivel  and  finally  die  in  the  presence  of  Churches  wholly  American  that 
strike  root  and  grow  freely  in  any  American  soil.     It  is  possible  for  us  to  re- 
fuse to  consider  this  necessary  result;  but  there  is  not  power  enough  on 
earth  to  prevent  it.    If  we  love  our  foreign  name  too  well  to  part  with  it  let 
us  count  the  cost,  and  love  it  well  enough  to  die  for  it.    Such  a  result,  indeed 
is  not  near,  for  our  life  is  yet  vigorous.     But  it  is  as  easy  to  foresee  as  the 
death  of  a  young  oak  that  is  kept  in  a  flower-pot.    There  is  but  one  hope  for 
the  tree.     The  sturdy  life  in  its  impatient  roots  may  burst  the  vessel,  and 
strike  down  into  the  earth.     And  that  is  our  hope. 

We  have  alluded  to  the  idea  of  the  possible  absorption  of  our  Church 
under  a  new  and  more  popular  name.      It  is  not  by  such  means   that> 
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absorption  is  brought  about.  A  church  hopeful  and  growing  can  make 
alliances,  indeed;  or  can  decline  them.  Like  a  self-contained  and  indeiien- 
dent  State,  it  will  abide  by  itself;  or  combine  with  another  by  treaty  and 
with  dignity.  Absorption  comes  through  disintegration,  as  when  a  decay- 
ing plant  is  absorbed  by  a  living  one.  The  worst  fate  that  can  befall  us  is 
a  slow  corrosion,  that  will  leave  us  at  last  without  substance  or  memorial. 
Of  this  process  we  are  not  entirely  ignorant  now.  A  foi-mal  vote  that  we 
are  and  ought  to  be  a  Dutch  Church  would  establish  the  process  by  rule. 

The  considerations  which  have  now  been  adduced  fully  convince  your 
Committee  that  a  change  in  the  name  of  our  Church  is  both  "  proper"  and 
"  expedient."  If  these  reasons  s.hall  fail  to  convince  the  Synod  and  the 
Church,  and  it  shall  be  decided  that  our  name  is  to  remain  as  it  is,  then  a 
new  but  very  important  question  will  arise,  namely,  What  is  this  un- 
changed name  of  our  Church  to  be?  The  following  fixcts  will  show  that 
the  question  is  one  of  some  difliculty  : 

In  the  year  1702,  as  we  have  already  seen,  a  summary  vote  in  the  IIol- 
landish  language  adopted  an  English  Constitution  for  the  Church.  There 
is  no  reason  to  believe  that  the  document  was  ever  read  to  the  body  wliich 
adopted  it.  The  minutes  recite  that,; when  the  draft  was  laid  before  the 
Synod,  that  body  "was  pleased  to  appoint  a  committee  carefully  to  examine 
said  draft  and  to  report  thereon."  And  we  are  told  that  Professor  Livingston, 
who  had  made  the  draft,  was  chairman  of  this  examining  committee.  "  The 
Rev.  Committee,"  the  minutes  then  add,  "brought  in  the  following  report, 
which  was  made  a  Synodical  decree."  This  document  it  was  that  fixed 
our  English  name,  since,  while  it  called  us  the  Reformed  Church  a  few 
times,  it  called  us  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  many  times.  Yet  one  con- 
sideration absolutely  proves  that  the  matter  of  the  Churcli's  name  received 
no  formal  attention. 

Three  years  before,  the  General  Synod,  while  still  legislating  in  the  IIol- 
landish  language,  and  having  previously  been  called  a  Synod  of  churches 
in  New-York  and  New-Jersey,  had  resolved  that  from  that  date  the  words 
"North  America"  should  be  substituted  for  the  names  of  those  two  par- 
ticular States.  The  same  resolution  fixed  the  English  words  "Most  Rev- 
erend" as  the  equivalent  of  the  Hollandish  epithet,  "Iloog  Eerwardig," 
with  which  the  Synod  was  uniformly  honored. 

But  this  Constitution  did  not  use  cither  of  those  phrases  even  once.  On  the 
title-page  of  the  book  we  read  of  "  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America.''''  In  the  body  of  the  document  we  read  of  "  the  Reformed 
Dutch  Church  in  America,''^  and  of"  the  Reformed  Church  in  America;''''  but 
for  the  most  part,  and  especially  where  the  name  seems  to  be  most  formally 
mentioned,  we  have  simply  "  Reformed  Dutch  Church."  This  variation  of  tlie 
terms  among  themselves,  and  of  them  all  from  the  recent  emphatic  vote  of 
the  Synod,  proves  that  our  Church  is  named  througliout  the  document  only 
popularly  and  conveniently,  and  not  with  deliberate  exactness.  Yet  it  can 
by  no  means  be  denied  that  our  Constitution  does  name  us  effectually. 
Especially  is  this  true  of  the  Constitution  of  1832,  which  was  ratified  by 
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the  lawful  majority  of  all  the  Classes.  By  this  time,  at  least,  the  Constitu- 
tion and  the  name  which  it  embodied  were  fair.y  identified,  and  the  ratifi- 
cation of  the  one  necessarily  adopted  the  other.  It  is  to  be  noticed,  accord- 
ingly, that  this  Constitution  of  1832  makes  one  considerable  change  in  the 
name  of  our  Church.  It  drops  all  allusion  to  her  territorial  bounds,  and, 
mentioning  neither  America  nor  the  United  States  of  America,  calls  her 
barely  "  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church."  It  is  true  that  the  title-page  of  the 
printed  volume  adds  the  words  "  of  North-America."  But  this  title  was 
added  in  printing,  was  never  voted  on  in  the  Classes,  and  accordingly  is  of 
no  authority.  Our  constitutional  name  at  this  time,  therefore,  is  exactly 
this :   "  The  Reformed  Dutch  Church." 

Yet  to  these  epithets  we  commonly  add  another,  namely,  Protestant. 
The  history  of  this  addition  is  not  a  little  interesting.  In  the  year  1818, 
twenty-six  years  after  the  adoption  of  our  first  Constituiior),  fourteen  years 
l)efore  the  adoption  of  the  present  one,  the  General  Synod,  for  reasons 
which  it  defines  as  purely  financial,  resolved  to  seek  incorporation  for 
itself,  or,  if  that  could  not  be  secured,  for  a  board  of  trustees.  A  commit- 
tee of  five  laj'men  was  appointed  to  make  the  necessary  application  to  the 
Legislature  of  New-Yoik.  The  next  year  the  S3'nod  was  informed  that  its 
incorporation  had  been  secured  under  the  title  of  "  The  General  Synod  of 
the-fieformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church." 

Of  the  epithet  "Protestant"  thus  introduced,  it  is  to  be  observed  :  That 
it  was  almost  unknown  in  the  ecclesiastical  history  of  our  Church. 
It  never  belonged  to  the  title  of  the  mother  Church  in  Holland.  It  had 
never  been  assumed  by  the  Church  in  America.  Once  indeed,  the  expres- 
sion "Reformed  Protestant"  appears  in  our  present  Constitution.  The 
Synod  having  ordained,  in  1813,  that  a  student  of  theology  must  be  a 
member  "  of  some  regular  Protestant  church,"  the  enactment  was,  in  1832, 
incorporated  into  our  Constitution,  where  the  words  are  made  to  read  "  of 
a  Reformed  Protestant  Church."  They  have  been  uniformly  interpreted 
to  describe  any  evangelical  church  or  society.  If  any  one  should  at- 
tempt to  prove  from  them  that  our  Church  is  a  Protestant  Church  as 
well  as  the  rest,  and  is  willing  to  be  known  as  sucli,  the  argument  would 
be  conclusive.  But  that  she  chooses  to  have  that  word  in  her  constitu- 
tional title,  such  an  expression  does  not  so  much  as  hint.  Nor  had  there 
down  to  the  time  of  the  incorporation  been  any  ecclesiastical  usage  that 
could  claim  to  place  it  there.  Once,  and  only  once,  the  epithet  had  been 
admitted  into  the  yearly  heading  of  the  Acts  of  the  General  Synod,  namely, 
fifteen  years  before,  in  1803.  In  1806,  it  was  introduced  once  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  minutes.  But  in  neither  case  was  it  required  by  any  vote  of 
the  Synod.  Then  for  about  ten  years  the  epithet, does  not  appear  again, 
until  in  1815  we  find  one  instance,  and  in  1817  two  instances  of  its  incident^il 
use  in  the  body  of  the  minutes.  This  includes  all  the  ecclesiastical  author- 
ity and  usage  which  your  Committee  have  been  able  to  discover  for  the 
name  "  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church,"  from  the  beginning  of  our 
minufes  to  the  time  when  the  act  of  incorporation  was  laid  upon  the  table  of 
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the  Synod.  It  is  doubtful  whether  down  to  that  moment  the  constant  and 
authoritative  use  of  the  title  "Reformed  Dutch  Church"  could  be  balanced 
by  six  instances  of  all  sorts  in  which  the  word  "  Protestant "  had  seemed 
to  be  recognized  by  the  Synod  as  a  part  of  our  Church's  name.  This  state- 
ment applies  to  the  minutes  as  the  Synod  made  them.  The  printed  head- 
ings of  the  minutes  of  1804,  1806,  1807,  1809,  and  1812  bear  marks  of  the 
ex  2^ost  facto  accuracy  of  some  one  who,  in  each  of  these  cases,  has  inserted 
the  word  which  tlie  minutes  omit. 

How  far  this  immeasurable  i)reponderance  of  authority  and  usage  should 
iiave  controlled  the  Synod  of  1818  in  the  selection  of  a  corporate  title,  we 
have  no  motive  to  inquire  ;  for  the  corporate  title  was  not  selected  by  the 
Synod.  It  neither  instructed  the  committee  of  five  to  depart  from  the  re- 
cognized constitutional  name  of  the  Chiirch  nor  hinted  the  possibility  of 
such  departure.  Least  of  all,  had  the  Classes  been  invited  or  permitted  to 
vote  upon  the  proposed  addition.  The  Synod  was  only  informed  in  1819 
that  the  incorporation  had  been  eifected  under  the  name  described.  This 
statement  is  not  intended  to  criticise  the  action  of  the  most  respectable 
committee  who  secured  this  incorporation.  In  their  view,  their  action 
could  have  had  no  ecclesiastical  aspect,  but,  according  to  the  terms  of  their 
appointment,  was  only  meant  to  serve  financial  ends.  Beyond  doubt,  their 
choice  of  a  corporate  title  for  the  Synod  was  decided  by  the  fact  that  the 
general  laws  which  had  been  passed  by  the  State  of  New-York  for  the  in- 
corporation of  the  particular  churches  of  our  denomination,  described  them 
as  "  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Churches."  The  name,  as  we  have  seen, 
came  from  King  William's  charter  of  a  single  church  in  New-York  in  1094. 
The  name  of  this  New  -  Yorh  church  had  suggested  the  corporate  name  of 
other  churches  in  the  same  State.  Yet  the  churches  in  New-Jersey,  not 
falling  so  directly  under  the  influence  of  this  example,  had  caused  them- 
selves to  be  denominated,  by  the  general  law  of  New-Jersey,  "  Reformed 
Dutch  Churches."  ^ 

Under  this  conflicting  usage  of  the  laws  of  the  two  States,  the  Commit- 
tee of  1818  called  the  Synod  of  the  Church,  according  to  the  name  which 
New-York  law  had  given  to  New-York  churches.  Their  choice,  no  doubt, 
was  natural,  but,  as  has  been  shown,'  it  was  warranted  by  no  ecclesiastical 
authority  ;  and  it  secured  a  seeming  conformity  to  the  laws  of  one  State, 
only  at  the  expense  of  an  equal  divergence  from  the  laws  of  another. 

It  will  be  further  observed  concerning  this  new  title  that,  like  our 
constitutional  name,  it  entirely-omits  the  words  "in  North-America,"  which 
the  resolution  of  1V89  required  the  S^mod  to  use  "  in  all  their  ecclesiastical 
acts." 

The  effect  of  this  act  of  incorporation,  therefore,  is  to  give  a  second  name, 
not  to  our  Church,  indeed,  but  to  the  Synod  of  our  Church  ;  for  the  cor- 
poration is  a  creature  of  civil  law ;  and  the  coi-porate  title  is  a  unit  and  in- 
divisible. That  title  is,  "  The  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant 
Dutch  Church." 

How  little  interest  the   Churcli  took  in  the   introduction  of  this   new 
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epithet  appears  in  many  ways.  The  Board  of  Corporation  itself,  the  first 
year  after  its  appointment,  reported  to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Dutch  Church ;  and  the  Synod  continued  to  describe  itself  by  the  same  ac- 
customed name.  Indeed,  from  the  date  of  the  incorporation  in  1819  to  the 
3'ear  1840,  a  period  of  more  than  twenty  years,  the  minutes  of  the  Synod 
invariably  bore  their  prescriptive  and  constitutional  heading  as  Acts  of 
"the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church."  But  in  this  last- 
named  year  of  1840  a  committee  of  General  Synod,  which  had  been  ap- 
pointed to  consider  the  expediency  of  di'opping  the  word  Dutch  from  the 
name  of  our  Church,  having  reported  adversely  to  that  change,  went  on  to 
secure  the  passage  of  the  following  very  noticeable  resolution  : 

"  Resolved,  That,  inasmuch  as  this  Synod  has  been  incorporated  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch 
Church,  that  the  Stated  Clerk  of  General  Synod  be  directed  hereafter  to 
record  and  use  this  name  and  style  in  the  minutes  accordingly." 

That  there  was  no  occasion  for  some  action  in  such  a  direction  it  would  be 
rash  to  say.  The  vested  interests  of  the  Synod,  which  were  already  large, 
were  hanging  on  the  act  of  incorporation,  and  this  described  it  as  "  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church."  And  yet  the 
Synod  in  which  these  rights  were  vested  was  yearly  calling  itself  by  an- 
other name.  The  two  names  ought  to  correspond.  The  question  is, 
whether  a  mere  vote  of  the  Synod  could  make  them  correspond.  If  it 
could,  then  our  Constitution  contains  no  authoritative  name  of  our  Church. 
For  a  constitutional  name  is  to  be  changed  only  in  a  constitutional  way, 
namely,  by  being  sent  down  to  the  Classes  for  their  vote.  But  our  Church 
will  hold  that  we  have  a  constitutional  name.  Of  course,  therefore,  the 
resolution  of  1840  was  without  authority.  At  the  least,  if  it  had  authority, 
it  derived  it  solely  from  the  civil  law  which  had  preceded  it.  And,  in  that  case, 
a  different  civil  law,  secured  by  another  committee,  can  interfere  still  fur- 
ther with  our  constitutional  name  ;  a  vote  of  the  Synod  can  accept  the 
new  alteration,  and  the  Classes  may  look  on  without  redress.  It  is  by 
this  irregular  process  that  there  has  grown  up  a  third  name  of  our 
Church  which  may  be  called  composite  and  even  factitious.  This  is, 
"The  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  in  N'orth-America.''''  For  the 
words  "  in  North- America^''''  we  have  no  authority  more  recent  or  better 
than  that  action  of  1789,  by  which  it  was  also  decided  that  the  Synod, 
when  formally  described  in  English,  should  be  called  "Most  Reverend." 
For  the  word  '•''Protestant''''  we  have  no  ecclesiastical  authoi'ity  except  a 
vote  of  Synod,  which  is  void  upon  its  face.  And  yet  it  is  this  unauthor- 
ized and  irregular  name  that  stands  upon  all  our  minutes  of  Synod,  and 
upon  the  title-pages  of  hymn-books,  and  of  the  recent  edition  of  our  Con- 
stitution. And  there  are  probably  few  well-informed  men  in  this  Synod 
who  have  not  suffered  themselves  to  be  taught  by  these  methods  that 
the  exact  name  of  our  Church,  both  by  civil  law  and  by  our  Constitu- 
tion, is  not  a  syllable  less  than  "  The  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church 
in  North- Am  erica." 
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It  is  surely  proper  Ihat  Uii.s  confusion  should  cease.  T>ut  by  what 
means  ?  Shall  our  constitutional  name  be  made  the  standard,  and  the 
corporate  title  be  altered  to  conform  to  it?  Or  shall  the  corporate  title 
remain  unchanged,  and  the  Classes  be  invited  to  vote  the  word  '•'■  Protes- 
tanf''  into  our  constitutional  name?  Then  what  shall  we  do  concerning 
the  territorial  designation  ?  Shall  it  be  dropped  from  both  titles,  as  is  done 
already  ?  Or  shall  we  request  the  Classes  and  the  Legislature  both,  to  re- 
pair the  mischievous  mistake  whicli  has  been  made  in  omitting  it? 

The  work  in  some  form  is  fairly  before  us,  and  ought  not  to  be  neglected. 
It  has  been  made  an  argument  against  any  change  in  the  name  of  our 
Church  that  such  a  change  might  invalidate  our  tenure  of  property.  Can 
we  easily  open  a  wider  door  for  mistakes  and  cavils  than  is  open  already, 
when  popular  usage  gives  our  Church  a  single  epithet,  our  Constitution 
gives  her  two,  the  civil  law  gives  her  three,  and  learned  exactness  assumes 
to  burden  her  with  four  ?  While,  as  if  this  confusion  were  not  sufficient, 
two  different  descriptions  of  our  churches,  namely,  as  '  Reformed  Dutch ' 
and  'Reformed  Protestant  Dutch,'  are  standing  on  the  statute-books  of 
the  contiguous  States  of  New- York  and  New- Jersey. 

We  hold  in  our  hands  the  thread  by  which  we  may  readily  escape  from 
this  labyrinth.  Let  us  go  back  over  this  confused  interval  of  less  than  a 
century  to  the  historic  and  exact  definition  of  our  Church,  "The  Reformed 
Church  in  America."  If  this  be  done,  futui-e  history  will  speak  of  us 
thus  : 

"The  Reformed  Church  in  America  came  to  this  country  as  the  Re- 
formed Church  of  the  Netherlands.  Her  first  members  established  their 
colony  in  1023.  Her  first  ordained  minister  arrived  five  years  later.  Under 
her  first  name,  and  in  the  relation  which  it  indicated,  she  continued  and  in- 
creased for  a  century  and  a  half.  Since  her  independent  ecclesiastical  ex- 
istence began  during  her  transition  from  the  use  of  the  HoUandish  language 
to  that  of  the  English,  she  was  led  to  accept  for  a  time  the  popular  designa- 
tion of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church.  Yet,  owing  to  a  confusion  of  ecclesi- 
astical and  civil  legislation,  as  well  as  of  popular  and  ecclesiastical  usage,  her 
name  can  not  be  considered  to  have  been  fixed  until,  after  the  experience 
of  seventy-five  years  had  fully  convinced  her  of  the  undesirablcncss  of  so 
unusual  and  exclusive  an  epithet,  she  returned  to  the  name  which  she 
had  brought  to  this  continent  nearly  a  century  iu  advance  of  any  other 
denomination,  and  called  herself  '  The  Reformed  Church  in  America.'  " 

Your  Committee  are  persuaded  that  any  future  history  of  American 
Churches  which  shall  hold  such  language  concerning  us  will  not  need  to  go 
on  to  vindicate  either  the  riglitfulncss  or  the  wisdom  of  such  a  return  to 
our  historic  title. 

The  following  resolution  is  proposed  for  adoption  : 

Resolved^  That  this  Synod,  being  convinced  of  the  desirableness  of  such 
a  change  in  the  name  of  our  Church  as  shall  put  it  upon  its  proper  footing 
before  the  conunum'ty  and  before  the  world,  and  being  at  the  same  time  un- 
willing to  assume  any  new  name,  approves   the   omission  of  the    word 
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"  Dutch  "  Avhich  has  for  a  thne  been  connected  with  our  historic  title  of 
"Reformed  Church,"  and  the  addition  of  the  words  "in  America,"  so  that 
our  ecclesiastical  and  corporate  title,  thus  simplified  and  completed,  may 
hereafter  be  "  The  Reformed  Church  in  America." 

The  above  resolution  may  properly  declare  the  views  and  disposition  of 
this  Synod.  But  those  views  can  not  be  carried  out  except  by  definite 
changes,  to  be  effected,  first,  in  the  Constitution  of  our  Church,  and,  sec- 
ondly, in  some  parts  of  the  civil  legislation  which  concerns  our  denomina- 
tion. 

That  the  name  above  approved  must  be  wrought  into  the  text  of  our 
Constitution  is  evident  from  the  consideration  that  no  safeguard  can  be 
thrown  around  a  resolution  or  enactment  of  one  Synod  which  another 
Synod  may  not  remove.  Even  if  the  enactment  be  sent  down  to  the 
Classes  for  their  approval,  such  approval  of  a  mere  enactment  is  a  thing 
unknown  to  our  law,  and  has  no  efficacy.  It  is  our  Constitution  only  that 
can  not  be  changed  without  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  Classes. 
And,  if  our  name  is  to  be  made  safe  from  all  possible  caprices  of  future 
Synods,  it  is  to  be  wrought  into  the  substance  of  our  Constitution. 

The  most  natural  way  of  effecting  this  result  would  be  to  adopt  an 
article  declaring,  "  The  name  of  the  Church  shall  be  '  The  Reformed  Church 
in  America.'"  But  such  an  article  ought  to  be  the  first  one  in  our  Con- 
stitution. It  could  not  be  incorporated  into  the  first  chapter,  which  con- 
cerns "  Offices  in  the  Church,"  but  would  of  necessity  form  a  chapter  by 
itself  It  would  then  become  necessary  to  change  the  numbering  of  every 
chapter  in  our  present  Constitution  in  order  to  admit  the  proper  numbering 
of  this  new  chapter.  The  confusion  that  would  follow  in  the  different  edi- 
tions of  the  volume,  in  the  references  of  our  past  legislation,  and  in  men's 
memories  would  be  very  vexatious.  There  is,  however,  another  point  in 
our  Constitution  where  the  name  proposed  could  be  formally  introduced 
without  confusion,  namely,  at  the  end  of  the  article  which  defines  the 
manner  in  which  the  General  Synod  shall  be  constituted.  Such  an  amend- 
ment of  that  article  appears  to  be  desirable  and  entirely  unobjectionable. 
The  Synod,  if  they  shall  see  fit,  can  suggest  it  to  the  Classes  in  the  follow- 
ing resolution  : 

I,  Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  propose  to  the  Classes  the  amend- 
ment of  the  first  section  in  Art.  5,  Chap.  2,  of  our  Constitution,  by  ap- 
pending to  it  the  following  sentence:  "The  body  thus  constituted  shall 
be  called  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America." 

It  may  be  thought  an  additional  argument  for  an  amendment  in  these 
words  that,  by  connecting  the  name  of  the  Synod  with  the  name  of  the 
Church,  it  will  furnish  to  the  Legislature  of  New- York  an  exact  and  autho- 
ritative statement  of  the  corporate  title  by  which  the  Synod  will  hereafter 
prefer  to  be  known. 

But  the  Synod  will  observe  that  the  effect  of  the  amendment  just  pro- 
posed will  be  to  leave  two  names  of  our  Church  on  the  face  of  our  Consti- 
tution, namely,  "  Reformed  Church  in  America,"  and  "  Reformed  Dutch 
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Church ;"  the  latter  name  occurring,  with  some  variations  of  meaning,  in- 
deed, not  less  than  ten  times.  The  most  obvious  way  of  disposing  of  such 
a  difficulty  would  be  to  strike  out  the  objectionable  word  wherever  it  is 
found.  But  there  are  formidable  difficulties  in  the  way  of  so  sunimar}'-  a 
course.  The  expression  "  Reformed  Dutch  Church"  has,  in  some  instances, 
a  meaning  which  no  other  expression,  and  scarcely  any  other  sentence,  can 
replace.  Thus,  in  the  "  Form  of  a  Call,"  we  read  of  the  "  excellent  rules 
and  Constitution  of  our  Reformed  Dutch  Church  estabhshed  in  the  last 
National  synod  held  at  Dordrecht."  In  this  sentence  the  historic  union  of 
our  Church  with  the  mother  Church  hangs  on  that  word  "  Dutch,"  and, 
therefore,  it  can  not  be  stricken  out.  Moreover,  our  formulas  call  us  "  the 
Reformed  Dutch  Church."  It  would  be  next  to  impossible  to  bring  tlie 
Church  to  consent  to  any  alteration  of  those  venerated  forms  ;  especially 
since  an  alteration  on  the  face  of  the  Constitution  would  require  a  similar 
alteration  of  the  documents  to  which  the  sijgnature  of  our  ministers  and 
theological  professors  have  for  so  many  years  been  appended.  How  should 
such  alteration  be  made  ?  Should  the  old  formulas  be  laid  aside,  and  new 
ones  be  prepared?  or  should  we  mutilate  the  instruments  which  death  and 
the  lapse  of  years  have  already  made  unspeakably  venerable  and  precious  ? 

There  is  still  an  additional  reason  why  the  familiar  epithet  should  not  be 
suddenly  expunged  from  our  Constitution.  The  mere  sight  of  it  will  be  of 
real  value  to  many  of  our  members,  who  would  find  not  only  their  feelings 
wounded,  but  their  fears  alarmed  by  its  removal.  The  Church  will  do  wise- 
ly to  let  it  stand.  Indeed,  not  a  few  of  those  who  are  most  eager  for  the 
changes  can  aflbrd  to  confess  that  the  sight  of  the  old  landmark  is  as  dear 
to  them  as  it  can  be  to  any.  Yet  it  is  important  that  the  familiar  use  of 
that  former  name  be  discouraged,  since  otherwise  the  whole  design  of  the 
legislation  now  proposed  will  be  defeated.  It  is  also  important  that  in  some 
way  the  Church's  preference  for  the  amended  name  be  expressed  in  the 
very  text  of  the  Constitution.  For,  if  this  be  not  done,  a  name  that  occurs 
ten  times  in  that  document,  and  that  has  well-nigh  universal  usage  to  up- 
hold it,  will  more  than  maintain  itself  against  a  name  which  the  Constitu- 
tion uses,  at  most,  only  three  times,  and  the  people  use  scarcely  at  all. 

We  are  thus  brought  to  the  intrinsic  difficulty  of  the  legislation  on  which 
we  have  entered.  ATe  are  to  establish  a  new  name ;  we  are  not  to  ex- 
punge the  old  one ;  and  yet  we  are  authoritatively  and  definitely  to  dis- 
courage its  use.  It  is  evident  that  none  of  the  ordinary  forms,  of  constitu- 
tional ordinances  will  meet  these  conditions.  But  since  it  is  well  known 
that  ecclesiastical  constitutions  are  not  restricted  by  those  rigid  laws  which 
define  the  forms  and  proportions  of  civil  constitutions,  it  is  proposed  that 
the  whole  relation  of  our  Church  to  her  name  in  its  recent  form  and  in  the 
form  now  contemplated,  be  defined  with  authority  to  all  readers  of  our  Con- 
stitution by  the  method  described  in  the  following  resolution : 

II.  Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  propose  to  the  Classes  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  "  Prefatory  Note,"  with  a  view  to  its  incorporation 
into  the  Constitution : 
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"In  the  year  1867,  'The  Eeformed  Dutch  Church,'  which  is  named  in 
the  following  pages,  dropped  fi'om  its  ecclesiastical  name  the  word  'Dutch,' 
which  was  first  formally  assumed  therein  in  the  year  1792,  and  added  the 
words  '  in  America ;'  so  that  the  said  Church  might  be  known  as  '  The  Re- 
formed Church  in  America.'  (See  below,  Chap.  II.,  Art.  5,  vSec.  1.)  Yet,  in 
order  that  the  absolute  identity  of  'The  Reformed  Church  in  America'  with 
'  The  Reformed  Dutch  Church'  might  be  subject  to  no  possible  doubt  or 
dispute,  it  was  also  ordained  that  the  epithet  '  Dutch '  should  be  retained 
in  all  those  places  in  this  Constitution  in  which  it  had  previously  been  used, 
but  should  be  inclosed  in  brackets,  to  indicate  the  purpose  of  the  Church 
to  discourage  the  ecclesiastical  and  popular  use  of  that  word  as  a  part  of 
its  name." 

The  attention  of  the  Synod  is  now  invited  to  the  fact  that  the  action  of 
1832  and  1833  which  resulted  in  the  adoption  of  our  present  Constitution, 
while  it  gave  titles  to  all  the  chapters  of  that  instrument,  prefixed  no  title 
to  the  instrument  itself  The  result  has  been  the  mischievous  confusion 
which  has  already  been  referred  to  ;  the  same  Constitution  having  been 
described  in  different  editions  as  the  Constitution  of  "The  Reformed  Dutch 
Church"  and  of  "The  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church."  Such  varia- 
tions, or  any  like  them,  would  have  been  impossible  but  for  the  mere  over- 
sight of  the  Church  in  leaving  her  Constitution  without  a  title.  It  is  mani- 
festly as  legitimate  for  her  to  repair  that  omission  now,  as  it  would  be  to 
prefix  a  title  to  any  new  Constitution  which  she  might  choose  to  put  forth. 

But  it  will  readily  appear  that,  while  the  adoption  of  a  title  for  our  Con- 
stitution may  secure  the  uniformity  just  now  referred  to,  it  may  also  be 
made  to  serve  another  important  end.  It  has  been  thought  by  some  of 
the  best  advisers  who  have  instructed  your  Committee,  that  the  matter  of 
the  identity  of  our  Church  under  her  several  names  is  important  enough 
to  be  guarded  in  the  most  formal  manner.  The  Xote  already  recommend- 
ed refers  to  the  two  names  which  will  be  included  in  the  text  of  the  Consti- 
tution. But  it  can  not  be  amiss  that  an  authoritative  title  of  the  Constitu- 
tion should  include  a  notice  of  the  previous  titles  by  which  that  instrument 
has  been  called;  so  that  any  man  or  any  court,  that  may  have  need  here- 
after to  compare  the  Constitution  of  "  The  Reformed  Dutch  Church  "  or  of 
" The  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church "  with  that  of  "The  Reformed 
Church  in  America,"  may  be  compelled  to  recognize  at  a  glance  the  Church's 
formal  assertion  of  her  indentity  under  all  these  names.  If  any  are  fully 
assured  that  all  anxiety  on  this  subject  is  c|uite  groundless,  others  may  not 
for  that  reason  be  able  to  dismiss  their  own  fears ;  and  action  that  seeks 
the  consent  of  all  must  propose  itself  in  terms  that  will  approve  themselves 
to  all. 

But  there  is  still  a  third  and  very  important  end  which  this  authoritative 
title  may  be  made  to  serve.  The  attention  of  the  Synod  has  been  called  to 
the  painful  solicitude  which  not  a  few  of  our  members  feel  lest  the  surren- 
der of  the  name  which  they  love  may  be  followed  by  defection  from  our 
standards  and  our  faith.     Now,  if  the  very  Synod  which  inaugurates  this 
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change  of  name  shall  volunteer  to  set  our  standards  in  the  closest  connec- 
tion with  the  name  which  it  recommends,  so  that  the  Classes  can  not  con 
firm  the  restored  title  of  "  Reformed  Church  "  without  binding  that  title 
anew  and  indissolubly  to  the  symbols  which  have  always  been  associated 
with  it,  what  a  proof  will  such  a  Synod  be  giving  of  its  absolute  loyalty  to 
our  doctrines  and  usages,  and  of  its  determination  to  limit  this  change, 
both  for  the  present  and  the  future,  to  the  mere  letter  of  our  Church's 
name  !  "With  this  view  the  Committee  have  framed  the  following  i-esolu- 
tion : 

III.  Jiesolecd,  That  the  General  Synod  propose  to  the  Classes  the  fur- 
ther amendment  of  the  Constitution  by  prefixing  thereto  a  title  in  the 
terms  here  following :

The  Committee  further  propose  the  following  resolutions : 

liesolvecl,  That  the  three  particular  amendments  above  proposed  be  de- 
fined as  the  inseparable  parts  of  one  Constitutional  Amendment,  and  in 
this  relation  only  be  recommended  to  the  Classes  for  adoption. 

liesolced,  That  the  several  Classes  under  the  care  of  this  Synod  be  re- 
quested to  take  action  upon  the  Constitutional  Amendment  above  recom- 
mended, at  least  as  early  as  at  their  regular  fall  sessions,  and  that  the 
Stated  Clerks  of  said  Classes  be  requested  to  send  to  the  Stated  Clerk  of 
the  General  Synod  official  notice  of  the  result  of  such  action  so  soon  as  it 
shall  be  taken. 

Jiesolced,  That  an  adjourned  meeting  of  this  Synod  be  held  in  the  North 
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Dutch  Church  of  Albany,  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  next  November,  at 
ten  o'clock  a.m. 

Itesolved,  That  the  corporate  titles  of  individual  churches  are  properly 
and  legally  subject  only  to  the  choice  of  such  churches,  and  that  any  di- 
versity in  said  titles  that  may  exist  now  or  hereafter  shall  in  no  way  affect 
the  recognized  relations  of  said  churches  to  this  Synod  and  to  our  deno- 
mination. 

Besolved,  That  Hon.  "William  J.  Bacon,  lion.  Robert  H.  Pruyn,  Hon. 
Lewis  B.  Woodruff,  Hon.  Joseph  P.  Bradley,  and  Hon.  H.  D.  Maxwell,  be 
a  committee  to  consider  all  the  details  of  the  civil  legislation  which  the 
proposed  change  of  name  may  make  necessary,  and  to  report  on  the  same 
at  the  adjourned  meeting  of  Synod. 

By  this  moderate  but  effective  course,  your  Committee  believe  we  may 
avoid  all  dangers,  and  guard  all  interests,  andeven  all  feelings.  It  would 
be  futile  to  wish  that  any  vote  of  this  Synod  or  of  our  Classes  should  sud- 
denly undo  the  association  between  our  Church  and  the  name  she  has  hith- 
erto borne.  As  we  have  been  calling  ourselves  "  The  Reformed  Dutch 
Church,"  and  people  have  called  us  "The  Dutch  Church  ;"  we  may  now 
vote  to  call  ourselves  "  The  Reformed  Church,"  and  those  who  know  us 
already  will  still  call  us  by  the  name  to  which  they  are  accustomed.  It 
is  not  uncommon,  even  now,  to  hear  an  old  person  call  the  Episcopal 
Church  "  the  English  Church."  So,  after  the  death  of  the  youngest  member 
of  this  Synod,  certain  churches, 'not  only  in  New-York  and  Alban}^,  but 
in  all  the  older  Dutch  communities,  will  be  known  as  Dutch  churches.  In 
such  localities  the  name  will  be  cherished  by  some.  It  will  be  tolerated 
by  others.  Those  who  dislike  it,  will  encourage  in  every  way  the  growing 
use  of  the  new  title.  And,  with  all,  the  aspect  of  our  Church  will  be  toward 
an  indigenous,  American  life. 

In  other  localities,  where  our  old  title  is  but  little  known,  our  Church 
will  introduce  herself  under  her  new  and  unobjectionable  name.  The  well- 
informed  Christian  men  who  may  there  meet  her,  will  readily  transfer  to 
the  new  name  all  the  desirable  associations  of  the  old,  and  will  appreciate 
the  motives  which  have  led  to  the  change.  AVith  perfect  strangers,  the 
whole  effect  of  the  alteration  will  be  that  our  usages  and  doctrines  will 
appeal  to  them  in  their  true  character,  and  not  under  the  disadvantage  of 
a  name  that  is  positively  repulsive.  We  shall  accordingly  be  prepared  to 
grow  in  the  proportion  which  our  worth  may  deserve,  and  which  Providence 
may  appoint.  Thus,  where  we  areto  come  in  contact  with  the  outer  world, 
our  Church  will  be  "  the  Reformed  Church."  In  the  old  inclosures  she 
can  not  soon  cease  to  be  "  the  Dutch  Church."  The  feet  and  the  hands 
with  which  she  marches  and  fights  will  be  loosed  from  their  bonds.  But 
about  the  heart,  for  many  a  year,  men  will  find  that  in  the  best  sense  the 
blood  is  Dutch,  the  feeling  Dutch,  the  doctrines  Dutch,  with  the  best  sort 
of  Dutch  caution  and  firmness  to  maintain  them. 

This  is  the  true  conservatism — steadfastness,  with  progress.    Our  Church 
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is  to  go  forward,  but  it  is  to  go  over  to  no  enemy.  She  is  no  men's  tool, 
but  only  Christ's  servant.  He  has  chosen,  and  taught,  and  placed  her.  Her 
character  of  strength  and  purity  is  not  a  figment,  dependent  on  a  name, 
and  to  dissolve  in  a  day  when  the  name  is  gone ;  but  a  substantial  product 
of  the  Redeemer's  grace  ;  and  her  loyalty  to  her  Master  will  keep  her  faith- 
ful to  herself.  As  she  finds  herself  in  this  fair  land — so  large,  so  needy, 
yet  so  full  of  promise — so  entirely  worthy  of  her  warmest  atfection  and 
duty,  she  will  not,  for  the  sake  of  any  memory,  despise  her  share  in  this 
excellent  inheritance,  but  will  listen  to  the  royal  voice  which  says  to  her : 
"Hearken,  0  daughter!  and  consider,  and  incline  thine  ear;  forget  also 
thine  own  people,  and  thy  father's  house.  So  shall  the  King  greatly  desire 
thy  beauty  ;  for  he  is  thy  Lord,  and  worship  thou  him."

*-;,*  The  Committee  are  formally  assured  of  Dr.  Van  Raalte's  concur- 
rence in  the  general  conclusion  to  which  they  have  come,  and  have  no  rea- 
son to  doubt  his  approval  of  the  details  of  the  report.  Yet  since  it  has 
not  been  possible  to  submit  it  to  his  inspection,  they  have  not  felt  at  liberty 
to  print  his  name  with  the  rest. 

It  can  not  bo  improper  to  append  the  following  communication,  made  to 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  by  its  most  esteemed  and  most  venerable 
member.  Had  it  been  received  during  the  sessions  of  the  Committee,  they 
would  beyond  doubt  have  requested  permission  to  incorporate  the  greater 
part  of  it  in  their  report : 

"xifter  the  General  Synod  at  its  session  last  year  honored  me  with  a  place 
as  member  of  the  Committee,  in  reference  to  striking  out  the  word  '  Dutch ' 
in  our  name,  on  revolving  the  subject  in  my  mind  I  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  such  a  change  would  be  inexpedient.  After  a  conference  by  the  Com- 
mittee, the  Chairman  was  directed  to  prepare  a  report.  I  found  the  re- 
port presented  and  met  the  objections  which  had  weighed  strongly  on  my 
mind;  so  that  I  yielded  my  assent  to  the  omission  of  the  word  '■Butch'' 
in  our  name,  and  my  approbation  to  the  general  tenor  and  conclusions  of 
the  report. 

"  There  were  four  branches  of  the  Reformed  Church  at  the  Reformation 
—the  Holland,  the  German,  the  French,  and  the  Swiss.  The  French  and 
the  Swiss  Reformed  Churches  are  not  found  here.  And  the  only  one  be- 
sides our  own  is  the  German.  The  first  ministry  of  our  own  Church  here 
was  as  early  as  1629,  at  least  three  quarters  of  a  century  before  a  German 
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Reformed  Church.  The  title,  therefore,  legitimately  belongs  to  us,  and 
there  is  no  mere  assumption  in  taking  it.  It  is  of  the  highest  importance 
that  this  should  be  sacredly  connected  with  the  historical  origin  and  asso- 
ciations of  the  Church.  This  I  believe  to  be  sufficiently  guarded  by  the 
annexation  on  the  title-page  of  the  Constitution  and  Psalm  and  Hymn- 
Book  of  our  specified  formularies  to  the  name  of  our  Church,  which  at 
once  set  forth  its  origin.  It  is  also  vitally  important  to  preserve  what  is 
distinguishing  and  characteristic  of  it,  and  not  suffer  it  to  be  lost  in  the  age 
of  reconstruction  and  progress.  This  is  due  to  the  memory  of  our  fathers, 
to  the  position  which  our  Church  has  occupied,  and  (I  honestly  believe)  is 
important  for  our  best  interests  and  prospects,  for  our  future  growth  and 
usefulness,  and  for  our  cooperation  with  the  great  army  of  Christ's  people 
in  advancing  his  cause  and  kingdom. 

"  I  agree  to  the  report  and  its  conclusions,  hoping  that,  in  all  the  points 
it  covers,  it  may  meet  the  approbation  of  the  General  Synod. 

"  If,  however,  in  their  wisdom  any  other  conclusions  should  be  reached  bj^ 
them,  I,  of  course,  must  be  left  to  exercise  my  best  judgment  when  they 
are  submitted  to  the  Classes.  I  believe  the  safeguards  submitted  in  the 
report  essential  to  a  harmonious  result,  and  I  believe  they  will  secure  it.

BOARD    OF    CORPORATION. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Peter  R.  Warner,  as 
President  of  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  Corporation  be  accepted, 
and  the  thanks  of  the  Synod  be  given  him  for  his  long  and  faithful 
services. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported,  Synod  proceeded  , 
to  the   election  of  the   President  of  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the 
Corporation. 

On  counting  the  ballots  it  appeared  that  Mr.  Peter  R.  Warner  was 
unanimously  elected. 

The  Committee  on  the  Board  of  Direction  presented  the  follow- 
ing Report,  which  was  adopted,  with  the  exception  of  so  much  as 
refers  to  the  assessments  of  the  Classes,  which  portion  was  referred 
to  a  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  E.  T.  Corwin,  W.  H.  Phraner 
and  Elder  J.  V.  D.  Hoagland,  to  report  to  the  next  Synod. 

The  Committee  on  the  Board  of  Direction,  to  whom  were  referred 
the  communications  from  the  Classis  of  New  Brunswick  and  the 
Hertzog  Hall  Committee,  would  respectfully  report : 

That  the  matters  embraced  in  this  reference  are  so  varied  and  im- 
portant as  to  render  it  impossible  for  the  Committee  to  give  the  time 
requisite  for  their  proper  consideration.  They  have,  therefore,  con- 
fined their  examination  to  three  subjects : 

1st.  The  necessity  of  exact  information  in  regard  to  receipts  and 
expenditures,  so  as  to  enable  the  General  Synod  to  make  its  appro- 
priations accordingly. 

2d.  Classical  assessments. 

3d.  Residences  of  Professors. 

In  regard  to  the  first  subject,  the  Committee  deem  it  essential  that 
the  General  Synod  .should  request  the  Board  of  Direction  to  furnish 
an  annual  estimate  in  detail  of  the  expenses  and  income  of  Synod  for 
the  coming  year. 

The  Committee  have  been  unaT)le  to  ascertain  the  method  pursued 
by  the  Treasurer  ia  apportioning  the  assessments  to  the  several 
Classes  ;  they  do,  however,  recommend  the  rescinding  of  the  follow- 
ing paragraph  (found  in  Minutes,  1864),  which  greatly  adds  to  the 
embarrassments  of  the   subject.      *'  But  any  Classis   paying  in    its 
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quota  of  tlie  funds  to  be  raised,  will   of  course  be   released   from 
further  apportionment  to  the  Theological  School." 

In  the  communication  from  the  ETertzog  Hall  Committee,  it  is  re- 
ported that  they  have  received  as  a  loan  from  the  Board  of  Corpo- 
ration ^4,000,  in  accordance  with  the  authority  given  by  General 
Synod  in  June  last.  This  sum,  together  with  the  |;700  promised 
conditionally  by  the  Collegiate  Church  was  the  estimated  amount  re- 
quired to  complete  the  house  of  Professor  Demarest. 

It  now  appears  that  the  Committee  are  unable  to  comply  with  the 
conditions  upon  which   heSVOO  was  to  be  contributed. 

The  Committee  also  report,  that  there  is  an  indebtedness  for  work 
done  on  Professors'  houses,  previously  to  June  last,  and  some  sub- 
criptions  for  such  buildings  which  cannot  be  collected. 

These  items  constitute  a  total  indebtedness  of  §5,600,  Avhich  the 
Committee  ask  General  Synod  to  enable  them  to  pay. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  following  action  : 

Whereas,  This  Synod  is  informed  of  the  pressing  need  of  funds  to 
be  used  in  meeting  the  bills  of  mechanics  now  due,  for  work  done  oa 
two  of  the  Professors'  houses, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Ilertzog  Hall  be  instructed  to 
raise  the  necessary  amount  by  a  temporary  loan,  either  upon  the 
credit  of  the  Synod,  or  by  mortgage  upon  the  houses.

ARTICLE  V. 

CORRKSPONDENOE. 

The  following  communication  from  Rev.  A.  R.  Van  Nest,  delegate 
to  the  Assembly  of  the  Free  Church  of  Scotland,  was  received  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

New  York,  October  8,  1867. 

The  undersigned,  as  delegate  appointed  by  the  General  Synod  of 
the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  attended  the  meeting  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Free  Chur  ch  of  Scotland,  held  in  Edinburgh,  in 
May  last. 

His  official  engagements  prevented  him  from  being  present  at  the 
opening  of  its  Session,  when  other  delegates  from  the  United  States 
were  heard  ;  but  he  was  kindly  received,  and  a  position  assigned 
him  amongst  the  Continental  and  Colonial  delegates,  and  this  mos 
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properly,  as  he  not  only  represented  our  American  Church,  but  the 
Mission  work  in  Italy. 

The  Assembly  was  engaged  in  a  most  interesting  discussion  on  the 
subject  of  Union  with  two  Presbyterian  bodies,  to  wit,  the  United 
Presbyterian  and  Secession  Churches. 

The  desire  for  union  seemed  to  be  general,  but  there  was  much 
discussion  as  to  the  terms  and  methods.  Still  the  Assembly  by  a 
large  majority  passed  resolutions  approving  the  plan  of  Union  as  far 
as  it  had  advanced,  and  as  the  other  Churches  have  already  voted  in 
the  same  direction,  there  is  reason  to  hope  that  the  blessed  end  may 
be  attained.  The  Assembly  is  the  most  imposing  religious  body 
which  it  has  been  the  privilege  of  your  delegate  to  attend.  The 
Modt^rator  and  Clerk  are  robed  in  gowns,  the  hall,  erected  for  its 
meeting  is  really  a  splendid  one,  and  its  debates  awaken  general  in- 
terest in  the  city,  tickets  of  admission  being  sold  at  a  considerable 
price.

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  would  present  the  following 
ing  Report : 

A  paper  has  been  put  into  the  hands  of  your  Committee,  signed 
by  tliree  members  of  the  Classis  of  Wisconsin,  by  order  of  said 
Classis,  and  addressed  to  the  General  Synod.  The  paper  is  a  memo- 
rial in  the  nature  of  a  complaint  by  said  Classis,  against  the  action 
of  I  the  Presbytery  of  Milwaiikie,  belonging  to  that  branch  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  popularly  designated  the  Old  School.  The 
paper  presents,  at  considerable  length,  a  detailed  history  of  the  case 
which  forms  the  subject  of  complaint.  The  burden  of  the  whole 
matter  is  the  reception  by  the  Presbytery  of  Milwaukie  of  a  minister 
whom  the  Classis  of  Wisconsin  rejected  for  want  of  proper  creden- 
tials and  qualifications,  and  the  reception  by  the  same  Presbytery  of 
certain  seceding  members  of  one  of  the  churches  of  the  Wisconsin 
Classis,  to  whom  certificates  of  dismission  had  not  been,  and  could 
not  properly  be  given.  The  act,  it  is  earnestly  alleged,  is  a  violation 
not  only  of  ecclesiastical  courtesy,  but  of  those  rules  which  are 
always  understood  to  govern  corresponding  bodies  in  their  inter- 
course with  each  other. 

The  following  action  is  recommended  : 

Resolved,  That  the. President  of  the  Synod,  Rev.  Isaac  Ferris  and 
Kev.  Elbert  S.  Porter,  Le  a  Committee  to  make  such  a  representation 
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of  tills  case  to  tlie  General  Assembly  of  tbe  Presbyterian  Churcb  as 
■will  seem  to  tbem  to  be  required  by  so  serious  a  grievance. 

The  delegate  from  tbe  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch 
Church  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Free  Church  of  Scotbind, 
Rev.  Dr.  A.  R.  Van  Nest,  performed  the  duty  assigned  him,  by  at- 
tending the  meeting  of  said  Assembly,  which  was  held  in  May  last. 
He  was  cordially  welcomed  by  the  body  to  which  he  was  delegated, 
found  much  to  interest  him  in  its  deliberations,  some  of  which  were 
of  more  than  ordinary  importance,  and  found  pleasure  in  bearing  to 
the  Church  he  represented,  the  fraternal  salutations  and  good  wishes 
of  a  branch  of  the  Christian  Church,  whose  noble  record  is  the  praise 
of  all  throughout  the  world,  who  love  Christ  and  hold  his  truth.

ARTICLE  VI. 

SYNODICAL    REPORTS. 

Resolutions  on  the  subject  of  Church  extension  were  presented, 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion. 

The  Coramitttee  on  the  State  of  Religion  presented  the  following 
Report,  which  was  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion,  to  whom  were  referred 
the  resolutions  submitted  by  Rev.  Dr.  Clark,  of  Albany,  earnestly 
recommend  the  same  for  adoption  by  the  Synod.  The  resolutions 
are  as  follows : 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  the  holding  of  one  or  more  con- 
ventions within  the  bounds  of  the  several  Classes,  during  the  coming 
■winter,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  spirituality  of  our  Churches 
and  devising  means  for  the  extension  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ,  in 
the  fields,  where  in  the  Providence  of  God,  we  are  called  to  labor. 

Resolved,  That  reports  of  the  success  of  said  conventions  be  made 
to  the  Classis,  by  the  pastor  of  the  Cliurch  in  which  said  convention 
was  held,  and  that  brief  reports  be  made  by  the  Classes  to  the  next 
General  Synod  of  what  may  have  been  accomplished  through  this 
instrumentality. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  the  introduction  of  such  a  system  as 
is  contemplated  in  the  foregoing  resolution  would  help  to  make  our 
Church  more  widely  and  favorably  known,  would    increase  her  in- 
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fluence  for  good,  and  would  tend  to  revive  with  fresli  power  and 
life  the  former  excellent  usage  of  Classical  visitation,  which  has  un- 
happily fallen  somewhat  into  disuse.

SYNODICAL  REFERENCES. 

The  Committee  on  Overtures  presented  the  following  Report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Overtures  would  respectfully  report  in  regard 
to  the  following  applications  for  dispensations. 

1.  The  first  is  the  case  ot  Mr.  David  Hopkins,  a  graduate  of  the 
University  of  New  York,  who  is  now  in  the  third  year  of  his  course 
of  theological  study  in  the  Union  Theological  Seminary  of  New 
York.  'J  he  reasons  given  by  Mr.  Hopkins  are  endorsed  by  a  large 
number  of  our  ministers  in  New  York. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  the  request  of  Mr.  David  Hopkins  for  a  dispensa- 
tion to  enable  him  to  appear  before  the  Classis  of  New  York,  for  ex- 
amination and  hcensure,  at  the  close  of  his  theological  course,  be 
granted. 

2.  The  second  is  the  case  of  Mr.  Thomas  Paton,  a  member  of  the 
Church  of  Harlem,  and  now  in  his  third  year  of  study  in  the  Union 
Theological  Seminary.  This  application  is  sustained  by  the  Classis 
of  New  York,  and  Mr.  Paton  has  a  favorable  testimonial  from  Pro- 
fessor H.  B.  Smith.  As  the  necessities  of  his  family  have  required 
Mr.  Paton's  residence  in  New  York,  the  committee  view  this  case 
favorably,  and  submit  this  action  : 

Resolved,  That  the  application  of  Mr.  Thomas  Paton,  as  endorsed 
by  the  Classis  of  New  York,  be  granted,  so  that  upon  the  comple- 
tion of  his  theological  course,  he  may  present  himself  to  that  Classis 
for  examination  and  licensure. 

3.  The  third  application  is  from  the  Classis  of  Kingston,  in  favor 
of  a  dispen.'-ation  to  ordain  Rev.  Paul  T.  Deyo,  who  has  received 
partial  ordination  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Whilst  your  Committee  would  advise  the  Synod  to  grant  this 
request,  they  would  guard  against  any  improper  use  of  it  as  a  pre- 
cedent. 
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The  Committee  learn  that  Mr.  Beyo  is  a  gentleman  of  some  45 
years  of  a^e,  was  trained  in  one  of  onr  Clinrches,  has  served  as 
member  of  Consistory  in  the  Dutch  Church,  has  for  many  years 
been  known  as  an  earnest  Christian  worker.  Impelled  by  a  strong 
desire  to  enter  the  Gospel  Ministry,  he  sought  in  vain  for  an  open- 
in<T  in  the  Classis  of  Kingston.  Having  entered  the  Methodist 
Church  for  the  sole  purpose  of  exercising  the  Gospel  Ministry,  his 
eevvices  have  been  well  received.  One  of  the  Churches  of  the  Classis 
of  Kino-ston  desires  the  services  of  Mr.  Deyo  as  its  pastor.  The 
Committee  of  Doctrine  of  that  Classis,  after  a  somewhat  careful  exam- 
ination, report  great  satisfaction  with  Mr.  Deyo's  attainments,  and 
especially  his  ability  as  a  sermonizer. 

Your  Committee  recommend,  therefore,  this  action  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Classis  of  Kingston  be  authorized  to  admit  Rev. 
Paul  Deyo  to  examination  for  ordination,  and  ordain  him  to  the 
Ministry,  dispensing  with  the  requirements  of  the  original  languages 
of  the  Scriptures,  and  a  course  of  three  years  study  in  the  Theologi- 
cal Seminary,  provided,  that  the  Classis  shall  take  such  action  ouly 
when  a  call  shall  have  been  regularly  made  upon  Mr.  Deyo  by  some 
one  of  the  Churches  of  the  Classis.

Synod  of  New  York,  was  heard  in  a  statement  of  the  reasons  for  the 
decision  of  that  body. 

v.  The  Commissioner  of  the  Classis  was  heard  in  reply. 

The  parties  having  retired,  Synod  proceeded  to  deliberate  and 
decide. 

The  roll  was  called  and  the  members  expressed  their  opinions, 

A  resolution  that  the  Appeal  be  sustained  was  offered  and  decided 
in  the  negative.

Storm  requested  to  have  their  names 
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I.  Resolved^  That  the  General  Synod  propose  to  the  Classes  the 
amendment  of  the  first  section  in  Art.  5,  Chap.  II.,  of  our  Constitution, 
by  appending  to  it  the  following  sentence  :  "  The  body  thus  con. 
stituted  shall  be  called  '  The  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  America.' " 

II.  Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  propose  to  the  Classes  the 
adoption  of  the  following  "Prefatory  Note,"  with  a  view  to  its  in- 
corporation into  the  Constitution  : 

"  In  the  year  186Y  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  which  is  named 
in  the  following  pages,  dropped  from  its  ecclesiastical  name  the  word 
'Dutch,'  which  was  first  formally  assumed  therein  in  the  year  1792  ; 
and  added  the  words  '  in  America,'  so  that  the  said  Church  might 
thenceforth  be  known  as  '  The  Reformed  Church  in  America.'  (See  be- 
low Chap.  II.,  Art.  2,  Sec.  1.)  Yet,  in  order  that  the  absolute  identity 
of  *  The  Reformed  Church  in  America'  with  '  The  Reformed  Dutch 
Church,'  might  be  subject  to  no  possible  doubt  or  dispute,  it  was 
also  ordained,  that  the  epithet  'Dutch'  should  be  retained  in  all  those 
places  in  this  Constitution  in  which  it  had  previously  been  used  . 
but  should  be  enclosed  in  brackets,  to  indicate  the  purpose  of  the 
Church  to  discourage  the  ecclesiastical  and  popular  use  of  that  word 
as  part  of  its  name." 

III.  Resolved^  That  the  General  Synod  propose  to  the  Classes  the 
further  amendment  of  the  Constitution,  by  prefixing  thereto  a  title 
in  the  terms  here  following  : 

"  The  Constitution  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America,  (known 
for  a  time  as  'The  Reformed  Dutch  Church,'  and  also  designated  in 
the  act  of  incorporation  passed   by  the  Legislature   of  New  York, 

April  7th,  1819,  as  '  The  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church,')  em- 
bracing the  Catechism,  the  Compendium,  the   Confession  of  Faith, 

the  Canons  of  the  Synod  of  Dordrecht,  and  the  Liturgy." 

IV.  Resolved,  That  the  three  particular  amendments  above  pro- 
posed be  defined  as  the  inseparable  parts  of  one  constitutional 
amendment,  and  in  this  relation  only  be  recommended  to  the  Classes 
fpr  adoption. 

And  Whereas  this  Synod  has  received  oflBcial  information  of  the 
consent  of  a  majority  of  the  Classes  to  the  amendment  so  recom- 
mended. 
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Resolved^  That  this  Synod  does  hereby  add  to  such  recommenda- 
tion and  consent  its  final  determination  and  resolution,  that  the 
amendment  above  defined  be  made,  and  that  it  does  now  pronounce 
the  said  amendment  to  be  complete,  and  to  be  a  part  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  our  Church.

corded in  the  affirmative. 

The  Committee  "  to  consider  all  the  details  of  the  Civil  Legisla- 
tion which  the  proposed  change  of  name  may  make  necessary,"  pre- 
sented the  following  report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted : 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch   Church  : 

The  nndersigned,  to  whom  it  was  referred  by  the  vote  of 
General  Synod,  at  its  regular  Session  in  June,  "  to  consider  all  the 
details  of  the  Civil  Legislation  which  the  proposed  change  of  name 
may  make  necessary,  and  to  report  thereon,  at  the  adjourned  meeting 
of  Synod, "  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

They  assume  in  the  outset  that  the  change  of  our  name,  or  rather 
perhaps  as  it  may  be  more  correctly  affirmed,  the  resumption  of  our 
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original  and  most  distinctive  title,  has  been,  or  will  be  accomplished 
by  means,  and  in  a  mode  not  to  be  legally  questioned.  It  is  no  part 
of  the  business  of  the  Committee  to  vindicate  the  propriety,  or  up- 
hold the  constitutional  validity  of  the  action  that  has  already  been  or 
that  remains  to  be  taken  on  this  subject.  They  may,  however,  be 
allowed  to  remark,  that  if  the  change  is  to  be  brought  about  by  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  that 
instrument,  then  it  will  have  been  accomplished  by  the  vote  of  the 
Synod,  the  submission  to  and  the  expression  of  the  majority  vote  of 
the  several  Classes,  and  the  final  ratification  of  the  General*  Synod 
for  the  time  beiuQ;,  at  this  adjourned  Session.  If  by  a  power  out- 
side of  the  Constitution  and  inherent  in  the  Church  for  the  highest 
purposes  of  self  preservation,  and  the  perpetuation  and  extension  of 
its  power  and  influence,  and  speaking  in  the  forms  of  legislation,  by 
and  through  the  several  judicatories  where  such  power  resides,  then 
the  same  result  will  have  been  reached  when  these  bodies  have 
spoken  in  the  modes  in  which  the  voice  of  the  Church  has  been  ac- 
customed to  be  uttered. 

The  change  of  name,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  is  sub- 
ject to  no  legal  objection,  as  tending  to  impair  or  aftcct  any  corpo- 
rate rights,  or  imperil  the  property  of  the  Church,  or  the  franchises 
of  its  corporate  bodies.  The  name  is  merely  formal  and  adventi- 
tious, it  is  not  of  the  essence  of  the  Church,  or  of  any  of  its  insti- 
tutions. So  far  as  the  mere  temporalities  of  the  Church  are  con- 
cerned, these  depend  for  their  continuance  on  a  question  of  identity, 
and  not  of  name — identity,  we  mean  of  doctrines,  canons,  confessions, 
discipline  and  order.  These,  the  proposed  change  of  name  does  not 
alter  or  aftect  in  the  smallest  degree.  The  Reformed  Church  in 
America  is  the  same  body  as  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church, 
in  its  faith,  its  usages,  and  its  order,  and  will  so  continue  until 
ckanged,  if  it  ever  shall  be,  by  some  act  specifically  adopted  to  se- 
cure such  ends.  No  idea,  therefore,  need  be  entertained,  in  our 
opinion,  that  there  is  any  legal  peril  in  respect  to  the  possession, 
use  and  enjoyment  of  the  property  of  the  Church  acquired 
by  purchase  or  by  gift,  nor  in  respect  to  that  of  any  of  the 
corporate  bodies,  through  which  the  Church  has  been  accustomed, 
and  proposes  still  to  act,  by  reason  of  the  change  of  name.  A  doubt 
has  indeed  been  suggested  in  some  quarters,  whether  there  is  strictly 
a  necessity  for  any  legislation  in  this  matter — there  is  clearly  none 
in  order  to  give  validity  to  the  present  action  of  the  Church  upon 
the  subject  of  the  name. 

Still,  to  save  all  question,  and  with  reference  to  those  bodies 
which  have  sought  and  obtained  legislative  sanction  for  their  cor- 
porate existence,  there  is  doubtless  a  propriety,  even  if  there  be  not 
a  legal  necessity,  for  some  very  simple  legislation.  This  will  consist, 
in  our  judgment,  in  the  enactment  of  laws  merely  changing  the 
names  of  these  several  bodies  to  adapt  them  to  the  name  by  which 
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the  Church  is  henceforth  to  be  known,  and  saving  as  well  as  trans- 
ferring all  vested  rights  of  property,  and  all  franchises,  powers  and 
duties,  to  the  newly  named  corpoi'ation. 

The  bodies  which  have  obtained  acts  of  incorporation,  by  the 
direct  action  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  are  as  far  as  we  under- 
stand, the  General  Synod,  the  Board  of  Publication,  and  the  Board 
of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church.  The  Board  of 
Domestic  Missions,  and  perhaps  some  other  of  the  Boards  or  asso- 
ciations of  the  Church  have  been  formed,  so  far  as  we  can  ascertain, 
by  filing  a  certificate  and  becoming  incorporated  under  the  general 
Act  passed  in  1848,  providing  for  the  incorporation  of  benevolent, 
charitable,    scientific  and  missionary  associations. 

The  General  Synod  was  incorporated  in  the  year  1819,  by  the 
name  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch 
Church  ;  the  Board  of  Publication  under  the  same  ecclesiastical 
title  in  1856,  and  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Reformed 
Protestant  Dutch  Church  in  the  year  1860. 

We  propose  to  amend  the  several  acts  by  Avhich  tliese  bodies  were 
respectively  incorporated,  by  striking  out  the  words  "  Protestant " 
and  "Dutch,"  vvherever  they  occur  in  the  section  naming  the 
body,  and  adding  after  the  word  "  Church"  the  words  "  in  America," 
so  that  the  section  amended  will  read  in  every  instance,  "  The 
Reformed  Church  in  America."  We  propose  also  to  add  another 
section,  confirming  in  substance  the  titles  of  the  newly  named  corpo- 
rations, in  and  to  all  the  property,  rights  and  franchises,  now  vested  in 
the  present  corporations,  and  continuing  the  officers,  agents  and  Boards 
precisely  as  they  are  now  constituted,  and  devolving  all  the  powers 
and  duties  of  the  present  corporations  upon  the  newly  named  bodies. 
There  is  to  be  no  change  whatever  in  the  Constitution,  organization 
or  modes  of  action  of  these  bodies,  nor  in  the  agencies  through  whiah 
they  operate — not  a  break  nor  even  a  ripple  in  the  continuous  flow 
of  the  current  of  their  present  life.  The  forms  of  the  appropriate 
acts  to  accomplish  this  change  are  herewith  submitted,  and  are  to 
be  deemed  a  part  of  our  report.  These  forms  are  adapted  to 
effect  the  amendment  proposed  in  the  charters  which  are  created  by 
the  direct  action  of  the  Legislature  in  the  shape  of  laws.  The  same 
forms,  with  a  slight  change  in  the  phraseology,  can  be  applied  to 
those  corporations  which  are  made  such  by  the  filing  of  a  certificate 
under  the  provisions  of  the  general  Act  in  respect  to  corporations. 

A  word  only  remains  to  be  said  in  respect  to  the  position  of  the 
several  individual  Churches  throughout  our  denomination.  There  is 
nothing  in  the  action  of  the  Synod  that  alters  their  condition,  or 
affects  their  sta<«s  in  regard  to  the  Church  generally,  or  their  corpo- 
rate rights  and  immunities.  It  was  very  properly  said  in  one  of  the 
resolutions  of  the  General  Synod  in  June,  that  the  corporate   titles

of  individual  Churches  are  properly  subject  only  to  the  choice  of 
such  Churches,  and  it  was  perhaps  superfluously,  but  still  very  prop- 
erly added,  that  any  diversity  in  such  titles  that  may  exist  now  or 
hereafter,  shall  in  no  way  effect  the  recognized  relations  of  said 
Churches  to  the  Synod  and  to  the  denomination. 

The  name  then  by  which  each  individual  church  organization 
elects  to  be  known  is  a  matter  of  its  own  choice.  Whether  the 
word  "  Dutch"  shall  continue  to  form  part  of  its  corpoi'ate  title,  or  shall 
be  exchanged  for  some  other,  is  a  point  for  each  Church  to  determine 
for  itself.  Instances  are  not  wanting  in  our  denomination  where 
Churches  have  corporate  names  descriptive  of  no  ecclesiastical 
connection  whatever,  but  which  are  purely  a  matter  of  fancy,  taste, 
or  local  significance.  Still  it  would  seem  desirable,  and  such  will 
probably  be  the  general  conviction,  that  the  titles  of  Churches 
should  in  the  main  conform  to  that  by  which  the  Church  organically  is 
known  and  recognized,  and  changes  will  no  doubt  be  made  in  accor- 
dance with  this  sentiment.  To  accomplish  this  end  the  statute  of  this 
State,  passed  in  June,  1853,  entitled,  "An  Act  to  authorize  reli- 
gious corporations  to  change  their  nam^s,"  provides  a  very  simple 
and  inexpensive  mode  by  which  this  may  be  accomplished.  It  is  no 
longer  necessary  for  each  Church  to  go  to  the  Legislature  and  ask 
for  the  passage  of  a  special  act  to  change  the  name  of  such  Church, 
but  the  application  is  made  by  petition,  verified  by  affidavit,  setting 
forth  the  reasons  for  which  a  change  is  desired,  to  the  county  court 
of  any  county  within  whose  bounds  a  Cliurch  is  situated,  and 
leave  will  be  granted  almost  as  a  matter  of  course.  No  particular 
difficulty  can,  in  our  opinion,  occur  in  effecting  this  change  when- 
ever it  shall  be  desired,  since  nothing  can  be  more  obvious  than  the 
propriety  of  changing  the  names  of  the  Churches  of  a  denomination  to 
conform  to  that  by  which  the  Church  at  large  is  known  and  desig- 
nated. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Schools,' — the  word  'school'  afterwards  occurring  in  the  same  article 
to  be  changed  into  '  schools.'  The  same  word  '  school'  occurring 
twice  in  Chap.  2,  Art.  5,  Sec.  3,  to  be  similarly  changed  in  each  in- 
stance into  the  word  '  schools.'  " 

Resolved,  That  the  Constitution  be  declared  amended  in  the  above 
mentioned  particulars.

Resolved,  That  our  Professors  at  Hope  College  are  eminently  en- 
titled to  the  gratitude  and  sympathy  of  the  Church,  in  view  of  their 
arduous  and  self-sacrificing  labors,  and  that  Churches  and  indivi- 
duals be  reminded,  that  during  the  pending  of  the  endowment,  the 
treasury  of  the  Board  of  Education  has  a  double  claim  on  their 
1  iberality. 


ARTICLE  XIV. 


PROFESSO   RATE. 

The  following  report  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Peter 
Hertzog  Theological  Hall,  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  the  Professorate  : 

The  General  Synod's  Standing  Committee  on  Peter  Hertzog  Hall 
would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  Synod  to  a  subject  in  the 
last  report  of  the  Committee  which  appears  to  have  been  overlooked 
by  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate.  It  will  be  found  on  page 
257  of  the  printed  Minutes  of  June,  1867,  and  presented  in  the  fol- 
lowing language : 

*'  In  concluding  our  report,  we  must  earnestly  ask  the  Synod  to  re- 
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lieve  the  Ilertzog  Hall  Committee  from  all  pecuniary  responsibilties, 
except  those  connected  with  the  care  of  the  Hall  and  its  ordinary 
repairs.  As  the  Committee  is  now  constituted,  the  burden  falls  en- 
tirely on  the  Theological  Professors.  While  they  have  cheerfully 
united  in  the  recent  cifort,  and  may  occasionally  use  their  influence 
in  interesting  the  friends  of  the  Seminary  in  its  special  wants,  i 
is  not  for  its  benefit  that  they  should  be  continually  before  the 
Church  as  applicants  for  money." 

We  would  again  most  earnestly  ask  the  Synod  to  grant  its  pro- 
fessors the- desired  relief.  At  the  request  of  the  Building  Committee 
we  would  ask  the  attention  of  the  Synod  to  a  point  in  their  late 
report,  found  on  page  265  of  the  printed  Minutes  of  1867,  presented 
as  follows  : 

"  The  Committee  beg  the  Synod  to  devise  measures  to  relieve 
them  from  their  present  liabilities  for  work  already  done,  at  the  ear- 
liest possible  day." 

It  appears  that  the  Building  Committee  have  at  much  sacrifice  of 
time  and  no  little  anxiety,  endeavored  to  fulfil  the  wishes  of  the 
Synod,  that  they  have  become  involved  in  pecuniary  liabilities  by 
no  fault  of  their  own — the  condition  of  the  unfinished  houses  re- 
quiring this.  Their  report  speaks  for  itself,  and  we  respectfully  add 
our  request  to  theirs,  that  measures  of  relief  for  them  may  be  speedily 
provided.  There  is  no  doubt  the  money  can  be  temporarily  raised 
from  the  bank  if  the  Synod  will  give  the  necessary  authority. 

We  would  also  call  the  attention  of  the  Synod  to  the  great  need 
of  I'epairs  both  upon  the  exterior  of  the  Hall,  and  upon  the  fence 
around  the  grounds.  The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Synod  to 
raise  money  for  repairs,  expended  what  they  received  for  the  inte- 
rior of  the  Hall,  but  as  their  collection  reached  less  than  half  the  sum 
necessary  for  the  work  proposed,  they  were  compelled  to  leave  their 
task  half  completed.  We  would  state,  that  unless  the  fence  is  soon 
repaired  and  painted,  the  Synod  will  be  put  to  great  expense  in  pro- 
viding a  new  one.

The  following  communication  was  received  from  Rev.  C.  E.  Cris- 
pell,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate : 
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Holland,  Mich.,  Oct.  25,  18CY. 
To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  : 

Dear  Brethren, 

The  Committee  appointed  for  the  purpose,  informed  me  of  my 
appointment  as  Professor  of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology  at  Hope 
College  I  answered  them  that  I  regarded  the  action  of  the  Synod 
as  the  call  of  the  Master,  through  the  Church,  to  the  office  to  which  I 
had  been  chosen,  and,  that,  therefore,  I  felt  it  my  duty  to  accept 
such  office,  and  was  prepared  to  enter  upon  the  trust  assigned  to  me, 
at  the  bidding  of  the  Synod. 

The  Committee  assured  me  that  Synod  expected  no  delay  of  in- 
struction because  of  their  unfinished  action  with  regard  to  inaugura- 
tion— such  delay  arising  from  a  diversity  of  views  of  the  Constitution, 
to  be  removed  by  classical  action  this  falh  By  conference  with 
otlver  members  of  Synod  this  assurance  was  confirmed.  Because  of 
this,  and  the  evident  relative  necessities  of  the  case,  I  prepared  for, 
and  entered  upon  the  path  marked  out  in  the  report  on  the  Profes- 
sorate, adopted  by  Synod.     See  Minutes,  pp.  'JeS-Q. 

"  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  from  the  Synod  of  Chicago,"  met  on  call  Oct.  1,  or- 
ganized and  entered  upon  the  duties  to  which  they  had  been  assigned 
by  the  Synod.  They  received  three  young  men  as  members  of  the 
2nd  Theological  Class,  one,  however,  conditionally.  They  adjourn- 
ed to  meet  for  "the  examinationof  the  Classes  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  report  to  General  Synod." 

The  Professors  of  Hope  College,  "  invited  to  act  as  Lectors  in  the 
several  branches  of  training  which  they  had  charge  of,  during 
the  year  past,  with  the  Theological  Class,"  are  at  work  according  to 
instruction. 

I  have  stated  that  your  Committee  informed  me  that  I  was  ap- 
pointed Professor  of  Theology  "  at  Hope  College."  Of  this  phrase- 
ology your  Committee  were  positive.  The  Report  of  the  Proceed- 
ings of  Synod,  published  in  the  Christian  Intelligencer,  used  the 
the  same  preposition  at.  Other  occasional  notices  have  used  the 
phrase  "  in  Hope  College."  The  certificate  of  Professorial  appoint- 
ment has,  "  in  Hope  College." 

This  diversity  of  phraseology  seemed  to  indicate  indefiniteness  of 
status  of  the  Theological  School,  and  might  give  rise  to  quite  dift'er- 
cnt  views  of  it,  and  conflicting  action  on  the  part  of  those  interested 
in  it.  I  knew  not  my  own  relations  in  view  of  my  appointment, 
and  my  consequent  duties.  Was  the  Theological  School  of  our 
Church  in  the  West  to  be  merely  a  department  in  Hope  College,  sus- 
taining the  same  general  relations  to  its  Council  and  Faculty,  as  the 
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Collegiate  and  Primary,  or  of  the  Female  department  of  that  Insti- 
tution ?  Or,  was  it  to  be  a  department  of  Hope  Coller/e  as  a  University, 
to  be  governed  by  its  teachers  of  Theology  as  a  Faculty,  and  to  be 
subject  to  the  Council  of  the  College  as  a  Board  of  Superintendents? 
Even  this  latter,  though  it  involves  no  such  humiliatitig  position  as 
the  former,  yet,  is  so  contrary  to  the  long  established  usages  of  our 
Church,  and  would  produce  such  a  concentration  of  jwioer  in  the 
Council,  nominated  virtually  by  themselves  perhaps,  as  would,  I  fear, 
from  what  I  know  of  the  state  of  feeling  here  in  the  West  seriousl}'' 
endanger,  certainly  damage  severely,  our  Institutions  in  this  place. 
Or,  was  it  to  be  a  Theological  School,  under  the  care  of  General 
Synod,  to  be  governed  by  it  according  to  its  long  established  usages, 
and  to  be  located  at  present  and  perhaps  permanently  at  Hope 
College  ? 

For  a  solution  of  these  questions,  I  turned  to  the  resolution  of 
appointment,  and  read  in  Hope  College.  I  read  carefully  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate,  and  saw  very  clearly  that  the 
resolution  as  printed  and  published  did  not  accord  with  the  recbm- 
raendation  of  the  report. 

I  then  wrote  to  the  Stated  Clerk  of  the  Synod,  inquiring  whether 
the  printed  Minutes  could,  in  any  way,  be  verified?     He  answered: 

"  As  to  the  question  of  the  prepositions  at  and  in,  undoubtedly 
there  is  clerical  inadvertence  to  account  for  the  manner  of  their  use, 
aad  which  was  not  noticed  by  the  Synod  in  the  reading  of  the 
Minutes.  I  take  the  blame  to  myself.  I  find  in  the  journal  kept  by 
the  temporary  clerks,  as  follows : 

"'  Synod,  after  uniting  in  prayer  with  Dr.  Chambers,  proceeded 
to  elect  a  Professor  of  Theology  in  Hope  College.' 

"After  the  election,  'i^esoZyec?,  unanimously,  that  Rev.  C.  E. 
Crispell  be,  and  hereby  is,  appointed  Professor  of  Didactic  and 
Polemic  Theology  at  Hope  College.' 

"I  was  misled  by  the  first  part  of  the  minute,  and  hence  'm' 
appeared  afterwards  in  the  resolution  and  in  the  Certificate." 

It  seems  to  me  desirable,  in  view  of  the  diversity  of  the  phraseology 
above  noted,  the  acknowleged  clerical  inadvertence  and  error,  the 
variety  of  views  which  it  may  occasion,  and  the  uses  which  may 
hereafter  be  made  of  it,  that  the  Synod  which  has  founded  the 
School,  should  define  more  clearly  the  status  they  intended  to  give 
it. 

I  would  also  for  the  same  reason  request  Synod  to  alter  the  phra- 
seology of  the  Certificate,  if  need  be,  so  as  to  have  it  conform  to  this 
intended  action.

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The  following  report  was  received  from  the  Committee  for  Build- 
ing Houses  for  the  Theological  Professors,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Board  of  Direction  : 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  build  houses  for  the  Tlieological 
Professors,  respectfully  report  that  in  accordance  with  the  resolution 
of  General  Synod  in  June  last,  they  obtained  by  loan  from  the  Board 
of  Direction  the  sum  of  $4,000,  this  being  the  estimated  expenses 
of  finishing  Professor  Demarest's  house,  in  addition  to  the  amount 
of  1700  conditionally  promised  by  the  Collegiate  Church,  which  we 
hoped  to  obtain.  That  Consistory,  however,  prefer  to  adhere  to  their 
original  proposal,  to  grant  their  aid  only  when  the  full  sum  required 
for  the  three  houses  is  obtained.  Your  Committee  find  that  this 
estimate  is  correct,  and  consequently  there  is  a  deficiency  of  $700, 
which  they  respectfully  ask  General  Synod  to  provide. 

Your  Committee  also  report,  that  the  amount  of  indebtedness  for 
work  done  on  the  three  houses  previously  to  June  last  is  greater  than 
was  then  supposed  ;  partly  because  they  find  that  some  expenses  are 
greater  thau  they  had  estimated ;  partly  because  the  Hertzog 
Hall  Committee  report  that  some  of  the  sums  promised  them  cannot 
be  collected.  Consequently  we  are  burdened  with  a  debt  additional 
to  that  of  $700,  contracted  in  completing  Dr.  Demarest's  house, 
of  $4,800.  We  must  respectfully  ask  the  General  Synod  to  enable 
us  to  pay  the  mechanics,  who  are  greatly  in  need  of  the  amounts  so 
long  due  them,  and  to  relieve  us  from  continued  responsibility. 

A  final  and  complete  report  will  be  presented  to  the  next  General 
Synod.

The  Committee  appointed  to  inform  Rev.  C.  E.  Crispell  of  his 
election  as  Professor  of  Theology,  presented  their  report,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate. 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  presented  the  folovvinrr  report 
which  was  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  beg  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing as  their  report  in  relation  to  the  several  matters  refcnred  to 
them  : 
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1.  The  Theological  Professors,  through  their  Secretary,  Dr.  "Wood- 
bridge,  request  to  be  relieved  from  the  burden  of  collecting  money 
in  the  Churches,  which  they  have  borne  for  several  years  past,  while 
in  any  exigency  which  may  arise  they  will  be  ready  to  cooperate 
with  any  Committee  of  Synod. 

^Your  Committee  consider  the  request  in  the  highest  degree  reason- 
able and  just.  Such  work  is  not  in  harmony  with  their  appoint- 
ment, and  what  they  have  done  under  the  pressure  of  circumstances 
then  existing,  was  a  noble  sacrifice  of  personal  comfort  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Theological  Seminary.  The  following  resolution  is  accord- 
ing recommended: 

Resolved.,  That  the  request  of  the  Theological  Faculty  be  granted, 
and  they  are  hereby  relieved  from  the  duty  of  raising  money  for  the 
Seminary  or  Hertzog  Hall. 

2.  As  to  the  additional  point  raised  by  Dr.  Woodbridge,  the  fol- 
lowing is  recommended  : 

Resolved,  That  the  repairs  and  repainting  of  the  fences  of  the 
Hertzog  Hall  grounds,  and  the  repairing  of  the  exterior  of  the  build- 
incr  itself  are  highly  important  and  urgent,  and  are  commended  to  the 
special  attention  of  the  Synod. 

It  is  accordingly  recommended  that  Rev.  J.  L.  See,  and  Elders  R. 
H.  Pruyn,  S.  R.  W.  Heath,  Jacob  Jewett,  and  Ten  EyckSutphen,  be 
a  committee  to  raise  the  necessary  means,  and  that  we  earnestly  so- 
licit for  said  Committee  the  liberal  gifts  of  the  Churches. 

3.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Crispell  desires  that  the  Synod  distinctly  define 
his  position  as  a  Professor  of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology,  as 
there  has  been  confusion  in  the  terms  used  in  the  Minutes  of  Synod. 
He  calls  the  attention  of  the  Synod  also  to  the  omission  of  arrange- 
ments for  his  inauguration.  The  Committee  recommend  the  follow- 
ing : 

Resolved,  That  the  proper  designation  of  Dr.  Crispell  is,  "  Profes- 
sor of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology  at  Hope  College,  and  that  the 
Certificate  of  appointment  be  altered  accordingly. 

Resolved,  That  Professor  Crispell  be  inaugurated  as  Professor  of 
Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology  at  Hope  College,  on  first  Wednesday 
of  September,  1868,  in  the  First  Church  of  Holland,  and  tliat  Rev. 
James  Deraarest,  Jr.,  preach  the  sermon,  and  Rev.  Isaac  Ferris  give 
the  charge  to  the  Professor  elect.

ARTICLE   XX. 

BOARD    OF    PUBLICATION. 

The  special  Committee  appointed  at  the  Session  in  June,  to  in- 
vestigate the  affairs  of  the  Board  of  Publication  presented  their 
report,  which  was  accepted  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lication. 
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The  Committee  on  Publication  presented  the  following  report, 
•whicli  was  adopted : 

The  Standing  Committee  of  Synod,  to  which  was  referred  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Synod's  Board  of  Publication,  at  the  regular 
Session  of  this  Synod  in  Geneva,  found  difficulty  in  understanding 
the  precise  condition  of  this  Board  from  the  Report.  The  Corre- 
sponding Secretary  had  been  recently  appointed,  and  the  Report  had 
been  prepared  by  members  of  the  Board  not  familiar  with  its  prac- 
tical work.  The  financial  condition  of  the  Board  was  not  clearly 
stated,  and  the  result  of  your  committee's  work  was  unsatisfactory. 
It  became  necessary  to  appoint  a  Special  Committee  to  investigate 
the  financial  status  of  the  Board,  and  to  defer  final  action  in  re- 
gard to  the  Standing  Committee's  Report  until  this  adjourned 
meeting  of  the  Synod.  This  Special  Committee  has  faithfully  per- 
formed its  work,  and  brought  in  its  Report,  and  the  result  of  the 
course  taken  has  been  to  bring  before  this  Synod  the  real  business 
men  of  the  Board,  who  have  clearly,  satisfactorily  and  nobly  ex- 
plained all  the  workings  of  the  Board.  Your  Standing  Committee 
now  feel  that  they  have  in  possession  the  data  they  require,  and  do 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report  and  recommendation  : 

The  Board  have  published  during  the  year  two  new  volumes, 
their  own  Annual  Report,  thirteen  editions  of  former  books,  twenty- 
three  editions  of  former  tracts,  two  new  tracts,  and  81,000  copies  of 
the  Soiver, 

They  state  that  the  business  of  the  Depository  has  been  laro-er 
than  in  any  former  year.  They  report  also  that  103  churches  have 
contributed  to  the  funds,  and  mention  the  very  interesting  fact  of  a 
bequest  of  15,000,  received  from  the  estate  of  Silas  B.  Childs,  Esq., 
of  Utica,  with  the  condition  that  the  money  is  to  be  expended  in 
the  publication  of  Sabbath  School  Books.  (This  Board  never 
before  received  a  bequest  in  amount  exceeding  S'300).  Of  this 
bequest  of  $5,000  and  its  accumulated  interest,  the  Board 
have  invested  $3,271.20  in  U.  S.  Bonds,  and  appropriated  the  re- 
mainder, 11,838.30  to  general  purposes.

It  is  important  to  remind  tbe  Synod  that  very  little  of  this  bal- 
ance as  above  shown  is  in  money.  Most  of  it  is  in  store  fixtures, 
plates,  cuts,  electrotypes  and  books.  It  is  simply  the  estimated 
value  of  property  in  band,  and  not  capital  on  which  the  Board  may 
operate  in  its  business  transactions.  The  Board  has  very  little  cash 
capital.    It  is  solvent  and  its  condition  is  encouraging,  as  tbe  fall 
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report  of  its  business  men  to  this  Synod  has  now  demonstrated.  Bi  t 
satisfactory  reasons  have  been  given  to  the  Synod  why  the  Board  is 
still  weak,  and  asks  the  sympathy  and  support  of  the  Churches  or 
at  least  a  time,  until  it  can  go  alone.  It  has  met  during  its  shfort 
history  with  a  very  discouraging  loss  by  fire,  and  has  been  obliged 
to  incur  heavy  expenses,  the  profits  of  which  are  now  beginning  to 
appear.  Your  Committee  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  detail  in  this 
report  the  trials  of  the  Board,  which  the  Synod  has  now  heard  so 
fully  stated.  They  have  after  careful  consideration  of  this  subject, 
come  to  the  distinct  conclusion  that  a  flourishing  Board  of  Publica- 
tion is  of  the  first  importance  to  our  denomination.  They  are  now 
cpconraged  to  believe  that  this  existing  Board  may  be  brought,  by 
proper  means,  to  a  position  of  power,  and  have  accordingly  deter- 
mined to  ask  the  Synod  to  commend  it  to  the  earnest,  warm  sup- 
port of  the  Churches.  The  Board  have  engaged,  as  their  Corres- 
ponding Secietary,  the  Rev.  John  A.  Lansing,  D  D.,  a  brother  long 
known  and  dearly  loved  in  all  the  Churches,  a  brother  whose  interest 
in  this  Board  and  its  well  understood  objects  is  most  warm  and  sin- 
cere, and  whose  presence  and  pulpit  work  are  most  acceptable  every- 
where. His  presentation  of  the  cause  of  this  Board  has  already 
resulted  most  happily  in  many  places,  and  the  success  of  his  appeals 
h>5s  been  shown  in  a  larger  inflow  of  money  to  the  treasury  during 
the  last  six  months  than  in  any  corresponding  period  before. 

If  your  Committee  could  believe  that  this  Board  would  always 
remain  depressed  and  struggling,  they  would  regard  it  as  their  duty 
to  recommend  its  abandonment.  But  the  clear  statements  we  have 
now  heard  indicate  that  the  dark  period  in  its  history  is  over,  and 
that  it  has  just  reached  a  time  when  every  sign  is  a  sign  of  pro- 
Hiise.  It  would  be  a  relinquishment  of  important  advantages  gained, 
and,  therefore  it  would  be  folly  to  give  up  this  Board.  Your  Com- 
niiliee  are  abundantly  satisfied  of  this,  and  therefore  recommend  to 
the  Synod  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod's  Board  of  Publication  is  an  agency  of 
o-reat  importance  to  the  Church,  increasingly  so  indeed  at  the  pre- 
sent juncture,  when  every  tendency  and  every  prospect  of  the 
Church  is  to  expanding  power  and  usefulness,  and  that  it  de- 
serves to  be  warmly  cherished  throughout  our  denomination. 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  be  earnestly  commended  to  our 
Churches  for  a  liberal  endowment.

The  evening  of  the  first  day  of  the  Session  was  devoted  to  a 
public  meeting  for  religious  exercises. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  report  at  this  Session  a  plan  for  se- 
curing systematic  contributions  to  the  benevolent  Boards,  requested 
an  extension  of  time  to  the  next  Synod  for  reporting  a  plan. 

It  was  Resolved,  That  the  request  be  granted. 
ARTICLE  XXIIL 

PASTORAL      LETTER. 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Isaac  Ferris,  C.  S.  Hageman,  John  Van 
Liew,  Joachim  Elmendorf,  and  the  Elders  Gamaliel  G.  Smith,  George 
W.  Schuyler  and  Peter  S.  Duryee,  be  and  hereby  are  appointed  a 
Committee  to  draft  a  Synodical  Address,  to  be  presented  by  this 
body  to  the  Churches  under  its  care,  on  the  present  duties  and  pros- 
pects of  the  Denomination.  The  foregoing  Committee  will  report 
said  address  to  this  Synod  for  its  adoption. 

The  Committee  presented  the  following  letter,  which  was 
adopted  :  "* 

Beloved  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  Grace,  Mercy,  and 
Peace  be  with  You.     Amen. 

With  this  day  our  venerable  Church  enters  upon  a  new  epoch. 
Nearly  two  hundred  and  fifty  years  have  passed  since  the  fathers  of 
our  Church  unfurled  the  'banner  of  the  Cross  on  this  soil,  and  set 
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up  those  institutions  we  enjoj'^,  and  proclaimed  tliosc  precious  doc- 
trines of  the  Bible  so  well  and  so  truly  expressed  in  our  standards  of 
Faith,  and  which  constitute  our  heritatrc.  Various  vicissitudes  have 
been  encountered  in  our  course.  Difficulties  not  a  few  have  been 
overcome.  Though  our  progress  has  not  been  rapid,  our  position  is 
strong,  and  the  prospect  opening  to  our  faith  and  efibrts  most 
encouraging. 

You  are  aware  that  appendages  have,  in  the  progress  of  our  his- 
tory, been  added  under  various  circumstances  to  our  ecclesiastical 
designation.  These  have  now  been  removed,  after  an  earnest  and 
solemn  consideration,  and  by  a  remarkably  large  vote  of  the  several 
Classes  and  of  the  General  Synod,  so  that  now  our  beloved  Church 
stands  where  the  fathers  stood,  under  that  name  which  they  brought 
from  the  fatherland,  and  in  possession  of  those  doctrines  in  the 
maintenance  of  which  many  became  martyrs.  As  our  fathers  were 
known  as  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  New-Netherlands,  we  are  the 
"  Reformed  Church  in  America,"  and  have  restored  to  its  original, 
simple  form,  the  link  which  connected  us  with  the  glorious  memories 
of  the  struggles  and  sacrifices  of  the  past.  What  events  cluster 
around  the  name  !  The  annals  of  the  Republic  of  Holland  are  illu- 
minated with  the  glory  of  heroic  struggles  for  emancipation  from  the 
double  despotism  of  a  ghostly  superstition  and  of  an  imperious 
State  control.  It  is  remarkable  that  after  the  lapse  of  two  centuries, 
the  battle  of  the  Reformation  is  again  to  be  fought,  not  to  throw  off 
the  yoke  of  Rome,  but  to  defend  the  ground  won  and  to  carry  out 
the  work  of  the  fathers  among  masses  who  need  the  light  of  Refor- 
mation truth. 

Our  position  is  one  which,  if  faithfully  sustained  and  improved, 
will,  with  God's  favor,  make  us  a  blessing  to  our  own  age  and  the 
ages  to  come.  We  have  a  ministry  which  preach  the  simple,  pure 
Gospel,  uncontaminated  by  philosophical  speculations.  We  have 
the  means  of  the  preparation  of  a  future  ministry  under  the  instruc- 
tion of  able  professors.  We  have  the  agencies  required  for  the  pub- 
lication of  the  doctrines  of  our  faith  ;  for  giving  the  Gospel  to  the 
destitute  in  our  own  land  as  well  as  to  the  heathen  ;  and  we  have 
forms  of  organization  in  admirable  harmony  with  the  civil  institu- 
tions of  our  country.  The  word  of  God's  providence  to  us  is,  "  go 
forward."  Catchinof  new  inspiration,  both  from  the  past  and  the 
present,  let  us  put  forth  new  energy,  and  cultivate  a  large  liberality, 
and  stand  in  our  place  as  faithful  workers  for  Him  who  loved  us  and 
gave  himself  for  us,  and  for  the  precious  souls  that  are  ready  to 
perish. 

In  the  urgent  Christian  work  of  our  day,  we  are  a  part  of  a  great 
Protestant  brotherhood,  animated  with  a  like  aim,  and  moved  by 
the  same  holy  impulse.  We  bid  them  God-speed  in  their  several 
positions  in  the  great  army  of  truth.  But  ours  is  a  distinct  place. 
We  have  one  great  Captain,  but  we  have  our  distinct  subordinate 
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officers — onr  independent  but  fraternal  position,  which  we  prefer, 
and  shall  cherish  in  all  love. 

Beloved,  the  indications  of  the  times  are  portentous  of  great 
events,  both  at  home  and  abroad.  The  trumpet-call  comes  to  each 
one  separately,  and  to  all  our  Churches  in  the  aggregate  :  There  is 
work  to  be  done,  and  we  must  do  it,  and  do  it  promptly  and  with  a 
will.  Those  are  most  expressive  records  in  Nehemiah  :  "  All  the 
wall  was  joined  together  unto  the  half  thereof;  for  the  people  had 
a  mind  to  work  ;" — "  every  one  over  against  his  house." 

Fathers  and  Mothers  in  Israel,  we  solicit  you  by  all  you  have  en- 
joyed, by  every  comfort  and  privilege  granted  you,  by  every  hope 
cherished,  by  your  sense  of  the  preciousnessof  a  Saviour,  by  your 
estimate  of  the  soul's  value,  put  forth  every  effort  in  the  work  of  the 
Church. 

Christian  Sisters,  places  on  every  side  invite  you  to  come  to  our 
help  with  all  your  glowing  affection  and  fervent  zeal  and  holy  devo- 
tion. It  is  a  blessed  providence  which  gives  women  such  a  power 
for  good  in  our  day. 

Christian  Young  Men,  who  are  strong  to  bear,  and  wise  to  plan, 
and  energetic  in  execution,  we  need  you.  The  fields  are  white  to 
the  harvest,  and  laborers  are  few.  The  inquiry  of  the  Master  is. 
Who  will  go  for  us,  and  whom  shall  we  send  ?  Who  of  you  will 
respond,  "  Here  am  /,  send  me."  What  are  all  the  gains  of  trade, 
the  emoluments  of  office,  the  distinctions  of  civil  life,  compared 
with  winning  souls  to  Christ  and  being  the  instrument  of  saving 
them  that  are  without  hope. 

Christian  men  of  wealth,  we  invite  you  to  the  privilege  of  laying 
your  treasures  on  the  altar  of  the  Lord  ;  we  hold  up  to  you  the  con- 
secration of  Him  who  bought  you  with  "  a  price  all  other  price 
beyond  ;"  we  solicit  you  to  make  yourselves  sources  of  blessings  to 
the  ignorant,  and  miserable,  and  outcast. 

Brethren  in  the  ministry  of  reconciliation,  these  are'times  which 
call  us  to  stand  close  to  each  other,  to  combine  effort,  to  seize  every 
opportunity  of  usefulness,  to  avail  ourselves  of  every  facility  to  ad- 
vance the  cause  in  which  we  are  engaged.  A  prospect  opens  to  the 
faithful  servant  of  Christ  of  a  most  inviting  and  encouraging- 
character.  How  much  depends  on  prompt  and  persevering  co- 
operation !  And  there  is  a  special  urgency  in  the  condition  of  our 
several  Boards,  which  admits  of  no  delay  and  of  no  exceptions.  We 
hesitate  not  to  say  that  provision  for  our  own  Boards  should  have 
precedence  in  the  benefactions  of  our  Churches.  While  we  unite  with 
brethren  of  other  tribes  in  the  Christian  Israel  in  what  is  common 
work,  provision  for  our  own  household  in  the  faith,  as  for  our  own 
families,  should  first  be  made,  and  it  should  be  not  sufficient  for  pre- 
sent wants  alone,  but  for  expansion  as  well. 
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Beloved  in  tlie  Lord,  let  us  go  with  one  heart  to  the  throne  o^ 
grace,  hearing  there  the  interest;  of  our  Church  in  her  reassumed 
attitude.  Let  us  cherish  the  truth  more  tenderly  than  ever,  that  it 
is  only  as  yve  have  the  Master  with  us  that  we  shall  succeed  in  our 
great  work,  and  that  his  smile  will  make  it  a  glorious  work. 

And,  now,  we  commend  you,  and  our  Church  in  all  her  interests 
and  wants,  to  the  Great  Shepherd  of  Israel,  the  Hope  and  Friend  of 
our  fathers  of  the  Keformation,  and  the  Source  of  every  good  and 
perfect  gift,  prayirg  that  He  will  abundantly  sustain  and  honor  you, 
and  will  condescend  to  honor  us  as  his  channels  of  blessing  to  the 
spiritually  needy  of  our  own  land  and  of  the  nations  without  God 
and  without  Christ.

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After  the  organization  of  your  Board  the  Report  from  the  Profes- 
sors was  received,  gratefully  acknowledging  the  divine  goodness  in 
reference  to  the  physical  health,  the  mental  vigor,  and  the  spiritual 
growth  of  the  students  under  their  care. 

The  same  report  notices  an  increased  Missionary  spirit  in  the 
Seminary  daring  the  past  year,  as  indicated  by  the  consecration  of 
themselves  to  the  work  of  Christ  among  the  Heathen  by  two  young 
men  of  the  Senior  class. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  is  called  to  the  necessity  of  an  in- 
creased endowment  of  the  Seminary — a  subject  of  undeniably  vital 
interest  to  its  efficency  and  growth. 

The  failure  of  the  attempt  to  supplement  the  endowment  of  tl)e 
three  original  Professorships  throws  upon  the  Church  the  work  of 
supplying  the  deficiency  by  a  large  increase  of  the  Professoral  Fund. 

In  reference  to  the  whole  subject  of  providing  for  the  Professors, 
the  Board  is  constrained  to  urge  upon  General  Synod  the  request 
to  inaugurate  measures  for  completing  the  endowment  of  the 
Theological  Seminary,  and  to  provide  a  permanent  residence  for  the 
Professor  of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology.  It  is  but  just  to  place 
all  of  the  Professors  on  an  equal  footing  in  this  respect,  and  it  is 
the  judgment  of  the  Board  that  after  the  endowment  has  been  se- 
cured (unless  the  result  can  be  accomplished  independently  of  the 
above-named  object),  there  should  be  no  delay  in  filling  up  the  com- 
plement of  Professors  houses  upon  the  Synod's  grounds  in  Mew 
Brunswick. 

In  the  Professors'  report,  attention  is  called  to  the  fact,  that  the 
number  of  students  in  attendance  during  the  past  year  has  not  ex- 
ceeded twenty-seven. 

Whenever  the  Church  has  completed  its  temporal  arVangemcnts, 
either  for  Education  or  Worship,  its  work  is  but  just  begun.  Expe- 
rience shows  that  it  is  then  too  often  regarded  as  finished.  As  the 
glory  of  the  Temple  is  the  Deity  with  his  service  in  spirit  and  in 
truth,  and  not  the  decforations  or  appointments,  so  with  the  wants 
of  the  age  upon  us  we  are  forced  to  give  expression  to  the  thought 
that,  what  above  all  things  is  to  be  desired  for  our  Seminary  is  ex- 
tensive usefulness.  The  Seminary  has  never  been  without  its  de- 
voted friends  and  patrons,  but  does  the  Church  itself  duly  cherish 
the  objects  for  which  the  institution  is  constituted  ? 

It  is  plain  there  is  no  comparison  between  the  relative  consecra- 
tion of  money  and  of  person  to  these  objects.  In  our  public  schools 
the  cost  of  individual  education  does  not  exceed  the  one  thirtieth 
part  paid  by  the  Church  for  the  education  of  her  ministry.  Is  tlie 
Church  satisfied  to  receive  in  compensation  for  nearly  twenty  thous- 
and dollars  annual  outlay  the  education  of  less  than  thirty  of  her 
sons  ? 

The  same  outlay  would  furnish  instruction  as  well  to  two  hundred 
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as  to  twenty,  and    who  floes    not    see    that   tlie    error  is  not  in  the 
liberal  endowment  but  the  niggardly  supplies  of  the  material. 

The  small  number  of  our  students  can  be  accounted  for  but  very 
partially  by  the  establishment  of  the  Western  Theological  School, 
or  by  the  discouragements  resulting  from  the  late  war  and  its  con- 
sequences. The  greatly  increased  supply  froiu  competing  Theolo- 
gical Seminaries  all  over  the  land,  doubtless  contiibutcs  to  lessen 
the  numbers  in  particular  institutions,  but  the  rcjil  dilTlculty  lies  in 
the  spiiit  of  the  age,  the  declension  of  self-denying  relio-ion,  the  ex- 
cessive labors  of  the  ministry  and  the  peculiar  condition  of  the 
Church.  More  alluring  paths  of  life  lie  open  on  every  hand  to  tempt 
the  untried  footsteps  of  the  young,  while  the  uncertainties  of  his 
position,  the  ugly  competitions  of  conflicting  denominations,  and 
the  prospect  of  uncared  for  old  age,  deter  the  Neophyte  from  the 
toilsome  stony  path  of  the  Heralds  of  Salvation.  The  real  causes 
of  the  deplored  result  lie  at  the  heart  of  the  Church  beyond  doubt. 
It  is  our  conviction  that  to  supply  the  living  wants  of  the  Churches, 
and  to  meet  their  growing  demands,  there  must  be  a  multiplication 
of  conversions  among  the  young  and  a  new  consecration  among  us 
all.  The  cause  in  question  invites  the  hearty  co-operation  of  every 
class.  The  supply  and  support  of  her  ministry  depends  upon  the 
body  of  the  Church.  While  much  may  and  ought  to  be  done  by 
Ministers  and  Elders,  by  the  Theological  Professors  theuiselves  and 
the  students  through  direct  appeals  and  personal  influences  at  home 
and  aliroad,  to  invite  and  to  encourage  candidates  for  the  office,  the 
humblest  mother  in  the  Church  should  bring  her  Samuel  to  the 
altar,  and  the  prayers  of  believers  for  revival  in  our  bondage  will 
issue  in  a  liberal  supply  for  the  whitened  harvest. 

These  views  it  is  conceived  touch  the  merits  of  the  problem.  Do 
they  not  force  upon  the  Churches  the  conviction  that  the  Great 
Head  demands  of  our  ministers  and  councils  hearty  co-operation  in 
strengthening  the  things  which  we  have  already,  but  which  cannot 
be  saved  from  extinction  without  the  inner  vital  influence  of  the 
Spirit  of  God.  Already  too  much  has  been  done  to  take  one  look 
backward.  Let  the  work  go  on  until  the  accommodations  and  the 
provision  for  their  support  is  complete  ;  but  let  us  beware  lest  we 
forget  that  we  have  then  only  begun  the  real  work  of  furnishing  the 
living  ministry  to  the  multitudes  who  are  everywhere  as  sheep  with- 
out a  shepherd. 

It  is  the  desire  of  your  Board  to  convey  to  General  Synod  in  the 
most  expressive  manner  our  convictions  on  this  important  subject, 
and  that  its  claims  may  be  brought  before  the  Church  in  such  a  way 
as  to  secure  the  interest  and  effort  to  wdiich  it  is  entitled.  If  the 
value  of  the  liarvest  depend  upon  the  supply  and  the  efiicency  of 
the  labor,  we  may  see  there  is  no  room  in  any  direction  for  rest  or 
diversion  of  councils  until  in  its  application  to  the  case  in  hand,  the 
Scripture  be  again  fulfilled.  "  The  Lord  gave  the  word — great  was 
the  company  that  published  it." 
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The  several  examinations  of  the  students  were  conducted  hj  the 
Professors  in  the  presence  of  the  Board. 

The  usual  enquiry  was  made  of  the  members  of  the  Senior 
Cla^s  in  relation  to  their  views  in  entering  the  Ministry — and  of  the 
various  classes  as  to  their  observance  of  the  rule  in  regard  to 
Preaching. 

Specimens  of  Sermonizing  were  exibited  by  the  Senior  Class. 

It  was  unanimously  resolved  that  the  several  examinations  be  sus- 
tained, and  that  the  me.obers  of  the  Senior  Class  be  recommended 
to  the  Professors  to  receive  the  usual  certificates. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Superintendents  feels  called  upon  to 
express  its  gratification  at  the  evidence  given  through  the  examina- 
tions of  the  several  classes — of  the  marked  interest  and  vigor  of  life 
manifested  by  the  Theological  Professors  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duty,  by  which  an  earnest  enthusiasm  has  been  awakened  in  the 
students,  and  we  would  call  upon  the  Church  to  co  operate  vigor- 
ously in  the  support  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  assuring  them- 
that  its  work  there  is  faithfully  done. 

No  address  was  delivered  before  the  Board  owing  to  the  absence 
of  both  the  brethren  appointed  to  that  service.

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Theological  Professor, 
from  which  the  following  is  an  extract,  viz  : 

"  Upon  the  adjournment  of  your  body  to  meet  again  at  my  call  to 
examine  the  Students  of  Theology  and  report  to  Synod,  I  entered 
\ipon  the  duties  assigned  me  by  Synod,  taking  charge  of  the  Theo- 
logical students,  delivering  lectures  to  the  Middle  Class  and  instruct- 
ino-  the  Juniors  in  the  Doctrinal  Standards  of  our  Church. 

Finding,  from  the  phraseology  which  had  been  used  relating  to 
the  Theological  School  at  this  place,  that  doubts  might  arise  with 
reo-ard  to  its  status,  I  addressed  a  letter  to  Synod  requesting  them 
to  define  more  clearly  the  status  they  intended  to  give  it. 

When  official  information  of  Synod's  action  upon  the  communica- 
tion was  received,  I  called  a  meeting  of  the  Theological  Teachers 
for  consultation,  and  it  was  unanimously  agreed — all  except  one 
who  had  not  yet  returned  from  the  J]ast  being  present — that  the 
Theological  Classes  be  informed  that  they  were  not  in  Hope  CoUerp 
— under  its  Council  and  Faculty — but  at  Hope  College — f/overned  bij 
General  Synod  through  a  Board  of  Su2)erintendents,  and  in  charge 
of  Synod^s  Professor  of  Theology. 

The  status  thus  indicated  ha-<  been  fully  and  properly  recognized 
by  the  respective  classes.  During  the  year  the  Professors  of  Hope 
College  invited  to  act  as  Lectors  in  the  several  branches  of  training 
•which  they  had  charge  of  during  the  preceding  year,  have  been  en- 
gaged in  the  duties  to  which  they  were  invited  by  Synod,  varied  a 
little  by  express  arrangement  of  the  Theological  Teachers. 

Dr.  Phelps  has  had  charge  of  Sacred  Exegesis  and  Archaeology  ; 
Prof.  Beck  of  Hebrew  and  Greek,  Biblical  Criticism,  and  Exegesis 
in  part  ;  Prof.  Oggel  of  Pastoral  Theology  and  Sacred  Rhetoric ; 
Prof.  Scott  of  Chronology  and  Ancient  Sacred  History  and  Ecele- 
siastical  History. 

No  arrangement  has  yet  been  made  for  Church  government. 

The  conduct  of  the* students  during  the  year  has  been  exemplary 
and  their  habits  studious.  Conformity  to  the  rules  of  Synod  has 
been  enjoined  and  heartily  rendered.  They  have  labored  with  ac- 
ceptance in  condncting  and  sustaining  Sabbath  schools,  and  are  all 
of  good  report  among  our  Churches."

There  has  been  received  from  the  Executors  of  JIrs,  Caroline 
L  Stolces,  deceased,  the  sujn  of  S500,  bequeathed  by  her  for  the 
maintenance  and  support  of  the  Domei-tic  Missionary  operations  of 
the  lleformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church. 

Your  Board  would  report  that  the  amount  received  to  the  1st  of 
May  last  on  account  of  the  assessment  of  ii;20,000,  made  by  General 
Synod  in  June,  1861,  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  Permanent 
Fund  of  Synod,  is  $15,710  21. 

In  accordance  with  authority  of  General  Synod,  your  Board  have 
loaned  to  the  Committee  on  the  Peter  Uertzog  Theological  Hall  the 
sum  of  84,000,  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  third  of  the  Pro- 
fessoral  residences  at  New  Brunswick.

Your  Board  would  call  the  special  attention  of  Synod  to  the  fact 
that  the  advances  for  salaries  and  contingent  expenses  now  amount 
to  about  $4,000,  and  that  as  such  deficiencies  naturallv  and  neces- 
sarily increase  year  by  year,  and  as  the  burden  really  falls  upon 
your  Treasurer,  it  is  extremely  desirable  and  imperative  that  prompt 
and  ample  provision  be  made  to  meet  it. 

On  the  subject  of  the  Bond  of  Rev,  N.  E.  Smith,  your  Board  feel 
that  action  should  be  taken  by  General  Synod  itself,  in  as  much  as 
the  Professorship  was  established  in  connection  with  the  o-ift,  and 
therefore  beg   leave  to  refer  the  subject  to  them  for  decided  action.

Nbw  York,  June  Ist,  1868. 
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Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  above  report  and  documents  as 
relates  to  the  Widows'  and  Disabled  Ministers'  Funds  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  the  Widowe'  and  Disabled  Ministers'  Funds,  and 
the  remainder  to  the  Committee  on  the  Board  of  Direction. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported,  Synod  pro- 
ceeded to  the  election  of  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  Corporation. 
On  counting  the  ballots  it  appeared  that  the  following  were  chosen : 
Mr.  James  Myers,  President ;  Rev.  M.  S.  Hutton,  Messrs.  James  A. 
"Williamson,  and  James  Suydam,  Directors  ;  and  Mr.  John  I.  Brower, 
Treasurer. 

A  resolution  that  the  salaries  of  the  Professors  of  Theology  be 
$3,000,  was  offered  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Board  of 
Direction. 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  General  Synod  on 
the  subject  of  "  Classical  Assessments,"  presented  the  following  re- 
port which  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

The  Committee,  to  whom  the  subject  of  "  Classical  Assessments, ' 
was  referred  by  the  last  General  Synod,  at  its  adjourned  session,  res- 
pectfully report  : 

The  plan  of  apportioning  contingent  expenses  among  the  Classes 
was  adopted  by  the  Synod  of  '57,  in  hope  of  preventing  the  accu- 
mulation of  debt.  The  danger  of  increasing  indebtedness  arose  from 
the  improvident  action  of  the  Synod  in  1855.  A  total  addition  of 
8800  was  then  made  to  the  Professors'  salaries,  but  no  measures 
were  adopted  to  secure  a  proportional  increase  of  invested  funds. 
Official  notice  of  this  oversight  was  given  to  the  Synod  of  '56.  In 
their  report  the  Board  of  Direction  stated  that  the  annual  income  of 
the  Synod  was  inadequate  by  about  the  above  named  sum  to  satisfy 
obligations  already  assumed.  The  existence  of  a  debt  was  also  men- 
tioned, and  the  Synod  was  earnestly  urged  to  provide  for  this  de- 
ficiency in  some  permanent  way.  In  response  the  Synod  appointed 
a  Committee  of  five,  to  secure  the  necessary  addition  to  the  Perma- 
nent Fund,  and  requested  the  Churches  to  make  special  collections 
for  the  liquidation  of  the  debt,  occasioned  by  the  temporary  defi- 
ciency. Four  of  this  Committee  were  not  members  of  the  Synod. 
There  was  then  no  guaranty  that  they  would  accept  the  arduous 
task.  Unfortunate  circumstances  prevented  from  serving  and  noth- 
ing was  yet  done  at  the  close  of  the  year.  Collections  were  taken 
in  about  50  churches,  but  only  $550  were  raised,  most  of  the 
Churches  failing  to  respond.  The  debt  was  thus  increased,  and  it 
was  apparent  that  it  must  continue  to  increase,  unless  the  contribu- 
tions from  the  Churches  were  made  equal  to  the  deficiency  in  the 
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income  of  Synod.  Under  this  nccessit}',  tlie  Synod,  relying  upon 
the  fidelity  of  the  Classes,  determined  to  ask  of  each  its  part  of  the 
anticipated  deficiency.  It  was  therefore  resolved,  that  nntil  perma- 
nent funds  can  be  procured,  the  araotint  necessary  for  the  contin- 
gent expenses  of  each  year,  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several 
Classes.  The  term  contingent  then  included  all  the  expenses  of  the 
Synod  except  the  Professors'  salaries,  which  were  as  yet  less  in 
amount  than  the  interest  of  the  Permanent  Fund.  Sufficient  pro- 
vision thus  appeared  to  be  made  against  an  increase  of  debt.  It  is 
evident  that  no  effort  was  made  for  the  liquidation  of  the  debt 
already  existing.  The  Synod  may  have  expected  that  the  surplus 
of  income  resulting  from  the  excess  of  the  interest  of  tlie  Per- 
manent Fund  over  the  Professors'  salaries,  would  in  time  enable  the 
Board  to  pay  it.  The  only  measure  adopted  for  the  increase  of 
the  Permanent  Fund  was  the  reappointment  of  the  old  Committee, 
wliich  had  virtually  declined  to  serve.  The  resignation  of  the  Treas- 
urer seems  to  have  prevented  the  execution  of  the  apportionment 
resolution.  The  Committee  continued  as  inactive  as  in  the  previous 
year.  Collections  were  voluntarily  taken  in  some  of  the  Churches, 
amounting  to  over  $600,  but  this  generosity  did  not  prevent  the 
increase  of  the  debt.  The  Synod  of  '58  necessarily  re-enacted  the 
apportionment  resolution,  and  informed  the  Churches  that  the  only 
method  of  avoiding  these  annual  contributions  was  the  raising 
of  $15,000  for  the  Permanent  Fund,  That  there  might  be  no  fur- 
ther delay,  a  Committee  of  tnvelve,  including  that  of  '56  was  ap- 
pointed, with  instructions  to  prepare  a  circular  and  send  it  to  the 
Churches.  They  were  also  requested  to  take  such  steps  as  they 
should  deem  best,  if  the  Churches  failed  to  respond  to  the  circular. 
Prompt  action  was  the  more  necessary  as  the  addition  of  $200  to 
the  Treasurer's  salary,  the  grant  of  mileage  to  western  delegates, 
the  transfer  of  Hertzog  Hall  to  the  Board  of  Direction,  and  the 
erection  of  Holland  Academy  had  increased  the  annual  expenses 
$800,  making  the  deficiency  about  $1,000.  The  Rutgers  College 
property  was  also  found  to  be  out  of  repair.  The  translation  of  the 
Minutes  of  the  early  sessions  of  the  Synod  occasioned  a  special  ex- 
pense of  $400.  The  Treasurer  and  Stated  Clerk  seem  to  have  an- 
ticipated dissatisfaction,  from  the  execution  of  the  apportionment 
resolution,  and  to  have  made  the  estimate  of  deficiency  very  low,  in 
hope  of  preventing  it.  An  apportionment  of  $1,200  was  made.  At 
the  close  of  the  year  it  was  found  that  the  contingent  expenses  had 
amounted  to  $2,000.  Over  $900  were  paid  by  the  Classes.  As  this 
was  50  per  cent,  in  advance  of  the  amount  collected  in  any  previous 
year,  it  seemed  to  the  Synod  of  '59  to  be  practical  evidence  of  the 
wisdom  of  the  apportionment  plan.  And  it  was  hoped  that  by 
adopting  a  more  just  estimate,  an  annual  income  might  be  secured 
which  would  clieck  the  further  accumulation  of  debt.  The  Classes 
were  therefore  earnestly  advised  to  pay  their  apportionments.  It  was 
evident  from  the  failure  of  the  circular,  that  new  measures  must  be 
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adopted  for  the  increase  of  the  Permanent   Fund.     The  Board  of 
Direction  was  tlierefore  instructed  to  appoint  agents  for  the  purpose 
of  raising  a  new  fund  of  ^30,000,  the   interest  of  which  should  be 
used  for  the  payment  of  all   expenses  of  the  Synod.     Profiting  by 
the  experience  of  the  former  year,  the   Treasurer  increased  the  ap- 
portionment to  $1,800.     Only  $1,137    were  paid,  and  at  the   close 
of  the  year  the  embarrassment  had  become  very  great.     Although 
several    bills   remained  unpaid,    and   the    Treasurer   had    advanced 
$1,400,  there  were   no  means  in  hand  for  paying  the  salary  of  the 
Stated    Clerk,  the  mileage  of  the  western  delegates,  nor  even  the 
current  expenses  of  the   Session.     The  difficulties  of  the  position 
were  increased  by  communications  from  several  Classes  complaining 
of  the  apportionments  that  had  been  made.     In  this  emergency  the 
Board  were  instructed  to  borrow  from  benevolent  funds,  which  they 
might  have  in  hand.     The  apportionment  had  become  more    neces- 
sary than  in  former  years.     As  to  obtaining  a  fund,  from  the  interest 
of  which  all  expenses  should  be  paid,  the  Synod  merely  requested 
the  Board  of  Direction  to  give  new  attention  to   the  execution  of 
the    plan  proposed  by  the   preceding  Synod.       Eighteen    hundred 
dollars  were  again  apportioned  by  the  Treasurer  and  the  Classes  paid 
more    readily  than  before.     The    amount  of  advances  was  thus  re- 
duced, but  the  general  derangement  of  monetary  affairs,  produced  by 
the  opening  of  the    war,   prevented  the    Board   from  pressing  the 
claims  of  the  Contingent  Fund  upon  the  Churches.     At  the  close  of 
the  year  it  amounted  to  less  than  $1,000.  This  was  not  incorporated 
with  the  old  Fund,  but  allowed  to  accumulate.     As  the  expenses  of 
the  year  '60-61  had  been  $1,800,  and  the  death  of  Dr.  Van  Vran- 
keu   occasioned  a  special   outlay  of  $200,  it  seemed   necessary   to 
make  another  apportionment  of  $1,800  for  the  mere  prevention  of 
an  addition  to  the  already  heavy  debt.     Yielding  to  the  depression 
of  the  times,  the  Synod  continued  the  plan  of  an  agency  under  the 
care  of  the  Board  of  Direction.     The  Classes  responded  quite  liber- 
ally to  the  apportionment,  and  favorable  circumstances  enabled  the 
Board  to  reduce  the  debt  for  advances  to  $1,000.     The  amount  of 
classical  arrears  was  $1,200.     It  was  believed  that  a  large  part  of 
these   arrears  had  been  occasioned  by  a  conviction  on  the  part  of 
different  Classes   that  they  had  been  required  by  the  Treasurer  to 
pay  more  than  their  just  proportion.     At  least  they  offered  such  an 
excuse.     In  hope  of  quieting  this  complaint,  and  obtaining  the  pay- 
ment of  the  arrearges,  the  Synod  in  '62  laid  the  duty  of  making  the 
apportionment  among  the  Classes  upon  the    particular    Synods  of 
New  York  and  Albany.     The  particular  Synod  of  Chicago  was  tem- 
porarily relieved   from  any   share  in  the  apportionment,  and  it  was 
resolved  that  two-thirds  of  the  necessary  amount  should  be  annually 
apportioned  to  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York,  and  one-third  to 
that  of  Albany.    Tlie  duty  of  estimating  the  deficiency  was  left  with 
the   Treasurer  and    Stated  Clerk.     In  deference  to  a  general  com- 
plaint, the  apportionment  was   omitted   for   the   current  year,    and 
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provision  was  made  for  its  deficiency,  in  oversight  of  the  debt  of 
81,000,  by  tlie  promise  of  a  full  discharge  to  the  Classes  in  arrears, 
if  they  would  pay  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  amount  due  from 
them,  and  by  asking  from  the  other  Classes  twenty-five  per  cent,  of 
the  former  apportionment.  Two  of  the  Classes,  South  New  York, 
and  Poughkeepsie  seem  to  have  been  entitled  to  this  remission,  but 
few  Classes  took  advantage  of  it.  The  total  amount  remitted  was 
only  $225.  A  number  of  Classes  generously  overpaid  the  amount  re- 
quired, and  in  June  '63  the  debt  was  reduced  to  $800.  The  eff'ort  to 
obtain  a  Contingent  Fund  continued  unsuccessful,  and  dissatisfac- 
tion with  the  plan  led  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia  to  suggest  to  the 
Synod  of  '62  the  appointment  of  a  "  strong  Committee."  But  the 
Synod  did  not  think  a  special  Committee  necessary,  and  merely 
continued  the  plan  of  an  agency  under  the  care  of  the  Board  of 
Direction,  which  had  yielded  $1,260  in  three  years.  The  necessity 
of  the  annual  apportionment  therefore  remained.  The  Contingent 
expenses  were  still  further  increased  by  the  opening  of  correspond- 
ence with  the  Assembly  of  the  New  School  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  a  special  expense  of  $1,200  was  at  this  time  incurred  by  the 
laying  out  of  a  street  m  the  rear  of  Rutgers  College.  This  was  an- 
ticipated by  the  Treasurer  in  his  communication  to  the  Particular 
Synod  in  May  1863,  and  the  deficiency  was  estimated  at  $2,700 
Although  this  was  $900  in  excess  of  any  previous  apportionment, 
the  result  proved  it  to  be  necessary.  The  congratulatory  report  of 
the  Board  led  the  Synod  of  '63  to  overlook  the  deficiency  in  the 
Permanent  Fund.  New  enterprises  in  behalf  of  Rutgers  College 
and  Holland  Academy  also  diverted  attention.  But  a  timely  com- 
munication from  the  Classis  of  Geneva  led  to  the  appointment  of  a 
special  Committee  on  the  Contingent  Fund.  Fourteen  hundred 
dollars  were  found  to  be  necessary  for  repairs  of  Rutgers  College 
which  had  been  neglected  since  '55.  A  special  apportionment  was 
ordered,  making  the  total  apportionment  for  the  year  over  $4,000. 
The  Contingent  expenses  were  again  increased  by  reopening  cor- 
respondence with  the  German  Reformed  Church,  and  by  assuming 
the  insurance  of  buildings  connected  with  Holland  Academy.  The 
income  of  Synod  was  at  this  time  unfavorably  afi'ected  by  the  dis- 
turbed condition  of  the  national  finances.  The  interest  of  the  Per- 
manent Fund  in  '63-4  was  insufficient  for  the  first  time  by  about 
$400,  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  Professors,  and  the  unusual  amount 
paid  by  the  Classes  did  not  prevent  the  debt  from  becoming  nearly 
$1,500.  No  special  provision  had  as  yet  been  made  for  the  liqui- 
dation of  this  debt.  Successive  Synods  had  merely  provided  for 
the  deficiency  of  the  current  year.  But  a  resolution  adopted  in  '62 
permitted  the  Treasurer  to  include  it  in  the  annual  estimate  of  de- 
ficiency which  he  sent  to  the  Particular  Synods.  The  readiness 
with  which  the  Classes  responded  in  '63  encouraged  him  to  do  so  in 
his  conmiunication  of  May,  1864.  This  action  of  the  Treasurer  has 
been  generally  misunderstood.     Many  have  supposed  that  the  defi- 
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ciency   arising  from  the   delinquency  of  some  Classes  was  assessed 
upon  the  others.     The  fact  is,  that  the  Board  had  become  tired  of 
lending  money  to  the  Church,  and  in  hope  of  making  the  Treasury 
solvent,  asked  for  more  than  was  really  required,  but  did  not  remit 
the  claims  which  they  held  against  the   delinquents.     These  delin- 
quents were  also  called  upon  to  bear  their  share  of  the  new  appor- 
tionment.    The  rapid  increase  of  expenses  since  that  lime  has  pre- 
vented the  Classes  from  obtaining  the  relief  which  would  other- 
wise have  resulted  from  the  final  payment  of  these  arrears.     But  a 
very  small  part  of  them  is  still  due.  The  Particular  Synod  of  Albany 
refused  to  apportion  more  than  the  amount  necessary  for  the  expen- 
ses of  the  current  year,  breaking  the  proportion  which  had  been  es- 
tablished between  the  two   Synods.     Whilst  the  Particular  Synod 
of  New  York  apportioned  $1,800,  in  addition  to  the  assurance  that 
the  $400  in  arrears,  would  be  paid ;  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany 
apportioned  only  $583,  nearly  $500  less  than  their  quota  as  deter- 
mined by  the  Treasurer.     It  cannot  be  denied  that  the  resolution  of 
'62  was  capable  of  a  two-fold  interpretation,  and  that  given  by  the 
Particular  Synod  was  more  in  harmony  with  preceding  resolutions 
than  that  of  the  Treasurer.     But  the  Treasurer  gave  it  the  interpre- 
tation  which  a  sound  financial   policy   dictated.     The  Particular 
Synod  of  Albany  also  urged  upon  the  General  Synod  the  import- 
ance of  inaugurating  an  earnest  eff"ort  for   such   an  increase  of  the 
Permanent  Fund  as  should  relieve  the  Classes  from  all  assessments, 
except  those  which  might  be  necessary  for  the  payment  of  expenses 
properly  termed  contingent.     In  accordance  with  this  resolution  the 
Synod  in  '64  defined  the  term  contingent  as  including  only  those 
expenses  which  appertain  to  the  organization  and  meetings  of  the 
Synod.     The   attempt   to    obtain  a  Permanent   Contingent   Fund, 
which  had  been  continued  for  five  years,  with  but  very  little  suc- 
cess was  abandoned  ;  and  the  Permanent  Fund  which  was  originally 
subscribed  for  the  support  of  the  Professors  and  not  to  meet  contin- 
gent expenses  was  set  apart  for  the  maintenance  of  the  institution 
at   New   Brunswick.     It   was   also  resolved  to   increase  this   fund 
$20,000  by    an    apportionment    among  the   Classes.     The   sum    of 
$20,000  was  fixed  in  anticipating  an  income  of  $500,   from  the  sale 
or  lease  of  that  part  of  Rutgers  College  which  was  not  occupied  by 
the  Professors,  and  by  setting  apart  the  $12,000  which  was  accepted 
as  the  price  of  the  whole  property,  as  a  special  fund  for  the  erection 
of  Professoral  residences,  the   same  Synod  entirely  destroyed   the 
equity  of  the   promise   that    any    Classis   paying   its  quota  of  the 
$20,000  should  be  exempt  from  all  further  apportionments  for  the 
Theological  School.     The   conditions  upon  which  the  promise  was 
given  were   again  violated  by   the   addition  of  $200  to    the  rental 
allowed  to  Dr.  DeWitt.     As  the  promise  was  given  to  Classes  no 
provision  was  made   for  the  benefit  of  individual  Churches,  which 
should  pay  their  quotas  before  the  other  members  of  the  Classes  with 
which  they  were  connected.     Anticipating  delay  in  the  payment  of 
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the  $20,000,  the  Synod  resolved,  that  for  the  time  being  the  whole 
estimated  deficiency  of  the  Synod's  income  should  be  apportioned  to 
the  Particular  Synods  of  New  York  and  Albany  according  to  the 
present  rates.  This  was  necessary  as  the  apportionment  of  merely 
contingeiit  expenses,  so  long  as  the  income  of  the  Permanent  Fund 
was  insufficient  to  support  the  Seminary,  would  have  added  yearly 
to  the  debt  which  had  already  become  $1,500.  The  amount  of 
this  deficiency  was  farther  increased  by  the  opening  of  correspond- 
euce  with  the  General  Assemblies  of  the  United  Presbyterian  and 
the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Churches.  The  right  of  the  Treasurer 
to  apportion  advances  was  neither  affirmed  nor  denied.  His  ac- 
tion was  however  thoroughly  vindicated  by  the -result.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  the  debt  had  become  reduced  to  $600. 

During  the  years  '64-5  the  Standing  Committee  on  Hertzog  Hall, 
acting  under  authority  given  them  in  '57,  undertook  to  obtain  funds 
for  the  endowment  of  a  fourth  Professorship.  Dr  Smith,  of  Brooklyn, 
promised  them  that  if  the  Churches  would  raise  840,000  for  the 
support  of  a  Professor  of  Sacred  Rhetoric,  at  a  salary  of  $2,500,  he 
would  give  the  same  amount  for  a  corresponding  increase  in  the 
support  of  the  three  Professorships  then  existing.  The  Churches 
responded  liberally  to  these  appeals,  and  over  $60,000  was  eventually 
subscribed.  One-third  of  the  $20,000  was  paid  by  June  '65,  but  no 
Classis  had  paid  its  full  quota,  though  a  number  of  Churches  had 
done  so.  The  amount  apportioned  for  '65-6  was  $2,250,  $1,500 
being  the  estimated  deficiency  for  the  current  year.  The  amount 
■was  so  much  smaller  than  in  the  preceding  year  that  the  Particular 
Synods  apportioned  it  without  hesitation,  but  the  Churches  which 
had  paid  the  amounts  assessed  upon  them  by  the  Classes  for  the 
$20,000,  overlooking  the  fact  that  exemption  could  not  he  obtained 
until  the  entire  quotas  of  the  Classes  with  which  they  were  se- 
verally connected  had  been  paid,  became  dissatisfied.  Through  an 
oversight  of  this  fact,  the  pastors  had  in  many  instances  assured  the 
congregations  that  the  collection  of  their  individual  quotaswould  free 
them  from  all  but  a  slight  assessment  for  purely  contingent  expenses. 
If  we  mistake  not,  some  pastors  so  misunderstood  the  resolution  of 
the  Synod  as  to  promise  entire  exemption  from  synodical  dues. 
The  result  was,  that  in  this  year,  '65-6,  only  $1,100  were  paid  by 
the  Classes,  and  the  debt  became  again  increased  to  $1,200. 

New  difliculties  now  appeared.  The  Synod  of  '65  accepted  Dr. 
Smith's  bond  for  $40,000,  elected  a  fourth  Professor,  and  fixed  the 
salary  of  each  at  $2,500  for  the  current  year.  The  new  Professor 
was  furnished  with  the  college  residence  which  Dr.  Berg  had  left, 
and  the  latter  was  allowed  $500  for  rent.  The  increased  rental  of 
Dr.  De  Witt  was  continued.  The  result  of  these  resolutions  was  an 
addition  of  $5,100  to  the  annual  expenses.  Dr.  Berg  was  also  al- 
lowed $150  for  removal.  The  contemplated  transfer  of  Rutgers  Col- 
lege necessitated  the  erection  of  professorial  residences.  The  Stand- 
ino-  Committee  on  Hertzog  Hall  were  instructed  to  obtain  if  possible 
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$40,000  for  this  purpose,  and  a  Building  Committee  was  appointed, 
with  the  discretionary  powers  to  commence  building  as  soon  as 
funds  in  hand  should  warrant.  The  committee  set  apart  $40,000 
of  subscriptions  for  the  new  Professorship,  and  the  residences  were 
commenced  in  '65.  Only  $30,000  of  these  subscriptions  have  as 
yet  been  paid,  and  the  income  from  the  monies  secured  for  the  fourth 
Professorship  have  thus  been  inadequate  for  its  support.  The  ex- 
pense of  this  support  was  temporarily  increased  by  the  transfer  of 
Rutgers  College  one  year  earlier  than  was  anticipated  in  '64.  This 
compelled  the  Synod  to  pay  rental  to  all  the  Professors  until  the 
completion  of  the  houses.  At  the  same  time  the  action  of  the  Par- 
ticular Synod  of  New  York  increased  the  dissatisfaction  of  the 
Classes,  and  led  them  to  withhold  the  income  which  might  have 
been  realized  from  the  annual  apportionment.  The  estimated  de- 
ficiency of  the  Treasurer  for  the  year  '66-7  was  $2,550,  $900  for 
advances,  and  $1,650  in  anticipation  of  the  current  year.  The  Par- 
ticular Synod  of  New  York  apportioned  the  whole  amount,  but 
overlooked  the  right  of  two  Classes,  North  Long  Island  and  Pough- 
keepsie,  to  exemption  from  all  apportionments  for  the  Theological 
School.  There  is  no  evidence  that  the  delegates  of  these  Classes 
protested  against  the  unjust  apportionment  which  was  consequently 
made.  These  Classes  refused  payment.  In  dissatisfaction  with  the 
Treasurer,  for  not  specifying  the  amount  of  contingent  expenses,  the 
Particular  Synod  of  Albany  refused  to  apportion  the  $2,550,  and 
remembering  the  preamble  of  the  committee  of  '64,  apportioned 
$334,  one-third  of  $1,000,  which  was  then  declared  to  be  the  aver- 
age of  contingent  expenses.  The  result  was  a  second  violation  of 
the  proportion  that  had  been  established  between  the  two  Particular 
Synods.  Whilst  New  York  apportioned  $1,700,  Albany,  which 
should  have  been  one-half  of  this  amount,  assumed  only  $334.  The 
Synod  of  ^QQ  did  not  notice  the  action  of  the  Particular  Synods  and 
misled  by  an  undue  estimate  of  income,  merely  advised  the  Classes 
to  pay  their  assessments  for  the  $20,000  and  the  arrears  for  contin- 
gent expenses,  and  held  out  a  prospect  of  relief  in  the  future.  No 
provision  of  rent  was  made  for  Dr.  Woodbridge.  $200  was  allowed 
for  the  anticipated  removals  of  Drs.  De  Witt  and  Woodbridge.  An 
increase  of  $400  in  the  Treasurer's  salary  diminished  the  available 
income  from  the  Permanent  Fund  $150.  The  Synod  seems  to  have 
overlooked  the  important  fact  that  in  '65-6  the  Professors  receiyed 
the  increased  salaries  for  only  a  part  of  the  year.  The  full  etfect  of 
the  legislation  of  '65  did  not  therefore  appear  till  the  year  '66-7. 
The  support  of  the  Professors  during  this  year  cost  $11,333,  $10,000 
for  salaries,  and  $1,833  for  rental.  The  two  residences  first  erected 
were  not  completed  in  October  as  the  Building  Committee  had  ex- 
pected in  June.  Dr.  De  Witt  did  not  ob  ain  possession  of  his  house 
till  the  close  of  the  year.  Dr.  Smith's  second  payment  of  $2,800 
was  a  mortgage  for  that  amount.  It  was  not  immediately  converted 
into  money,  and  the  result  was  in  May  of  last  year,  Synod  was  in  debt 
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to  its  Treasurer  for  advances  nearly  $5,000.  This  debt  was  not  men- 
tioned to  the  Particular  Synods  in  May.  The  Treasurer  simply 
stated  that  the  deficiency  would  be  $2,400.  This  estimate  was  ap- 
parently based  upon  the  expense  of  the  preceding  year,  which  had 
been  $5,200  above  the  interest,  or  $2,400  over  "2,800,  the  amount 
secured  by  Dr.  Smith's  mortgage.  The  Particular  Synod  of  New 
York  was  notified  of  its  mistake  in  '66  in  regard  to  the  Classes  which 
had  paid  their  quota  of  the  $20,000,  and  the  name  of  the 
Classes  at  that  time  entitled  to  exemption  from  apportionments  for 
the  Seminary  specified,  but  the  amount  of  contingent  expenses  was 
not  stated.  The  subject  was  therefore  referred  back  to,  the  Trea- 
surer. The  mistake  of  the  previous  year  was  not  corrected,  and  the 
two  Classes,  Poughkeepsie  and  North  Long  Island,  remained  dis- 
satisfied. They  have  as  yet  failed  to  pay  the  just  apportionment  of 
last  year.  Unfortunately  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  whilst 
apportioning  the  entire  amount,  overlooked  the  claims  of  the  Classis 
of  Orange,  which  had  paid  its  quota  of  the  $20,000  in  '65,  and  thus 
offended  a  most  faithful  part  of  the  Church.  The  debt  of  $5,000 
was  not  mentioned  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Direction  which 
was  read  in  the  Synod  of  '67,  in  June,  and  the  official  announce- 
ment of  Dr.  Smith's  failure  did  not  awaken  the  attention  it  deserved. 
A  special  committee  was  appointed  to  raise  the  $2,800  which  thus 
became  necessary  for  the  completion  of  the  Professors'  salaries,  and 
the  whole  subject  of  increasing  the  endowment  was  referred  to  ano- 
ther committee.  The  members  of  this  committee,  who  were  present 
at  the  session  of  the  Synod,  expressed  an  unwillingness  to  serve  ;  but 
they  were  not  relieved.  That  the  salaries  might  be  promptly  paid, 
the  Board  was  authorized  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  Synod. 
The  Standing  Committee  on  Hertzog  Hall  was  also  instructed  to 
borrow  $4,000  for  the  immediate  completion  of  the  third  Professoral 
residence.  In  November  they  reported  that  they  had  received  this 
amount  from  the  Board  of  Direction,  in  other  words,  that  the  Synod 
had  received  a  loan  of  $4,000  from  itself.  It  also  appeared  that 
there  was  an  additional  indebtedness  of  ^5,600  for  work  which  had 
been  already  done.  The  committee  was  instructed  to  negotiate  ano- 
ther temporary  loan.  The  Professorial  members  of  the  committee 
were  relieved  from  the  duty  of  making  further  effbrts  for  the  collec- 
tion of  money.  Let  us  look  at  the  situation.  Amount  of  annual 
claims  upon  the  Permanent  Fund,  $11,500  ;  interest  of  this  fund, 
$8,600  ;  deficiency  of  annual  income,  nearly  $3,000  ;  deficiency  of 
endowment,  reckoning  interest  at  six  per  cent.  $50,000  ;  debt  on  Pro- 
fessorial residences,  $10,000  ;  due  the  Treasurer  for  advances  over  and 
above  Dr.  Smith's  mortgage,  nearly  $4,000 ;  Standing  Committee  on 
Hertzog  Hall  negotiating  notes  at  New  Brunswick ;  Board  of  Direc- 
tion borrowing  from  time  to  time  the  amounts  necessary  for  the  pay- 
ment of  salaries  as  they  became  due ;  Hertzog  Hall  very  much  in 
need  of  repairs ;  Special  Committee  complaining  of  their  want  of 
success  in  raising  the  $2,800 ;  Committee  on  Endowment  doing  no- 
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thing,  as  Synod  had  refused  to  accept  their  reasonable  excuse ; 
Classes,  moreover,  complaining  of  the  apportionments  that  had  al- 
ready been  made ;  thus  closed  the  financial  career  of  the  Dutch 
Church.     Let  us  be  Reformed. 

From  the  review  of  the  past,  it  appears  that  the  large  apportion- 
ments which  have  occasioned  so  much  dissatisfaction  have  been  ne- 
cessitated by  the  inadequacy  of  the  Seminar}'  Fund  to  meet  the  ap- 
propriations of  the  Synod.  The  act  of  appropriation  creates  a  neces- 
sity. The  raising  of  the  amount  ceases  to  be  voluntary.  An  ap- 
portionment is  merely  an  acknowledgment  of  this  necessity,  and  the 
assumption  by  the  several  Classes  of  their  respective  parts  of  the  ap- 
propriation. Apportionments  will  therefore  be  necessary  until  the 
income  of  the  Seminary  Fund  is  made  equal  to  the  expenses  con- 
nected with  the  institution.  Let  there  be  no  more  delay  in  obtain- 
ing a  sufiicient  increase  of  endowment. 

The  amount  of  these  apportionments  has  evidently  been  increased 
by  financial  mismanagement.  This  has  resulted  from  the  incompe- 
tency of  a  body  constituted  as  is  the  General  Synod  to  deal  with 
financial  questions.  In  hope  of  preventing  similar  mistakes  in 
the  future,  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  as  By- 
Law  (No.  ix.)  for  the  Board  of  Direction : 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  propose  to  the  Synod  from 
year  to  year,  in  the  form  of  resolutions,  those  financial  measures 
which  they  may  deem  necessary. 

The  fact  that  successive  Synods  have  misunderstood  the  financial 
condition  of  the  Church,  leads  us  to  recommend  the  following  reso- 
lution. That  the  expense  account  and  estimate  of  expenses  and  in- 
come for  the  current  year,  which  are  annually  submitted  by  the 
Board  of  Direction  be  read  and  published  in  the  Minutes.

We  do  not  insist  upon  the  legality  of  these  obligations,  but  a  re- 
fusal to  pay  these  amounts  is  a  refusal  to  give  in  proportion  to  the 
other  Classes.  We  do  not  believe  that  one  of  these  Classes  is  will- 
ino-  that  others  should  do  its  part.  Some  have  supposed  that  they 
were  called  upon  to  make  up  the  deficiencies  of  others.  We  hope 
that  the  Delegates,  now  present,  will  see  that  these  payments  are  made 
very  soon. 

Resolved,  In  view  of  further  apportionments  for  the  Seminary,  that 
tlie  Classes  who  have  failed  to  pay  the  assessment  made  in  1864  for 
raisin"-  $20,000  for  the  further  endowment  of  the  Professoral  Fund, 
be  requested  to  take  immediate  measures  for  the  payment  of  their 
respective  quotas,  and  that  in  the  judgment  of  General  Synod  they 
ought  to  pay  interest  on  the  amount  they  have  been  deficient 
during  the  term  of  such  deficiency.  And  that  in  making  further 
assessments  for  the  Professoral  Fund,  those  Classes  which  have  paid 
the  whole  or  part  of  their  assessments  toward  the  Fund  of  $20,000, 
be  allowed  the  benefit  of  such  payments. 

mResolved,  That  all  further  apportionments  for  the  Seminary  at  New 
Brunswick  be  kept  entirely  distinct  from  the  annual  assessments  for 
contingent  expenses. 

It  was  resolved  by  the  Synod  of  '64  "That  it  be  the  fixed  policy 
of  this  Synod  to  assess  contingent  expenses  upon  the  Particular 
Synods  of  New  York  and  Albany."  The  contingent  expenses  at 
present  are : 

1.  Stated  Clerk $200 

2.  Attending  Delegates 400 

3.  Corresponding  Delegates 200 

4.  Sundries 100 
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The  last  item  may  be  indefinitely  increased  by  special  expenses. 
Reduction  can  only  be  made  by  witbliolding  tbe  mileage  of 
western  delegates.  This  cannot  justly  be  done  until  the 
Synod  is  willing  to  hold  its  stated  sessions  in  all  parts  of  its  dis- 
connected domain.  Many  circumstances  make  it  desirable  that  a 
session  should  be  held  at  an  early  day  within  the  limits  of  the 
Particular  Synod  of  Chicago.  These  contingent  expenses  have  been 
hitherto  assessed  by  the  Particular  Synods.  They  have  been  unable 
to  give  satisfaction  to  the  Classes.  The  Classis  of  Bergen  requested 
the  General  Synod  of  '65  to  "  adopt  some  rule  by  which  its  annual 
contingent  expenses  might  be  fairly  assessed  pro  rata  upon  the  whole 
Church."  The  Particular  Synod  of  Albany  has  adopted  several 
tables  of  assessment,  still  requests  were  sent  to  it  from  two  Classes 
at  its  late  session  for  further  change. 

In  making  these  assessments  the  Synod  have  given  attention  to 
the  pecuniary  ability  of  the  Classes.  It  is  evidently  impossible  to 
estimate  this  correctly.  Your  Committee  do  not  feel  it  need  be 
noticed  in  apportioning  purely  contingent  expenses.  Each  Church 
is  certainly  able  to  pay  its  numerical  quota  of  $1,000  per  annum. 
These  expenses  are  connected  with  the  existence  of  the  Synod.  The 
Synod  exists  for  the  defence  of  ecclesiastical  rights.  In  the  defence 
of  these  rights  no  attention  is  paid  to  the  pecuniary  condition  of  the 
appellant.  The  poorest  farmer  in  the  distant  West  is  as  certain  of 
obtaining  a  candid  hearing  as  the  wealthiest  Elder  from  the  metro- 
polis. Should  not  the  poor  in  return  for  this  equal  protection  pay 
a  full  share  of  the  trifling  expense  which  arises  from  the  existence  of 
the  judicatory.  Two  cents  a  member  will  secure  the  necessary 
amount.  Thfi  adoption  of  this  principle  will  obviate  many  iucon- 
veniencies  which  have  arisen  in  the  past. 

The  experience  of  the  past  shows  the  necessity  that  synodical 
delegates  should  return  to  their  Classes  with  a  definite  knowledge  of 
the  amount  required  for  the  current  year.  This  may  be  accomplished 
by  a  distinct  act  of  appropriation. 

The  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago  is  at  present  relieved  from  all 
assessments.  We  do  not  believe  that  the  western  delegates  will 
question  the  propriety  of  their  paying  a  part  of  the  contingent 
expenses.     We  recommend  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  it  be  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Accounts  to  pre- 
sent in  their  report  a  detailed  estimate  of  all  contingent  expenses, 
for  the  current  year. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  empowered  to  assess  the  amount 
thus  appropriated  by  the  General  Synod,  for  contingent  expenses 
upon  the  Classes,  Arcot -excepted. 

Resolved,  That  the  basis  of  this  assessment   be   the  number   of 
communicants.

Resolved,  That  all  preceding  acts  of  this  Synod,  which  arc  incon- 
sistent with  these  resolutions  be  repealed. 

In  conclusion  we  would  express  our  thanks  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Corporation,  for  the  kind  manner  in  which  he  has  given  us 
access  to  all  the  papers  in  his  possession.

On  the  subject  of  the  Bond  of  Rev.  N.  E.  Smith,  referred  by  the 
last  General  Synod  to  this  Board,  they  refer  the  matter  back  to  the 
Synod,  requesting  decided  action  thereon. 

Treasurer'' s  Oeneral  Expense  account. — There  is  a  balance  due  the 
Treasurer  on  this  account  of  $3,950  47  to  which  the  Board  call  the 
earnest  attention  of  Synod. 

Hope  College  Endowment  Fund. — From  this  account  it  appears 
that  there  has  been  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  College,  $16,579 
25,  making,  with  the  amount  heretofore  paid,  $29,152  86,  and 
$1,361  39  to  Rev.  P.  Phelps,  for  expenses,  out  of  the  $43,994  OV 
received,  and  leaving  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  General 
Synod    $13,479  82,  of   whichll 3,400  is  permanently  invested. 

There  is  needed  about  $37,000  to  complete  this  Fund.

Report  of  Cotnmitiee  to  raise  $2,800. — This  Committee  report 
$638  68  collected,  $385  80  pledged  but  not  paid,  $100  paid  over 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  $638  58  ;  the  balance  in  their  hands,  waiting 
the  assurance  of  Synod,  that  the  Churches  who  have  paid  it,  shall 
be  credited  with  it  on  any  assessment  that  may  be  made  upon  them 
for  the  same  purpose  hereafter. 

Financial  Deficiencies — It  will  be  seen  by  the  foregoing,  that  un- 
less some  energetic  measures  are  taken  to  relieve  the  present  and 
prevent  future  embarrassments,  the  wheels  of  some  of  the  machinery 
of  the  Church  must  stop  ;  and  it  will  be  seen  by  above  report,  that 
your  Committee  instructed  to  raise  $2,800,  have  only  obtained 
$638  58,  while  the  Committee  on  Endowment  appointed  in  June 
last  have  made  no  report,  and  it  is  understood  have  never  accepted 
the  trust. 

The  amount  necessary  to  free  the  Synod  from  debt,  to  say  nothing 
of  future  deficiencies  is,  as  will  be  seen  by  Treasurer's  report,  as  fol- 
lows:

In  addition  to  these  amounts  the  Treasurer  calls  upon  Synod  to 
make  some  provision  for  the  completion  of  the  Endowment  of  the 
Professoral  Fund,  by  an  addition  of  at  least  $50,000.  This  defi- 
ciency being  caused  by  the  failure  of  the  $40,000  individual  endow- 
ment, and  the  non-payment  of  subscriptions  on  the  other  to  the 
amount  of  $10,000. 

Again,  on  the  Hope  College  Endowment  there  is  a  deficiency  of 
$37,000,  while  the  machinery  of  the  College  (based  upon  the  appro- 
priation of  $80,000),  is  all  at  work  and  must  be  sustained. 
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The  following  Resolutions  are  recommended  for  adoption. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Direction  be  instructed  to  cancel  the 
Bond  of  Rev,  N.  E,  Smith,  and  that  the  Professorship  now  filled  by 
Dr.  John  DeWitt  be  hereafter  known  as  the  Professorship  of  Bib- 
lical Literature. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Direction,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Committee  on  Hertzog  Hall,  be  requested  to  raise  s^l 00,000  by 
subscription,  for  completing  the  Endowment  of  the  Professoral  Fund 
and  the  payment  of  the  debt  of  Synod,  with  power  to  employ  an 
agent. 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  Hope  College  be  earnestly  requested 
to  exert  themselves  to  complete  the  Endowment  of  Hope  College. 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  present  financial  condition  of  Synod, 
it  is  inexpedient  to  add  anything  to  the  salaries  of  the  Theological 
Professors  at  New  Brunswick,  as  recommended  by  the  resolution  re- 
ferred to  us,  but  that  that  they  be  continued  for  another  year  at 
$2,500  each. 

Resolved,  That  $500  be  allowed  to  Rev.  Professor  Berg,  for  rent 
for  the  current  year,  and  that  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod  be 
authorized  to  pay  the  same  to  him.

ARTICLE  V. 

OORRESPONDKNCE. 

Reports  were  received  from  the  Rev.  V.  M.  Hulbert,  Correspond- 
ing Delegate  to  the  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  Rev. 
Alexander  R.  Thompson,  Delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  convened  at  Albany,  Rev.  J.  Romeyn  Berry, 
Corresponding  Delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  convened  at  Harrisburgh,  Rev.  Philip  Peltz,  Corres- 
ponding Delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church,  and  the  Rev.  John  Steele,  Corresponding  Delegate 
to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  in 
North  America,  and  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Corres- 
pondence. 
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Rev.  Henry  Gordon  appeared  in  Synod,  and  having  produced 
testimonials  of  his  appointment,  took  liis  seat  as  a  Corresponding 
Delegate  from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  of  North  America. 

Rev.  Daniel  Zacharias,  D.D.,  appeared  in  Synod,  and  having  pro- 
duced testimonials  of  his  appointment,  took  his  seat  as  a  Corres- 
ponding Delegate  from  the  General  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  North  America. 

Rev.  Professor  W.  N.  Scholl,  D.D.,  appeared  in  Synod,  and 
having  produced  testimonials  of  his  appointment,  took  his  seat  as  a 
Corresponding  Delegate  from  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

An  application  from  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church,  for  the  establishment  of  correspondence  with  this 
Synod,  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Corres- 
pondence. 

Rev.  John  W.  Nevin,  D.D.,  appeared  in  the  Synod,  and  having 
produced  testimonials  of  his  appointment,  took  his  seat  as  a  Corres- 
ponding Delegate  from  the  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church 
in  the  United  States. 

Testimonials  of  his  appointment,  as  a  Corresponding  Delegate 
from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  convened 
at  Harrisburgh,  were  received  from  Rev.  Francis  B.  Wheeler. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  presented  the  following  re- 
port, which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  would  respectfully  report : 

1.  That  communications  from  the  brethren  appointed  to  repre- 
sent this  Synod  in  bodies  with  which  we  are  iu  correspondence, 
have  been  received  as  follows : 

From  the  Rev.  Alex.  R.  Thompson,  Delegate  to  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  which  met  at  Albany. 

From  the  Rev.  Philip  Peltz,  Delegare  to  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

From  the  Rev.  V.  M.  Ilulbert,  Delegate  to  the  Synod  of  the 
German  Reformed  Church,  which  met  at  Baltimore. 

From  the  Rev.  John  Steele,  delegate  to  the  Synod  of  the  Re- 
formed Presbyterian  Church  in  North  America,  which  met  at  Pitts- 
burg. 

From  the  Rev.  J.  Romeyn  Berry,  Delegate  to  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  which  met  at  Harrisburg. 
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These  communications  present  nothing  for  our  special  considera- 
tion. All  speak  of  the  cordiality  with  which  the  delegates  were 
received  by  these  different  bodies,  and  all  convey  to  this  General 
Synod  the  Christian  salutations  and  the  hearty  good  will  of  the 
bodies  that  are  in  correspondence  with  it. 

It  has  been  the  custom  to  place  these  letters  of  the  delegates  on 
our  Minutes,  but  as  our  correspondence  increases  and  considerable 
space  is  taken  up  in  the  Minutes,  it  would  seem  to  be  sufficient  to 
notice  the  communications  of  the  delegates  without  printing  them  in 
full. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  that  these  communications 
be  not  printed  in  the  minutes. 

2.  There  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  committee  a  paper 
from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  which  met 
at  Albany — a  report  of  the  special  committee  to  whom  was  referred 
the  communication  of  the  General  Synod  in  reference  to  the  action 
of  the  Presbytery  of  Milwaukie  in  the  case  of  the  Oostburg  Church. 

The  committee  say  they  have  carefully  considered  the  matters  re" 
ferred  to  in  the  communication — the  complaint  of  the  Classis  of 
T\'isconsin  against  the  Presbytery  of  Milwaukie,  for  receiving  the 
Rev.  G.  De  Roie,  and  for  organizing  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Oostburg,  and  also  the  statements  and  explanations  made  in  behalf  of 
the  Presbytery,  and  they  have  been  unable  to  see  that  the  Presby- 
tery of  Milwaukie  has  violated  the  articles  of  correspondence  between 
the  two  bodies  in  the  particulars  complained  of. 

Sincere  regret  is  expressed  that  any  cause  of  difference  should 
have  arisen,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  explanations  of  the 
Presbytery  embodied  in  the  report  of  the  committee  of  the  Assem- 
bly will  satisfy  the  General  Synod,  and  that  the  ancient  Christian 
fellowship  existing  between  our  respective  Churches  and  judicatories 
may  be  fiilly  maintained. 

While  your  committee  are  not  ready  fully  to  accede  to  the  ex- 
planations made  in  the  communication  from  the  General  Assembly, 
since  they  are  opposed  to  statements  which  they  have  every  reason 
to  believe  worthy  of  credit,  and  while  they  believe  that  the  Presby- 
tery of  Milwaukie  should  have  exercised  more  care  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Oostburg,  and  that  a  repetition  of 
such  acts  as  we  complained  of  might  justify  a  suspension  of  corres- 
pondence with  the  General  Assembly,  yet  they  recommend  that  no 
further  action  be  taken,  as  they  can  see  no  advantage  to  be  gained 
from  prosecuting  the  matter  further. 

3.  In  reference  to  the  place  of  meeting  for  June,  1869,  your  com- 
mittee recommend  the  acceptance  of  the  invitation  from  the  First 
Reformed  Church  of  Philadelphia. 

4.  There  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  your  committee  a  com- 
munication from  the  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,

calling  upon  this  Synod  to  cooperate  with  them  in  securing  such  an 
amendment  in  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  as  will  embody- 
in  it  an  acknowledgment  of  Almighty  God  as  the  source  of  all 
authority  and  power  in  civil  government. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  no  action  be  taken. 
Respectfully  submitted,

The  following  preamble  and  resolutions,  presented  by  Rev.  J.  M. 
Matthews,  were  adopted. 

Whereas,  The  Constitution  of  the  Church  confides  to  the  General 
Synod  the  duty  of  "  regulating  and  maintaining  a  friendly  corres- 
pondence with  the  highest  judicatories  or  assemblies  of  other  reli- 
gious denominations,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  union  and  con- 
cert in  general  measures  which  may  be  calculated  to  maintain  sound 
doctrine,  prevent  conflicting  regulations  relative  to  persons  under 
censure  of  the  judicatories  of  either  denominations,  and  to  produce 
concert  and  harmony  in  their  respective  proceedings  to  promote  the 
cause  of  piety  and  religion." 

And  Whereas,  It  is  the  conviction  of  this  Synod  that  wholesome 
fraternal  measures  may  be  adopted  for  combining  and  unifying  the 
Evangelical  denominations  in  support  of  the  common  doctrines  of 
Christianity,  without  involving  any  surrender  of  the  distinctive  fea- 
tures and  individual  characteristics  of  these  denominations. 

And  Whereas,  The  doctrinal  and  governmental  system  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  is  broad  and  Catholic,  presenting  a  basis  on  which 
general  measures  for  the  promotion  of  piety  and  religion  may  be 
prosecuted,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  hereby  appoints  a  committee  of  three 
ministers  and  three  elders,  to  present,  in  its  behalf,  to  the  highest 
judicatories  and  assemblies  of  other  Evangelical  denominations,  at 
their  next  annual  meetings,  for  their  consideration  and  adoption, 
the  following  plan  of  a  National  Council  of  the  Evangelical  deno- 
minations in  these  United  States  : 

1st,  Such  Council  shall  have  for  its  great  object  the  concerting  of 
proper  measures  for  promoting,  not  organic,  but  fraternal  union, 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  common  doctrines  and  ethics  of  the 
Christian  Church,  whose  one  head  is  the  Lord  Jesus. 
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2d.  That  its  powers  shall  be  simply  advisory,  and  be  exercised, 
not  for  the  purpose  of  assailing  what  any  denomination  represented 
therein  may  regard  as  necessary  to  its  welfare,  but  to  secure  concert 
of  action  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel,  by  diminishing  sectarian 
rivalries  and  oppositions. 

3d.  Such  Council,  when  convened,  may  consider  and  recommend 
such  general  measures  as  may  tend  to  give  expression  to  the  proper 
and  essential  unity  of  all  who  love  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  whether 
in  this  or  other  lands,  and  draw  them  closer  together  in  aggressive 
labors  to  bring  the  whole  world  into  subjection  to  Christ. 

4th.  The  Council  shall  be  a  delegated  body,  and  may  consist  of 
five  representatives,  three  ministers  and  two  laymen,  from  each  Evan- 
gelical denomination  acceeding  to  this  recommendation,  but  no  de- 
nomination, as  such,  shall  be  held  responsible  in  any  legislative  sense 
for  what  the  Council  may  choose  to  recommend. 

5th.  The  Council  shall  meet,  provided  the  higher  judicatories  and 
assemblies  of  sister  Churches  accede  to  this  suggestion,  on  the  third 
Tuesday  of  October,  1869,  in  the  City  of  New  York,  at  10  o'clock, 
A.M,  in  the  Reformed  Church  on  Washington  Square. 

The  President,  Adsessor,  Stated  Clerk  of  this  Synod,  with  the 
Elders,  Robert  H.  Pruyn,  Sandford  Cobb  and  Frederick  T.  Freling- 
huysen,  were  appointed  a  Committee  to  carry  the  above  into  effect. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  having  reported  a  double 
number  of  nominations,  the  Synod  proceeded  to  ballot  for  Delegates 
to  the  bodies  with  which  the  Synod  is  in  Correspondence.  The  fol- 
lowing were  elected : 

Rev.  W.  J.  R.  Taylor,  Delegate  Primarius  to  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  to  meet  at  New  York,  in  the  Brick 
Church,  and  Rev.  R  Wells,  Secundus. 

Rev.  John  L  See,  Delegate  Primarius  to  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  to  meet  at  New  York,  in  the  Church  of 
the  Covenant,  and  Rev.  J.  H.  Suydam,  Secundus. 

Rev.  C.  H.  Stitt,  Delegate  Primarius  to  the  Synod  of  the  German 
Reformed  Church,  and  Rev.  Joseph  Scudder,  Secundus. 

Rev.  J.  A.  De  Baun,  Delegate  Primarius  to  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  North  America,  and  Rev.  C. 
L.  Wells,  Secundus. 
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Rev.  A.  B.  Van  Zandt,  Delegate  Priiuarius  to  the  General  Synod 
of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  in  North  America,  and  Rev. 
A.  G.  Verrailye,  Secundus. 

Rev.  M.  S.  Ilutton,  Delegate  Primarius  to  the  General  Synod  of 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America, 
and  Rev.  W.  R.  Gordon,  Secundus. 


ARTICLE  VL 

6TN0DICAL    REPORT. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  presented  the  following 
report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  respectfully  report : 

The  Minutes  of  the  several  Particular  Synods,  and  the  reports  of 
the  Boards  of  the  Church  present  the  following  results  from  which 
we  are  enabled  to  approximate  to  a  conception  of  the  state  of  reli- 
gion in  the  Church. 

The  number  of  persons  added  to  our  communion  from  the  world 
is  three  thousand  seven  hundred  and  four,   (3,704). 

The  number  added  by  certificate  from  other  Churches  is  two 
thousand  and  ninety-four.  (2,094). 

The  amount  of  money  contributed  for  benevolent  objects  is  two 
hundred  and  four  thousand  four  hundred  and  ninety-two  dollars  and 
ninety  cents.  (204,492  90). 

The  amount  contributed  for  congregational  purposes  is  seven 
hundred  and  sixty-four  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-seven  dol- 
lars sixty-six  cents.  (764,147^66). 

As  compared  with  the  last  report,  there  is  a  decrease  of  five  hun- 
dred and  eighty  (580)  conversions,  and  of  fifty-three  from  those  re- 
ceived by  certificate. 

There  have  been  received  for  benevolent  objects,  seventy-two 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixteen  dollars  fifty  cents.  (72,716  50) 
less  than  for  the  previous  year,  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-three  dollars  eight  cents.  (1,833  08),  less  for  congregational 
purposes. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 
shows  a  deficiency  of  sixteen  thousand  dollars  (16,000),  and  as  com- 
pared with  the  previous  year  shows  a  less  amount  by  fifty- five  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  twenty^seven  dollars  nine  cents.  (55,727  09). 
This   extraordinary  difierence  is  partly  explained  by  the  extremely 
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liberal  donation  of  856,000,  by  Warren  Ackerman,  Esq.,  during  the 
fiscal  year  of  1867. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
shows  an  excess  of  contributions  of  nine  hundred  and  fifty-seven  dol- 
lars four  cents  (95*7   04.) 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Publication  shows  an  excess  over  last 
year's  report  of  twenty-seven  hundred  dollars  (2,700). 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education  shows  an 
excess  of  two  hundred  and  eighty-one  dollars  over  the  amount  of 
the  previous  year. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Widow's  Fund  shows  an  in- 
crease of  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty-five  dollars  fifty-four 
cents  (1,555  54). 

The  Disabled  Ministers  Fund  shows  an  excess  of  three  hundred 
dollars  (300). 

These  facts  figures  and  comparisons  are  the  data  from  which  we 
form  a  judgment  of  the  state  of  religion  in  the  Church.  The  num- 
ber of  conversions  indicates  the  strength  drawn  from  the  world  and 
added  to  the  work  of  the  kingdom  ;  and  the  aggregate  amount  of 
contributions  in  various  forms,  to  objects  of  Christian  enterprise,  ex- 
hibits the  degree  of  development  within  the  Church  itself.  If  this 
be  so  it  is  apparent  that  we  have  but  little  cause  for  self  congratu- 
lations at  the  present  time,  but  discover  great  reason  why,  as  a 
Church,  we  should  prostrate  ourselves  in  the  dust  of  humiliation,  and 
confess  our  sins  and  shortcomings,  and  return  to  the  Lord,  bringing 
all  the  tithes  into  the  storehouse. 

While  the  general  spiritual  aspect  of  the  Church  appears  so 
gloomy,  yet  we  do  not  forget  that  here  and  there  a  Classis  report 
an  extraordinary  outpouring  of  the  Spirit  of  God,  manifested  both 
in  conversions  and  labors  for  the  cause  of  the  Master.  With  devout 
gratitude  that  our  covenant  keeping  Father  has  not  left  us  entirely 
without  token  of  His  gracious  remembrance,  we  yet  as  a  Church  feel 
constrained  to  make  as  the  burden  of  our  prayer!  "  O  Lord,  revive 
thy  work !" 

Although  it  may  not  appear  to  be  properly  within  the  province  of 
your  Committee  to  produce  the  causes  for  this  spiritual  defection, 
yet  they  would  ask  permission  to  suggest,  that  in  their  opinion  it  is 
the  want  of  spirituality  among  ministers  and  people  that  lies  at  the 
foundation  of  this  sorrowful  condition  of  things.  It  might  be  urged 
that  the  deficiency  in  our  benevolent  collections  can  be  explained  by 
the  general  stagnation  in  the  business  world.  This  would  seem  to 
be  plausible  were  it  not  that  we  have  the  corresponding  deficiency 
in  the  report  of  conversions  from  the  world.  Experience  and  ob- 
servation fully  demonstrate  that  these  act  mutually,  the  one  upon 
the  other,  or  rather  that  the  one  is  the  product  of  the  other.  Where 
there  is  spiritual  life  and  activity,  there,  to  the  greatest  degree,  the 
people  abound  in  the  grace  of  liberality,  and  vice  versa. 
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Among  the  many  causes  wliicli  occur  to  the  mind  for  this  low 
stage  of  spirituality,  your  Committee  would  mention  but  two,  spe- 
cially evident  at  the  present  time,  one  as  directly  atfecting  the 
ministry,  and  the  other  of  a  general  character. 

I.  The  minds  of  too  many  of  our  ministers  are  diverted  from  their 
legitimate  work  by  the  demands  upon  them  to  attend  to  the  tem- 
poral matters  of  the  Church,  or  to  engage  in  some  other  employ- 
ment in  order  to  provide  for  the  support  of  themselves  and  tbeir 
families.  Although  circumstances  may  seem  to  render  this  course 
imperative,  yet  we  usually  find  that  when  God's  ministers  leave  or 
neglect  the  ministry  of  the  Word  to  serve  tables,  that  His  cause  pro- 
portionally suffers.  As  the  office  of  the  Deaconship  was  instituted 
in  order  that  the  Apostles  might  give  themselves  continually  to 
prayer  and  to  the  ministry  of  the  Word,  so  should  the  officers  of  the 
Church  now  seek  to  entirely  relieve  their  pastors  from  active  parti- 
cipation in  the  secular  matters  of  the  Church,  and,  by  a  liberal  sup- 
port, to  place  them  beyond  the  necessity  of  engaging  in  worldly  em- 
ployments in  order  to  provide  for  their  physical  sustenance.  As  the 
stream  cannot  rise  higher  than  its  fountain,  so  the  spirituality  of  a 
people  does  not  usually  rise  higher  than  that  of  the  minister.  There- 
fore he  should  be  unhindered  in  h's  work,  and  the  result  will  be 
evident  in  conversions  and  the  extension  of  the  Redeemer's  king- 
dom. 

II.  There  is,  beside  this,  a  cause  of  a  general  character  tending  to 
degrade  the  spirituality  of  the  people,  which  perhaps  never  before 
so  imperatively  demanded  the  attention  of  the  Chu.ich.  We  refer 
to  the  rage  for  money  making  and  the  tyranny  of  fashion.  God's 
people  are  consecrated.  Their  bodies,  souls,  minds  and  money  are, 
by  their  profession,  laid  upon  His  altar.  Their  character  is  humility 
and  modesty.  Their  attitute  is  faith  and  prayer.  Their  daily  con- 
duct is  in  accordance  with  the  questions,  "  Lord,  what  wilt  thou 
have  me  to  he  .?"  "Lord,  what  wilt  thou  have  me  to  do?''''  How  mani- 
festly inconsistent  is  this  from  the  prevalent  making  haste  to  be 
rich,  and  the  efforts  to  excel  in  the  ranks  of  fashion  1  What  diver- 
sion of  mind  is  thus  produced  from  more  serious  concerns  !  What 
a  loss  of  valuable  time  !  What  vast  expenditure  of  money  does  this 
involve  to  the  sacrifi-e  of  secret  meditation  and  prayer,  of  active 
labors  in  the  Lord's  vineyard,  and  of  the  means  which  our  reports  so 
clearly  show  to  be  needed  to  carry  the  Gospel  in  answer  to  the 
Macedonian  cry  which  comes  up  to  us  from  thousands  in  every  quar- 
ter, "  Come  over  and  help  us !"  "  Come  over  and  help  us !" 

In  view  of  this  condition  of  things  in  the  Church,  we  recommend 
the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved^  That  all  our  Churches  be  urged  to  set  apart  a  day  of 
humiliation  and  prayer,  that  God  may  again  visit  this  vine  of  His 
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own  riglit  hand's  planting  witli  tlie  refreshing  showers  of  his  grace  ; 
and  that  Thursday,  the  14th  day  of  January,  1869,  be  thus  observed. 

They  also  recommend  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Classes  in  the  Church  suggest  to  the  several 
consistories  within  their  bounds  the  careful  consideration  of  pastors' 
salaries,  and  if  possible  to  have  them  conform  to  the  cost  of  living 
and  the  usages  of  society  in  their  various  communities. 

We  are  also  obliged  to  notice  the  fact  that  there  is  a  deficiency  in 
the  supply  of  young  men  for  the  Gospel  ministry.  Each  year  of 
late  we  have  been  compelled  to  bring  this  to  the  notice  of  the 
Church.  There  is  a  sad  defect  somewhere.  Is  it  in  the  family? 
Is  it  in  the  laxity  of  the  ministry,  failing  properly  to  present  the 
matter  to  their  people  ?  Or  is  it  because  other  fields  of  operation 
present  more  attractive  inducements  in  the  way  of  comfort  and  dis- 
tinction ?  Whatever  be  the  immediate  cause,  the  great  primary 
difficulty  lies  in  that  want  of  faith  and  spirituality  already  noticed. 
Your  Committee  recommend  the  following  resolution. 

Resolved,  That  pastors  be  urged  to  bring  to  the  attention  of 
parents,  after  the  example  of  Hannah,  the  duty  of  dedicating  their 
sons  to  the  service  of  the  Lord,  and  earnestly  to  present  the  subject 
to  pious  young  men  possessing  suitable  qualifications  for  the  work 
of  the  ministry. 

Our  Church  has  now  entered  upon  a  new  era.  The  present  is  a 
crisis  in  her  history.  As  when  the  growth  of  a  tree  ceases,  decay 
immediately  begins,  so  with  the  Church,  to  stand  still  is  to  recede 
toward  speedy  dissolution.  The  spirit  of  the  times  demands  pro- 
gress. The  forces  of  the  Church  are  uniting  to  make  common  cause 
against  the  foe  and  to  go  up  and  possess  the  land.  Shall  we  hold 
back  ?  Shall  we  stay  by  the  stuff"  and  be  merely  the  representatives 
of  a  respectable  conservatism?  God  forbid  it!  His  command  to 
us  at  this  juncture  of  affairs  seems  to  be  to  go  forivard.  And  in  or- 
der to  do  this,  in  the  language  of  Wesley,  let  there  be  knee-tvovk, 
knee-work,  knee-work. 

In  a  large  number  of  our  Classes  the  religious  conventions  recom- 
mended by  the  last  General  Synod  were  held  during  last  Winter 
and  Spring,  and  were  the  means  of  giving  a  fresh  impulse  to  the  re- 
ligious life  of  the  Churches  and  developing  denominational  loyalty ; 
and  your  Committee  would  recommend  the  holding  of  them  in  the 
Classes  where  they  have  not  yet  been  held. 

Your  Committee  report  the  following  deaths,  as  having  occurred 
during  the  past  year;  Samuel  B.  How,  William  J.  Thompson,  James 
Abell,  Cyrus  G.  Vanderveer,  William  Lyall.

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  pastors  be  called  to  a  standing  re- 
solution of  the  Synod,  that  the  report  on  the  State  of  Religion  be 
read  in  the  Churches, 
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ARTICLE  VIL 


STNODICAL    REFERENCES, 

The  Committee  on  Sj'iiodical  Minutes  presented  tlie  following  re- 
port, which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

Your  Committee   begs  leave  to   report  as  follows : 

T.  The  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  (sec  pp.  5-6,) 
note  that  the  Van  Benschoten  Bequest  had  been  "  read  by  its  title," 
by  one  of  the  Classes.  This  matter  is  referred  to  the  present  Gen- 
eral Synod,  and  your  Committee  recommend  the  following  resolu- 
tion, viz : 

That  the  reading  of  the  said  Bequest  "  by  the  title"  does  not 
meet  the  desire  of  the  Donor  and  the  faith  which  the  Church  plio-bted 
to  him  by  the  acceptance  of  it  on  his  terms,  as  appears" from 
the  terms  of  the  document,  and  has  been  admitted  by  the  loi;g 
established  custom  of  our  Church ;  and  further,  that  it  be  and  is 
hereby  enjoined  upon  all  the  Classes  and  Synods  to  attend  carefaily 
to  the  readiiig  o£  the  Van  Benschoten  Bequest  at  all  their  ordinary 
meetings. 

II.  The  Minutes  of  botb  the  Particular  Synods  (Albany,  p.  43, 
and  New  York,  p.  64,)  bring  to  our  notice  the  following  ;  (read  from 
iSJinutes  of  Particular  Synod  of  New  York,  pp.  04-65). 

Your  Committee  recommends,  the  reference  of  this  matter  to  the 
standing  Committee  on  the  Board  of  Direction. 

III.  The  Particular  Synod  of  Albany  (p.  6,)  brings  up  the  matter 
of  the  constitution  of  our  Particular  Synods. 

Your  Committee  recommends  the  reference  of  this  proposition  to 
the  Committee  on  Overtures. 

We  regret  that  the  records  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago 
.^re  not  present,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  followino-  res^>- 
lutioB : 

Eesolved,  That  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago  be  directed  to 
/orward  to  tiie  Stated  Clerk  of  this  General  Synod,  copies  of  their 
iiinulcs  before  the  annual  session  of  said  General  Synod  shall  coia- 
lacnco.

The  Committee  on  Overtures  presented  the  following  report 
v/liich  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Overtures  would  respectfully  report,  that  they 
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Imve  carefully  examined  the  several  subjects  committed  to  tliera, 
and  would  present  the  following  action  for  the  judgment  of  the 
General  Synod. 

1.  Application  of  the  A.  A.  Bookstaver  for  admission  to  the  Senior 
Class  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick,  upon  his 
presentation  of  a  regular  certificate  of  dismission  from  the  Theo- 
locrical  Seminary  at  Princeton.  Said  certificate  sets  forth  the  fact 
that  he  has  been  a  student  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of  Prince- 
ton in  good  and  regular  standing,  and  as  such  is  dismissed  at  his 
own  request  to  connect  himself  with  our  Seminaxy. 

Resolved,  That  his  request  be  granted. 

2.  Application  of  the  Classis  of  Arcot  for  a  dispensation  to  V. 
Yasadiun,  and  Israel,  two  candidates  for  ordination,  from  examina- 
tion in  Hebrew  and  Greek,  their  examination  in  all  other  respects 
to  be  in  strict  accordance  with  the  Constitution. 

Resolved,  That  the  request  be  granted. 

3.  Application  of  Mr.  M.  W.  Wilson  of  the  Middle  Reformed 
Church  of  Brooklyn,  for  a  dispensation  from  the  three  years  course 
of  study  in  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  from  examination  in  the 
Hebrew  and  Greek  languages,  in  order  that  he  may  receive  licensure 
to  preach  the  Gospel.  This  application  is  accompanied  by  a  report 
of  a  Committee  of  the  South  Classis  of  Long  Island,  recommending 
classical  action  in  behalf  of  Mr.  Wilson — the  recommendation  of  the 
Classis  and  a  certificate  from  the  Rev.  N.  E.  Smith. 

Your  Committee  have  examined  all  the  papei-s  and  recommend 
the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  request  be  not  granted. 

4.  A  proposition  from  the  South  Classis  of  Long  Island  to  amend 
Chap.  2,  Art.  3,  Sec.  3  of  the  Constitution,  by  adding  the  following  : 
"  And  in  regard  to  other  persons  who  have  not  pursued  the  pre- 
scribed course  of  study,  Classis  shall  have  the  power  to  determine 
who  of  such  persons  shall  be  admitted  to  examination,  and  if  satis- 
fied with  such  examination  may  license  them  in  the  same  manner  as 
others  who  have  completed  the  prescribed  course  of  study." 

This  proposition  is  accompanied  with  a  report  of  a  Committee  of 
the  Classis,  setting  forth  the  reasons  for  the  amendment. 

Your  Committee  regard  this  proposition  as  contrary  not  only  to 
the  ceueral  usage  of  the  Church,  but  as  opening  a  wider  door  for 
the  wide-spread  introduction  into  the  Church  of  an  evil  which,  even 
with  Svnodical  oversight  and  control,  has  assumed  proportions  well- 
nio-h  dauu'crous.  Instead  of  committing  the  matter  of  dispensations, 
1)V  constitutional  authority  to  the  Classis,  it  is  a  serious  question 
whether  it  is  not  necessary  to  restrict  the  synodical  exercise  of  this 
prerogative.     Your  Committee  recommend  the  following  action. 

Resolved,  That  the  request  be  not  granted. 
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5.  A  request  from  the  South  Classis  of^Long  Island,  "  that  the 
General  Synod  adopt  a  form  of  certificate  of  dismission  of  Church 
members,  to  be  issued  uniformly  in  all  the  Churches  of  our  denomi- 
nation." 

Resolved^  That  inasmuch  as  the  form  of  dismission  of  Church 
members,  in  the  Appendix  to  the  Constitution,  in  accordance  with 
previous  decisions  of  the  General  Synod,  is  not  a  part  of  the  Consti- 
tution itself,  it  is  to  be  regarded  only  as  a  formula  for  general  guid- 
ance. 

6-7.  On  the  subject  of  Freemasonry. — There  have  been  placed  in 
the  hands  of  your  Com.nittee  two  Overtures  upon  this  subject. 

The  Classis  of  Holland  presents  an  extended  testimony  against 
this  Institution,  setting  forth  several  reasons  wh}^  they  feel  bound 
solemnly  to  enjoin  on  the  Pastors  and  Consistories  under  their  care, 
to  discountenance  the  "  Order  of  Freemasonry  ;"  they  also  request 
the  General  Synod  to  deliver  a  distinct  utterance  of  its  disapproba- 
tion of  the  connection  of  the  Lord's  people  with  the  Order  of  Free- 
masons, in  order  that  the  moral  power  of  our  whole  Eeformed 
Church  may  be  against  a  great  and  growing  eviL 

The  Classis  of  Wisconsin  also  send  up  an  overture  asking  a  similar 
deliverance. 

Your  Committee  having  carefully  examined  the  records  of 
synodical  action  upon  similar  overtures,  find  that  the  uniform  usage 
of  the  Church  has  been  to  abstain  from  deliverance  upon  all  abstract 
questions  which  are  not  purely  ecclesiastical,  or  which  may  involve 
the  exercise  of  consistorial  discipline ;  they  therefore  reconmaeud 
the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  do  not  consider  it  proper  to  express 
our  opinion  in  the  case, 

8.  A  resolution  from  the  Classis  of  New  Yoi'k,  asking  the  Gen" 
eral  Synod  "  to  require  every  settled  minister  to  report  to  his  Classis 
at  the  Spring  meeting  of  the  same,  a  detailed  account  of  all  collec- 
tions taken  in  the  congregation  under  his  care  for  the  several  Boards 
of  our  Church,  which  report  shall  be  incorporated  in  the  Minutes  of 
Classis." 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  following  resolution  : 
Resolved,  That  the  several  Classes  be  directed  to  require  of  each 
Consistory  to  incorporate  in  its  annual  statistical  report  a  detailed 
account  of  all  collections  taken  during  the  year  for  the  several 
Boards  of  the  Church,  and  that  the  same  be  included  in  the  Classi- 
cal Report  on  the  State  of  Religion  and  transmitted  to  the  Particu- 
lar Synod. 

9.  A  request  from  the  Classis  of  New  Brnnswick,  that  the  Gen- 
oral  Synod  "  provide  a  Digest  of  their  synodical  proceedings  for  the 
jse  of  the  Classes  as  soon  as  possible." 
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Yonr  Committee  find  in  the  Minutes  of  Synod,  June  1863,  page 
SI 5,  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  revise  and  complete 
the  Digest  of  the  Laws  of  General  Synod  and  have  it  published  by 
the  Board  of  Publication.  Rev.  T.  W.  Chambers,  D.  D.  Demarest, 
and  the  Elder,  William  Ferris  were  appointed. 

This  Committee  have  never  performed  the  work  thus  entrusted 
to  them.  It  is  every  way  desirable,  however,  that  such  a  completed 
Digest  should  be  prepared  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  Your 
Committee  would  therefore  recommend  the  following  resolution  : 

-Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  revise  and  complete 
the  Digest  of  the  Laws  of  General  Synod  and  report  the  same  to  the 
next  General  Synod. 

10.  A  communication  from  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the 
National  Temperance  Society,  requesting  this  Synod  to  appoint  seven 
ilelegates  to  the  National  Temperance  Convention,  to  be  held  at 
Cleveland,  July  29,  1868.  Your  Committee  recommend  the  follow- 
ing resolutions : 

1.  Resolved,  That  inasmuch  as  said  Convention  is  not  of  an  eccle- 
siastical nature,  this  Synod  most  respectfully  declines  to  appoint 
delegates  tp  represent  this  body  in  the  proposed  National  Temper- 
ance Convention. 

2.  Resolved,  That  this  action  may  not  be  construed  into  either 
an  expressed  or  implied  want  of  sympathy  on  the  part  of  the  Re- 
formed Churchj^with  tlie  eftbits  of  Christian  men  to  suppress  the  evils 
of  Intemperance  in  all  parts  of  the  land.  The  Synod  would  call  the 
attention  of  the  Church  at  large  to  the  oft  repeated  deliverances  of 
the  General  Synod  upon  the  sm  of  Intemperance,  and  the  duty  of 
the  Church  to  employ  every  scriptural  instrumentality  to  promote 
the  cause  of  Temperance. 

11.  A  report  from  the  Classis  of  Hudson  in  reference  to  the  series 
of  Conventions  which  have  been  held  within  their  bounds  during 
the  past  year.  The  attendance  of  members  of  Classis  and  of  the 
Churches  was  such  as  indicated  a  deep  interest  in  the  prosperity  of 
our  Church.     There  is  no  definite  action  of  the  Synod  required. 

12.  From  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  asking  for  a  reorgani- 
zation of  the  Particular  Synods.  The  General  Synod  in  previous 
years  has  sent  down  to  the  Classes  different  plans  of  organization 
which  have  been  rejected.  The  subject  is  one  of  grave  importance. 
The  whole  Church  feels,  that  as  now  constituted,  the  Particular 
Synod  is  a  body  possessed  of  very  little  power  for  good.  But  in 
what  way  to  remedy  the  matter  is  a  question  surrounded  with  diffi- 
culties. Your  Committee  feel  that  it  is  impossible  in  the  short  time 
allowed  during  the  session  of  Synod  to  mature  a  proper  plan.  We 
recommend  the  following  resolution. 
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Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  take  this 
matter  under  consideration,  and  report  a  plan  for  reorganization  to 
the  next  General  Synod.

ARTICLE  IX. 

.     CHURCH    GOVERNMENT. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  General  Synod  to  secure 
the  legislative  action  demanded  by  the  change  of  name  of  the  Church 
presented  a  verbal  report,  which  was  accepted. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Stated  Cleric  prepare  a  memo- 
rial to  be  presented  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
which  shall  briefly  and  fully  set  forth  the  action  of  the  Church  on 
the  Constitutional  Amendment  in  reference  to  its  ecclesiastical  title, 
and  asking  that  the  civil  legislation  shall  be  conformed  to  the  eccle- 
siastical action  of  the  Church. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  Synod  to 
present  the  above  subject  to  the  Legislature  be  continued. 

The  President  and  Stated  Clerk  reported  the  following  memorial 
to  be  presented  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  which 
was  adopted  unanimously,  signed  by  the  President  and  Stated  Clerk, 
and  ordered  to  be  presented  by  them  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State 
of  New  York. 

To  the  Senate  and  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Neio  York. 

The  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  (known 
for  a  time  as  the  "  Reformed  Dutch  Church,"  and  also  designated 
in  the  act  of  Incorporation  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  New  York, 
April  Y,  1819,  as  "The  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  ")  res- 
pectfully requests  your  honorable  body  to  amend  its  corporate  style 
and  title  as  found  in  the  act  above  cited,  so  that  it  may  read  thus — 
The  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America. 

Your  petitioner  in  support  of  this  its  request  enumerates  and  sets 
forth  the  following  considerations  : 

First. — The  Church  for  whose  relief  this  application  is  made  is 
not  composed  of  those  who  wish  to  maintain  a  foreign  title  expres-

sive  of  un-American  affinities  and  descriptive  of  foreign  language 
and  usages ;  nor  is  its  membership  confined  to  persons  of  one  race 
or  of  a  single  nation.  Having  been  founded  here  early  in  the  seven- 
teenth century,  its  relations,  sympathies  and  customs  are  American, 
so  that  the  word  Dutch,  (which  was  no  part  of  its  original  title) 
whatever  value  it  may  have  once  had,  is  now  and  has  long  been 
believed  to  be  inappropriate  and  prejudicial  to  the  interests  confided 
to  its  care. 

Second. — In  the  year  1866,  such  had  become  the  opinion  and 
feeling  widely  prevalent,  that  the  General  Synod,  by  a  very  large 
and  nearly  unanimous  vote  appointed  a  special  Committee  to  report 
on  the  name  of  the  Church,  and  particularly  upon  the  expediency  of 
removing  the  epithet  Dutch  therefrom. 

Third. — The  special  Committee  aforesaid  reported  with  great  ful- 
ness of  fact  and  of  detail  to  the  General  Synod  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-seven,  which  body,  after  due  deliberation,  by  a  vote  of  110 
ayes  to  9  nays,  adopted  resolutions  recommending  to  all  the  Classes 
(or  Presbyteries)  under  its  care,  that  they  approve  the  proposed 
change  in  the  ecclesiastical  title  of  the  Church  as  described  in 
aforesaid  resolutions,  and  adopt  them  as  amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Church. 

Fourth. — More  than  three  quarters  (25  out  of  31)  of  the  Classes 
comprised  in  the  denomination,  voted  in  favor  of  the  resolutions 
submitted,  and  sent  up  their  suff'rages  in  ofiicial  form  to  the  General 
Synod,  in  adjourned  session  in  the  city  of  Albany  in  November, 
1867,  at  which  meeting  that  body  by  a  vote  of  112  to  7,  confirmed 
and  ratified  the  resolutions  as  adopted  by  the  Classes,  and  declared 
them  to  be  a  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America. 

Fifth. — The  General  Synod  of  the  year  1868,  approving  of  what 
its  predecessors  did  in  the  premises,  and  entirely  confident  that  all 
the  steps  and  proceedings  taken  by  them  to  eff'ect  the  long  desired 
amendment  to  its  ecclesiastical  Constitution,  defining  its  ecclesias- 
tical name,  were  regular  and  strictly  according  to  the  Constitution, 
under  which  its  legislation  is  conducted,  does  therefore  solicit  of 
your  honorable  body  an  amendment  to  the  Act  under  which  it  was 
incorporated  in  the  year  1819,  in  manner  following,  to  wit : 

The  ecclesiastical  body  hitherto  incorporated  and  known  as  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  shall 
hereafter  be  designated  and  known  by  the  corporate  title  of  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America,  and  as  such, 
exercise  and  enjoy  all  the  rights  and  powers  it  has  hitherto  possessed. 

This  Synod  of  June,  1868,  with  but  one  dissenting  vote  adopted 
the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Stated  Clerk  prepare  a  memo- 
rial to  be  presented  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
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which  sliall  briefly  and  fully  sot  forth  the  action  of  tlie  Church  on 
the  Constitutional  Amendment  in  reference  to  its  ecclesiastical  title, 
and  asking  that  the  civil  legislation  shall  be  conformed  to  the 
ecclesiastical  action  of  the  Church. 

In  pursuance  of  which  the  President  and  Stated  Clerk  sign  their 
names  to  this  memorial,  and  forward  the  same  as  an  ofHcial  expres- 
sion of  the  wishes  of  their  body  in  the  matter  to  which  it  relates.

ARTICLE  X. 

DOCTRINES    AND    MORALS. 

The  Committee  to  consider  the  question  of  polygamy  in  relation 
to  converts  from  Heathenism,  presented  their  report,  which  was  ac- 
cepted, amended  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  from 
the  Classis  of  Arcot  would  respectfully  report.  The  Classis  propose 
to  the  Synod  the  following  inquiries : 

"1.  If  a  man  having  two  living  wives,  both  of  whom  he  married 
in  Heathenism,  applies  with  those  wives  for  admission  to  the 
Christian  Church,  can  he  be  so  admitted,  or  must  he  put  away  one 
of  them  as  a  prerequisite  to  his  becoming  a  member  of  the  Church? 

2.  In  case  it  is  decided  that  he  must  put  away  one  of  the  wives, 
which  shall  it  be?  Must  he  invariably  discard  the  one  married  last? 
Or  may  he  in  case  the  first  wife  is  childless  and  the  second  has  chil- 
dren, put  away  the  former  and  retain  the  latter  ?" 

To  these  questions  they  ask  a  definite  answer,  "  not  on  theoretical 
grounds,  but  as  questions  of  urgent,  practical  import."  Your  Com- 
mittee are  somewhat  surprised  that  the  Classis  has  thought  it  expe- 
dient to  press  these  inquiries  upon  the  Synod,  at  this  late  day.  The 
embarassments  and  difficulties  which  they  suggest  have  existed  ever 
since  the  Apostles  began  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  gentile  nations — 
and  have  been  encountered  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  by  every 
missionary  to  the  Heathen,  whose  labors  have  been  blessed  in  the 
conversion  of  souls.  Have  not  our  missionaries  repeatedly  decided 
these  questions  in  their  practical  import  in  the  admission  of  mem- 
bers to  their  Churches  ?  Have  they  not  taken  definite  action  on  these 
very  points  to  which  they  so  urgently  call  the  attention  of  this 
Synod  ?  We,  therefore,  can  only  express  our  opinion  for  or  against 
the  action  of  the  Classis  in  some  given  case,  and  not  then,  until  we 
liave  given  it  a  feir  and   impartial   investigation.     The   right  and 
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the  power  to  receive  members  into  the  Church  belongs  solely  to 
the  Consistory,  guided  by  the  word  of  God — the  Constitution  and 
Laws  of  the  Church,  and  the  reforming,  purifying  influence  of  Chris- 
tianity upon  the  domestic  and  social  relations  of  life,  and  every  case 
must  be  decided  on  its  own  merits.  Even  if  the  General  Synod 
should  undertake  to  lay  down  the  law  and  enjoin  a  certain  course 
of  action,  there  would  still  be  room  for  difference  of  opinion  in  the 
practical  application  of  the  rule,  and  each  Church  must  act  on  its 
own  responsibility,  subject  to  the  revision  of  the  Classis  and  if  neetis 
be  of  the  General  Synod.  The  General  Synod  can  only  act  definitely 
and  finally  on  these  questions,  when  the  specific  case  comes  before 
them  on  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Classis. 

R.  WELLS,   Chairman, 
ARTICLE  XL 

CUSTOMS    AND  USAGES. 

Resolved,  That  a  Committe  be  appointed  to  revise  our  Liturgy,  so 
that  it  may  more  fully  meet  the  wants  of  the  Church.  Such  Com- 
mittee to  report  to  General  Synod  at  its  next  session,  and  to  have 
power  to  print  their  report,  provided  it  can  be  done  without  expense 
to  Synod. 

Rev.  E.  [S.  Porter,  M.  S.  Hutton,  J.  B.  Thompson,  T.  C.  Strong, 
^Y.  R.  Duryee,  Messrs.  F.  T.  Frelinghuysen  and  Jacob  B.  Jewett  were 
pointed. 

The  Committee  on  Hymnology  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Special  Committee  on  Hymnology  beg  leave  to  report,  that 
there  have  been  referred  to  them  : 

1.  The  memorial  of  the  South  Classis  of  Long  Island,  asking  for 
the  approval  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  new  hymns  and  chants,  to  be 
published  with  about  three  hundred  and  fifty  of  the  best  of  those 
hitherto  approved,  with  appropriate  music. 

2.  The  collection  of  hymns  made  by  the  Rev.  Anson  Dubois,  and 

3.  That  by  the  Rev.  Rufus  W.  Clark. 

Your  Committee  find  that  the  same  state  of  affairs  which  existed 
in  the  Church  twenty-five  years  ago,  just  before  the  publication  of 
"  The  Social  and  Sabbath -School  Uymn  Book,"  (now  out  of"  print) 
exists  again  at  this  present. 

They  make  their  report,  therefore,  in  the  exact  words  of  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Knox,  in  1843. 
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"  They  have  given  to  the  object  of  their  appointment  their  best  at- 
tention. A  selection  of  between  three  hundred  and  three  linndred 
and  fifty  hymns,  embracing  a  great  variety  of  subjects,  sound  in  sen- 
timent and.  excellent  in  style,  has  been  made,  and  is  herewith  pre- 
sented to  Synod. 

In  order  to  enlarge  the  variety  of  matter  in  the  authorized 
Psalmody  of  the  Church,  none  of  the  psalms  or  hymns  contained  in 
our  Psalm  Book  have  been  transferred  to  this  selection. 

The  Committee  being  informed  that  in  many  parts  of  the  Church 
hymn  books  have  been  introduced  into  the  prayer  meetings  and 
lecture  room,  unauthorized  by  the  Synod,  have  sought  in  the  selec- 
tion now  submitted,  to  secure  a  book  that  shall  be  of  a  sufficiently 
varied  and  elevated  character  to  supercede  the  use  of  unauthorized 
hymns  in  the  lecture  and  prayer  meeting." 

It  is  believed  also  that  many  of  our  Sunday-schools  will  prefer  to 
sing  hymns  which  have  the  approval  of  General  Synod.  Your  Com- 
mittee, therefore,  advise  the  passage  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  1.  That  General  Synod  hereby  approves  and  recom- 
mends the  three  hundred  and  fifty  social  and  Sunday-school  hymns 
herewith  submitted. 

2.  That  the  request  of  the  South  Classis  of  Long  Island  be 
granted. 

3.  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  arrange  for  and 
superintend  the  publication  of  the  hymns  herewith  approved.

ARTICLE  XII. 

SCHOOLS    AND    CHRISTIAN    EDUCATION. 

The  Thirty-sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was 
received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  so  much  as  refers  to  vacancies,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education 
was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 
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The  Coraniittee  on  Education  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Education  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have 
carefully  considered  so  much  of  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion as  was  referred  to  them. 

The  recently-introduced  practice  of  publishing  the  report  with  the 
Minutes  of  Synod  renders  a  recapitulation  of  its  details  in  this  place 
needless.  It  may  be  stated,  however,  that  during  the  year  forty-six  (46) 
persons  have  been  enabled  by  this  Board  to  prosecute  their  studies 
for  the  Gospel  ministry.  This  single  fact  shows  what  valuable  worl 
the  Board  is  doing.  Forty-six  persons  in  training  for  the  ministry 
constitute  a  body  of  cadets,  who,  judging  the  future  by  the  past,  will 
do  efficient  work  as  officers  of  the  grand  army  of  our  King  in  its  mis- 
sion of  universal  conquest.  All  these  now  in  training,  it  is  said, 
evince  "  an  ability  and  a  faithfulness  equal  to  any  like  number  of 
their  companions  in  study."  The  interesting  fact  is  also  slated  that 
the  Church  owes  one  hundred  and  sixty — more  than  one-third  of  the 
whole — of  the  present  actually  working  ministry  of  the  Church  to 
the  beneficent  operations  of  this  Board.  "  Those  brethren  stand 
side  by  side  with  any  like  number  of  brethren  in  the  ministry,  their 
full  equals  in  zeal,  in  knowledge,  in  influence,  and  in  usefulness."  It 
will  be  seen  then,  how  much  vpeaker  we  should  liave  been  as  a 
Church  to-day,  and  how  much  less  able  to  work  for  Christ,  if  it  had 
not  been  for  this  agency  of  the  Church. 

The  work  of  this  Board  is  fundamental  to  all  the  operations  of  the 
Church.  Everywhere,  from  all  parts  of  the  Church  Catholic,  comes 
up  the  cry  for  more  ministers  to  "  tell  the  good  news."  Our  sister 
Churches  as  well  as  ourselves  complain  of  the  great  scarcity  of  minis- 
ters. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  not  only  commend  this  Board  to  the 
regards  of  the  Church,  but  urgently  exhort  pastors  of  Churches  to 
seek  out  young  men  of  talent  and  piety,  who  give  promise  of  useful- 
ness, and  commend  to  them  the  privilege  of  being  direct  messen- 
gers of  King  Jesus.  Your  Committee  also  think  it  desirable  to  call 
the  attention  of  Christian  parents  to  this  matter,  and  to  exhort  them 
both  by  precept  and  example  to  instruct  their  children  in  such  man- 
ner that  they  shall  regard  the  Gospel  ministry  as  rnuch  more  desir- 
able than  the  wealth,  or  ease,  or  honor  which  spring  from  the 
amassing  of  worldly  goods.  In  this  day,  covetousness,  which  is 
idolatry,  seems  to  be  the  great  sin  of  the  Church  as  well  as  of  the 
world. 

Your  Committee  regret  to  learn  from  various  sources,  however, 
that  the  Board  of  Education  has  greatly  limited  its  usefulness  by  a 
rule  which  does  not  allow  them  to  aid  any  young  man  until  he  shall 
be  already  prepared  for  college.  This  seems  to  your  Committee,  as 
to  those  who  have  complained  to  them  of  it,  as  unwise  as  it  would 
be  to  refuse  to  aid  a  drowning  man  until  he  had  half  saved  himself.

More  tlian  a  dozen  young  men  of  promise,  rejected  under  tliis  iron 
rule,  have  gone  either  to  other  Churches,  or  to  the  jtlough,  the  loom, 
or  the  anvil,  from  which  they  came.  The  Committee  recommend  the 
repeal  of  the  rule. 

The  Board  has  done  its  usual  work  in  the  support  of  Parochial 
schools.  Though  specially  authorized  to  aid  the  establishment  of 
academies,  it  has  done  nothing  in  the  matter,  simply  from  lack  of 
funds,  though  application  for  this  pui-pose  has  been  made  from  various 
centers  of  influence  in  the  West. 

This  state  of  the  finances  results  largely  from  the  fact  that  the 
Board  pays  a  large  part  of  the  salaries  of  the  Professors  in  Hope 
College.  This  ought  not  so  to  be.  That  institution  ought  not  to 
depend  any  lor.ger  upon  the  Board.  Such  dependence  cramps  the 
energies,  absorbs  the  powers,  and  enfeebles  the  capabilities  of  the 
Board.  What  Hope  College  shall  do  it  is  for  Synod  to  say.  What 
plan  is  advisable  to  promote  the  interests  of  this  important  institu- 
tion, another  committee  will  say.  But  the  Committee  on  Education 
do  not  hesitate  to  assert  that,  by  some  means  or  other,  the  Board  of 
Education  ought  to  be  at  once  relieved  from  its  support. 

The  Committee  desire  also  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Churches 
to  the  fact  that  the  Board  is  but  their  agent  in  superintending  this 
work  for  Christ,  and  to  the  propriety  of  making  not  only  liberal 
but  also  regular  contributions  to  it.  The  agent  cannot  do  the  work 
well  unless  he  knows  what  is  the  will  of  his  principal.  If  then  this 
agency  shall  properly  perform  its  work,  it  is  necessary  to  know 
about  what  sum  of  money  it  will  have  at  its  disposal.  Besides,  there 
is  no  work  in  the  Church  which  demands  more  regular  and  constant 
attention  than  this — the  support  of  its  ministry.  All  these  consi- 
derations enhance  the  importance  of  regularity  in  the  supply  of 
funds.  Otherwise,  less  may  be  attempted  than  is  practicable,  or 
more  than  is  possible,  simply  from  not  knowing  what  to  depend 
upon.  And  from  such  error  may  result  a  loss  of  men  or  of  money 
which  simple  regularity  would  have  prevented. 

The  Committee  report  the  following  resolutions  expressive  of  the 
views  thus  stated : 

Resolved,  1.  That  Synod  desires  to  express  its  gratitude  to  the 
Great  Head  of  the  Church  that  this  Board  has  been  permitted  to 
aid  in  their  studies  for  the  ministry  so  many  who  are  burning  and 
shining  lights  in  the  Church. 

2.  That  Synod  direct  pastors  and  people  to  make  special  inquiry 
throughout  the  Church  for  those  who  give  promise  of  usefulness  in 
the  ministry,  and  urge  upon  their  attention  the  blessedness  of  such 
labor. 

3.  That  the  Board  of  Education  be  directed  to  rescind  its  rule  by 
which  it  aids  no  applicants  until  ready  for  college,  and  to  receive 
all  who  give  promise  of  usefulness,  so  far  as  the  funds  of  the  Board 
warrant. 
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4.  They  recomraeud  that  tlie  Council  of  Hope  College  be  instruct- 
ed to  take  such  measures  as  shall  speedily  relieve  this  Board  and 
Synod  from  the  support  of  its  professors. 

5.  That  the  authorities  of  all  the  Churches  be  exhorted  to  aftbrd 
their  people  an  opportunity  to  contribute  to  the  funds  of  the  Board 
at  least  once  every  year. 

6.  That  pious  people  of  wealth  be  reminded,  that  by  legacies  to 
this  Board  they  may  make  even  the  glittering  dust  which  bears 
Caesar's  image  and  superscription  tell  the  sweet  story  of  Jesus  after 
they  are  dead,  to  the  ages  yet  to  come. 

7.  That  the  last  Thursday  of  February  be  observed  by  all  our 
Churches  as  a  day  of  special  prayer  for  colleges  and  other  semina- 
ries of  learning,  and  that  pastors  be  requested  to  preach  on  Educa- 
tion, if  practicable,  on  the  preceding  Sabbath.

A  special  report  was  received  from  the  Council  of  Hope  Col- 
lege, which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate. 

The  papers  concerning  Hope  College,  whose  consideration  was 
deferred  by  the  last  Synod,  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Professorate.

Whereas,  It  is  important  that  the  General  Synod  should  be  in 
full  possession  of  all  the  facts  and  circumstances  connected  with  the 
present  condition  of  Hope  College,  and  an  opportunity  be  given  for 
a  full  conference  with  all  the  parties  interested  personally  as  well  as 
officially, 

Therefore,  be  it  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed 
by  this  Synod,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  Holland  at  an  early 
date  in  the  fall,  and  hold  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Council  of  Hope 
College,  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological  School,  the 
Faculty  of  Hope  College,  and  the  Professor  of  Theology,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  a  full  discussion  of  the  matter,  and  that  said  Committee  re- 
port to  the  next  General  Synod  the  result  of  such  conference, 
together  with  such  recommendations  as  the  Committee  may  deem 
necessary. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  Report  on  the  Professorate  as  re- 
lated to  the  plan  for  the  University,  and  also  the  Theological  School 
at  Hope  College,  be  referred  to  the  next  General  Synod,  to  be  con- 
sidered in  connection  with  the  Report  of  the  above-mentioned 
Committee. 

Resolved,  That  until  the  final  action  of  the  General  Synod,  the 
Council  of  Hope  College  be  directed  not  to  inaugurate  any  change 
in  the  present  management  or  status  of  the  College. 

Revs.  T.  C.  Strong,  Wm.  R.  Daryee  and  E.  S.  Porter  were  ap- 
pointed the  Committee. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

PROFESSORATE. 

The  papers  relating  to  the  reorganization  of  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents of  the  Theological  Seminary,  the  consideration  of  which 
was  deferred  by  the  last  Synod,  were  referred  to  the  Committee  op 
the  Professorate. 
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The  following  Report  was  received  from  the  Standing  Committee 
on  Peter  Hertzog  Theological  Hall,  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  the  Board  of  Direction  : 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Peter  Hertzog  Theological  Hall  re- 
spectfully report  that  they  have  received  during  the"  past  year  in 
payment  of  subscriptions  for  Professors'  houses,  ^4-75.  The  balance 
in  hand  reported  to  the  last  General  Synod  was  |859  51,  makino-  a 
total  of  $1,334  51.  ° 

The  Committee,  under  special  authority  from  General  Synod  at 
its  extra  session  in  November  last,  negotiated  successive  loans  from 
the  State  Bank  at  New  Brunswick  for  the  amounts  reported  neces- 
sary in  order  to  meet  the  obligations  of  the  Building  Committee, 
giving  their  notes  of  hand  as  security.  These,  with  the  discounts, 
were  finally  consolidated  into  one  note  for  $.5,878  72.  The  net 
proceeds  of  this  loan,  amounting  to  ^5,6U6  75,  together  with  the 
before-mentioned  $1,334  51,  have  been  paid  to  the  Building  Com- 
mittee, and  appear  in  their  exhibit  of  receipts  and  expenditures  sub- 
mitted to  the  present  General  Synod.  The  indebtedness  at  the 
State  Bank  will  mature  on  the  13th  of  August  next.  It  will  be  for 
the  Synod  to  make  such  provisions  for  its  payment  as  shall  be 
deemed  best. 

Your  Committee  will  say  in  conclusion,  that  they  feel  gratified 
that  the  Synod  has  granted  their  request  for  relief  from  the  very 
great  responsibility  that  was  imposed  upon  them  in  the  year  1857, 
when  they  were  "authorized  and  requested"  by  General  Synod  "  to 
secure  from  the  Churches  such  funds  as  might  be  needed  in  order  to 
put  the  Seminary  on  an*equal  footing  with  the  most  favored  and  com- 
plete Theological  institutions  in  this  country."  We  have  done 
what  we  could.  The  result  of  our  eff'orts  and  anxieties  has  been  to 
produce  a  deep  conviction  that  the  highly  desirable  end  proposed  in 
our  appointment  can  only  be  secured  by  a  larger  and  ditierently 
constituted  organization.  While  every  other  literary  or  Theological 
Institution  in  our  land  has  its  large  and  efficient  Board  of  Directors 
or  Trustees,  everything  that  has  been  done  for  our  Seminary  has 
been  accomplished  by  the  Professors,  or  by  small  or  temporary 
Committees.  No  other  of  our  own  great  interests  which,  like  the 
Seminary,  are  dependent  on  the  sympathies  and  contributions  of  the 
Churches  has  been  so  conducted.  Instead  of  wondering  that  there 
should  be  deficiencies  and  embarrassment,  we  can  only  wonder  that 
they  have  not  been  far  greater.  Gladly,  therefore,  we  retire  from  a 
work  which  is  too  great  for  us,  but  which  we  are  assured,  with  the 
"blessing  of  God,  can  be  accomplished.  We  firmly  believe  that  by 
properly  organized  and  united  effort,  the  hearts  of  the  good  and 
prosperous  members  of  our  Churches  can  be  reached,  and  that  tluy 
can  be  convinced  that  not  one  of  our  great  interests  is  more  im- 
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portant,  or  should  be  more  liberally  provided  for,  than  our  good  old 
School  of  the  Prophets  at  New  Brunswick.

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  presented  the  following  Report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  respectfully  report  respectino- 
the  subjects  committed  to  their  charge  : 

1.  The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theoloo-ical 
Seminary  at  Nev/  Brunswick,  N.J.,  states  that  the  whole  number  of 
students  in  attendance  during  the  year  was  twenly-seven,  of  whom 
twelve  were  in  the  senior  class  just  graduated,  seven  in  the  middle 
class,  and  eight  in  the  junior  class.  Special  attention  is  called  by  the 
Board  to  this  decrease  in  the  list  of  candidates  for  the  sacied  ofHce, 
to  the  causes  and  the  true  remedy  for  this  state  of  things.  Above 
all  temporary  and  local  reasons  that  may  be  assigned,  the  Board 
dwell  with  emphasis  upon  the  fact  that  "  the  real  causes  of  this  de- 
plorable result  lie  at  the  heart  of  tlie  Church  beyond  doubt,"  and 
they  "desire  to  convey  to  the  Synod,  in  the  most  expressive  man- 
ner, their  convictions  on  this  subject,  and  that  its  claims  may  be 
brought  before  the  Church  in  such  a  way  as  to  secure  ihe  interest 
and  effort  to  which  it  is  entitled." 

In  response  to  this  appeal,  your  Committee  can  only  recommend 
the  impressive  statements  of  the  Board  to  the  most  earnest  and 
prayerful  consideration  of  all  our  ministers  and  Churches,  with  spe- 
cial reference  to  the  reinforcement  of  the  ministry  from  the  families 
of  the  pious.  So  vital  and  self-evident  is  this  urgent  demand  of  the 
whole  Church,  that  it  need  only  to  be  suggested  to  those  who  love 
the  Kingdom  of  Christ,  and  who  have  a  living  faith  in  the  family 
covenant.     (See  report  in  full.) 

The  examinations  of  the  several  classes  were  carefully  conducted, 
and  were  so  well  sustained  by  the  students  that  a  special  resolution 
was  unanimously  passed  by  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  expre.ssino- 
its  gratification  at  the  evidence  given  of  the  marked  intere.st  and 
vigor  of  life  manifested  by  the  Theological  Professors  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duty,  by  which  an  earnest  enthusiasm  has  been  awakened 
in  the  students,  "  and  also  calling  upon  the  Church  to  cooperate 
vigorously  in  the  support  of  the  Theological  Seininary,  assurino-  them 
that  its  work  there  is  faithfully  done."  " 

The  attention  of  Synod  is  also  most  urgently  solicited  to  the  finan- 
cial embarrassments  of  the  Seminary.      The  absolute  necessitv  of 
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prompt  and  (k»cisi\-c  action  by  the  present  Synod  upon  this  subject 
ca'iiiotbe  too  strongly  urged.  And  while  specific  measures  of  relief 
wi  1  be  presented  through  anotherchannel,  this  Committee  would  add 
t  .air  own  most  earnest  plea  for  immediate  and  vigorous  efforts  to 
supply  existing  deficiencies  and  other  wants  of  this  institution.  The 
comfort,  if  nut  the  continuance  of  the  Pi'ofossors  in  thei)-  respective 
chiirs.  and  the  creditable  condition  of  the  Thfiological  ll-ill,  will  not 
a  Unit  of  delay  in  carrying  out  this  very  important  movement  for  the 
preservation  of  the  Theological  Seminary  and  for  the  expansion  of 
its  usefulness  in  years  to  come. 

In  conclusion  of  this  part  of  th  Mr  repo'"t.  your  com  nHtee  note, 
with  gratitude  to(iod,  the  statements  of  the  Faculty  and  of  the  Board 
respecting  "the  spiritual  growth  of  the  students  under  their  care," 
an  increased  missionary  spirit,  and  the  self-consecration  of  two  of 
the  young  men  of  the  senior  class  to  the  work  of  Christ  among  the 
heathen. 


REORGANIZATION   OF   THE    BOARD    OF    SUPERINTENDENTS. 

Your  Committee  have  carefully  studied  the  papers  referred  by  the 
last  General  Synod  upon  the  propo^^ed  reorganization  of  the  Board  of 
Superintendents.  They  have  also  fully  considered  the  objections  to 
such  action  which  have  been  sent  up  to  this  Synod  by  the  Classes  of 
Greene  and  Cayuga,  and  by  the  last  Particular  Synod  of  Albany. 

The  entire  change  in  the  organization  of  this  important  agency  of 
the  Church,  proposed  in  the  plans  submitted  to  the  last  General 
Synod,  is  evidently  distasteful  to  a  very  considerable  portion  of  the 
Church,  as  represe-ited  in  the  official  papers  in  the  hands  of  your 
Committee,  which  insist  upon  the  maintjnance  of  the  present  system 
of  classical  repr>-8entation  The  arguments  for  constituting  the 
Board  upon  the  same  general  plan  with  our  benevolent  Boards  are 
b'lsed  upon  important  considerations,  to  which  the  Synod  and  the 
Church  cannot  be  indifferent.  Both  of  the  schemes  proposed  have 
but  one  object  in  view,  and  that  is  the  highest  good  of  the  Seminary 
it>elf.  Your  Committee  deem  it  important  hero  to  set  forth  some  of 
the  chief  difficulties  of  the  present  methods  of  procedure,  which 
have  originated  the  movement  for  a  change,  and  which  have  gov- 
erned their  own  conclusions. 

Tliere  are  now  in  the  two  Particular  Synods  of  Albany  and  New 
York  twenty-eiwht  Classes,  each  of  which  is  by  the  existing  plan 
entitled  to  one  member  of  the  Board.  Unfortunately  these  appoint- 
ments are  o-enerally  made  upon  the  principle  of  rotation  in  office,  or 
as  honorarv  and  complimentary  to  the  incumbents.  They  are  also 
made  without  regard  to  the  size  of  the  ( -lasses,  or  to  the  special  fit- 
ness of  the  members  chosen  to  this  delicate  and  important  office. 
An  inspection  of  the  reports  of  the  Board  to  the  Synod  for  several 
years  past  shows  that,  taking  one  year  with  another,  only  about  half 
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of  the  Classes  in  the  two  Particular  Synods  have  been  represented 
at  the  annual  meetings  for  the  examination  of  students.  lu  1860 
there  were  ten  Classes  not  represented;  in  1861,  nine;  in  1862, 
seven;  in  1863,  fourteen;  in  1864,  twelve;  in  18G5,  six;  in  1866, 
twelve;  in  1867,  thirteen  ;  in  1808,  thirteen.  These  facts  go  far  to 
answer  the  chief  objections  raised  against  any  alteration  of  the  pre- 
sent constitution  of  the  Board  on  the  ground  that  it  would  diminish 
the  interest  of  the  Classes,  and  especially  the  remote  ones,  in  the 
Seminary  ;  and  it  may  be  observed  that  these  objections  come  from 
some  of  the  Classes  that  have  been  most  frequently  without  the  pre- 
sence of  their  own  representatives  in  the  Board.  _— 

These  considerations  alone  may  show  the  necessity  of  measures 
which  will  give  to  the  Church  and  the  Seminary  a  Board  of  Super- 
intendents, the  body  of  which  will  be  more  punctual  in  attendance, 
and  can  be  relied  upon  to  act  in  its  grave  aifairs.  The  correction  of 
this  evil  lies  chiefly  with  the  Classes  and  their  representatives,  and 
special  attention  is  hereby  called  to  it. 

But  there  are  other  difficulties  growing  out  of  the  existing  method 
of  constituting  this  branch  of  our  Church  service.  We  refer  briefly 
to  the  constant  changes  taking  place  in  the  individuals  wlio  compose 
the  Board,  the  consequent  lack  of  experience  and  information  relative 
to  the  conduct  of  the  institution,  the  hurried  sessions  at  the  one  and 
only  meeting  held  in  each  year,  and  the  very  limited  sphere  to  whicli 
their  operations  are  now  confined.  The  Board  is  chiefly  an  examin- 
ing committee.  But  with  the  erection  of  the  Theological  Hall,  and 
the  increased  importance  of  the  many  business  matters  resulting 
from  its  financial  and  other  relations,  a  real  necessity  has  arisen  for 
a  more  vigorous  management.  Meanwhile  the  Professors  of  Theol- 
ogy have  been  relieved  by  the  last  General  Synod  from  the  onerous 
duty  of  raising  money  for  the  establishment,  and  the  Peter  Hertzog 
Hall  Committee,  being  deprived  of  their  services  in  this  matter,  has 
been  reduced  to  the  three  individuals  who  continue  to  act  thereon. 
The  necessity  of  having  an  efficient  executive  management  of  the  local 
interests  of  the  Seminary,  with  its  buildings  and  ground'^,  is  becom- 
ing more  and  more  apparent  to  those  who  know  the  circumstances. 
It  is  the  (unanimons)  conviction  of  yolur  Committee,  that  these  inte- 
rests should  be  entrusted  to  some  executive  committee  v/hich  shall 
hold  an  immediate  relation  with  the  Board  of  Superintendents  itself, 
and  which,  being  continued  from  year  to  year,  may  thus  become 
thoroughly  versed  in  the  aftairs  of  the  institution,  and  ready  to  act 
as  ordinary  or  special  occasions  may  require. 

The  greater  employment  of  the  lay  element  would  not  only  bring 
into  the  active  operations  of  the  Seminary  some  of  the  best  financial 
ability  of  the  Church,  but  it  would  interest  directly  and  permanently 
a  portion  of  our  communion  which  is  now  only  admitted  to  the 
privilege  of  donating  funds  for  its  support,  and  is  practically  exclu^^- 
ed  from  that   positive  and   healthy  influence  which  noble-heart  d 
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wise  and  liLcral  laymen  of  other  denominations  have  long  exerted 
for  Christ  and  his  ministry  in  the  boards  of  trustees  and  directors  of 
sister  institutions. 

To  accomplish  these  high  purposes,  your  Committee  propose  a 
plan  which  it  is  hoped  will  harmonize  conflicting  views  and 
strcno'thon  the  practical  administration  of  the  institution.  It  will 
not  distiir')  the  principle  of  classical  representation  to  which  tlic 
Church  at  large  is  attached,  and  the  overthow  of  which  would  evi- 
dently produce  great  dissatisfaction  ;  and  on  the  other  hand,  it  will 
bring  into  the  immediate  and  permanent  service  of  the  Seminary 
a  body  of  laymen,  who  by  official  relations  with  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents, will  constitute  a  connecting  link  with  the  great  mass  of 
our  membership,  and  will  give  their  best  powers  to  the  welfare  of 
the  Seminary.  By  this  plan,  too,  the  local  and  secular  affairs  of  the 
institution  will  be  mainly  in  the  management  of  a  more  permanent 
executive  body  than  the  Board  of  Superintendents  can  possibly  be 
under  its  present  arrangement,  and  the  Tiieological  faculty  and  the 
Church  at  large  will  always  have  the  benefit  of  these  wise  and  de- 
voted helpers  in  the  temporal  affairs  of  their  School  of  the  Pro- 
phets. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  the  following  resolutions 
for  the  adoption  of  this  Synod  : 

I.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  regards  it  as  wise  and  expedient 
to  continue  the  present  organization  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

II.  Resolved,  That  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Peter  Hert- 
zog  Theological  Hall,  appointed  in  1857,  and  then  authorized  and 
directed  to  secure  such  additional  funds  as  may  be  needed  to  accom- 
plish the  objects  of  the  Theological  Institution,  shall  be  and  hereby 
is  continued  under  the  following  additional  regulations  : 

1.  The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Peter  Ilertzog  Theological 
Hall  shall  consist  of  ten  members,  omc  of  whom  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Theological  faculty  from  their  own  number  each  year,  and 
nine  of  whom  shall  be  laymen,  to  be  elected  by  G-eneral  Synod,  to 
be  divided  into  three  classes,  to  hold  office  respectively  one,  two  and 
three  years. 

2.  This  Committee  shall  be  and  hereby  is  empowered,  when- 
ever in  their  judgment  it  becomes  necessary,  to  appoint  a  financial 
asjent  or  agents  for  the  collection  of  funds  for  the  endowment  and 
support  of  the  Seminary,  and  the  general  advocacy  of  the  interests 
of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

8.  This  Committee  shall  pay  oyer  the  funds  collected  by  them 
to  the  Hoard  of  Direction,  except  so  much  as  is  necessary  for  re- 
pairs upon  the  buildings  and  appurtenances  from  year  to  year. 

4.  This    Committee    shall  hold    quarterly,  or  if  necessary,  more 
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frequent  meetings,  at  New  Brunswick,  during  the  term-time,  on  such 
regular  and  fixed  days  as  it  may  select. 

5.  This  Committee  shall  be  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  as  now  constituted,  shall  report  annually 
to  said  Board  at  its  annual  meeting  for  the  examination  of  students, 
and  shall  be  under  the  general  direction  of  said  Board. 

6.  This  Committee  shall  hold  a  joint  session  together  with  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  at  the  annual  meeting  at  New  Brunswick, 
for  the  fall  consideration  of  the  temporal  interests  of  the  Theolog- 
ical school. 

7.  The  Board  of  Superintendents  shall  report  to  the  General 
Synod  at  its  annual  sessions  the  result  of  the  action  of  this  Com- 
mittee, under  the  above  regulations. 

Your  Committee  also  propose  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  particular  attention  of  all  the  Classes  and  of 
every  member  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  be  and  is  hereby 
called  to  the  large  and  continued  deficiency  in  attendance  upon  the 
annual  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  and  that  they  be 
requested  effectually  to  remedy  this  evil  practice,  which  in  many 
ways  interferes  with  the  best  interests  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

II.  Your  Committee  have  also  carefully  examined  the  annual  re  ■ 
port  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Seminary 
from  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago. 

Two  meetings  of  this  Board  have  been  held,  at  the  first  of  which 
three  and  at  the  last  two  out  of  the  four  who  represent  the  four 
Classes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago  were  present.  There  are 
now  ten  students  of  Theology  in  this  school,  of  whom  seven  are  in 
the  middle  class,  and  three  are  in  the  junior,  A  third  class  will 
enter  the  school  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  theological  year,  and 
thus  will  the  round  of  classes  be  for  the  first  time  completed.  The 
report  of  the  Board  speaks  in  satisfa  tory  terras  of  tlie  valuable  ser- 
vices rendered  by  the  Synod's  Professor  of  Didactic  and  Polemic 
Theology,  and  by  the  Professors  of  Hope  College,  who  have  accepted 
the  invitation  of  the  last  General  Synod  to  act  as  lectors  in  the 
various  branches  of  theological  study.  No  arrangement  has  yet 
been  made  for  the  study  of  Church  Government.  But  it  is  high!}'- 
important  that  provision  be  made  for  this  branch  to  be  taught  dur- 
ing the  coming  year. 

The  conduct  and  Christian  usefulness  of  the  students  are  highly 
commended  by  the  Board.  The  annual  examination  of  the  two 
classes  was  thoroughly  conducted  and  well  sustained  in  the  presence 
of  the  Board,  and  also  of  the  Council  of  Hope  College  and  neighbor- 
ing ministers  who  were  present  by  special  invitation. 

In  presenting  this  brief  record  to  the  Synod,  your  Committee  can- 
aot  but   express  their   profound  interest   in  the   progress  and  con- 
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dition  of  this  tlieolugicul  scliool,  wliose  beGjinnings  are  far  greater 
than  were  those  of  tlie  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick,  and  whose 
future  is  so  vital  to  the  development  of  our  Church  in  the  West.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  its  welfare  will  fill  the  hearts,  stimulate  the 
prayers,  and  enlarge  the  liberality  of  the  whole  Church. 

The  attention  of  your  Committee  having  been  called  to  a  vacancy 
in  the  Board  of  Superintendents  for  the  Classis  of  Illinois,  and  be- 
ing informed  that  the  Rev.  Egbert  Winter  has  been  duly  nominated 
by  said  Classis,  it  is  recommended  that  he  be  now  elected  to  that 
office. 

The  last  General  Synod  having  omitted  to  provide  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  some  one  to  preside  at  the  inauguration  of  Professor 
Crispell,  it  is  recommended  that  the  Rev.  Professor  David  D. 
Demarest,  D.D.,  be  assigned  to  that  duty. 

III.  IIoPE  College.* 

The  Committee  have  given  their  most  anxious  and  protracted 
consideration  to  the  important  papers  and  documents  submitted  to 
tliem  respecting  this  institution.  They  have  also  had  long  and  full 
interviews  with  brethren  who  are  most  interested  in  the  questions 
now  before  the  Synod. 

The  documents,  which  are  volummous  and  represent  opposite 
views  of  the  same  subject,  are  the  following: 

1.  Special  Report  of  the  Council  of  Hope  Colleg?  to  the  General 
'Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in   America,  June,  1868,  and  which 

supereedes  the  papers  on  the  same  subjects  referred  to  the  last  Synod, 
and  now  withdrawn  by  the  Council. 

2.  Third  Annual  Catalogue  and  Circul;i,r  of  Hope  College  1807-8, 
not  published,  but  reported  by  the  Council  to  the  General  Synod 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America. 

3.  A  printed  reply  to  the  special  report  above-named,  by  T.  Ro- 
mevn  Beck,  Charles  Scott,  and  C.  E.  Crispell,  Pi-ofessors  in  Hope 
College. 

4.  A  communication  by  Professor  Crispell  to  this  Synod  respect- 
ing the  proposed  changes  in  the  literary  and  theological  institutions 
located  at  Holland,  Michigan. 

5.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  on   Hope  College. 

The  chief  importance  of  these  documents  arises  from  the  existing 
and  future  relations  of  the  Theological  school  now  located  at  Holland 
to  Hope  College.  At  present  we  have  not  an  organized  Theological 
Seminary,  but  simply  two  theological  classes,  with  one  Professor  of 
Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology,  v/hose  relations   were  defined  by 
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the  last  General  Synod  in  a  special  enactment  as  Professor  "  at 
Hope  ColU(jer  And  it  appears  from  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  of  that  institution,  "  that  the  students  of  the  theo- 
logical classes"  were  informed  by  the  theological  teachers  "  that  they 
were  not  iii  Hope  College^  under  its  Council  and  Faculty,  but  at 
Hope  College,  governed  by  General  Synod  through  a  Board  of 
Superintendents,  and  in  charge  of  Synod's  Professor  of  Theology." 
The  status  thus  indicated  has  been  fully  and  properly  recognized  by 
the  respective  classes. 

These  statements  are  necessary  to  the  proper  understanding  of 
those  which  follow. 

The  special  report  of  the  Council  of  Hope  College  proposes  and 
petitions  the  Synod,  by  virtue  of  the  power  given  by  the  late  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  of  the  Church,  which  allovvs  the  formal 
establishment  of  more  than  one  Theological  School,  "  to  adopt  and 
place  on  their  minutes  some  suitable  resolution  by  which  the  theo- 
logical department  of  Hope  College  shall  be  duly  erected  a  theo- 
ogical  schooL" 

It  is  next  proposed  and  requested  that  Hope  College  be  expanded 
into  a  university,  to  be  called  Hope  Haven  University,  of  which 
the  Theological  Institution  shall  constitute  "  an  integral  department." 
With  a  view  to  this  consummation,  a  series  of  amendments  are  pro- 
posed to  the  articles  of  association  which  embrace  the  following 
points  : 

1.  The  change  of  name  and  title  of  the  Institution  as  aforesaid. 

2.  A  transfer  of  the  right  of  nominating  members  of  the  Council 
from  the  Synod  of  Chicago  to  the  several  Classes,  so  as  to  bring  the 
whole  institution  more  directly  under  Church  supervision. 

3.  The  establishment  of  a  Board  of  Examiners  for  the  Theological 
students,  to  consist  of  two  representatives  nominated  by  each  Classis, 
who  are  also  to  be  the  representatives  of  said  Classis  in  the  Council 
of  the  University,  the  selection  being  at  all  times  subject  to  the  con- 
firmation of  the  General  Synod. 

4.  The  appointment  of  a  "  Professor  of  Evangelistic  Theology," 
under  the  resolution  of  General  Synod  adopted  in  1864,  approving 
the  appointment  of  a  Professorsliip  of  missionary  training.  The 
title  of  this  chair,  which  has  never  yet  been  filled,  is  simply  to  be 
changed — the  object  remains  the  same  as  before. 

5.  The  establishment  of  a  Professorship  of  Homiletics  and  Pas- 
toral Theology,  and  the  appointment  of  a  Professor  who  shall  give 
instruction  both  in  the  English  and  the  HoUandish  languages. 

6.  The  Council  ask  the  Synod  to  determine  the  status  of  the  In- 
stitution and  its  presidency  upon  the  university  foundation.  1.  By 
authorizing  the  Council  to  publish  in  the  catalogue  the  Theologi- 
cal School  as  the  first  Professional  Department  of  the  University.    2, 
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By  raakinof  the  Board  of  Examiners  a  body  corresponding  to  tlio 
present  Board  of  Superintendents,  whose  powers  are  to  be  limited 
to  the  duties  of  examinations  and  discipline,  while  the  Council  with 
its  Executive  Committee,  being  an  incorporated  body,  should  be  the 
trustees  of  the  funds  and  property  of  this  department.  And,  3.  By 
the  election  of  a  President  of  the  University  by  the  General  Synod. 

In  furtherance  of  these  projects,  it  appears  from  the  report  of  the 
Council  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  Phelps  has  resigned  the  Presidency  of  Hope 
College,  and  that  it  has  been  accepted — "  said  resignation  to  take 
effect  on  the  day  on  which  the  Synod  should  confirm  the  University 
Basis." 

The  Catalogue  and  Circular  printed  and  reported  by  the  Council' 
but  not  published,  as  there  is  no  authority  for  so  doing,  is  based  upon 
this  Univerfity  proposal,  and  in  this  document  the  first  department 
is  that  denominated  Professional  Department  of  Theology,  with  its 
Board  of  Examiners,  Faculty,  lists  of  Students  and  Course  of  In- 
struction. 

The  documents  presented  by  Professors  Crispell  and  Beck  and 
Scott,  contain  an  elaborate  examination  of  the  special  report  of  the 
Council,  and  give  their  reasons  for  dissenting  from  its  proposals  re- 
specting the  relation  of  the  Theological  School  as  an  integial  depart- 
ment of  the  projected  University — and  in  favor  of  the  independent 
establishment  of  the  Theological  School  upon  the  same  general  basis 
as  the  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick — with  its  own  Faculty  and  Board 
of  Superintendents.  It  is  also  proposed  by  Professor  Crispell  that 
the  school  be  located  at  Holland,  as  it  now  is,  that  the  same  teachers 
labor  in  the  College  and  Theological  School  as  now,  that  the  Board 
of  Superintendents  of  the  Synod  of  Chicago  be  enlarged,  and  one 
member  from  each  Eastern  Synod  be  adiied,  if  deemed  desirable  by 
the  Synod  ;  that  the  same  recitation  rooms  be  used  as  now  for  Col- 
lege and  Theological  purposes  ;  that  the  Theological  students,  as 
now,  pay  to  Hope  College  the  same  contingent  expenses  as  the  Col- 
lege students  do,  and  that  each  Classis  and  each  Eastern  Synod  bear 
the  expenses  of  its  own  representatives  in  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents. 

These,  substantially,  are  the  different  plans  now  before  this  Synod 
for  consideration.  Your  Committee  find  that  the  views  of  the  res- 
pective parties  are  radically  and  resolutely  opposed.  The  questions 
involve  very  delicate  and  complicated  relations  and  immense  respon- 
sibilities. The  difficulty  of  harmonizing  the  conflicting  schemes  is 
greatly  enhanced  by  the  ecclesiastical  principles  and  the  material  in- 
terests embraced,  and  also  by  the  distinctive  views  and  sympathies 
and  aims  of  the  imj^ortant  Ilollandish  element  in  these  educational 
and  ecclesiastical  institutions.  It  is  utterly  impossible,  in  the  space 
allowed  to  this  report  even  to  specify  the  various  reasons  by  which 
both  sides  in  this  controversy  are  so  ably  maintained.     We  can  only 
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refer  the  General  Synod  to  the  printed  docnments  now  in  the  hands 
of  its  members,  for  full  information. 

In  view  of  all  the  circumstances,  your  Committee  present  the  fol- 
lowinof  as  the  result  of  their  own  deliberations  : 


THE    UNIVERSITY    PLAN. 

1.  Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  consent  to  tlie  alteration  of 
the  Constitution  of  Hope  College,  so  that  it  may  be  known  by  the 
style  and  title  of  "  Hope  Haven  University." 

2.  Resolved,  That  this  University  shall  include,  the  Theological 
Baccalaureate  Department  of  Hope  College,  for  the  training  of  evan- 
gelists, catechists,  and  unordained  missionaries,  together  with  the 
Literary,  Scientific  and  Preparatory  Departments,  now  embraced  in 
Hope  College. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  election  of  a  President  of  the  University  be 
referred  to  th'^  Council  with  power. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  Hope  College  be  empowered  to 
secore  the  necessary  legal  measures  for  the  completing  the  change  to 
the  University  plan. 

5.  Resolved,  That  all  other  matters  embraced  in  the  report  of  the 
Council,  and  necessary  to  perfect  this  change,  be  referred  to  that 
body  for  final  adjustment,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  next  General 
Synod. 

THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

1.  Resolved,  That  inasmuch  as  there  will  be  three  fiillv  organized 
Theological  classes  under  the  care  of  the  Professor  of  Theology  at 
Hope  College  at  the  opening  of  the  next  fall  term,  it  is  expedient  to 
organize  the  Theological  School  at  Holland  upon  a  separate,  inde- 
pendent and  permanent  basis,  as  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the 
Reformed  Church  at  Hope  Haven  University. 

2.  Resolved,  That  with  a  view  to  such  organization  the  following 
Professorships  be  and  hereby  are  established — additional  to  that  of 
Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology,  already  in  existence,  viz  :  1.  A 
Professorship  of  Homiletics  and  Pastoral  Theology.  2.  A  Professor- 
ship of  Pjxegetical  Theology.  3.  A  Professorship  of  Evangelistic 
Theology. 

3.  Resolved,  That,  until  further  arrangements  are  made,  the  Lec- 
tors in  Church  History  and  Government,  and  in  Biblical  Criticism 
and  Philology,  be  and  hereby  are  requested  to  continue  their  in- 
structions in  these  departments. 
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4.  Resolved,  Tbat  these  Professorships  be  filled  by  this  Geueia) 
Synod,  by  tlie  election  of  Professors  upon  the  same  terms  as  the 
Professor  of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology,  viz — without  pecuniary 
compensation — until  such  time  as  funds  may  be  procured  for  the 
support  of  their  respective  chairs. 

6.  Resolved,  That  all  the  endowment  funds  of  Hope  College,  and 
such  as  may  be  hereafter  collected,  and  all  endowment  funds  Avhich 
may  be  contributed  specifically  for  this  Theological  school,  shall  be 
held  by  the  said  Council  in  trust  for  the  Reformed  Church  in  Amer- 
ica, for  said  specific  purposes. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Seminary 
thus  constituted  shall  consist  of  three  delegates  from  each  Classis  of 
the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago — to  be  nominated  and  appointed  in 
the  usual  manner. 

7.  Resolved,  That  the  following  persons  be  the  additional  mem- 
bers of  the  said  Board  of  Superintendents  :

8.  Resolved,  That  this  Board  meet  at  Holland  with  the  Faculty  of 

the  Seminary  on  the day  of    September,  1868,  for  the  purpose 

of  taking  all  proper  measures  for  perfecting  the  organization  of  the 
Institution,  in  accordance  Avith  the  rales  and  usages  prescribed  in  the 
Plan  of  the  Theological  School  at  New  Bi'uns-wick,  .N.  J.,  as  con- 
tained in  the  Digest  of  the  Minutes  of  General  Synod. 

9.  Resolved,  That  the  names  of  the  faculty  and  students  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  at  Hope  Haven  University,  be  published  from 
time  to  time  in  the  catalogues  of  said  University,  and  at  its  head 
and  under  the  above  designation. 


In  view  of  the  urgemt  necessities  of  the  Board  of  Ednca- 
tion,  and  the  heavy  annual  deficiency  in  its  income,  which  has 
arisen  from  the  failure  of  ceilain  Classes  to  pay  the  scholarships  of 
one  thousand  dollars  each,  pledged  by  their  votes,  for  the  endow- 
ment of  Hope  College,  your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  annexed  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  respectfully  entreat  the  various 
Classes  which  have  not  yet  completed  their  scholarships  for  Hope 
College,  to  take  effectual  measures  for  a  full  and  speedy  compliance 
with  these  pledges — that  thus  the  Board  of  Education  may  be  re- 
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licverl  of  this  burden,  and  that  the  Institution  maybe  placed  upon  a 
more  sure  pecuniary  foundation. 

We  submit  also  the  following  general  resolution  respecting  the 
funds  of  the  Institution  at  Holland  : 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  most  cordially  recommends 
the  College  and  Theological  School  to  the  confidence  and  liberality 
of  all  the  Churches,  in  the  efforts  to  be  made  by  the  Council  of 
Hope  College,  and  by  friends  of  the  cause  of  education,  for  the  per- 
manent endowment  of  both  institutions. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  respectfully  urge  the  Synod  to 
take  immediate  action  upon  this  whole  subject.  The  plans  now  sub- 
mitted form  the  only  apparent  basis  upon  which  we  can  harmonize 
the  differing  views  of  those  who  are  most  deeply  interested  in  the 
development  of  our  Reformed  Church  and  her  educational  work  in 
the  West.  We  are  dealing  with  striking  facts  and  providences,  such 
as  prophets  and  apostles  would  have  studied  with  pious  consecra- 
tion. The  action  of  this  Synod  will  make  history,  and  shape  the 
future  of  institutions  whose  heroic  origin,  rapid  progress,  and  far- 
reaching  influences  are  to  be  rightly  measured  only  by  the  faith 
which  inspired  them,  and  by  the  divine  plans  of  Him  who  sees  the 
end  from  the  beginning.  "  For  who  hath  despised  the  day  of  small 
things  ?"

Ths  Thirty-sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 
was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions, 
with  the  exception  of  so  much  as  relates  to  vacancies,  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  wag 
received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 
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The  Thirty-sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic 
Missions,  with  the  exception  of  so  much  as  relates  to  vacancies, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions. 

The  Report  of  the  Church  Building  Fund  was  received  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  presented  the  following  re- 
port, which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  beg  leave  respectfully  to  re- 
port : 

That  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  submitted  to  us 
contains  matters  demanding  the  most  serious  consideration  of  this 
Synod. 

From  it  it  appears  that  the  work  of  each  of  our  several  Missions 
has  been  far  advanced  beyond  that  of  the  last  and  every  preceding- 
year.  Each  Mission  has  gained  a  firmer  footing  in  its  sphere,  and 
made  aggressive  steps  beyond  its  previous  boundaries.  The  Amoy 
Mission  has  an  increase  of  75  communicants  over  the  number  re- 
ported last  year,  having  now  a  total  of  701.  The  Arcot  Mission  has 
an  increase  of  over  50  communicants,  notwithstanding  an  unusually 
large  number  of  suspensions,  having  now  a  total  of  nearly  400.  The 
Japan  Mission,  so  much  younger  in  years  than  the  others,  and  so 
hampered  by  government  regulations,  has  as  yet  no  organized 
Churches  of  converts  from  heathenism,  but  is  rapidly  doing  the  pre- 
paratory work  of  translating  the  Scriptures,  and  instilling  the  -first 
principles  of  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  both  orally  and  throu'^-h  the 
pres«. 

But  these  facts  do  not  even  form  a  foundation  for  a  conception  of 
the  magnitude  of  the  work  carried  on  through  your  Board  and  its 
Missionaries.  The  immediate  field  of  the  Amoy  Mission  embraces 
a  population  of  three  millions  of  souls,  that  of  the  Arcot  Mission 
between  one  and  two  millions,  while  the  Japan  Mission  hopes  to  have 
before  it  the  whole  of  that  vast  empire.  In  each  of  these  wide  re- 
gions of  thick  darkness  your  Missions  lift  the  light  of  the  Cross  to 
guide  lost  souls  to  the  only  Saviour.  None  can  know,  until  the  great 
day  when  the  thoughts  of  all  hearts  shall  be  revealed,  how  many 
whose  feet  were  stumbling  upon  the  dark  mountains  of  heathenism, 
have  already  seen  that  light,  perhaps  from  afar,  and  so  found  the  way 
home,  seen  only  by  the  watching  Father.  We  know  that  the  num- 
ber of  the  rescued  is  increasing  and  multiplying,  and  we  know  that 
the  number  of  the  desperately  needy  is  almost  countless. 

No  wonder,  then,  that  the  universal,  anxious,  importunate  cry  of 
the  Missionaries  already  in  the  field  is,  "Come  over  and  help  us." 
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MORE    MEN 

Is  the  one  great  need  of  oar  Missionaries — itiore  clevotC'l  iwinistera 
of  the  Gospel  to  help  to  bear  the  glad  news  to  the  perishing  mil- 
lions— more  good  physicians,  who  through  ailing  bodies  may  reach 
sin-blinded  sonify— more  heroic  women,  who  will  leave  all  to  tell  their 
degraded  sisters  of  One  whose  compassionate  love  for  them  deserved 
that  they  should  wash  his  feet  with  their  tears,  and  wipe  them  with 
the  hair   of  their  heads. 

Indeed,  this  need  of  a  largely  increased  missionary  force  has  been 
apparent  to  the  whole  Church  from  the  first.  The  simple  statement 
of  the  density  of  the  j^opulations  and  the  small  number  of  our  Mis- 
sionaries cannot  otherwise  than  lead  every  one  to  sigh,  "  What  are 
these  among  so  many  ?  " 

A  sense  of  this  need  of  more  Missionaries  led  the  General  Synod 
last  year  to  say,  "  the  whitened  harvests  waiting  for  the  reapers,  the 
cry  for  help  which  comes  over  the  sea,  not  only  from  Missionaries 
in  the  field,  but  from  the  heathens  themselves,  ought  to  send  a  thrill 
of  joy  through  every  Christian  heart ;  and  yet  the  want  of  laborers 
has  made  those  very  harvests  and  cries  a  source  of  distress  to  the 
Church  of  Christ,  for  there  were  no  reapers  ready  to  gather  those 
harvests — there  were  no  heralds  of  salvation  ready  to  save  those 
perishing  souls." 

In  view  of  these  facts,  the  General  Synod  resolved,  "  That  the  pas- 
tors of  our  Churches  be  requested  to  present  to  Christian  parents 
and  their  sons  the  claims  of  the  Gospel  ministry,  with  special  refer- 
ence to  the  missionary  work." 

We  are  happy  to  be  able  now  to  say  and  see  that  the  Great  Head 
of  the  Church  lias  had  regard  to  this  necessity  of  his  cause  and  the 
cry  of  his  people,  and  has  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  two  members  of 
the  graduating  class  of  the  Theological  Seminary  to  offbr  themselves 
for  the  work,  and  has  also  graciously  inclined  three  unmarried  ladies 
to  count  all  things  else  but  loss  that  they  may  join  our  devoted  little 
bands  of  Missionaries  in  their  work  for  Jesus, 

In  view  of  the  unquestionable  facts  of  the  need  of  the  help  of 
these  offering  servants  of  Christ,  and  of  the  prayers  of  the  Church 
to  God  to  raise  such  ones  np,  and  of  the  approval  by  the  Board  of 
these  individuals  after  due  examination,  there  is  but  one  possible 
thing  for  ns  to  do.  We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolutions,  viz : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  be  directed  to  use 
all  diUgence  in  commissioning  the  persons  referred  to  in  their  Re- 
port as  accepted  Missionaries,  and  in  forwarding  them  to  their  res- 
pective fields  of  labor. 

Resolved,  That  our  Churches  be  affectionately  urged  to  cantinue 
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to  pray  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest  to  send  more  laborers  into  his  har- 
vest. 

We  come  now  to  the  consideration  of  the  matter  of 


FINANCES. 

Notwithstanding  the  very  liberal  gift  of  an  honored  son  of  the 
Church,  which  tided  our  Board  over  the  expenses  of  last  year,  they 
aro  obliged  to  report  themselves  again  in  debt,  to  the  amount  of 
S^1G,0U0.  This  has  not  come  throui;;h  any  imprudence  of  manage- 
ment, for  the  closest  examination  only  awakens  admiration  of  the 
careful  economy  with  which  the  fiuaucial  affairs  of  the  Board  are 
conducted.  But  we  must  remember  that  the  extension  of  our  work, 
the  extension  for  which  we  pray,  and  in  which  we  delight — neces- 
sarily increases  the  expense  We  must  bear  in  mind  also,  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  abnormal  condition  of  financial  affairs  in  this  country, 
which  causes  the  absorption  of  so  large  a  per  centage  of  our  contri- 
butions in  the  process  of  their  transmission  to  our  missionary  fields. 
And,  above  all,  we  must  take  shame  to  ourselves  for  failing,  throuo-h- 
out  our  Chnrch,  to  appreciate  the  necessities  of  the  work  and  make 
adequate  provision  for  its  maintainance. 

lucbiding  this  $16,000  debt,  and  the  88,000  needed  for  the  out- 
fit and  first  year's  maintainance  of  the  new  Missionaries,  the  esti- 
mate of  the  Board  for  the  coming  year  is  192,000 

Your  Committee  can  see  but  one  thing  for  the  Synod  to  do,  and 
that  is  to  speak  to  the  children  of  Israel  that  they  go  forward.  We 
cannot  let  our  work  stand  still.  There  is  no  stand-still  in  work  for 
God — forward  or  backward  it  7nust  go,  inevitably.  And,  havino- 
put  our  hand  to  the  plow,  our  Church  dare  not,  and  we  are  sure 
would  not  wish  to  look  back.  Nor  can  we  go  on,  allowing  our  debt 
to  accumulate.  In  that  way  lies  utter  and  shameful  ruin.  Nor  is 
there  any  need  for  us  to  stop,  nor  to  go  back,  nor  to  plunge  deeper 
in  debt.  The  Church  has  the  money,  and  it  is  not  hers,  but  her  Lorcfs. 
ITe  asks  it  now,  and  who  will  take  the  responsibility  of  withholdino- 
it? 

But  how  shall  we  gather  it  in  for  this  work?  We  answer  first, 
that  we  have  faith  in  God.  Having  given  his  Church  this  work  to 
do  for  Him,  He  surely  will  not  withhold  from  her  the  heart  to  do 
it.  If  He  will  but  pour  out  his  Spirit  upon  her  old  men  and  maid- 
ens, her  young  men  and  children,  nothing  that  He  can  ask  of  them 
can  be  too  much  f  >r  them  to  do — too  much  for  them  to  give.  We 
believe  that  He  will  do  this,  because  He  has  sent  the  necessity. 

But  in  what  way  sliall  we  set  before  our  people  the  opportunity  of 
giving  what  God  shall  put  it  into  their  hearts  to  o-ive  ?  We  will 
embody  the  answer  which  has  occurred  to  your  Committee  in  a 
series  of  resolutions.

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Resolved,  Tliat  tlic  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  be  directed  to  lay 
a  frank  and  fall  .statement  of  their  financial  condition  and  necessities, 
cither  personally  or  by  letter,  as  circnnibtances  indicate,  before  men 
and  women  of  wealth  and  faith  in  onr  communion,  leaving  the  Lord 
to  lead  them  to  devise  liberal  things. 

Resolved,  That  every  Church  in  our  communion  be  earnestly  re- 
quested to  adopt  one  of  the  following  methods  of  furnishing  the 
people  an  oppoi'tunity  of  contributing  to  the  funds  of  the  Board,  as 
the  Lord  lias  prospered  them  : 

First,  Circulate  a  missionary  subscription  throughout  the  bounds 
of  the  congregation  as  often  as  once  a  month,  if  practicable,  but  in 
anv  case  not  more  seldom  than  once  in  three  months,  throughout 
^hc  year, 

Sccondli/,  Take  a  missionary  collection  in  the  public  assembly  on 
the  Lord's  day,  as  often  as  once  a  month,  if  practicable,  but  in  any 
case  not  more  seldom  than  once  in  three  months,  throughout  the 
year. 

Resolved,  That  the  funds  so  collected  be  forwarded  punctually  to 
the  Board  after  each  collection. 

Resolved,  That  each  pastor  in  our  communion  be  earnestly  re- 
quested to  preach  to  his  people  on  the  subject  of  the  missionary 
worlv  and  missionary  responsibilities  of  our  Church  at  least  once 
during  the  year. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  be  enjoined  to 
cause  these  resolutions,  together  with  such  information  or  appeals 
as  they  may  deem  proper,  to  be  printed  in  a  circular  letter,  and 
sent  to  each  pastor  and  Consistory  in  our  communion,  as  promptly 
as  practicable  after  the  adjoui-nment  of  the  Synod. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  respectfully  report. 

They  had  placed  in  their  hands  the  Tliirty-sixth  Annual  Report 
of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  togc'her  with  the  statement  of 
its  Treasurer,  which  papers  they  have  carefully  considered.  As  the 
report  has  been  read  to  Synod,  and  will  be  printed  with  its  Minutes, 
your  Committee  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  repeat  the  facts  stated 
therein,  but  upon  them  base  a  few  suggestions  which  Ave  trust  will 
be  for  the  prosperity  of  the  great  and  iin}>ortant  work  committed  to 
this  Board. 
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The  Board  ask  General  Synod  and  tlio  Clinrcli  to  give  to  the 
cause  which  they  represent,  a  place  in  their  concerts  of  prayer,  in 
the  sanctuary,  at  the  family  altar  and  in  the  closet,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  importance  and  necessities  of  the  Board  of 
Domestic  Missions  call  for  earnest  and  importunate  prayer  on  the 
part  of  Synod  and  the  individual  Churches  of  the  denomination. 

Since  the  Reformed  Church  is  small  among  the  thousands  of 
Israel,  and  the  land  which  God  in  his  providence  is  calling  upon 
his  people  to  go  up  and  possess  is  large,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  Synod  recommend  to  the  Board  the  propriety  of 
concentrating  their  eftbrts  on  certain  lines  westward,  and  of  appoint- 
ing a  competent  agent  to  locate  Churches. 

Resolved,  That  Synod  approve  the  policy  of  the  Board,  which  is 
to  employ  men  of  especial  adaptedness  to  the  work  to  be  done  and 
maintain  them  liberally. 

Resolved,  That  the  Church  Building  Fund  is  the  right  arm  of  the 
Board  of  Domestic  Missions. 

Resolved,  That  General  Synod  recommend  the  Classes  to  adopt 
measures  by  which  the  nature  and  necessities  of  this  Fund  may  be 
presented  to  the  consideration  of  eaeh  congregation  within  their 
bounds,  so  that  the  370  Churches,  out  of  the  444  of  the  denomi- 
nation, which  have  not  as  yet  aided  the  Fund,  may  be  induced  to  do 
so  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Resolved,  That  the  liberality  of  the  Lady  of  Philadelphia,  by 
whose  munificence  a  church  edifice  has  been  erected  at  Norris,  Illinois, 
is  worthy  of  commendation  by  this  Synod  to  the  attention  of  those, 
who  by  the  blessing  of  God  have  the  ability  to  imitate  her  exam- 
ple. 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  Classes  be  called  to  the  reso- 
lutions passed  by  the  Synods  of  1865-66-67,  with  reference  to  the 
Board  of  Domestic  Missions.

Your  Committee  consider  both  of  these  Funds  as  entitled  to  the 
consideration  and  as  worthy  the  support  of  the  entire  Church.  The 
Synod  has  in  successive  years  adopted  resolutions  commending 
them  to  the  attention  of  pastors  and  people.  These  resolutions 
have  had  but  little  apparent  influence.  Only  forty-one  Churches 
have  contributed  during  the  past  year  in  aid  of  the  Widows'  Fund, 
and  forty-five  in  aid  of  the  "  Disabled  Minister's  Fund."     It  is  to  be 
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rogrcttci:!  tliat  so  little  care  is  manifested  by  the  Cliurcli  for  the 
support  of  Christ's  ambassadors,  to  men,  when  through  sickness,  in- 
firmity or  old  age,  they  arc  no  longer  able  to  serve  at  the  altar. 
And  it  is  equally  to  be  regretted  that  the  fjimilics  of  such  as  are 
called  to  their  reward,  leaving  as  their  only  inheritance  to  those  so 
near  and  dear  to  them,  the  memory  of  their  service  in  their  Master's 
pause,  have  so  little  provision  made  for  them  by  the  Church  which 
the  husband  and  fother  served.  But  your  Committee  are  impressed 
w'ith  the  belief  that  resolutions  commending  these  Funds  to  the 
Churches  will  not  remedy  the  evil  which  every  Christian  heart 
must  deplore.  It  is  in  this  department  of  Christian  benevolence  as 
in  every  other,  that  what  the  Church  needs  is  a  more  faithful  appli- 
cation by  the  ministry,  and  a  more  practical  observance  by  the  peo- 
ple of  the  exhortation  of  the  Apostle  Paul — "  As  ye  abound  in 
everything  in  faith  and  utterance  and  knowledge  and  in  all  diligence, 
and  in  your  love  to  us,  see  that  ye  abound  in  this  grace  also"— viz: 
the  grace  of  giving.  Unanimously  adopted  and  respectfully  sub- 
mitted,

ARTICLE  XX. 

BOARD    OF    PUBLICATION. 

The  Fourteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication  was 
received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  so  much  as  refers  to  vacancies,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Publication  was  re- 
ceived and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Publication  would  respectfully  report,  that  the 
Fourteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  also 
the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  year  ending  May  1,  1808,  duly 
audited  and  certified  to  as  correct,  have  been  placed  in  their  hands. 

From  the  report  it  is  evident  that  commendable  effort  has  been 
made  by  those  in  charge  of  its  affairs  to  increase  its  efficiency  and 
power,  and  we  are  sure  that  not  one  of  us  would  withhold  from 
them  a  "  God  speed."  In  regard  to  the  report  itself  we  have  but  a 
single  remark  to  make,  and  that  is  simply  to  suggest  that  condensa- 
tion is  not  unfrequently  an  element  of  strength.  It  is  not  necessary 
that  all   the   details  of  this   management  be  spread  out    before  the 
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Synod  by  your  Committeo.  The  report  speaks  for  itself  and  will 
doubtless  be  printed  and  furnislied  to  the  Churches. 

It  is  proper,  however,  that  some  of  the  general  results  be  set  be- 
fore us.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer  shows  that  the  amount  re- 
ceived from  donations,  of  all  kinds,  including  collections  in 
Churches,  individual  gifts,  contributions  from  Sabbath  schools, 
reaches  the  sum  of  $5,712  06.  In  addition  to  which  about  $2,000 
have  been  subscribed  and  $100  of  it  paid  to  the  endowment  fund 
recommended  by  the  last  General  Synod. 

From  the  statement  of  the  publishing  agent  we  find  that  the  total 
amount  of  sales  exclusive  of  the  Sower  is  $14,744  78.  For  the 
Sower  has  been  received  $1,340  65,  but  since  over  and  above  its 
receipts  this  paper  has  cost  $532  26,  we  do  not  count  it  as  an 
element  of  financial  strength. 

The  total  amount  received  then  from  sales  and  collections  (ex- 
clusive of  the  endowment)  must  be  $20,456  84  as  the  current  re- 
ceipts for  the  year. 

We  believe  the  Board  of  Pablication  to.  be,  if  rightly  directed, 
an  efficient  instrumentality  in  the  -work  of  the  Church,  and  that  it 
ought  to  be  so  cherished  by  us  that  it  could  at  least  endeavor  to  do 
its  legitimate  w^ork  with  a  fair  prospect  of  success.

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It  is  still  evident  from  these  comparisons,  that  as  in  previous 
j'cars  the  necessary  expenses  bear  a  laro-e  proportion  to  the  receipts, 
beino;  nearly  twenty-five  per  cent.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Gen- 
oral  Synod  it  will  be  remembered  that  a  special  Committee  of  lay- 
men were  appointed  to  examine  into  the  business  of  the  Board, 
which  reported  at  the  adjourned  session  in  November,  at  Albany. 
Acting  upon  this  report,  the  Synod  decided  that  the  Board  must  be 
continued  and  made  more  efficient,  at  the  same  time  earnestly  re- 
commending it  to  the  Churches  for  an  endowment  of  830,0(J0 

We  believe  that  here  is  our  true  policy.  It  would  be  a  waste  of 
time  and  energy  for  your  Committee  to  endeavor  to  persuade  the 
Synod  of  the  importance  of  a  religious  literature,  as  a  means  of 
working  in  the  service  of  the  Master,  There  can  be  but  one  opinion. 
No  rhetoric  can  make  it  plainer.  The  question  for  us  is,  how  can 
we  best  secure  such  a  literature,  how  can  we  best  use  the  power  of 
the  press  in  our  own  denomination?  Nor  need  we  try  and  show 
that  a  denominational  press  is  needed  for  denominational  work;  that 
has  been  decided  by  the  voice  of  the  Church  again  and  again. 

Wc  are  fully  persuaded,  that  under  any  arrangement  that  may  be 
made  the  full  success  of  this  Board  lies  in  the  endowment  of  the 
Board,  and  that  therefore  all  the  energies  of  the  Board  should  so  far 
as  possible  be  directed  to  that  end  until  it  is  secured. 

Large  sums  of  money  are  needed  for  every  department  of  our 
work  as  a  Church.  We  arc  entering  on  a  new  era.  We  have  no 
time  to  waste  in  fulsome  eulogy  of  the  past,  nor  yet  of  our  Church 
policy  and  denominational  standards.  The  best  eulogy  we  can 
pronounce  is  by  showing  our  love  of  them  by  our  works.  Let  us 
go  to  work  unitedly,  prayerfully.  God  will  help  us,  as  we  strive  in 
the  best  possible  manner  to  help  ourselves. 

We  recommend  the  following  resolutions  : 

Eesolved,  That  in  the  Synod's  Board  of  Publication  we  recognize 
a  powerful  instrumentality  for  good,  demanded  noiu  more  than  ever, 
and  that  as  a  Church  we  would  be  recreant  to  the  work  given  us  to 
do  by  the  Master  if  we  permit  it  to  languish. 

Resolved,  That  we  hereby  reiterate  the  resolutions  of  last  year, 
and  that  the  Board  be  earnestly  commended  to  our  Churches  for  a 
liberal  endowment. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  is  hereby  directed  to  devote  its  energies 
especially  to  the  securing  of  the  needed  amount. 

These  resolutions  are  submitted  because  we  believe  that  a  fair 
trial  should  be  given  to  the  plan  adopted  last  November  after  de- 
liberate consideration.  An  earnest  cftbrt  should  be  made  to  carry  it 
out.  If  this  is  found  impracticable,  then  it  will  be  time  to  consider 
once  more  the  old  question  of  abandonment. 

All  this,  however,  does  not  preclude  the  consideration  of  a  ques- 
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tion  wliicli  lias  long  pressed  upon  the  minds  of  many  who  are  firm 
friends  of  the  Board  of  Publication. 

Is  its  business  as  now  conducted  carried  on  in  the  best  and  fnost 
economical  manner  ?  Is  it  not  possible  that  more  energy  and  busi- 
ness skill  might  be  shown  in  the  publishing  and  sales  department  ?  At 
present  the  expenses  of  the  depository  swallow  up  its  profits. 

May  not  an  arrangement  be  made  with  some  publishing  house  in 
the  city  of  New  York,  through  which  the  Board  can  do  this  work 
better  than  now  ? 

In  this  connection  your  Committee  cannot  but  bring  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Synod  an  oft'er  from  a  publishing  house  in  the  city  of 
New  York. 

In  regard  to  which  we  submit.         * 

Resolved,  1.  That  a  committee  be  appointed  consisting  of  five  (5) 
laymen,  to  confer  in  conjunction  with  the  Board  of  Publication  with 
the  firm  in  question,  and  with  other  publishing  houses  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  and  see  if  an  arrangement  may  not  be  eff'ected  by  which 
we  may,  without  the  expenses  of  our  present  machinery,  carry  on 
the  printing  and  publishing  business  connected  with  the  Board. 

Resolved,  2.  That  said  committee  confer  with  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lication, and  that  they  be  and  hereby  are  directed  and  empowered 
mutually,  to  effect  such  an  arrangement  as  they  may  deem  most 
advantageous  to  the  interests  of  the  Church. 

We  are  well  aware  that  any  such  plan  requires  careful  elaboration 
by  business  men.  In  the  manner  indicated  we  believe  that  it  will 
receive  the  immediate  attention  it  demands. 

Refiolved,  3.  That  the  affairs  of  the  Board  be  conducted  as  at 
present  until  such  time  as  the  above  arrangement  can  be  effected. 

A  communication  from  the  Classis  of  Holland  has  been  received) 
stating  that  a  committee  of  said  Classis  have  about  completed  a 
ti'anslation  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Reformed  Church  into  the 
IloUandish  language  and  asking  Synod  to  authorize  its   publication. 

Resolved,  That  the  Classis  of  Holland  be  and  hereby  are  author- 
ized to  translate  and  publish  the  Constitution  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  IloUandish  language,  provided  that  in  every  respect  it 
be  made  to  conform  to  the  revised  English  copy. 

All  of  which  is  submitted,

PARTICULARIA. 

The  Van  Benschoten  Bequest  was  read. 

Resolutions  on  the  subject  of  furnishing  the  Church  with  a  reli- 
gious periodical  were  offered,  and  referred  to  a  Committee  consist- 
ing of  Elders  James  Myers,  John  Lyon,  and  Robert  II.  Pruyn,  and 
Rev.  John  B.  Thompson  and  Anson  Du  Bois. 

The  Committee  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  accepted 
and  adopted  : 

The  Special  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  subject  of  a  re- 
ligious newspaper  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report  the  following  : 

Resolved^  That  it  is  desirable  to  have  among  us  a  religious  News- 
paper of  such  a  character  and  so  ably  conducted  that  it  shall  find 
entrance  into  every  fiimily  of  our  Church,  and  secure  also  a  fair  out- 
side support. 

Resolved,  That  in  order  further  to  secure  this  intended  circulation, 
all  the  members  of  our  Church  should  have  an  opportunity  of  be- 
coming interested  in  its  support,  instead  of  its  being  conducted  for 
the  profit  of  any  individual  or  company. 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  the  formation  of  an  incorporated 
company  under  the  general  laws  of  New  York,  with  a  cajntal  stoclc 
of  not  less  than  twenty  thousand  dollars,  (|20,000,)  of  which  any 
member  of  any  of  o)ir  congregations  shall  have  liberty  to  take  $100 
and  over,  whicli  corporation  shall  establish  and  conduct  such  Paper. 

Resolved,  That  General  Synod  recommend  such  a  Paper  to  the 
support  of  the  Church,  on  condition  that  the  cei'tificate  of  corpora- 
tion of  such  company  shall  provide  that  all  the  profits  realized  there- 
from exceeding  ten  per  cent,  per  annani  upon  the  capital  stock  shall 
be  paid  over  at  the  expiration  of  each  year  as  follows,  viz  :  Onedialf 
thereof  to  the  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund,  the  interest  of  which,  and 
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so  much  of  the  principal  as  niary  be  required,  shall  be  annually  ap- 
propriated under  the  established  rco-ulations  of  the  Fund,  and  one- 
half  thereof  to  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  to  be  added  to  the 
Church  Building  Fund,  and  on  this  further  condition,  that  every 
certificate  of  any  share  or  shares  issued  for  stock  in  said  company 
shall  contain  a  provision  that  no  sale  or  transfer  thereof  shall  be 
made  until  an  offer  of  sale  of  the  same  at  par  value  shall  be  made  to 
the  Board  of  Direction. 

Resolved^  That  a  Special  Committee  of  five  Elders,  consisting  of 
James  Myers,  John  Lyon,  James  A.  Williamson,  Lewis  Applegate 
and  S.  R.  W.  Heath,  be  appointed  to  carry  out  these  views  of  Synod 
as  speedily  as  possible. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

Resolved,  That  said  Committee  be  requested  to  have  an  interview 
with  Mr.  A^an  Wyck  on  this  project,  and,  if  possible,  to  engraft  this 
plan  upon  the  Christian  TntelUgencer,  which  has  so  long  been  the 
paper  of  the  Church. 

Resolved,  That  in  its  resolutions  in  relation  to  the  establishment  of 
a  religious  Newspaper,  the  General  Synod  does  not  intend  to  express 
or  suggest  any  censure  of  the  Christian  Intelligencer,  its  proprietor 
or  conductors,  whose  fiiithful  devotion  to  the  cause  of  the  Church 
the  Synod  has  so  often  commended,  and  still  commends. 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerks  of  the  several  Particular  Synods 
be  and  are  hereby  instructed  to  send  the  credentials  of  Delegates  to 
the  General  Synod  to  the  said  Delegates,  imniediately  upon  their 
election,  and  also  to  the  Stated  Clerk  of  the  General  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  Classes  be  directed  to  provide  at  their  fall  ses- 
sions for  the  payment  of  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Synod,  and  to 
place  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  their  respective  Questors,  so  that 
they  may  be  paid  over  to  the  Stated  Clerk  of  General  Synod  before 
each  annual  session. 

ARTICLE  XXIL 

BENEVOLENT    AND    RELIGIOUS    INSTITUTIONS. 

After  the  reading  of  the  Minutes  on  the  morning  of  each  day's 
session,  a  half  hour  was  spent  in  devotional  exercises. 
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An  hour  was  spent  on  tlic  afternoon  of  the  first  day  in  clevotiona[ 
exercises. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  second  day  of  the  session,  after  a  sermon 
l>y  Rev  William  R,  Duryee,  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was 
administered. 

The  Secretaries  of  the  Boards  were,  in  accordance  with  the  rule 
of  Synod,  heard  on  the  morning  of  the  third  day  of  the  session. 

On  the  evening  of  the  sixth  day  of  the  session  a  meeting  was  held 
in  behalf  of  Foreign  Missions. 

On  the  third  day  of  the  session  Rev.  Narcisse  Cyr,  of  the  Paris 
Tract  Society,  addressed  the  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  has  lieard  with  much  interest  the  plea 
of  Mr.  Narcisse  Cyr  in  behalf  of  the  Paris  Tract  Society,  and  deeply 
sympathize  with  the  object  and  efforts  of  the  organization  which  he 
represents. 

The  report  of  the  committee  appointed  by  the  last  General  Synod 
to  report  a  plan  of  systematic  benevolence,  was  presented,  which  was 
accepted  and  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Rev.  J.  L. 
See,  A.  Du  Bois,  C.  L.  Wells,  Elders  J.  B.  Jewett,  William  Ferris. 

Rev.  Joseph  Scudder  was  heard  on  the  sixth  day  of  the  session  in 
behalf  of  the  American  and  Foreign  Christian  Union. 

Resolved,  That  the  Society  be  commended  to  the  confidence  and 
liberality  of  the  Reformed  Church. 

A  sermon  on  Benevolence  was  preached  on  the  sixth  day  of  the 
session  by  Rev.  Alexander  R.  Thompson,  from  Mark  14:8,  "She 
hath  done  what  she  could." 

Rev.  John  Gaston  was  chosen  Priraarius,  and  Rev.  C.  H.  Edgar 
Secundus,  to  preach  the  sermon  on  benevolence  at  the  next  stated 
session. 

Rev.  Dr.  Pinney  was  heard  in  behalf  of  the  New  York  Coloniza- 
tion Society  on  the  seventh  day  of  the  session. 

Resolved,  That  the  success  of  the  Colonization  Enterprise,  as 
manifested  in  the  existence  of  a  Christian  republic  on  the  coast  of 
Africa,  is  most  gratifying  and  encouraging. 

Resolved,  That  the  large  numbers  of  freedmen  now  sending  ap- 
plications for  a  passage  to  and  settlement  in  the  Republic  of  Liberia, 
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demani  of  the  colonization  societies  and  the  friends  of  the  African 
race,  increased  activity. 

Hesolved,  That  this  Synod,  now,  as  in  former  years,  recommend 
the  New  York  State  Colonization  Society  to  its  Churches  and 
people  as  worthy  of  their  liberal  support. 

Resolved,  That  the  American  Seaman's  Friend  Society,  organized 
in  1838,  to  improve  the  social,  moral,  and  religious  condition  of 
seamen,  proposes  a  work  intimately  connected  with  the  promised 
conversion  of  the  abundance  of  the  sea  and  the  universal  extension 
of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom. 

Resolved,  That  we  rejoice  to  learn  that  the  work  of  the  society  has 
been  attended  of  late  with  signal  indications  of  the  Divine  ftivor,  and 
that  we  commend  it  to  the  sympathy  and  aid  of  our  Churches. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  hereby  reiterates  its  repeated  recom- 
mendation of  the  American  Bible  Society,  and  would  earnestly  urge 
our  Churches  to  enlarge  their  contributions  for  a  cause  which  is  so 
dear  to  the  heart  of  the  Church. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretaries  of  the  Benevolent  Boards  of  this 
Church  be  directed  to  report  to  General  Synod  each  year  the  names 
of  all  Churches,  with  the  names  of  the  pastors,  that  have  not  con- 
tributed to  the  funds  of  their  respective  Boards  for  two  years  con- 
secutively. 

The  Committee  on  a  Plan  of  Systematic  Beneficence  presented 
the  following  report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  consideration  of  the 
report  of  the  Special  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  General 
Synod,  to  devise  a  scheme  for  securing  systematic, contributions  from 
all  our  Churches  to  all  our  benevolent  Boards,  respectfully  report : 

That  they  have  examined  the  report  referred  to  them,  with  a 
view  to  select  from  it  those  features  which  the  discussions  of  Synod 
have  shown  to  be  approved,  and  to  adopt  them  for  present  use.  Your 
Committee  have  also  been  guided  by  the  manifest  desire  of  Synod 
to  have  a  beginning  immediately  made  of  some  more  perfect  plan  of 
benevolent  operations.  They  have,  therefore,  thought  that  Synod 
■would  approve  their  taking  into  consideration  anything  else  deve- 
loped by  the  discussions  on  your  floor  which  seem  likely  to  promote 
the  object.  AVith  this  liberty,  which  your  Committee  assume  that 
Synod  will  kindly  grant  us,  we  do  not  deem  it  necessary  formally  to 
separate  or  specially  to  quote  under  distinct  headings  what  may  be 
drawn  from  the  special  report  from  what  has  been  suggested  by  the 
course  of  discussion.      As  the  members  of  your  present  Committee

are  all  connected  -witli  one  or  other  of  Synod's  Boards,  we  avail  our- 
selves of  our  knowledge  of  what  is  already  done  by  them  in  carry- 
ino-  out  the  existins;  plans  of  the  Church.  The  opening  idea  of  the 
report  of  the  Special  ComiT,ittce,  given  after  a  brief  review  by  them 
of  the  action  of  former  Synods,  that  there  should  be  some  rule  firm 
enough  to  secure  the  object  in  reality,  yet  flexible  enough  to  adapt 
itselt'in  particular  cases  to  any  peculiar  circumstances  of  individual 
Churches,  while  at  the  same  time  avoiding  a  cast-iron  fixedness,  which 
would  break  before  accommodating  itself  to  any  variations,  we  deem 
eminently  wise  and  proper.  The  great  object  sought  by  Synod  is  to 
develope  and  call  into  practical  exercise  a  regular  and  systematic 
action  of  all  the  Churches  in  aid  of  those  plans,  by  which  the  Re- 
deemer's kingdom  may  be  advanced  both  in  the  Chui'ch  and  the 
world.  It  is  not  necessary  that  every  Church  be  required  to  con- 
tribute on  one  particular  Sabbath  or  at  one  season  of  the  year  to  any 
specified  object.  It  will  answer  every  purpose  that  at  such  time  of 
the  year  as  may  best  suit  its  own  judgment  each  Church  render  aid 
to  each  object  "directed  by  Synod.  Your  Committee  also  feel  that 
each  Church  should  be  distinctly  taught  by  its  pastor  and  consistory 
that  contribution  to  these  is  not  a  mere  matter  of  voluntariness  to 
any  such  extent  as  to  allow  that  the  Church  is  free  to  give  or  not  to 
o-ive,  just  as  it  pleases.  This  view  wo  deem  altogether  improper  and 
fawless,  as  well  as  unworthy  of  presentation,  in  regard  to  the  volun- 
tary offering  of  Christian  benevolence.  The  duty  of  the  Christian 
to  'i-ive  is  plaiidy  declared  in  our  highest  authority,  the  Scriptures  of 
our  God.  Voluntariness  extends  only  to  the  amount  which  the 
ability  given  in  God's  good  providence  may  enable,  and  which 
the  needs  of  the  case  under  the  movings  of  His  grace  may  prompt. 
These  various  objects  of  benevolence  are  all  solemnly  adoptecl  by  the 
Synod  of  the  Church,  after  considerately  regarding  the  need  of  the 
world,  the  position  of  the  Church,  the  teaching  of  God's  Word,  and 
askino-  in  earnest  prayer  the  guidance  of  God's  Spirit.  Your  Com- 
mittee heartily  approve,  and  suppose  that  no  one  will  deny  the  first 
tv.'O  propositions  of  the  Special  Committee,  which  are : 

1.  The  ren-ularity  of  benevolent  contributions  from  the  Churches 
depends  mainly  on  the  ministers  settled  over  them. 

2.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  settled  minister  to  see  to  it  that  the  col- 
lections ordered  by  Synod  are  regularly  taken  up  in  the  Church  which 
he  serves. 

With  reo-ard  to  the  third  proposition,  "That  Synod  may  right- 
fully enjoin  upon  every  minister  of  the  Church  the  strict  performance 
of  this  duty,"  there  is  but  little  question  of  the  abstract  right  of 
Synod  in  the  matter.  There  may  be,  however,  a  question  of  wisdom 
with  reference  to  the  use  of  a  right,  and  a  question  also  whether 
there  may  not  be  a  better  way  by  which  to  reach  ihe  same  object. 
The  report  of  the  Special  Committee  seems  to  us  to  press  this  right 
too  strono-ly,  especially  as  it  is  immediately  followed  by  provisions 
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for  strict  and  positive  discipline  for  neglect.  Is  there  any  form  of 
family  or  social  life  conducted  on  the  principle  of  strictly  insisting 
on  the  full  use  of  every  right  ?  Is  not  the  world  kept  comfortable, 
and  its  highest  good  secured,  and  its  best  obedience  to  law  obtained 
by  constant  compromise  of  acknowledged  rights  ?  Theory  must 
paint  perfection.  Practice  must  aim  at  it.  As  human  nature  is, 
shortcomings  necessarily  occur.  Does  experience  in  the  Church  and 
the  world  point  to  penalties  at  once  inflicted  as  the  best  or  most  suc- 
cessful way  of  removing  them  and  securing  perfection  ?  We  venture 
to  say  that  no  form  of  associated  life  can  be  found  in  which  it  has 
resulted  successfully.  The  family,  the  neighborhood,  the  city,  the 
congregation,  the  Church,  secures  advance  in  every  good  by  a  charity 
that  sutfereth  long.  We  believe  that  this  is  the  Christian  principle. 
The  Lord  expressly  declares  his  love  of  willing  and  cheerful  giving. 
Force  and  penalty  cannot  train  it.  Your  Committee  acknowledge 
the  existence  in  the  Minutes  of  Synod  of  many  injunctions  as  dis- 
tinguished from  recommendations.  Synod  has  the  right  to  enjoin, 
and  has  exercised  it  often.  But  this  is  not  all  of  the  matter.  Why 
has  the  term  (';yom  disappeared  and  been  supplanted  by  "recom- 
mend V  Simply  because  a  century  of  experience  proved  injunction 
a  failure.  The  need  of  an  injunction  implies  a  degree  of  imperfec- 
tion in  the  moral  or  religious  sensibilities  of  those  to  whom  it  is 
applied,  which  needs  the  ability  to  use  penalties  of  a  physical  char- 
acter affecting  the  person  or  property,  to  secure  a  forced  obedience 
where  a  voluntary  one  is  withheld.  Such  penalties  the  Church  has 
not.  God  has  not  meant  her  to  have,  and  therefore  she  ought  not 
to  have  them.  Hence,  ivjunctions  proved  failures,  and  were  aban- 
doned. 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  it  would,  however,  be  wise 
for  Synod  to  express,  in  language  stronger  than  the  mere  use  of  the 
term  recommend,  its  conviction  that  mmisters  ought  to  teach  and  lead 
their  people  in  these  matters  of  benevolence.  They  feel  constrained 
to  withhold  their  approval  from  the  ihi7-d  and  fourth  propositions  of 
the  Special  Committee,  not  for  want  of  Synod's  inherent  rights,  but 
because  they  deem  it  unwise  to  place  their  benevolence  on  the  very 
same  footing  which  long  and  often  disappointed  experiments  proved 
to  be  of  no  avail. 

Your  Committee  take  the  liberty  of  here  presenting  to  Synod  a 
brief  outline  of  the  existing  plans  of  our  Boards,  under  provisions 
of  Synod,  already  made.  At  the  session  of  Synod  in  1862  a  pro- 
gramme was  directed  to  be  prepared  and  furnished  to  the  Churches, 
embracing  blank  spaces  to  be  filled  up,  assigning  the  times  in  each 
year  when  collections  would  be  taken  up  for  the  Boards  of  Foreign 
Missions,  Domestic  Missions,  Education  and  Publication,  and  for  the 
Widows',  the  Disabled  Ministers'  and  Church  Building  Funds.  AftCp 
the  Session  of  Synod,  a  Joint  Committee  was  organized  by  the  foUr 
Boards,  consisting  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and  the  Treasurcj. 
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of  each  Board.  Under  llie  auspices  of  tliis  Committee,  a  programme 
was  prepared  and  fmnished  to  each  Church.  Since  that  time,  every 
Church  which  did  not  return  a  copy  of  the  programme  tilled  out  has 
Leeu  furnished  with  a  blank  each  year.  Repetition  has  secured  a 
gradual  advance  in  the  number  of  Churches  engaging  to  take  up  col- 
lections on  appointed  Sabbaths  for  the  various  Boards.  Daring  the 
past  year  about  seventy-five  programmes  were  returned.  The  num- 
ber was  a  little  over  a  hundred  at  the  close  of  the  second  year.  By 
gradual  additions  during  the  whole  five  years,  the  number  on  our  file 
is  now  two  hundred  and  forty  Churches  corresponding  with  this 
plan. 

Your  Committee  deem,  that  under  present  circumj^tances,  our  be- 
nevolent operations  will  not  only  suffer  less  injury,  but  will  gain  more 
for  the  present  year  at  least,  than  in  any  other  way,  by  continuing 
this  plan  and  engrafting  on  it  the  proposition  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittee with  reference  to  a  circular  letter.  Their  proposition  recom- 
mends that  General  Synod  shall  every  year  adopt  certain  objects  of 
benevolence,  and  send  to  the  Churches  a  letter  embracing  a  list  of 
them,  and  also  provide  for  the  reading  of  the  letter  in  tlie  pulpits  of 
the  denomination.  This  plan  might  be  adopted,  and  hereafter  car- 
ried out,  if  Synod  deem  it  best  so  to  order.  For  the  present  year, 
however,  the  shortness  of  our  tiiwe,  a  single  day  given  us  at  the  very 
close  of  Synod,  prevents  our  offering  anything  more  than  a  temporary 
arrangement. 

We  embod}^  our  views  in  the  following  resolutions  proposed  for 
adoption  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  express  its  decided  conviction  that  the 
regularity  of  benevolent  contributions  depends  mainly  on  the  minis- 
ters settled  over  the  Churches. 

Resolved,  That  it  is   the  duty  of  every  settled    minister,  and   of 
every  consistory  where  there  is  no   settled  pastor,  to   see  to  it  that 
the   collections  ordered  by  Synod  are  regularly  taken   up  in  the 
Churches  under  their  care. 

Resolved,  That  Synod  earnestly  express  its  conviction  that  every 
minister,  and  every  consistory  where  there  is  no  settled  pastor,  ought 
to  attend  to  this  duty,  and  Synod  also  requests  them  to  do  it  this 
year. 

Resolved,  That  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Boards  of  the  Church 
be  directed  to  prepare  a  new  edition  of  the  programmes  of  benevo- 
lence, and  to  furnish  them  to  the  Churches,  to  be  returned  to  their 
Secretary,  with  the  assignment  of  the  days  on  which  they  will  take 
up  collections  for  the  Boards  and  Funds  of  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  said  Committee  be  authorized  to  accompany  such 
programmes  with  a  circular  letter,  prepared  and  signed  by  the  Pre- 
sidents of  the  four  Boards  on  behalf  of  and  by  authority  of  General 
Synod,  and  that  they  also  publish  with  said  programmes  any  resolu- 
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tions  passed  by  tins  present  Synod  wliich  tLey  may  deem  suitable 
for  their  purpose. 

Resolved,  That  the  pastor  of  each  Church  be  directed  to  read 
from  his  pulpit,  and  that  the  consistory  of  each  Church  which  has 
no  pastor,  be  directed  to  cause  to  be  read  from  their  pulpits,  by  the 
supplies  occupyinoj  them  for  the  time,  the  address  prepared  by  the 
Presidents  of  the  Boards  on  the  Sabbath  after  the  reception  of  the 
circular. 

Resolved,  That  every  Chassis  be  directed  at  its  rcg-ular  spiing  meet- 
ing, at  the  time  set  apart  for  asking  the  questions  prescribed  by  the 
Constitution,  to  ask  every  pastor  and  elder  the  following  question  : 
Has  a  collection  been  taken  up  in  your  Church  during  the  year  for 
each  of  the  Boards  and  Funds  of  General  Synod  ?  and  to  enter  on 
the  Minutes  of  Classis  the  answer  given  by  each. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  affectionatel}^  and  earnestly  request  each 
Classis  at  every  regular  meeting  to  give  at  least  one  hour  to  fraternal 
conference  and  prayer  with  reference  to  the  benevolent  operations  of 
the  Church,  that  they  may  provoke  one  another  to  good  works. 

Resolved,  That  Synod  affectionately  call  the  attention  of  our 
Classes  to  the  small  proportion  of  the  benevolent  contributions  given 
to  our  own  Boards,  as  compared  with  the  gross  amount  reported, 
and  request  them  to  use  their  influence  as  may  seem  to  them  best 
adapted  to  secure  a  change  in  this  respect.

The  following  report  was  received  from  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick,  and  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate  : 

To  the  Genercd  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  : 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Seminary  met 
in  Peter  Hertzog  Hall  at  New  Brunswick,  on  Tuesday,  May  18, 
1869,  at  12  o'clock,  M.,  and  adjourned  on  Wednesday  evening. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President  the  Rev.  Gustavus  Abcel,  D.D., 
was  called  to  the  chair,  who  opened  the  meeting  with  prayer.  The 
Rev.  David  Cole,  D.D ,  was  elected  President,  and  Rev.  William  H. 
Ten  Eyck,  Clerk  pro  tern.

After  the  organization  of  the  Board,  the  report  of  the  Professors 
of  Theology  was  received.     They  state  that  Mr.  John  V.  W.  Heer- 
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inance  was  also  received  as  a  member  of  the  Junior  Class,  but  labor- 
ing at  the  time  under  great  mental  depression  and  doubts  whether 
it  was  his  duty  to  enter  the  ministry,  he  withdrew  before  commenc- 
ing his  studies. 

Mr.  Arthur  Crosby,  desiring  to  complete  his  course  of  studies  in 
two  years,  and  finding  that  it  was  not  allowable  to  omit  the  studies 
of  the  Junior  year,  nor  practicable  to  compress  the  studies  of  both 
years  into  one,  retired,  after  being  with  us  two  months,  with  the 
prospect  of  being  able  to  accomplish  his  wishes  in  another  institu- 
tion. 

Mr.  Bahler,  also,  of  the  Junior  class,  felt  himself  compelled,  by 
pecuniary  embarrassment,  to  engage  in  teaching  from  the  1st  of  Jan- 
uary until  the  present  time.  The  Faculty  did  not  feel  warranted  in 
granting  leave  of  absence  for  so  large  a  portion  of  the  year,  and  lie 
was  informed  that  the  question  of  his  being  still  regarded  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Class,  and  being  admitted  with  them  to  examination, 
would  be  submitted  to  the  T3oard  of  Superintendents. 

Mr.  T.  S.  Hamlin  did  not  enter  upon  his  studies  until  the  first  of 
January.  By  private  instruction  from  the  Professor  of  Sacred  Lit- 
erature, and  great  diligence  on  his  part,  he  was  enabled  to  make  up 
the  time  he  had  lost,  and  by  his  faithful  attention  to  duty,  and  pro- 
ficiency in  study,  he  has  highly  commended  himself  to  his  Profes- 
sors, 

They  report  that  "By  the  blessing  of  God  we  have  passed 
through  the  year  without  serious  interruption  by  ill-health  of  Pro- 
fessors or  Students,  and  with  such  tokens  of  Divine  favor  toward  the 
Seminary  as  forbid  despair.  Our  numbers  are  small  and  must  con- 
tinue so  for  another  year  ;  but  looking  to  the  lower  Classes  in  the 
College,  and  at  the  number  in  the  Grammar  school  who  are  prepar- 
ing for  the  ministry,  we  have  hope  for  the  future." 

Reference  is  then  made  to  the  pecuniary  affairs  of  the  institution, 
but  these  statements  we  will  not  repeat,  as  they  are  fully  embraced 
in  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Hertzog  Hall,  and  in- 
corporated in  the  latter  part  of  this  document. 

There  is  another  item  to  which  attention  is  called.  "  With  the 
increased  expensiveness  of  fuel  and  labor,  the  expenses  of  the  Hall 
have  been  so  great  as  to  compel  us  to  make  an  assessment  upon  the 
rooms  which  is  onerous,  and  almost  intolerable  to  the  Students, 
many  of  whom  are  very  poor.  The  amount  received  from  General 
Synod  is  very  small,  and  no  greater  now  than  twelve  years  ago. 
While  other  wants  of  the  Seminary  are  receiving  attention,  might 
not  such  an  addition  to  our  income  be  obtained,  as  would  make  the 
expenses  incident  to  rooming  in  the  Hall,  if  not  merely  nominal,  yet 
not  oppressive." 

The  Faculty  also  state  to  the  Board  that  there  are  in  our  Library, 
in  many  instances,  from  two  to  twenty  copies  of  the  same  work. 
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and  ask  authority  to  use  tbcir  discretion  in  exchanging  duplicates 
for  other  books  that  are  needed  in  the  Library,  when  it  can  be  done 
to  advantage. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents,  by  special  resolution,  have  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  liberal  minded  individuals  in  our  denomina- 
tion will  provide  the  ways  and  means  to  meet  these  assessments  on 
the  rooms  in  Hertzog  Hall.  They  have  also  recommended  that 
discretionary  power  be  granted  to  the  Theological  Faculty  to  ex- 
change duplicate  copies  of  works  in  the  Library  for  other  books,  as 
they  have  proposed. 

The  usual  examinations,  of  the  several  Classes  in  the  Seminai-y, 
were  conducted  by  the  Professors  in  the  presence  of  the  Board. 

The  Seniors  were  examined  on  personal  piety,  and  their  views  in 
entering  the  ministry,  and  also  gave  specimens  of  sermonizing. 
Sermons  were  also  laid  upon  the  table  by  the  higher  classes  for  in- 
spection. All  the  students  were  interrogated  as  to  their  observance 
of  the  rule  in  regard  to  students  preaching,  and  their  answers  were 
satisfactory.     It  was  unanimously 

Resolved,  That  the  several  examinations  be  sustained,  and  that 
the  members  of  the  Senior  Class  be  recommended  to  the  Professors 
to  receive  the  customary  certificate. 

In  reference  to  Mr.  Bahle,  who  has  been  absent  from  the  exer- 
cises of  the  Seminary  from  1st  of  January  :  having  been  engaged 
in  teaching  to  remove  pecuniary  embarrassments,  the  Board  of  Su- 
perintendents would  state  that  Mr.  Bahler  has  sustained  a  satisfac- 
tory examination  with  his  Class,  and  has,  in  other  respects,  com- 
mended himself  to  the  approbation  of  the  Professors;  and  that  they 
recommend  him  to  General  Synod  for  a  dispensation  as  to  the  time 
during  which  he  was  absent  from  the  Seminary. 

The  annual  address  to  the  Students  of  the  Seminary  was  deliv- 
ered by  Rev.  J.  McC.  Holmes,  on  Wednesday  evening,  in  the 
chapel. 

In  order  to  secure,  in  future,  a  fall  attendance  of  the  members  of 
this  Board,  they  recommend  to  the  General  Synod  the  adoption  of 
some  measure  whereby  the  several  Classes  may  be  led  to  institute 
an  inquiry  as  to  the  attendance  of  their  delegate  at  its  annual  meet- 
ing, and  if  he  has  been  absent,  as  to  his  reasons  for  the  omission  of 
this  duty. 

The  Standing  Committee  appointed  on  Hertzog  Theological  Hall, 
made  their  report  to  the  Board  of  Superintendents  in  conformity 
with  the  resolutions  of  General  Synod,  adopted  in  1868,  p.  417  of 
the  Minutes,  as  follows : 

The  first  and  principal  resolution  of  General  Synod  has  received 
our  attention,  requesting  the  Board  of  Direction,  in  co-operation 
with  the  Committee  on  Hertzog  Hall,  to  raise  $100,000  by  subscrip- 
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tion  for  completing  the  endowment  of  the  Professoral  Fund,  and 
the  payment  of  the  debt  of  General  Synod,  with  power  to  employ 
an  agent.  The  Board  of  Direction  cordially  concurred  with  a  pro- 
posal of  the  Standing  Committee  to  appoint  a  Joint  Executive  Com- 
mittee, consisting  of  two  members  from  each  body,  to  accomplish 
as  soon  as  practicable  the  object  proposed  by  General  Synod.  This 
Joint  Committee,  of  which  Mr.  James  Myers,  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Direction,  is  Chairman,  must  necessarily  report  directly  to 
General  Synod.  To  the  Standing  Committee  it  has  been  informally 
reported  by  our  own  members  of  the  Joint  Committee,  that  they 
have  secured  the  valuable  services  of  the  Rev.  J.  A.  II.  Cornell,  D.D. 
The  first  result  of  his  exertions  was  a  gift  of  |i40,000  from  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Collegiate  Church  in  New  York.  He  is  prosecuting  his 
work,  not  without  discouragements  from  adverse  influences,  but 
with  hope  of  ultimate  success. 

While  there  were  other  important  interests  of  the  Seminary,  to 
some  of  which  the  attention  of  tlie  Church  has  been  urgently  and 
repeatedly  called  by  General  Synod,  we  have  felt  that  the  object  for 
which  Dr.  Cornell  is  laboring  must  first  be  secured.  The  time  has 
come,  however,  to  consider  the  propriety  of  providing  for  these 
other  wants  of  the  institution,  as  an  immediate  continuation  of  the 
effort  to  pay  the  debts  and  complete  the  endowment.  The  Commit- 
tee have  reason  to  hope  that  through  the  blessing  of  God  on  Dr. 
Cornell's  warm  advocacy  of  the  claims  of  the  Seminary  and  inde- 
fatigable exertions,  this  part  of  the  work  to  which  his  present  com- 
mission extends  will  be  accomplished,  without  a  general  appeal 
even  to  the  very  wealthy  members  of  our  Church ;  and  that  if  Dr. 
Cornell  can  be  induced  to  continue  this  service,  under  the  same  Di- 
vine blessing,  the  high  end  proposed  b)''  General  Synod  in  institut- 
ing the  Hertzog  Hall  Committee  may  be  attained,  and  our  Seminary 
"  become  equal,  in  all  its  provisions,  to  any  other  Theological  insti- 
tution in  this  country." 

We  wish  to  call  the  special  attention  of  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents to  the  condition  of  the  property  at  New  Brunswick,  which 
has  been  inspected  under  the  direction  of  your  Committee.  To  put 
the  main  building  in  ordinary  repair,  will  require  the  expenditure  of 
several  thousand  dollars.  A  considerable  additional  amount  can  be 
advantageously  employed  in  remedying  several  great  faults  in  its 
original  erection,  and  in  introducing  water.  The  latter  object  is  in- 
deed of  very  great  importance  to  the  comfort  of  the  students. 
Three  years  ago  the  Synod  proposed  to  raise  an  amount  for  repairs 
to  the  Hall,  but  not  more  than  one-third  of  the  sum  was  obtained, 
which  was  soon  consumed,  either  in  merely  temporary  improve- 
ments, or  in  those  which  left  the  building  scarcely  less  disgraceful  to 
the  public  eye. 

The  Committee  also  report  that  the  grounds  are  in  a  bad  condition. 
The  soil  needs  to  be  deepened  and  enriched  ;  the  roads  and  paths 
need  to  be  reconstructed,  and  the  trees  arc  dwindling  for  want  of 
attention. 
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The  houses,  already  on  the  property,  need  the  work  which  is 
usual  in  new  buildings,  after  a  year  or  two  of  shrinkage  and  settling, 
and  their  finishing  coats  of  paint  within  and  without.  Also,  a  fourth 
house  is  needed  to  complete  the  number  of  Professoral  residences. 

The  Committee  need  hardly  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Su- 
perintendents to  the  necessity  of  a  liberal  provision  for  the  Theo- 
logical Library,  since,  two  j'ears  ago,  it  was  made  the  subject  of  an 
earnest  appeal  by  the  Board  of  Superintendents  to  the  General 
Synod,  and  by  the  Synod  recommended  to  the  Churches. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  these  objects,  your  Committee  have 
felt  that  they  would  be  warranted  in  exercising  the  authority  given 
in  1857,  "to  employ  an  agent  or  agents  in  obtaining  the  necessary 
amounts ;  and  they  regard  it  eminently  desirable  to  secure,  if  possi- 
ble, the  office  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cornell,  until  the  whole  sum  needed, 
to  supply  all  the  wants  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  has  been  se- 
cured. Bat  the  Committee  deem,  that  if  he  can  be  induced  to  ac- 
cept the  service,  he  should  go  forth  with  all  the  encouragement  and 
moral  support  which  will  result  from  having  received  his  commis- 
sion directly  from  the  General  Synod,  the  highest  authority  in  the 
Church,  rather  than  as  employed  by  a  Committee. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  desire,  through  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents, respectfully  to  recommend  to  the  General  Synod,  by  its 
own  act,  to  appoint  Dr.  Cornell  to  continue  the  work  which  he  has 
so  auspiciously  commenced,  with  such  provision  for  his  comfort  as 
its  wisdom  may  suggest. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  desire  to  express  to  General  Synod 
their  deep  conviction  that  the  time  has  come  when  every  effort 
ought  to  be  made  to  obtain  at  least  $200,000,  to  relieve  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  from  all  the  hindcrances  to  its  usefulness,  specified 
both  in  the  report  of  the  Theological  Professors,  and  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Hertzog  Hall,  as  they  are  recorded  in  this  paper — in  fine 
to  secure  for  it  ample  and  sufficient  endowment  that  it  may  afford 
every  opportunity  and  help  for  the  thorough  preparation  of  our  The- 
ological Students  for  their  high  calling,  enjoyed  by  the  best  semi- 
naries in  our  land.  We  heartily  commend  and  endorse  these  plans 
and  aims  as  vital  to  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  our  beloved 
Church, 

We  also  respectfully  suggest,  from  the  almost  insuperable  difli- 
culty  of  convening  the  Committee  on  Hertzog  Hall,  in  consequence 
of  the  pressure  of  their  business  engagements,  that  it  would  be  good 
policy  to  select  such  laymen  as  members  hereafter  as  can  attend  its 
meetings,  in  order  that  the  scheme  for  the  endowment  of  the  The- 
logical  Seminary  may  be  brought  to  a  speedy  and  successful  conclu- 
sion, with  the  blessing  of  God,

The  Professor  in  Theology  reported  that  the  behavior  of  the 
Theological  students  had  been  consistent  and  their  attention  to  their 
studies  close.  "The  largest  liberty  allowed  by  Synod  to  her  Theo- 
logical students  has  been  given  to  the  Senior  class  to  preach  outside 
of  the  Seminary,  and  such  preaching  has  been  well  received  and 
much  enjoyed  by  the  Churches,  but  it  has  too  heavily  taxed  some  of 
these  sons  of  the  prophets." 

The  Professor  and  Lectors  reported  that  they  had  been  engaged 
in  the  several  branches  assigned  them  by  Synod. 

Professor  Crispell,  in  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology ;  Dr.  Phelps 
in  Sacred  Exegesis ;  Prof.  Beck,  in  Hebrew  and  Greek ;  Prof.  Scott, 
in  Sacred  History  and  Church  History. 
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Besides  these  branches  assigned  to  them  by  Synod,  by  request  of 
Prof.  Oggel,  who  was  prevented  by  serious  and  protracted  illness 
from  attention  to  his  official  duties,  Prof  Crispell  has  taught  Pastoral 
Theology  and  Dr.  Phelps  Sacred  Rhetoric.  Prof  Scott,  by  request 
of  the  Board,  has  acted,  temporarily,  as  Lector  in  Church  Govern- 
ment. 

The  examinations  were  upon  all  the  branches  of  study  pursued 
during  the  year,  and  were  sustained. 

The  various  classes  were  interrogated  as  to  their  observance  of  the 
rule  in  regard  to  preaching.     No  transgression  had  taken  place. 

The  Middle  and  Senior  classes  presented  a  sermon.  The  Senior 
class  gave  satisfactory  proof  of  their  proficiency  in  sermonizing  and 
preaching. 

The  Board  were  gratified  to  see  that  the  Committee  on  the  Pro- 
fessorate recommended,  last  year,  to  the  Synod  to  establish  additional 
Professorships : 

1.  A  Professorship  of  Homiletics  and  Pastoral  Theology. 

2.  A  Professorship  of  Exegetical  Theology. 

3.  A  Professorship  of  Evangelistic  Theology. 

Believing  that  the  establishment  of  these  Professorships  would 
largely  conduce  to  the  dignity  and  efficiency  of  the  school,  they 
would  recommend  to  Synod  to  carry  out  this  plan. 

The  Board  have  recommended  the  students  of  the  Senior  class 
for  their  Professorial  certificates.  They,  however,  regret  that  this 
first  theological  class,  which  leaves  the  school  of  the  Church  at  the 
West,  does  so  while  questions  relating  to  the  vital  interests  of  the 
school  are  still  pending  and  awaiting  the  decision  of  General  Synod. 
Still,  the  Board  felt  it  their  duty  to  go  forward  according  to  the 
usual  order.  We  cannot  close  this  report  without  recommending  to 
General  Synod,  that,  whereas  the  West  is  unanimously  in  favor  of 
the  University  plan  now  before  Synod  ;  and  the  Board,  also,  are 
convinced  that  the  interests  of  the  Church  in  the  West,  and  of  the 
school,  urgently  demand  a  speedy  and  final  settlement  of  this  ques- 
tion, the  General  Synod  accede  to  this  unanimous  request  of  the 
Western  Classes.

Hope  College  Endowment  Fund, — There  has  been  received  for  this 
fund,  during  the  year,  in  cash  and  promissory  notes,  the  sum  of 
$2,8''4  63;  aad  there  has  been  paid  from  the  fund,  to  the  Treasui'cr 
of  Hope  College,  in  cash  and  promissory  notes,  the  sum  of  $253,  on 
account  of  the  donation  of  $30,000  made  by  General  Synod  to  said 
Colleo-e.  The  total  amount  paid  on  account  of  the  said  donation, 
up  to^the  1st  of  May,  is  $29,405  86. 

Widows'  Fund,— Thi^  Fund  amounts  to  $29,192  19.  Two  an- 
nual subscribers  have  withdrawn  from  the  fund  the  proportion  of  the 
amount  of  their  former  subscriptions,  to  which  they  wore  entitled 
under  the  rule  for  the  government  of  the  fund. 

The  collections  from  Churches  during  the  past  year  amount  to 
11,336  39, 
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Annuities  have  been  paid  from  the  fund,  for  the  six  months  end- 
ing May  1st  and  November  1st,  1868,  amounting  in  the  aggregate 
to  $1,25'7  50. 

Your  Board  report,  that  James  Suydam  tendered  his  resignation 
as  a  member  of  the  Board,  which  was  accepted ;  and  Abm,  J,  Beek- 
man  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Board  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  of  General  Synod,  the  Board  have 
cancelled  the  Bond  of  the  Rev,  N,  E,  Smith,  amounting  to  $40,000, 

On  the  suggestion  of  their  counsel,  L.  K.  Miller,  Esq.,  that  as  an 
application  was  before  the  Legislature  of  our  State,  for  some  necessary 
legislation  relating  to  the  name  of  ouv  Church,  it  would  be  a  fitting 
time  to  obtain,  if  possible,  an  enlargement  of  the  amount  of  funds 
which  the  Church  is  allowed  by  law  to  hold-  Your  Board  made 
arrangements  to  procure  an  amendment  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation 
of  General  Synod  to  meet  this  object ;  and  they  are  happy  to  be 
able  to  report,  that  such  an  amendment  has  been  obtained,  of  which 
the  following  is  a  copy  : 

"Chapter  171  


An  Act 


To  amend  "An  Act  to  incorporate  the  General  Synod  of  the  Re- 
formed Dutch  Church :"  passed  April  seventh,  eighteen  hundred 
and  nineteen ;  and  to  enable  said  Synod  to  hold  property  to  a 
greater  amount.     Passed  April  14th,  1869, 

"  The  People  of  the  State  of  Neio  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follotvs  : 

Section  1,  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  General  Synod  of  the  Re- 
formed Protestant  Dutch  Church,  to  take  and  hold  by  gift,  grant, 
devise  or  otherwise,  hereafter  made,  and  by  purchase  hereafter 
made,  to  hold  and  convey  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  provided  that 
the  clear  annual  value  or  income  of  such  estate  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  Fifteen  Thousand  dollars,  exclusive  of  such  Professorships 
and  Scholarships,  for  the  purposes  of  theological  education,  as  may 
be  from  time  to  tif.'e  endowed;  but  the  r^ght  herein  granted,  to 
take  and  hold  real  or  personal  estate  by  bequest  or  devise,  shall  be 
subject  to  all  provisions  of  law  in  relation  to  devises  and  bequests  by 
last  will  aud  testament  Nothing  herein  contained  is  to  be  construed 
to  apply  to  any  question,  matter,  thing  involved  or  at  issue  in  any 
action  now  pending  in  any  Court  in  which  said  Synod  is  a  party,  or 
to  any  action  or  proceeding  which  may  hereafter  be  commenced 
against,  or  by,  or  on  behalf  of  said  Synod,  or  in  which  said  Synod 
shall  be  a  party  and  which  shall  not  relate  to  property  granted, 
bequeathed  or  devised  to  or  acquired  by  said  Synod  subsequent  to 
the  passage  of  this  act, 

Sectfon  2,  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately," 

Your  Board  would  also  state  that  in  accordance  with  the  Resolu- 
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tion  of  General  Synod  at  their  last  meeting,  requesting  tbera  to  co- 
operate with  the  Committee  on  Hertzog  i!all,  in  an  endeavor  to 
raise  8100,000  by  subscription,  for  completing-  the  endowment  of 
the  I'rofessoral  Fund,  and  the  payment  of  the  debt  of  Synod,  ac- 
tion has  been  taken  by  them,  and  the  services  of  the  Rev.  James  A, 
H,  Cornell,  D,D,,  have  been  secured  for  this  purpose,  and  that  he  is 
now  engaged  in  the  work  which  will  be  prosecuted  with  all  dili- 
gence.

Your  Committee  would  call  attention  to  the  communication  re- 
ceived from  the  Professors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  in  reference 
to  the  amount  falhng  due  July  22d,  1869,  for  the  sum  of  $6,292  85, 
payable  to  the  State  Bank  of  New  Brucswick,  N.  J.  And  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Direction  to  relieve 
the  Theological  Professors  from  the  debt  ($6,292  85)  incurred  by 
them  under  authority  of  General  Synod,  in  order  to  complete  the 
Professorial  houses,  either  by  a  temporary  loan,  or  by  such  other 
means  as  they  may  deem  most  expedient.

Rev.  Prof.  S.  S.  Schmucker,  D.D.,  appeared  in  Synod,  and  took 
his  seat  as  a  Corresponding  Delegate  from  the  General  Synod  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

Rev.  David  Steele,  D.D.,  appeared  in  Synod,  and  took  his  seat  as 
a  Corresponding  Delegate  from  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Church. 

Rev.  W.  W.  Barr  appeared  in  Synod,  and  took  his  seat  as  a  Del- 
egate from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
of  NortK  America. 

A  paper  presented  by  Rev.  J.  S.  Hartley  on  the  subject  of  the 
Ecumenical  Council  called  by  the  Pope  of  Rome  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Correspondence. 

The  Committee  on  the  calling  of  a  National  Council  of  Evangeli- 
cal Churches  made  a  report  which  was  accepted,  and  the  Committee 
was  continued,  and  Rev.  J.  M,  Matthews  was  added  to  it. 

Resolved,  That  a  Delegation  of  three  Ministers  and  two  Elders  be 
appointed  to  attend  said  Council, 
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Rev.  James  M.  Matthews,  Thomas  De  Witt,  E.  S.  Porter,  and  Elders 
Erastus  C.  Benedict,  and  William  II.  Crosby  were  appointed. 

It  appearing  that  several  of  the  highest  jadicatories  and  assemblies 
of  Evangelical  denominations  have  not  been  invited  to  send  dele- 
gates to  the  proposed  Council  to  be  held  in  New  York  in  October 
next,  and  whose  next  annual  meetings  arc  not  to  be  held  previous  to 
that  time,  but  who  are  anxious  to  be  represented  on  the  occasion  ; 

Eesolved,  That  in  all  such  cases  the  Committee  appointed  to  send 
out  invitations  be  instructed  to  correspond  with  the  presiding  offi- 
cers of  such  judicatories  or  assemblies  and  request  them  to  take  such 
measures  as  to  them  shall  seem  best  to  secure  a  representation. 

Resolved,  That  in  case  of  death  or  sickness  of  any  member  of  the 
Committee  .for  the  Council  in  October,  the  President  and. Stated 
Clerk  of  the  Synod  shall  have  power  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  presented  the  following  Re- 
port, which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

Reiiort  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. — The  Committee  on 
Correspondence  respectfully  report  that  they  have  had  put  into 
their  hands  the  following  papers  : 

1.  Reports  from  the  several  delegates  appointed  by  General  Sy- 
nod to  bear  the  salutations  of  the  Reformed  Church  to  the  several 
Churches  with  which  our  Church  is  in  correspondence,  to  wit: 
From  the  Rev.  W.  R.  Gordon,  Delegate  to  the  Evangelical  Lu- 
theran Church,  whose  General  Synod  met  at  Washington,  D.  C,  on 
the  13th  of  May  last. 

From  the  Rev.  W.  J,  R.  Taylor,  Delegate  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  Presbyterian  Church  which  met  in  the  Brick  Church,  New 
York  City,  on  the  20th  day  of  May,  1869. 

From  the  Rev.  John  DeBaun,  Delegate  to  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  which  met  in  Monmouth,  Illinois, 
May  26th,   1869. 

From  the  Rev.  John  L.  See,  Delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  which  met  in  the  Church  of  the  Covenant, 
in  the  city  of  New  York,  in  May  last. 

From  the  Rev.  Charles  H.  Stitt,  Delegate  to  the  Synod  of 
the  German  Reformed  Church  which  met  in  Hagerstown,  Md.,  on 
the  21st  of  October,  1868. 

All  these  brethren  report  that  they  were  most  favorably  and  kind- 
ly received,  and  their  fraternal  salutations  from  the  Reformed  Church 
reciprocated  in  the  best  spirit  by  the  bodies  to  which  they  were 
tent. 
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The  Delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
which  met  in  the  Brick  Church,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  reports 
that  that  Assembly  appointed  a  special  committee  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  proposal  made  by  the  last  General  Synod  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  for  a  National  Council  of  Evangelical  Churches  in 
the  United  States,  and  selected  delegates  to  attend  said  Council. 

The  Delegate  to  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  reports  a  like 
action  in  the  Synod  of  that  body  in  regard  to  the  proposed  National 
Council. 

2.  Certificates  of  the  appointment  on  the  part  of  the  following  Ec- 
clesiastical bodies  of  delegates  to  bear  their  Christian  and  fraternal 
salutations  to  the  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church,  to  wit : 

Of  the  Rev.  Dr.  E.  E.  Higbee,  of  the  German  Reformed  Church ; 
the  Rev.  Peter  Stryker,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  N.  S.;  the  Rev. 
David  Steele,  of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church ;  the  Rev. 
Prof.  S.  S.  Schmucker,  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church ;  the 
Rev.  Abram  Gosman,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  0.  S.;  and  of  the 
Rev.  W.  W.  Barr,  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  of  North 
America. 

^^^'And  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Gregg,  of  the  Canada  Presbyterian  Church, 
for  the  purpose  of  opening  a  correspondence  with  the  General  Synod 
of  the  Reformed  Church,  and  requesting  that  a  delegate  be  appoint- 
ed by  this  Synod  to  convey  the  fraternal  salutations  of  the  Reformed 
Church  to  the  Canada  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  this  request  be  granted,  and  that 
the  General  Synod  reciprocate  the  fraternal  salutations  of  the  Can- 
ada Presbyterian  Church. 

3.  A  communication  from  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Church,  containing  an  extract  from  their  minutes  de- 
clining for  reasons  therein  given  to  send  delegates  to  the  proposed 
National  Council. 

The  Committee  submit  that  no  action  is  necessary. 
^4.  A  letter  from  the  Committee  of  the  Synod  of  the  Secession 
Church  of  Holland,  informing  this  Synod  that  the  Synod  of  said 
Church  will  meet  D.  V.  on  the  15th  of  June  next,  at  Middleburg, 
the  capital  of  the  Province  of  Zeeland,  and  requesting  the  Synod  to 
send  a  deputation  to  attend  said  meeting  of  Synod,  for  the  further- 
ance by  mutual  intercourse  of  the  fellowship  of  Saints. 

The  committee  recommend  that  the  Synod  express  their  gratifica- 
tion at  the  reception  of  this  letter,  and  appoint  Rev.  C.  Van  Der- 
meulen,  who  they  understand  is  on  his  way  to  meet  said  Synod ;  such 
deputation  to  bear  the  salutations  of  this  Synod  to  the  Secession 
Church  of  Holland. 

5  A  paper  containing  a  preamble  and  resolutions  on  the  subject  of 
the  -Ecumenical  Council  called  by  the  Pope  of  Rome,  Pius  the  IX.,

to  convene  in  that  city  on  the  8th  day  of  December  next,  to  devise 
such  means  and  measures  as  shall  be  for  the  extension  of  the  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ  throughout  the  world,  and  the  uniting  of  all  Christ- 
ians in  one  fold  and  under  one  Shepherd.

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ARTICLE  VI. 

SYNODICAL    REPORT. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  presented  the  following 
report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report : 

From  the  Minutes  of  the  several  Particular  Synods  the  following 
results  have  been  gathered  : 

Total  number  of  Churches,  four  hundred  and  thirty-eight.     (438.) 

There  have  been  received  into  the  Church  on  confession  of  their 
taith  three  thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty  five.     (3,125.) 

By  certificates  from  sister  Churches,  two  thousand  and  one, 
('>,001.) 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-three  thousand  two  hundred  and  three 
dollars  and  fourteen  cents  (253,203  14)  have  been  contributed  to 
objects  of  benevolence,  and  seven  hundred  and  ninety-eight  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  ninety  dollars  and  sixty-one  cents  (798,- 
890  61)  have  been  raised  for  congregational  purposes. 

In  comparing  these  items  with  the  reports  of  last  year,  your  Com- 
mittee find  that  there  are  ten  (10)  Churches  less  than  were  then 
reported,  and  that  of  the  438,  seventy-five  (75),  being  an  increase 
often  (10),  are  now  vacant. 

These  figures  show  the  lamentable  fact  that  numerically  at  least 
we  are  losing  ground,  there  being  ten  (10)  Churches  less,  and  ten 
(10)  vacancies  more. 

In  the  Classis  of  Schoharie  there  are  13  Churches,  and  only  5  set- 
tled Pastors. 

In  the  Classis  of  Montgomery  there  are  23  Churches  and  but 
eleven  (11)  pastors,  two  (2)  having  four  (4)  Churches,  leaving  nine 
(9)  destitute  of  the  stated  preaching  of  the  Gospel. 

The  accession  to  our  membership  on  confession  of  faith  as  com- 
pared with  the  previous  year  shows  a  decrease  of  679 — 

And  by  certificate  of  293,  making  a  total  of  972  less  than  were 
then  received. 

In  reference  to  the  contributions  of  our  Churches,  it  is  gratifying 
to  be  able  to  report  unusunl  liberality. 

There  has  been  an  increase  of  forty-eight  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  ten  dollars  and  twenty-one  cents  (48,710  21)  in  the  amount  re- 
ceived for  benevolent  objects — 

And  for  congregational  purposes,  thirty-four  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  forty-two  dollars  and  ninety-five  cents  (34,742  95),  making 
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a  total  in  excess  of  last  year  of  cighty-tliree  thousand  four  hundred 
and  fifty-three  dol'ars  and  sixteen  cents  (83,453   16). 

We  record  with  thanlvsgiving  that  some  of  our  Cluirclies  have 
been  blessed  with  i-pecial  tfiusions  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  'llie  Classis 
of  Albany  seems  to  liave  been  especially  favored,  several  congrega- 
tions having  enjoyed  a  gracious  reviving.  The  First  Church  of 
Bethlehem  has  received  82  into  its  communion  on  confession  of 
faith. 

In  the  Church  of  Owasco,  Cayuga  Classis,  over  seventy  have  been 
awakened  and  hopefully  brought  to  Christ,  The  Church  of  Amity, 
Schenectady  Classis,  has  been  increased  by  the  accession  of  forty. 
Those  of  l^lHttekill  and  Shokan,  Classis  of  Ulster,  respectively  thirty- 
seven  ajid  twenty- nine.  The  Classis  of  Kingston  reports  interest- 
ing revivals  in  the  Cliurches  of  Marbletown  and  Rosendale.  The 
Clai-sis  of  Michigan  also  makes  grateful  mention  of  "  times  of  re- 
freshing "  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord. 

The  last  year,  though  it  will  scarcely  be  remembered  as  one  of 
marked  prosperity,  has  been  one  of  peace,  order,  and  harmony 
throughout  our  beloved  Zion.  No  bitter  controversies  have  agitated 
our  Churches  ;  no  schisms  have  inarred  their  ftllowsliip ;  no  deadly 
heresies  have  poisoned  their  life  ;  no  outbreak  of  fanaticism  has  dis- 
turbed their  order.  From  our  pulpits,  so  far  as  is  known,  has  sound- 
ed forth  the  doctrine  which  is  according  to  godliness,  unmixed  with 
those  gi'cat  errors  which  prevail  in  these  peiiloiis  times.  The  wor- 
ship of  the  Tiiune  God  has  been  duly  and  reverently  celebrated  in 
most  of  our  Churches,  without  any  gross  departure  from  our  ancient 
and  excell'^nt  forms — those  forms  which  have  witnessed  for  many 
generations  to  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus  Christ.  We  cannot,  how- 
ever, but  express  our  concern  lest  the  venerable  sacramental  forms, 
the  use  of  which  is  binding  on  all  our  Ministers,  should  be  gradually 
laid  aside,  or  replaced  by  crude,  extemporaneous  effusions,  at  the 
will  of  particular  celebrants.  The  semi-liturgical  character  of  our 
worship  is  a  distinctive  feature  of  this  Church.  It  is  in  itself  as  no- 
ble as  it  is  evangelical.  It  is  sacred  and  fragrant  with  the  memories 
of  a  past  as  great  and  august  as  that  of  any  sister  Church,  and 
should  be  cherished  in  love  and  reverence  to  the  fathers.  Possibly 
some  of  those  forms  may  need  some  slight  revision  to  adapt  them  to 
the  wants  and  the  taste  of  our  own  time;  but  the  substance  of  them 
should  be  sacredly  preserved.  When  our  liturgy  falls  into  utter  neg- 
lect, our  apology  for  a  distinct  denominational  existence  will  liave 
passed  away. 

Closely  connected  with  this  topic  is  another  of  even  greater  im- 
portance. Your  Committee  have  reason  to  fear  that  the  prescribed 
and  time-honored  duty  of  explaining  in  order  the  Catechism,  has,  in 
many  (Churches,  fallen  into  disuse.  And,  it  is  also  feared,  that  in- 
struction in  this  excellent  symbol  is  less  thorough  in  families  and  in 
Sabbath-schools  than  it  was  in  former  times.     This  we  regard  as  a 
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■deplorable  and  ominous  fact.  It  is  in  our  Catechism,  more  than  in 
any  other  standai-d,  that  the  true  idea  of  the  Church,  the  sacraments, 
and  the  Christian  life  is  cltarly  and  beautifully  expressed.  It  is  in 
the  Catechism  that  the  true  relation  of  children  to  Christ  and  His 
Church,  and  the  true  idea  of  Christian  nature  is  admirably  set  forth. 
Wc  suggest  to  the  Synod  the  expediency  of  issuino;  a  Pastoral  Let- 
ter to  the  Churches  touching  this  matter,  and  of  solemnly  etijoining 
on  all  acting  Pastors  in  our  communion  the  faithful  performance  of 
•their  duty  as  prescribed  in  the  Constitution. 

It  appears  from  the  statistics  of  the  Particular  Synods  that  the 
number  of  Sunday-school  scholars  who  have  been  under  instruction 
during  the  year  is  46,794,  some  500  less  than  in  ]868.  The  num- 
ber of  Catechumens  reported  is  21,142,  showing  a  decrease  of  1,317. 
if  these  figures  are  reliable  they  ought  to  occasion  deep  concern. 
There  ought  to  have  been  an  increase  of  thousands. 

Our  Ministry  has  been  weakened  during  the  year  by  the  loss  of 
several  to  other  denominations,  and  by  the  death  of  a  few  excellent 
and  beloved  men,  among  whom  we  mention  the  names  of  Jeremiah 
S.  Lord,  D.D ,  A.  0.  Halsey,  Abram  Berky,  I.  N.  Wyckoff,  D.D., 
S.  Kissam,  Nanning  Bogardus. 

It  appears  that  the  number  of  Ministers  without  charge,  irrespect- 
ive of  those  .engaged  in  teaching  and  in  managing  our  different 
Boards,  is  115  ;  and  the  number  of  vacant  Churches  is  75.  These 
"figures,  pl;iced  side  by  side,  are  not  only  startling  and  suggestive  but 
positively  sorrowful.  Wbat  remedy  shnll  be  applied  to  the  enorm- 
ous evil  thus  disclo>ed,  it  is  for  the  Synod  to  device.  With  a  numer- 
ical overplus  of  Ministers,  it  is  lamentable  that  so  large  a  proportion 
of  our  churches  should  be  destitute  of  Pastors. 

A  general  review  of  the  facts  brought  out  in  this  report  warrants 
the  statement  that  this  Church,  though  scarcely  in  a  state  of  decay 
and  disintegration,  is  far  from  exhibiting  signs  of  a  healtliy  and  rap- 
id growth.  The  facts  cannot  be  ignored.  As  a  Christian  denomi- 
nation we  are  not  doing  our  work.  While  the  country  and  i-ister 
Churches  are  making  rapid  strides,  we  are  standing  still.  In  our 
large  cities.  New  York,  Brooklyn,  Philadelphia,  and  others,  new 
Churches  are  not  springing  up,  while  some  of  historic  renown  are 
dyina:  out.  In  the  great  West  we  have  here  and  there  a  Missionary, 
but  they  are  few  and  far  between.  In  the  vast  region  between  the 
Mit^sissippi  and  the  Pacific  Ocean,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  we 
are  not  represented  by  a  single  Church.  Great  States  are  springing 
up  on  either  slope  of  the  Mocky  Mountains  in  which  the  Reformed 
Church  is  unknown.  There  is  scarcely  a  Minister  of  our  Church  be- 
tween this  great  State  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  Gulf  of  Mexico. 

In  the  work  of  Foreign  Missions,  God  has  especially  smiled  upon 
our  efforts.     But  our   Missions  are  cramped  for  lack  of  men   and 
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money,  and  our  Board  is  entangled  in  debt.  Our  educational  insti- 
tutions, excellent  in  themselves,  are  not  generously  supported,  and 
are  less  flourishing  and  fruitful  than  they  ought  to  be  made. 

While  the  Committee  thus  frankly  express  their  misgivings  touch- 
ing the  present  state  of  religion  among  ns,  we  also  declr*re  our  firm 
conviction  that  tlie  Spirit  «<f  the  ever-living  Head  is  still  with  us; 
that  our  Church  is  a  living  branch  of  the  true  vino  ;  tliat  her  latent 
powers  need  only  to  be  developed  to  render  her  abundantly  fruitful ;. 
that  her  distinctive  peculiarities  of  faith  and  order  are  as  valuable  as 
they  are  scriptural  ;  that  she  has  a  special  and  important  mission  to 
fulfill  in  this  country  at  the  present  time  ;  that  her  stability,  intelli- 
gence, orthodoxy,  and  admirable  ecclesiastical  polity,  so  congenial 
■with  our  free  institutions  and  the  spirit  of  the  age,  fit  our  Reformed 
Church  for  a  work  which  no  other  denomination  can  do  as  ucll. 
God,  in  His  favor,  is  now  offering  us  a  glorious  career.  He  is 
calling  us,  rather,  to  a  mighty  work.  May  He  impart  to  us  wisdom 
to  understand  and  strength  to  fulfill  our  high  mission. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  the  first  Friday  in  January,  1870, 
be  set  apart  as  a  day  of  humiliation,  fasting,  and  prayer,  that  God 
will  again  visit  this  vine  which  His  own  right  lund  has  planted  with 
the  relreshing  showers  of  His  grace. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion,  with  the  addition  of  the 
President  of  the  Synod,  were  appointed  to  prepare  and  send  forth  in 
the  name  of  Uie  Synod  the  Pastoral  Letter  proposed  by  the  Com- 
mittee.

SVNODICAL    REFERENCES. 

The  Committee  on  Syiiodical  Minutes  presented  the  following  re- 
port, which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

Your  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  would  respectfully  report 
that  they  have  examined  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Synod  of  last 
year,  as  well  as  those  of  the  Particular  Synods  of  New  York,  Al- 
bany, and  Chicago  of  this  year. 

The  Committee  find  no  husiness  item  in  either  of  the  Particular 
Synods  which  needs  the  attention  of  the  General  Synod.  We  beg 
leave,  however,  to  suggest  that  more  attention  be  paid  in  future  to 
the  mechanical  part  of  these  Minutes;  that  the  stated  clerks  be  ad- 
vised to  procure  better  paper,  employ  newer  type,  and  secure  a  more 
accurate  proof  reader,  as  these  documents  are  the  histories  of  our 
Church. 

The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  General  Synod,  which  is  in  re- 
ference to  Hope  College,  will  be  found  in  the  minutes  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  Professorate,  entered  on  pages  480,  481,  482,  483,  4s4, 
of  the  Acts  and  Proceedings  of  the  Sixty-second  General  Synod  of 
the  Piefornied  Church,  The  closing  sentence  under  article  9,  on 
page  68,  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Synod  of  Chicago,  in  regard  to  ap- 
pointment of  members  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  the  com- 
mittee are  informed  was  printed  by  mistake.

The  Committee  on  Overtures  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted,  with  the  exception  of  the  part  re- 
ferring to  Freemasonry,  which  was  referred  to  a  special  committee 
consisting  of  the  Committee  on  Overtures,  and  Rev.  John  Forsyth, 
and  Rev.  Philip  Phelps,  Jr. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Ooertares. — The  Committee  on  Over- 
tures beg  leave  to  report  that  there  have  been  placed  in  their  hands 
the  following  papers,  which  have  received  careful  consideration  : 

1.  An  application  from  the  Classis  of  New  York  on  behalf  of  Wil- 
liam L.  Johnson,  for  a  dispensation  that  he  may  be  examined  for  li- 
censure. Mr.  Johnson  is  a  colored  man,  a  member  of  the  South  Re- 
formed Church  of  New  York,  and  a  graduate  of  Lincoln  University, 
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Oxford,  Penn.,  where  he  has  been  a  diligent  student  for  four  years, 
having  pursued  a  full  collegiate  and  theological  course,  and  from 
which  Institution  he  graduates  with  high  honors. 

His  pastor,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Rogers,  testifies  to  his  irreproachable 
character,  and  the  Faculty  of  the  University  give  him  a  high  repu- 
tation for  scholarship.  lie  wishes  to  devote  himself  to  laboring 
among  the  Freedmen  of  the  South,  and  has  spent  several  months  of 
his  last  vacation  in  successful  labors  in  North  Carolina. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  application  be  granted. 

2.  A.  communication  from  the  North  Classis  of  Long  Island  stat- 
ing that  that  Classis  has  examined  Mr.  William  Ferris,  in  the  pres- 
ence of  a  Deputatus,  and  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  Con- 
stitu'ion,  with  the  exception  of  an  examination  in  the  Hebrew  lan- 
guage, of  which  he  has  no  knowledge.  The  Classis  is  fully  satisfied 
of  the  piety,  qualifications,  and  gifts  of  the  candidate,  but  inasmuch 
as  he  lacks  an  acquaintance  with  the  Hebrew,  which  is  required  by 
the  Constitution,  the  Synod  is  asked  to  consent  to  his  licensure. 

If  the  Classis  had  asked  for  a  di^ipensation  with  a  view  to  the  ex- 
amination of  Mr.  Ferris,  we  would  have  felt  no  hesitation  in  com- 
mending the  application  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  Synod. 
But  it  has  anticipated  the  Synod's  action,  and  proceeded  without  the 
authority  of  law  or  precedent.  The  Constitution  requires  that  a 
candidate  for  licensure  shall  appear  before  Classis  with  a  profes- 
orial  ceitificate.  There  is  no  substitute  for  this  except  a  special 
dispensation  from  General  Synod.  The  Classis  has  assumed  the 
prerogatives  of  Synod,  and  now  asks  that  its  irregular  action  be 
sanctioned.  Your  committee  feci  that  the  candidate,  for  whom  they 
entertain  the  highest  respect,  should  not  be  made  to  suff'er  for  the 
fault  of  the  Classis,  nor  should  the  action  of  Classis  be  allowed  to 
pass  into  a  precedent.  They  therefore  recommend  the  following 
resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  Mr.  William  Ferris  be  allowed  a  dispensation  from 
the  study  of  the  Hebrew  language,  and  that  he  be  authorized  to  ap- 
pl}''  to  the  North  Classis  of  Long  Island  for  an  examination  with  a 
view  to  his  being  licensed  to  preach  the  Gospel. 

•3.  A  communication  from  the  South  Classis  of  Long  Island  in 
reference  to  the  following  resolution  of  General  Synod,  adopted  in 
1868,  and  found  on  page  4G1  of  the  Minutes: 

Resolved,  That  the  sevei'al  Classes  bo  directed  to  require  of  each 
consistory  to  incorporate  in  their  annual  statistical  reports  a  detailed 
account  of  all  collections  taken  during  the  year  for  the  several 
Boards  of  the  Oburcb,  and  that  the  same  be  included  in  the  Classi- 
cal Report  on  the  State  of  Religion,  and  transmitted  to  the  Particu- 
lar Synod. 

The  Classis  asks  that  tliis  resolution  be  reconsidered,  inasmuch  as 
the  information  thus  souglit  is  already  furnished  annually  in  Article 
-32  of  the  Proceedings  of  General  Synod.  ^ 
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Yonr committee  recommend  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  this  request  be  complied  with,  and  that  said  reso- 
lution be  and  hereby  is  rescinded. 

4.  An  overture  from  the  Classis  of  New  Brunswick  in  the  follow- 
ing words,  viz.: 

*'  Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  be  requested  to  consider  the 
propriety  of  its  holding  stock  in  incorporated  companies  which  sj^s- 
tematically  violate  the  Sabbath  day." 

Your  committee  are  not  aware  that  the  Synod  holds  any  such 
stock.  The  Classis  should  have  accompanied  its  request  with  defi- 
nite statements.  It  may  refer  to  railroad  companies  that  run  un- 
necessary trains  on  the  Lord's  day.  Against  this  growing  evil  it  is 
proper  that  the  Synod  should  protest  as  earnestly  as  the  '!!assis  has 
done  ;  but  in  the  absence  of  definite  information  as  to  the  relations 
of  the  Synod  to  such  corporations,  your  committee  can  only  express 
the  conviction  that  those  Christian  gentlemen  who  have  control  of 
the  investment  of  the  Synod's  funds  will  act  in  their  offif^ial  capac- 
ity for  the  Board  of  Corporation  with  the  same  conscientious  i-egard 
for  the  divine  law  of  the  Sabbath  as  if  tli"y  were  acting  for  them- 
selves, under  a  sense  of  personal  responsibility.

ARTICLE  IX. 

CHURCH    GOVERNMENT. 

The  Committee  on  the  Revision  of  the  Digest  presented  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  Avas  accepted  and  adopted : 

The  Committee  appointed  by  General  Syuod  to  revise  and  com- 
plete the  Digest  of  the  Laws  of  General  Synod,  respectfully  report 
as  follows : 


JUNE,  1869.  625 

By  the  terms  of  onr  appointment  we  were  directed  to  present  in 
a  convenient  form  tlie  legislative  action  of  Synod  as  it  now  stands. 
To  prevent  undue  size  and  ncf^dless  expense,  if  it  sliall  please  Synod 
to  have  it  printed  as  a  manual  of  reference  foi-  its  own  members  and 
the  members  of  subordinate  bodies,  we  have  eliminated  from  the  for- 
mer Digest  what  was  merely  historical,  and  legislative  enactments 
■which  have  been  superseded.  Such  a  rcanual  as  tbat  published  by  Syn- 
orl  in  1848  was  of  ^reat  use,  but  has  already  placed  on  sufficiently  con- 
veniet)t  record  a  vaUiaMe  compend  of  the  early  history  of  the  Ciairch. 
From  expres>ions  of  brethren,  so  far  as  we  have  had  opportunity  to 
con~i  It  them,  the  present  need  of  the  Church  which  Synod  proposes 
to  supply  is  a  brief  comp' nd  of  existing  laws  for  our  ecclesiastiral 
action,  so  compact  tbfit  it  would  be  easily  referred  to,  and  that  breth- 
ren in  attending  our  various  ecch  siastical  bodies  would  take  with 
them  for  reference.  Questions  pertnining  to  the  past  history  of  the 
Chnri  h,  and  act'on  neerlins  an  examination  of  it,  are  almost  without 
exception  referred  to  committees  to  study  them  during  the  intervals 
ot  meetings.  Our  former  Diiicst,  already  eiiihoilied  in  the  Minutes 
of  Synod,  is  a  suflScient  guide,  and  sufficietilly  acces-ible  to  all  who 
need  to  n>e  them.  'Ihe  Chairman  of  our  Committee  is  empowered 
to  state  verbally  to  Synod  the  changes  proposed  in  the  arrangement 
of  tbe  new  Digest.

It  was  resolved  that  the  revised  Digest  be  ordered  to  be  printed 
under  the  superintendence  of  the  same  committee,  and  that  the 
thanks  of  the  Synod  be  given  to  the  committee  for  their  extended 
and  efficient  labors. 

Tde  C  immittee  to  secure  legislative  action  on  the  change  of  the 
name  of  the  Church  reported  that  the  legislation  desired  had  been 
granted  by  an  act  of  which  they  presented  a  certified  copy  as  fol- 
lows : 

CHAPTER  197. 

AN  ACT  TO  CHANGE  THE  CORPORATE  TITLE  OF  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD 
OF  THE  REFORMED  PROTESTANT  DUTCH  CHURCH  TO  THAT  OF  THE 
GENERAL  SYNOD  OF  THE  REFORMED  CHURCH  IN  AMERICA. PAS- 
SED April  15,  1869. 

The  People  of  (he  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

47 
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Section  1.  The  ecclesiastical  body  hitherto  incorporated  and 
known  as  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch 
Church  sha  1  hereafter  be  designated  and  known  by  the  corporate 
title  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America,  and 
as  such  exercise  and  enjoy  all  the  rights  and  powers  it  has  hitherto- 
possessed,  but  this  act  shall  not  afiVct  any  contract,  suit,  or  proceed- 
ing, claim  or  demand  now  existing  against  said  corporation. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

The  Committee  on  the  Reorganization  of  the  Particular  Synods 
presented  their  report,  which  was  accepted,  amended,  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Synod 
to  devise  a  plan  for  the  reorganization  of  the  Particular  Synods,  beg 
leave  respectfully  to  present  the  following  report : 

The  history  of  the  Particular  Synods  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  America  dates  back  to  the  year  1794.  Previous  to  that  period 
there  had  been  but  two  kinds  of  ecclesiastical  assemblies  in  the 
Church  aside  from  the  Consistory,  viz.  :  the  Classis,  and  the  Synod, 
or,  as  thev  were  originally  designated,  the  Part'cular  and  General 
Bodies.  For  many  )  ears  each  of  these  were  annually  convened.  But 
in  the  year  1 794  the  sessions  of  the  General  Synod  were  made  triennial 
and  in  the  same  year  a  Pariicular  Synod  was  organized  with  a  view 
to  supplement  the  lack  of  the  Church  arising  from  the  sessions  of  the 
General  Synod  being  held  only  once  in  three  years.  In  the  year 
1800,  however,  the  growth  of  the  Church  seemed  to  demand  an  in- 
crease of  its  ecclesiastical  judicatories,  and  accordingly  the  number 
of  Classes  was  increased  from  five  to  nine,  and  that  of  the  Particular 
Synods  from  one  to  two.  The  functions  of  these  latter  bodies  were 
from  this  period,  and  especially  from  the  year  1812,  when  the  ses- 
sions of  the  General  Synod  were  again  held  annually,  substantially 
the  same  as  at  the  present  time. 

As  early,  however,  as  183S,  a  feeling  of  dissatisfaction  began  to 
be  experienced  by  the  Church  in  reference  to  the  cons-titution  and 
office  of  the  Paiticular  Synods.  And  in  June  of  that  yenr  certain 
resolutions  were  presented  in  the  General  Synod  relative  to  the  orgaui- 
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zation  of  the  Particular  Synods ;  but  after  considerable  discussion  they 
were  indefinitely  postponed.  In  1848  the  Committee  appointed  the 
previous  year  upon  the  Stnte  of  the  Church,  in  presenting  their  re- 
port to  Synod,  devoted  no  inconsiderable  amount  of  attention  to  the 
subject  of  the  F*articular  Synods,  and  suggested  a  plan  for  their  re- 
organization which  in  many  of  its  provisions  was  peculiarly  wise 
and  happy.  This  plan  was  referred  to  a  special  committee  by  whom 
it  was  more  thoroughly  matured.  And  having  been  subsequently 
adopted  by  the  General  Synod,  it  was  sent  down  to  the  Classes  for 
their  approval  or  rejection.  The  Synod  of  the  followingf  year,  how- 
ever, received  reports  on  this  subject  from  but  twelve  of  the  Clas^^es, 
and  as  six  were  in  favor  of  the  proposed  change,  and  six  against  it, 
the  Synod,  at  the  instance  of  the  Committee  to  whom  the  reports 
were  referred,  resolved  that  "  any  change  as  to  the  number  or  man- 
ner of  constituting  the  Particular  Synods  would  be  inexpedient  for 
the  present."  In  1854  a  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  General 
Synod  that  "the  following  question  be  sent  down  to  the  Classes, 
viz.  :  Shall  the  Particular  Synods  be  made  conventional  instead  of 
being,  as  now,  delegated  bodies  ?  And  if  not  conventional,  shall  the 
delegation  be  increased?  And  tbat  their  answers  be  transmitted  to 
the  next  dreneral  Synod."  The  following  year  replies  were  rei-eived 
to  these  questions  from  sixteen  of  the  twenty  four  Classes,  and  re- 
ferred to  a  special  committee,  who  after  reviewing  the  nature  of  the 
responses  given,  reported  that  "  from  the  replies  it  would  appear 
that  there  is  a  general  uneasiness  and  dissatisfaction  with  refeience 
to  the  sessions  of  the  Particular  Synods;  a  feeling  that  something 
should  be  done  to  give  greater  interest  and  efiicacy  to  these  judica- 
tories. But  in  view  of  the  answers  that  have  been  returned  your 
Committee  would  recommend  the  following  resolution  : 

*'  Resolved,  That  it  be  declared  inexpedient  to  make  any  change 
at  the  present  time,  in  the  manner  of  constituting  the  Particular  Sy- 
nods." 

In  the  General  Synod  of  1868,  the  question  of  the  reorganization 
of  the  Particular  Svnods  was  again  raised,  and  your  present  Com- 
mittee appointed  to  report  thereon. 

From  this  rapid  review  of  the  history  of  the  Particular  Synods, 
and  the  action  o^'  the  General  Synod  respecting  them,  it  is  manifest 
that  the  Church  is  by  no  means  satisfied  with  their  present  consti- 
tution and  functions,  and  that  some  radical  change  is  necessary  to 
enable  them  to  meet  the  demands  of  our  denomination  at  the  pres- 
ent time. 

In  undertaking,  however,  the  discharge  of  the  duty  assigned  them, 
your  Committee  have  been  confronted  at  the  outset  with  the  ques- 
tion "  whether  the  Particular  Syncds  subserve  any  useful  purpose  in 
the  Church,  and  whether  the  best  meth(jd  of  accomplishing  their 
reorganization  would  not  be  to  abolish  them  ? "  There  are  not  a 
few  in  our  communion  wlio  incline  to  the  belief  that  they  are  alto- 
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gether  valnele^ss.  And  so  general  is  the  disorust  occasioned  by  their 
present  int'fficiency,  that  this  nntnher  is  rapidly  increasinn^.  Your 
Cornin'tt'C,  however,  after  carefully  ••onsiderinor  the  inatlor,  have 
become  fully  convinced  that  the  I^anicuhr  Synols  ate  even  now  an 
important  feature  of  our  ecclesiastical  politv  ;  and  that  with  certain 
modifications  they  may  be  made  to  subserve  a  far  more  efficient  pur- 
pose in  connection  with  our  denomma'ional  life  and  growth.  Ah  at 
present  constituted,  they  perform  certain  cleriral  duties  in  regard  to 
nominations,  statistics,  &(;.,  which  tend  greatly  to  the  relit f  of  the 
Geneial  Synod.  In  like  manner  thev  constitute  a  barrier,  not  al- 
wax  s  insuperaMe,  but  oftentimes  efficient,  against  the  introduction 
of  local  and  inferior  matters  upon  the  floor  of  the  higher  judica- 
tory. And  so,  too,  the}'  exert  an  influence  gi eater,  perhaps,  ih>in  is 
commonly  realized  in  the  direction  of  union  and  harmony  of  sym- 
pathy and  co-operation  bitween  the  ditfer<'nt  Classes  of  which  tliey 
are  composed.  While  thus,  however,  the  Pai  ticnhr  Synods  are  by 
no  means  useless  bo'lies  now,  ynur  Committee  are  fully  per-naded 
that  they  may  be  ma'e  far  more  influential  for  good  than  they  have 
ever  yet  been.  There  seems  to  be  a  sphere  intnrmediate  between  the 
Class's  and  the  General  Synod,  which  neither  of  these  bixties  can, 
appropriately  or  snccessfully  occupy,  a  sphere  in  which  important 
inter'-sts  are  lodged,  and  in  which  the  Fariicu'ar  Synods  can  find 
scope  for  extended  and  vigorous  and  useful  effort.  This  beint;  the 
case,  it  is  manifestly  the  duty  of  the  ('hnrch  to  occupy  this  sphere. 
And  hence  your  Comm  ttee  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  tiiat  the 
Particular  Synods  ought  to  be  retained  as  an  integral  part  of  our 
ecclesiastical  system. 

Ace  pting  this  conclusion,  however,  the  qne*tion  which  next 
recurs,  respects  the  changes  requisite  to  be  made  in  order  to  bring 
these  bodies  up  to  an  important  and  influential  position  amotig  the 
judieatoiies  of  the  Church,  The  satisfactory  solution  of  this  (jues- 
tion  is  c  mditioned  upon  the  views  entertained  respectinii  the  dis- 
tinctive province  of  the  Particular  Synods.  As  already  intimated, 
your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  there  are  certain  depart- 
ments of  our  Church  work  which  can  be  done  more  appropriately 
and  efficiently  by  th'se  bodies,  than  by  either  the  Classis  or  the 
Gen-ral  Svnod.  Aside  from  the  functions  they  already  perform  of 
confirming  nominations,  of  collecting  statistics,  of  apportioning  as- 
sessments and  of  supervising  the  examination  of  candidates,  there  are 
certain  more  peculiarly  spiritual  duties  which  properly  devolve 
upon  them. 

In  the  judgment  of  your  Committee  it  is  clearly  within  the  prov- 
ince of  tlie  Particular  Synods  to  exert  a  specially  hallowing  influ- 
ence not  only  upon  the  Churches  in  which  ihey  convene,  but  also 
upon  all  the  Churches  within  their  bounds.  To  theiu  the  annual 
reports  of  the  several  Classes  are  sent,  and  liefore  them  come,  prop- 
erly in  review,  the  spiritual  condition  and  prospects  of  every  Church 
within  their   limits.     It  seems  eminently  tilting,  therefore,  that  the 
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Particular  Synods  sliould  be  charged  with  special  duties  and  respon- 
fiibilities  in  reference  to  the  spiritual  welfare  of  their  several  congre- 
gations, an  1  that,  accepting  the  trust,  they  should  devise  some  tfB- 
cieiit  methods  for  properly  fulfilling  it 

Your  Committee  are  also  imprt  ssed  with  the  conviction  that  there 
are  certain  duties  co'mec'ed  with  Church  exten-^ion  and  Benev- 
olence which  tliH  Paiti'  ular  Synods  can  better  discharge  than  either 
of  the  other  judicatories  Ot"  necessity  the  Geneial  Synod  cannot 
attend  to  the  minute  detail-;  of  these  important  dep-trtm^nts  of  our 
Church  work,  while  in  numerous  instances  the  Classis,  through 
either  indifference  or  inability,  fails  to  fulfil  its  mission  in  this  re- 
gard. Confessedly  it  is  within  the  province  and  the  powt  r  of  the 
Particular  S\nods,  if  properly  constituted  and  centralized,  to  give  a 
fresh  impetus  to  the  growth  of  our  Church  in  nuintrical  strength,  in 
spiritual  efficiency,  and  in  christian  beneficence. 

Your  Committee,  fuithirmore,  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Pa'ticular 
Synods  ou^ht,  for  a  certain  class  of  causes,  to  be  <  'ourts  of  final  appeal. 
As  at  present  constitut'^l,  they  review  the  proceedings  of  the  lower 
judicaturies,  and  render  a  decision  upon  the  matter  at  issue — only 
to  have  an  appeal  taken  in  the  majority  of  cases  to  the  General 
Synod.  There  seems  to  be  an  eminent  propriety  in  allowing,  in  all 
cases  of  Process  and  Trial,  two  appeals.  But  in  the  judgment  of 
your  Committee  there  is  an  equ^il  propriety  in  allowing  but  two. 
While  in  all  cases  oiiginating  in  the  Classis,  it  is  but  just  that  the 
privilege  of  appeal  should  be  granted  ;  first,  to  the  Particular 
Synod,  and  then  to  the  (general  Synod,  in  all  oases  originating  in 
the  Consistory,  it  seems  equally  j'lst  that,  the  opportunity  of  appeal 
should  be  testiicted  to;  first,  the  Cla-sis,  and  then  the  Particular 
Synod  By  adopting  a  provisit>n  like  tins,  the  right  of  appeal 
would  not  be  infringed,  nor  the  p'inciples  of  justice  invaded, 
while  on  the  other  hand  the  General  Synod  would  be  relieve.l  of 
many  comparatively  nnimport><nt  questions  of  adjiidication,  and  the 
dignity  and  imponance  of  the  Pariicular  Synods  would  be  increased. 

Entertainiuii  these  views  respecting  the  peculiar  duties  and  pre- 
rogntivos  of  the  Particular  Synods,  your  Committee  have  endeavored 
to  draft  a  plan  for  their  reorganization,  which  shall  enable  them,  iu 
connC'  tion  with  the  work  they  ah•e^dy  perform,  to  accomplish  their 
mission  in  the  directions  indicated  in  this  report.  The  plan  involves 
several  distinctive  features  but  each  of  them  your  Committee  re- 
regard  as  sustained  by  influential  considerntions. 

First  of  all,  then,  it  seems  emiuetitly  desirable  that  the  Particular 
Synods  should  have  their  geographical  limits  so  adjusted  as  that  on 
the  one  hand  the  influence  of  the  Synod  inny  be  distinctly  felt  by 
all  the  Churches  within  its  bound.s,  and  on  the  other  hand  the  sev- 
eral Churches  of  the  Synod  may  experiencH  the  pul.sations  of  a  com- 
mon sympathy.  These  bodies  as  at  present  constiiuted,  with  ter- 
ritories stretching,  in  the  case  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York, 
from  Philadelphia  to  Hudson,   and  in  that  of  the  Particular  Synod. 
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of  Albany,  from  Newbiirg  to  Rochester,  are  powerless  to  influence 
in  the  desirable  directions  already  snsryiested,  the  remote  Churches 
of  which  they  are  composed.  But  little  can  be  done  to  promote 
the  spiritual  welfare  of  individual  organizations,  and  but  little  to 
achieve  success  in  the  matter  of  Church  extension.  Of  necessity, 
therefore,  greater  centralization  must  be  secured  to  the  Particular 
Synods,  and  that,  too,  as  your  Committee  think,  by  abridging  their 
territorial  limits.  It  seems,  also,  exceedingly  important  that  these 
judicatories  of  the  Church  should  reap  all  the  advantages  to  be  de- 
rived from  a  delegation  of  numerical  force.  It  is  true  that  not  al- 
ways in  a  multitude  of  counsellors  is  there  wii^dom.  At  the  same 
time,  however,  there  is  a  certain  prestige  and  power  communicated 
to  an  ecclesiastical  judicatory  by  a  goodly  array  of  influential  mem- 
bers, not  to  say  anything  of  the  increased  interest  imparted  to  the 
transactions  of  the  body  by  reason  of  the  many  who  participate  in 
the  same.  Your  Committee,  therefore,  have  felt  that  the  nuiijber 
of  those  composing  the  Particular  Synod  should  be  enlarged,  and 
have  seriously  discussed  the  question  whether  this  end  would  be 
best  attained  by  making  the  Synods  conventional,  or  by  increasing 
the  number  of  delegates  from  each  Classis.  To  the  former  of  these 
methods  there  are  very  grave  objections.  The  conventional  system 
seems  illy  to  accord  with  the  genius  of  our  Presbyterian  form  of 
Church  government,  which  is  republican  rather  than  democratic, 
and  efpecially  is  there  an  incongruity  in  having  a  convention 
charged  with  the  exercise  of  judicial  functions.  It  is  to  be  feared, 
also,  that  this  systeii  would  suggest  such  a  division  of  responsibility 
as  that  but  a  comparatively  tew  would  attend  the  sessions  of  the 
Particular  Synods.  Besides,  there  are  many  Ministers  and  Elders 
'connected  with  remote  and  feeble  Churches,  who  now  attend  the 
meetings  of  these  judicatories  because,  as  delegates,  their  expenses 
are  paid,  but  who  would  be  wholly  deprived  of  this  privilege  if  the 
bodies  were  made  conventional.  For  these  reasons  your  Committee 
incline  to  the  bel  ef  that  the  membership  of  the  Particular  Svnods 
can  be  best  enlarged  by  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Classical  dele- 
gates. 

If,  however,  these  ecclesiastical  assemblies,  when  convened,  are; 
to  accomplish  the  full  measure  of  their  legitimate  work,  it  seems 
indispensably  necessary  that  their  sessions  should  be  rendered  more 
interesting,  and  especially  more  devotional.  The  meetings  of  the 
Particular  Synods  have,  for  many  years  past,  been  burlesques  upon 
ecclesiastical  judicatories,  and  even  ('hristian  convocations.  Dele- 
gates, both  clerical  and  lay,  have  attended  these  bodies,  seemingly 
with  the  idea  of  a  speedy  leturn  home  uppermost  in  their  minds. 
The  business  of  the  session  has  been  hurriedly  transacted.  With 
the  exception  of  the  Synodical  sermon,  no  devotional  services  have 
been  performed,  and  assembling  at  ten  o'clock,  A.  M.,  the  Sym^d 
has  adjourned  at  five  o'clock,  H.  M.,  with  its  duties  improperly  dis- 
charged,  and,   what   is  far  worse,  with   no   favorable  impression   of 
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ministerial  consecration  or  Christian  spirituality  left  upon  tlie  minds 
and  hearts  of  the  people,  in  whose  sanctuary  the  sessions  were  held. 
Your  Committee  feel  that  the  meetings  of  the  Particular  Synods 
should  assume  an  entirely  different  character  from  that  they  have 
hitherto  possessed,  and  that  such  changes  should  forthwith  be 
effected  as  will  render  them  worthy  of  the  Church  with  which  they 
are  connected,  and  the  Saviour  in  whose  intere^^ts  they  are  convened. 

The  theory  of  our  ecclesiastical  polity,  however,  by  no  means 
contemplates  the  restriction. of  the  influence  or  efforts  of  the  Par- 
ticular Synods  to  the  sessions  which  are  annually  held.  So  far  from 
this,  these  bodies  are  charged  with  sacred  duties  and  responsibilities 
extending  throughout  the  year.  Your  Committee,  therefore,  are 
fully  impressed  with  the  belief  that  some  method  should  be  devised 
to  enable  the  Synods  to  fulfil  their  mission  in  these  important  di- 
rections. The  promotion  of  i-pirituality  and  activity  among  the 
Classes,  and  their  respective  congregations;  the  culture  and  devel- 
opment of  systematic  beneficence  among  the  masses  of  our  people ; 
the  extension  of  our  denominational  influence  and  interests  in  the 
organization  of  new  churches,  and  other  kindred  forms  of  Christian 
effort,  afford  the  fullest  scope  for  the  legitimate  working  of  the  Par- 
ticular Synods.  And  if  by  committees  or  otherwise  this  work 
could  i  e  undertaken  and  performed,  new  life  would  be  given  to  the 
Particular  Synods  themselves,  and  fresh  vigor  and  inspiration  would 
be  communicated  to  the  Church  we  love  and  serve. 

In  view  of  these  considerations,  your  Committee  in  closing  their 
report  would  respectfully  offer  the  following  resolutions,  viz  : 

1.  Resolved^  That  this  Synod  deems  it  desirable  to  organize  a  new 
Particular  Synod,  and  that  the  Classes  of  Bergen,  South  Bergen, 
Monmouth,  New  Brunswick,  Paramus,  Pas«aic,  Philadelphia,  and 
Raritan,  be  and  hereby  are  dismissed  from  the  Particular  Synod  of 
New  York,  to  constitute  a  new  Particular  Synod. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Classes  of  Bergen,  South  Bergen,  Mon- 
mouth, New  Brunswick,  Paramus,  Passaic,  Philadelphia  and  Raritan, 
be  and  hereby  are  instructed  to  appoint  delegates  at  their  next  fall 
sessions,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  to 
meet  in  the  First  Reformed  Church  of  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  on  the 
first  Monday  of  November  next,  at  10  o'clock,  A.M.,  and  proceed 
to  organize  a  new  Particular  Synod,  to  be  called  the  Particular 
Synod  of  New  Brunswick. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Revs.  Goyn  Talmage,  J.  Elmendorf,  and 
Gabriel  Ludlow,  be  a  Committee  on  the  part  of  this  Synod,  to  at- 
tend the  above-mentioned  meeting,  and  assist  in  the  organization  of 
the  contemplated  Particular  Synod. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  Classes  of  Kingston  and  Orange  be  and 
hereby  are  transferred  from  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  to  the 
Particular  Synod  of  New  York. 

5.  Resolved,  (If  a  majority  of  the  Classes  concur),  That  every 
Particular  Synod  shall  hereafter  consist  of  a  delegation  of  four  Min- 
isters and  four  Elders  from  each  of  the  Classes  within  its  bounds. 
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6.  Resolved,  That  it  be  enjoined  upon  the  Particnlar  Synods 
to  transact  theit"  business  with  due  deliberation,  and  to  hold  such 
devotional  services  during  their  sessions  as  may  conduce  to  the 
spiritual  improvement  of  their  members,  and  the  several  Churches  in 
whicli  they  assen)l)le  ;  and  that  to  compa  s  this  desirable  result,  it 
is  earnes'ly  iecommen<led  by  this  Synod,  that  ihe  Particular  Synods 
hereafter  convene  at  thrt-e  o'clock,  P.  M.,  of  the  day  designated  for 
their  r  gular  session  ;  that  af  er  their  organization  is  effected,  the 
fiist  hour  \w  spctit  in  devotional  services;  that  the  Synodical  sermon 
be  preaihed  the  same  evening ;  that  the  first  hour  of  the  next  morn- 
ing !-es^ion  be  spe»nt  in  devotional  exercif^es,  in  coinection  with 
viiich  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion 
shall  read  such  extracts  from  the  annual  reports  of  the  Classes  as  he 
may  elect;  that  in  the  afternoon  of  the  second  d>iy  of  the  session^ 
the  Lord's  Supper  be  adminis'ered  under  the  auspices  of  the  ^yu'id  ; 
that  in  the  evening  of  the  same  day  a  sermon  be  preached  before 
Synod  ;  the  Preacht-r  and  his  theme,  together  with  an  alternate,  ta 
be  chosen  at  the  ))recefiitig  annual  session,  and  that  the  fir>t  half- 
hour  of  each  subsequent  d^iy  of  the  Synod  be  spent  in  devotional 
services. 

7.  Ef-solved,  (If  a  majority  of  the  Classes  concur),  That  the  I'ar- 
ticular  Synods  he,  h>-reafter.  Courls  of  final  appeal  for  all  causes 
that  have,  in  accoi  dance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution, 
been  iried  originally  in  the  Consistory,  unle>s  as  many  members  of 
the  Pailicular  Synod  as  ther^'  are  Classes  composing  said  Synod 
shall,  within  ten  days  af  er  the  adjournment  of  the  same,  file  with 
the  I'resident  of  the  Particular  Synod  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that 
in  tiieir  judgment,  any  cause  originnting  in  the  Consistory  which 
has  bi  en  rt-viewed  by  ihe  Particular  Synod,  is  a  proper  case  for  the 
action  (-f  the  General  Synod,  in  whicu  case  ari, appeal  may  be  taken 
to  tlie  higher  judicatory. 

8.  Bemloed,  '1  hat  two  committees  be  hereafter  appointed  by 
each  of  the  Particular  Syriods,  to  be  called  respectively  the  Committee 
on  Chui-ch  Visitaion,  and  the  Committee  on  Church  Extension; 
that  ea  h  of  these  Committees  be  composetl  of  nine  members,  viz  : 
Six  Ministers  and  three  Elders;  that  at  the  next  regular  session  of 
each  of  the  Pai-ticular  Synod-,  these  Committees  be  appointed  by 
balloL— one-third  of  their  number,  viz:  Two  Minis<lers  and  one 
Elder  beino- chosen  to  serve  for  one,  two,  and  three  years  respectively, 
an<l  that  at  each  succeeding  annual  session,  two  Ministtrs  and  one 
Elder  be  elected  for  three  \ears. 

9.  lie.solved,  Tliat  the  Coinmi'tee  on  Church  Visitation  be 
charged  with  the  promotion  of  spiritual  religion  and  Christian  be- 
Dcficence  among  the  Churches  within  the  bounds  of  the  Particular 
Synod ;  and  that  at  some  suitable  period  of  each  year,  it  arrange  to 
bold  a  Convention  ot  Churches  within  the  limits  of  each  Classis,  at 
■which  some  of  its  memtiers  shall  be  present,  to  urge  these  import- 
ant interests  upon  the  rainds  and  h«arts  of  the  people. 
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10.  Resolved,  That  the  Cominittee  on  Church  Extension  be 
-charged  with  the  general  supervision  of  our  denominational  growth, 
within  the  bounds  of  the  l^articular  Synod  ;  that  it  search  out  op- 
portunities for  the  establishment  of  new  oiganizations,  and  that  it 
afford  ah  possible  encouragement  and  assistance  to  feeble  enter- 
prises— it  being  understood  that  this  Committee  is  designed  to 
supplement  rather  than  supersede  the  efforts  of  the  Classis,  and  the 
Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  and  that  nothing  in  this  resolution 
shall  be  construed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  infringe  the  preroga- 
tives of  either. 

11.  Resolved,  That  the  Secretaries  of  the  several  Boards  of  the 
Church  be  requested,  so  far  as  they  may  be  able,  to  attend,  alter- 
nately, the  sessions  of  the  Particular  Synods,  and  address  the 
members  upon  the  claims  of  the  respective  Boards,  and  upon  the 
general  subject  of  Chri^tian  beneficence. 

The  plan,  thus  suggested  by  your  Committee,  involves  the  neces- 
sity of  amending  two  sections  of  the  Constitution.  They  recom- 
mend, therefore,  the  adoption  of  the  following  supplemental  reso- 
lutions, viz : 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  approve  and  propose  to  the 
Classes  the  amendment  of  Chapter  IL,  Article  IV.,  Section  I.,  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  Reformed  Church,  in  such  a  manner  as  that 
it  shall  read  as  follows,  viz:  "Every  Particular  Synod  shall  compre- 
hend a  certain  number  of  Classes  to  be  designated  by  the  General 
Synod,  and  shall  consist  of  a  delegation  of  four  Ministers  and  four 
Elders  from  every  Classis  within  its  bounds,  and  nine  Ministers  and 
nine  Elders,  when  regularly  convened,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business,  excepting  those  Synods  which  may  con- 
sist of  not  more  than  five  Classes,  in  which  cases  six  Ministers  and 
six  Elders  may  form  a  quorum." 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  approve  and  propose  to  the 
Classes  the  amendment  of  Chapter  II.,  Article  I.,  Section  7,  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Reformed  Church,  by  inserting  after  the  phrase 
"enjoys  the  same  privilege"  the  language  "except  that  the  Particu- 
lar Synod  shall  be  a  Court  of  final  appeal  for  all  causes  that  have, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  been  tried 
originally  in  the  Consistory,"  unless  as  many  members  of  the  Par- 
ticular Synod  as  there  are  Classes  composing  said  Synod  shall,  with- 
in ten  days  after  the  adjournment  of  the  same,  file  with  the  Presi- 
ident  of  the  Particular  Synod  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that  in  their 
judgment  any  cause  orig>nating  in  the  Consistory  which  has  been 
reviewed  by  the  Particular  Synod,  is  a  proper  case  for  the  action  of 
the  General  Synod,  in  which  case  an  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the 
higher  ju.dicatory.

Tlie  Committee  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  accepted 
and  adopted  : 

Your  Committee  to  consider  the  relation  to  the  Constitution  of  its 
second  Appendix  and  the  resolution  in  reference  to  its  amendment, 
would  respectfully  report : 

That  all  the  sections  of  the  Appendix  are  nothing  more  than  res- 
olutions of  Synod,  and  may  therefore  be  amended  by  the  same  au- 
thoiity. 

In  view  of  the  inconvenience  which  may  arise  in  case  any  of  our 
Holland  Churches  might  wish  to  call  a  Minister  from  the  mother 
country,  we  would  propose  the  following  addition  to  the  above- 
mentioned  rule,  viz  : 

"This  rule  shall  not  apply  to  Ministers  called  from  the  Reformed 
Church  in  Holland  by  any  of  our  congregations,  and  coming  with 
satisfactory  credentials  and  testimonials."

ARTICLE  XL 

CUSTOMS    AND    USAGES, 

The  Committee  on  the  Publication  of  the  Hymn  Book  presented 
ninety-five  Hymns  for  examination  by  the  Synod,  with  a  view  to 
their  introduction  in  the  Book. 

The  following  Committee  was  appointed  to  make  such  examina- 
tion. Rev.  J.  Forsyth,  James  Deraarest,  Jr.,  and  Elder  Wm.  H. 
Crosby. 

The  Committee  reported  that  the  Hymns  be  approved,  and  the 
report  was  accepted. 

The  Committee  on  the  Publication  of  the  Hymn  Book  presented 
the  following  report,  which  was  accepted,  amended,  and  adopted  :

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  session  of  General  Synod, 
with  directions  "to  arrange  for  and  superintend  the  publication  of 
the  Hymns  approved"  by  said  Synod,  respectfully  report  progress,  as 
follows : 

The  directions  given  being  general  in  their  character,  the  Com- 
mittee considered  it  their  first  duty  to  study  up  the  history  of  the 
Hymnology  of  the  Church,  and  the  action  of  Synod  respeciing  it  in 
previous  years,  that  they  might  conform  their  action,  as  far  as  possi- 
ble, to  established  usage. 

A  resume  of  that  history  may  not  improperly  introduce  this  report. 

The  Church  orders  ratified  by  the  National  Synod  of  Dordrecht 
(A.  D.  1618,  1619)  which  are  still  "recognized  as  containing  the 
distinctive  and  fundamental  principles  of  our  Church  government," 
(Minutes  of  Synod  for  1833,  p.  202),  declare  that  "  the  one  hundred 
and  fifty  psalms  of  David;  the  Ten  Commandments;  the  Lord's 
Prayer ;  the  twelve  articles  of  the  Christian  faith ;  the  songs  o  f 
Mary,  Zacharias,  and  Simeon,  versified  otily,  shall  be  sung  in  public 
worship.  The  Churches  are  left  at  liberty  to  adopt,  or  omit,  that 
entitled  0  Thou  who  art  our  Father  God!  All  others  are  pro- 
hibited." This  usage  prevailing  in  the  Netherlands,  was  transfer- 
red to  this  country.  Several  copies  of  the  Psalm-books,  which  the 
fathers  brought  with  them,  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee.  They 
are  invariably  bound  up  in  the  same  volume  with  the  l^ible,  or  the 
New  Testament  at  least,  the  Catechism  and  Liturgy.  These  Psalms, 
in  HoUandish,  are  the  version  of  Peter  Dathe,  the  eminent  biblical 
scholar  and  critic,  by  whom  they  were  trans  ated,  however,  not  from 
the  original,  but  from  the  French, 

This  was  the  first  hook  in  use  in  the  Reformed  Church,  in  America. 
It  contains,  besides  the  Psalms,  the  Ten  Commandments,  the  song  of 
Zacharias,  the  song  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  the  Apostle's  Creed,  the 
Lord's  Prayer,  the  Articles  of  the  Christian  faith,  translated  out  of 
German  by  Jan  Uytenhoven,  the  Morning  prayer,  the  Evening 
prayer,  the  prayer  before  Sermon,  prayer  before  eating,  prayer  after 
eating,  the  evening  prayer  entitled  Christe  qui  Luxes  et  Dies,  and  a 
translation  by  Abraham  Van  der  Meer,  from  the  Greek  Bible,  of"  the 
one  hundred  and  fifty-first  of  the  Psalms  of  David.  Every  word  oi 
these  Psalms,  and  Creeds,  and  Prayers,  is  set  to  music  of  a  simple 
recitative  character,  in  which  all  might  join,  by  Cornelis  de  Leeuw. 
This  book  was  in  use  in  all  the  Dutch  Churches  in  this  country 
until  the  Consistory  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  of 
the  city  of  New  York  found  it  necessary  to  have  divine  service  per- 
formed in  the  English  language,  and,  on  the  9th  of  November,  1767, 
approved  and  recommended  for  the  use  of  their  Church  and  schools 
an  English  Psalm-book,  published  by  their  order,  "which  is  greatly 
indebted  to  that  of  Dr.  Brady  and  Mr.  Tate ;  some  of  the  Psalms 
being  transcribed  verbatim  from  their  version,  and  others  altered  so 
as  to  fit  them  to  the  music  used  in  the  Dutch  Churches."     (Prefatory

note.)  This  book  contains,  be -ides  the  Psalms  of  Davul,  fifteen 
pages  of  "  Hymns,"  viz:  The  Ten  Commandments,  song  of  Zacharias, 
the  song  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  the  song  of  Simeon,  the  Creed,  and 
the  Lord's  Prayer,  all  set  to  the  simple  mnsic,  in  which  all  the  people 
joined,  so  that  the  compiler  could  truthfully  say,  "  A  great  part  of 
divine  worship  consists  in  harmonious  singing.  This  first  book 
iu  English  was  the  second  book  in  use  in  our  Churches. 

The  Articles  of  Union  adopted  in  1771,  make  no  mention  of 
Psalmody,  but  agree  to  ''  abide  in  all  things,"  by  the  regulations  of 
the  Synod  of  Dort,  hereinbefore  quoted. 

In  1773,  a  new  version  of  Psalms  and  Hymns  was  compiled  and 
adopted  in  the  Netherlands,  and  was  soon  after  introduced  into  some 
of  the  Dutch  Churches  in  America,  constituting  the  third  hook  thus 
used.  Of  this,  the  Committee  have  not,  as  yet,  been  able  to  secure 
a  copy,  but  it  is  believed  that  it  difi"ers  from  the  preceding  chiefly  in 
the  higher  critical  character  of  the  Psalms.  In  1787,  General  Synod 
appointed  a  committee  to  compile  a  Psalm-book  "  out  of  other  col- 
lections of  English  Psalms  in  repute  and  received  in  the  Reformed 
Churches — no  congregation,  however,  to  be  oblig*^d  thereto,  where 
that  of  the  New  York  Consistory  is  in  use."  Additional  instructions 
were  given  the  next  year,  to  print  "some  well-composed  spiritual 
hymns,  in  connection  with  the  Psalms,"  and  the  committee  was 
"  also  empowered,  as  soon  as  the  mnjority  agree  in  relation  to  the 
compilation,  to  forward  said  Psalm-book  to  the  press."  This,  how- 
ever, they  did  not  do  until  they  had  reported  the  same  to  the  extra- 
ordinary session  of  Synod  in  1789,  and  obtained  its  approval  thereof, 
after  which  it  was  speedily  published.  It  contains,  besides  the 
Psalms  of  David,  a  century  of  hymns,  of  which,  "  1  to  52  are  suited 
to  the  Heidelberg  Catechism;  53  to  73  are  adapted  to  the  Holy 
Ordinance  of  the  Lord's  Supper ;  and  hyran  74  to  the  end  are  on 
miscellaneous  subjects."  Among  these  occur  such  titles  as  "  Christ- 
mas," "  The  Song  of  the  Angels,"  '•  Resurrection,"  "  Ascensiun," 
"  Whitsunday,"  ""^New  Year,"  &c ,  &c.,  &c. 

This  first  book  prepared  by  the  order  of  General  Synod,  being 
the  fourth  book  used  in  our  Churches,  is  without  music,  as  have  been 
all  subsequent  books  thus  prepared  until  this  time.  This  selection 
continued  in  use  for  a  full  quart<'r  of  a  century,  and  is  still  an  admi- 
rable one.  Many  of  its  selections,  which  had  been  unaccountably 
dropped  from  succeeding  books,  have  been  restored  in  the  one  here- 
with presented  to  Synod. 

In  1812,  on  petition  of  the  Classis  of  New  York,  referred  to  Gen- 
eral Synod  by  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York,  Synod  declared  it 
*'  desirable  that  our  Psalms  and  Hymns  be  improved  and  enlarged," 
and  requested  ''  Dr  Livingston  to  make  the  selection,  agreeably  to 
the  views  expressed,"  which  he  did,  submitting  it  to  a  committee, 
by  whom  it  was  reported  to  the  Synod  of  1813,  whereupon  a  man- 
datory order  was  issued,  that  it  "  be  forthwith  introduced  into 
public   worship  in  all   our  Churches !"     Its  use  was  recommended, 
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also,  "to  all  families  and  individuals,  instead  of  the  book  hitherto 
in  use."  No  radical  chanjje  has  been  made  in  the  Psalmody  of  the 
Chnrch  from  that  daj^  to  this.  This  second  book,  prepared  by  order 
of  Synod,  being  the  fifth  hook  in  use  in  the  Churches,  has  been  in- 
creased by  successive  additions,  but  is  essentially  the  book  still  in 
use.  The  order  of  the  hymns  in  this  book  is  the  same  as  in  that 
"which  preceded  it,  but  the  number  vi^as  increased  to  two  hundred 
and  seventy-three  (273).  In  1831,  the  Rev.  Thomas  DeWitt, 
chairman  of  a  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose,  reported  ©ne 
hundred  and  seventy-two  (172)  other  hymns,  which  were  approved 
and  published  as  an  appendix,  called  "  Book  II."  of  hymns.  The 
book  thus  enlaro-ed  may  be  regarded  as  the  sixth  book  in  use  in  our 
Churches. 

In  1843,  three  hundred  and  thirty-one  (331)  other  hymns  were 
approved  by  Synod  and  published  under  the  title  of  "  Sabbath 
School  and  Social  Hymns."  The  direction  of  Synod  to  separate  the 
Sunday  school  from  the  social  hymns  was  not  observed. 

In  1845,  it  was  "Resolved,  that  the  whole  subject  of  the  hymn- 
book  be  referred  to  a  special  committee, — to  consider  the  import- 
ance of  a  new  arrangement  of  our  hymns  for  social  and  Sabbath 
school  worship  ;  and  that  they  report  to  the  next  General  Synod, 
with  the  addition  of  such  new  hymns  as  may  make  the  collection 
more  complete,  (p.  478.)  In  1846,  the  Rev.  Isaac  Ferris,  Chair- 
man, reported  three  hundred  and  fifty  additional  hymns,  which 
were  approved.  Of  these,  eight  (8)  were  added  to  the  "  Sabbath 
School  and  Social  Hymn  Book,"  and  thiee  hundred  and  forty-two 
(342)  were  published  separately,  under  the  title  of  "Additional 
Hymns."  These,  together  with  those  before  constituting  "  Book  I." 
and  "  Book  II.,"  were  all  rearranged  and  numbered  as  they  now 
stand  in  the  book  in  use  in  our  Churches.  This  may  be  regarded 
as  the  seventh  book  thus  used  in  the  Reformed  Church  in  America. 
The  committee  presided  over  by  the  venerable  Thomas  DeWitt,  as 
well  as  that  presided  over  by  the  Rev.  Chancellor  Isaac  Ferris,  both 
suggested  the  convenient  arrangement  of  classifying  the  Psalms  and 
Hymns  in  one  general  arrangement,  thongh  the  work  was  not  per- 
formed by  either.  In  the  book  of  1789,  this  distinction  was  made 
■with  propriety,  the  versions  of  the  Psalms  being  comparatively 
close,  and  the  hymns  of  a  widely  different  character.  But  in  all 
succeeding  books,  i*i  has  been  a  distinction  without  a  difference, 
some  of  the  so-called  "  hymns  "  Vieing  much  more  nearly  accurate 
versions  of  Psalms  than  others  classed  as  such  ;  and  some  of  the 
"  Psalms  "  partaking  very  slightly  of  the  character  of  the  Hebrew 
Psalm  of  the  same  number. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  also,  that  in  1846,  for  the  first  time,  did  Gen- 
eral Synod  authorize  an  edition  of  the  Psalm  and  Hymn-book  with- 
out the  Liturgy,  the  committee  advising  it  and  suggesting  that  they 
had  endeavored  "  to  make  the  poetical  liturgy  of  the  Church  com- 
plete." 
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In  1862,  the  Board  of  Publication  laid  before  Synod  the  "Fulton 
Street  Ilymn-book,"  containing  three  hundred  and  twenty-six 
hymns,  twcnty-tioo  (22)  of  which  had  "  never  been  authorized  by  any 
Synodical  action,  with  the  view  to  obtain  its  sanction  for  the  use  of 
the  hvmns  here  pointed  out."  These  hymns  were  accordingly  ex- 
amined by  the  Committee  on  Publication,  and,  on  their  recommen- 
dation, were  "sanctioned  and  approved,"  and  "the  book  recom- 
mended to  the  Churches." 

In  this  chronological  sketch,  no  allusion  has  been  made  to  books  in 
the  French  and  German  languages  ;  but  so  long  ago  as  1 792,  Synod  ap- 
proved and  n'commt'ndcd,  "  in  the  French  language,  the  Psalms  and 
hymns  compiled  by  Theodore  De  Beza  and  La  Moret ;  and  in  the 
German  language,  the  Psalms  and  hymns  published  at  Marburgh  and 
Amsterdam,  used  in  the  Reformed  Churches  in  Germany,  in  the 
Netherlands,  and  in  Pennsylvatiia." 

In  1853,  the  German  Evangelical  Mission  Church  of  New  York, 
through  its  pastor,  the  Rev.  J.  ('.  Guldin,  petitioned  General  Synod 
"in  relation  to  the  preparation  and  publication  of  a  hymn-book  in 
the  German  language;  whereupon  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
select  and  arrange  the  materials  for  such  a  book."  The  committee 
was  directed  to  submit  it,  when  prepared,  to  the  inspection  of 
another  committee,  and  it  was  "Resolved,  That  when  approved  by 
them,  the  Board  of  Direction  be  authorized  to  make  a  contract  for 
having  them  printed,   without  delay."     Accordingly,  the  excellent 

book    compiled    by  ,  now    in  use    in  our  German  Churches, 

was  publislied  in  October  of  the  same  year. 

The  Board  of  Publication  has  also  published  a  German  book  for 
Sunday  schools,  with  music,  and  an  edition  of  our  standard  Psalms 
and  hymns,  with  music. 

This  statement,  it  is  believed,  completes  the  outline  of  this  his- 
tory until  the  incep'ion  of  the  present  enterprise. 

In  1868,  the  South  Classis  of  Long  Island  preferred  to  General 
Synod  a  request  "  for  the  approval  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  new 
hymns  and  chants,  to  be  published  with  about  three  hundred  and 
fifty  of  those  hitherto  approved,  with  appropriate  music."  A  book, 
including  these  hymns,  was  then  in  process  of  preparation  under  the 
direction  of  the  Classis.  The  matter  was  referred  to  a  special  com- 
mittee, which  reported  in  favor  of  granting  the  request,  and  of  ap- 
proving, also,  three  hundred  and  fifty  (350)  other  hymns,  selected 
from  various  sources  by  the  Committee.  Synod  adopted  the  report 
of  the  Committee,  and  thus  made  an  addition  to  the  hymnology  of 
the  Church  of  six  hundred  (600)  hymns  never  before  approved. 
The  present  (Unnmittee  was  appointed  "  to  arrange  for  and  superin- 
tend the  publication  of  the  hymns  herewith  approved."  Only  a 
pait  of  this  work  has,  as  yet,  been  accomplished. 

The  collection,  for  the  service  of  the  sanctuary,  entitled  "  Hymns 
of  the  Church"  is  complete.  It  is  printed,  but  it  is  not  yet  issued, 
both  because  the  labor  of  preparation  has  been  much  greater  than 
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was  anticipated,  and  because  it  was  thought  desirable  not  to  publish 
it  until  after  this  meeting  of  General  Synod.  The  book,  as  it  was, 
in  the  hands  of  the  Classical  Committee  at  the  last  meeting  of  Gen- 
eral Synod,  was  afterward  greatly  enlarged  and  modified  by  them, 
according  to  the  request  of  Synod's  Committee,  by  whom  it  was 
subsequently  received  from  the  Cla^^sis.  The  general  arrangement 
and  structure  of  the  book  is  f  ssentially  the  same  as  it  was  at  that 
time.  The  Chairman  of  the  Classical  Committee,  the  Rev.  Zachary 
Eddy,  has  been  the  faithful  co-laborer  of  the  Committee  in  revising 
the  book  for  publication,  and  in  carrying  it  through  the  press. 

The  Committee,  according  to  direction,  first  selected  "about 
three  hundred  and  fifty  (350)  of  the  best  of  those  (hymns)  hitherto 
approved."  These,  together  with  the  two  hundred  and  fifty  (250) 
sent  up  from  the  South  Classis  of  Long  Island,  were  digested  under 
appropriate  headings,  and  prepared  for  publication.  But  it  was  soon 
found  that  an  additional  number  of  the  hymns  "hitherto  approved" 
might  be  incorporated  without  materially  increasing  the  expense, 
and  with  the  probable  result  of  largely  increasing  the  sale  of  the 
work.  Such  additional  selection  was  accordingly  made.  In  the 
construction  of  the  work  on  the  plan  adopted,  it  frequently  became 
necessary  to  complete  a  page  with  a  hymn  upon  the  same  subject 
as  the  others  on  the  page,  and  also  in  the  same  metre,  and  a  hymn 
answering  both  these  requirements  could  not  always  be  found  among 
those  hitherto  approved. 

It  thus  became  necessary  either  to  stop  the  work,  to  do  it  in  an 
imperfect  manner,  or  to  insert  some  hymns  not  yet  approved.  On 
mature  deliberation  and  consultation,  this  last  plan  was  adopted, 
with  the  intention  of  asking  the  approval  of  these  hymns,  before 
the  issue  of  the  book  with  the  imprimatur  of  the  Synod,  as  was 
<lone  in  the  case  of  the  Fulton  Street  Hymn  Book.  Of  course, 
pains  have  been  taken  to  select  only  hymns  whose  teaching  is 
strictly  in  accordance  with  the  standards  of  the  Church.  The  criti- 
cal character  of  these  additional  hymns,  is  necessarily  below  that  of 
the  rest  of  the  book,  at  least  in  many  cases.  A  few  which  have 
been  inserted  at  the  special  request  of  brethren,  or  written  for  the 
work  are,  of  course,  excepted  from  this  statement.  For  these  addi- 
tional hymns,  approval  is  hereby  asked. 

The  Committee  desire  to  acknowledge  the  valuable  assistance  of 
christian  brethren  and  friends,  (especially  of  the  Rev.  David  K.  Sut- 
pheu  and  the  Rev.  Maurice  G.  Hansen),  in  the  preparation  of  the 
Indexes.  Important  suggestions  respecting  the  work  have  also  been 
made  by  others,  for  which  the  Committee  are  deeply  grateful. 

Various  authors  and  publishers  have  allowed  the  use  of  both, 
hymns  and  tunes  belonging  to  them,  for  which  kind  courtesy  they 
merit  the  thanks  of  the  Church,  and  none  more  than  the  Rev.  Philip 
Sch^-ff,  D.D.  Several  gentlemen  have  furnished  original  contribu- 
tions which  add  greatly  to  the  excellence  of  the  work.  Among 
these  it  is  not  invidious  to  mention  the  Rev.  Ray  Palmer,  D.D., 
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who  has  kindly  allowed  the  use  of  several  hymns  first  published  in 
this  collection.  The  musical  editor  of  the  work  is  the  well-known 
chorister  and  organist,  TJ.  C.  Burnap,  Esq. 

The  Committee  has  been  fortunate  enough  to  secure  the  publica- 
tion of  this  book  by  the  firm  of  A.  S.  Barnes  &  Co.,  which  has  had 
a  very  wide  experience  and  unprecedented  success  in  enterprizes  of 
this  kind.  The  book  is  published  without  any  expense  or  any  risk 
on  the  part  of  the  Synod  or  the  Church.  Two  editions  are  pre- 
pared ;  the  one,  with  tunes ;  the  other,  without. 

The  publishers  have  agreed  to  pay  a  royalty  of  twenty-five  (25) 
cents  on  each  and  every  book  sold.  Of  this  royalty,  ten  (10)  cents 
on  each  book  with  music  is  to  be  paid  to  the  musical  editor,  as  com- 
pensation for  his  services. 

The  rest  of  the  proceeds,  after  the  payment  of  expenses,  (being 
fifteen  (15)  cents  on  each  book  with  music,  and  twenty -five  (25) 
cents  on  each  book  without  music),  will  be  paid,  if  Synod  endoi-se 
the  book  and  recommend  it  to  the  Churches,  to  the  Treasurer  of 
General  Synod.  The  publishers  with  great  liberality  allowed  the  Com- 
mittee to  designate,  precisely,  the  paper  and  type  they  desired,  and 
entirely  new  type  was  bought  to  meet  their  wishes.  In  mechanical 
construction  and  beauty,  at  least,  the  book  is  far  in  advance  of  any 
in  the  market.  Several  congregations  of  the  Presbyterian,  Congre- 
gational and  other  denominational  bodies  are  preparing  to  introduce 
it  at  once. 

In  editing  the  hymns,  pains  has  been  taken  to  conform  them  as 
far  as  possible  to  the  form  in  which  they  were  issued  by  their  au- 
thors. This  is  a  simple  act  of  justice,  but  it  is  believed  that  it  has 
very  much  increased  the  excellence  of  hymns  largely  made  pointless 
"by  the  mutilation  of  compilers.  In  a  few  instances  where  it  has 
seemed  impossible  to  restore  the  original  form  without  a  shock  to 
both  taste  and  habit,  the  common  form  has  been  retained,  the  fact 
of  alteration  being  indicated  in  the  table  of  first  lines.  In  some 
cases  the  Committee  have  not  been  able  to  discover  the  original 
form,  and  have  simply  retained  that  which  seemed  in  most  common 
use.  The  labor  and  care  involved  in  verifying  such  a  selection^ 
made  in  fact  from  the  whole  field  of  English  literature,  can  be  known 
only  by  those  who  have  had  experience  of  it.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
character  of  this  selection  will  prove  not  unworthy  of  the  times  in 
■which  it  is  made.  The  general  revival  of  hyranology  throughout 
the  christian  world,  the  valuable  additions  made  to  it  by  transla- 
tions from  various  languages,  the  increased  regard  which  is  paid  to 
it  as  the  principal  means  by  which  the  people  of  God  participate 
actively  in  public  worship,  have  affected  all  denominations.  It  was 
fitting  that  the  first  Reformed  Church  in  America  should  be  behind 
none  in  adapting  herself  to  the  times  in  which  she  lives,  by  availing 
herself  of  all  the  best  possible  (lod  given  means  of  praise.  Nor  is 
it  less  a  matter  of  gratulation  that  many  of  these  excellent  hymns 
are  from  the  pens  of  the  ministers  whom  God  has  given  to  our  own 
Church. 
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The  music  also  has  been  derived  from  sources  wide  apart,  the  resi- 
dence of  the  editor  in  various  lands,  and  his  familiarity  with  their 
lariguages  and  modes  of  worship,  enabling  him  to  avail  himself  of 
the  music  in  use  throughout  the  Christian  world.  Competent  critics 
C'-nfidently  assert  that  the  music  of  this  book  is,  as  a  whole,  of  a 
higher  grade  than  that  of  any  hook  hitherto  published  in  this  coun- 
try. It  is  hoped  that  the  book  may  be  the  means  of  cultivating 
taste  as  well  as  piety. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  beg  leave  to  suggest  to  Synod  the 
desirableness  of  departing  from  the  precedent  established  in  1813, 
ttie  only  other  instance  in  which  an  entirely  new  book  was  prepared 
by  order  of  Synod.     At  that  time  it  was 

''  Resolved,  That  this  selection  be  forthwith  introduced  into  pub- 
lic worship  in  all  our  Chtirches  ;  and  the  General  Synod  recommend 
the  same  to  all  the  families  and  individuals  within  their  commun- 
ion, to  be  adopted  instead  of  the  book  which  has  hitherto  been  in 
use." 

The  Committee  suggest  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution, 
modified  from  that  of  1813  : 

Resolved,  That  General  Synod  approve  and  authorize  the  book 
entitled  "  Hymi  s  of  the  Church,"  including  the  ninety-five  addi- 
tional hymns  for  which  approval  is  asked,  and  recommend  it  to  all 
Churches,  faraiHes,  and  individuals  within  their  communion.

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  General  Synod  in  1848,  prohib- 
iting the  issue  of  any  edition  of  the  Psalms  and  Hymns  of  our 
Church  without  the  Confession  of  Faith  and  Liturgy,  be  reaffirmed  in 
relation  to  the  "  Hymns  of  the  Church  "  approved  and  authorized 
by  this  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  having  this  matter  in  charge  be 
instructed  to  procure  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  of  said  Book  for 
use  in  our  Churches,  which  shall  contain  our  Doctrinal  Standards  and 
Liturgy  as  now  published,  and  that  General  Synod  recommend  such 
only  to  be  introduced  into  our  Churches. 

Resolved,  That  all  such  copies  shall  bear  upon  their  title  page  the 
named  of  our  Church,  "  Reformed  Church  in  America." 

The  Committee  en  the  Revision  of  the  Liturgy  reported  progress 
and  the  Committee  was  continued. 
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ARTICLE  XII. 

SCHOOLS    AND    CHRISTIAN    EDUCATION. 

The  Thirty -seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was 
received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  so  much  as  refers  to  vacancies,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education 
was  received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  Committee  on  Education  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Education,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Thirty- 
seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Reformed 
Church,  and  its  accompanying  documents,  having  carefully  examin- 
ed the  above-mentioned  papers,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  present  the 
following  report : 

The  operations  of  the  Board  of  Education  during  the  past  year 
have  been  characterized  by  the  most  marked  success.  Fifty-eight 
students  for  the  ministry  have  been  sustained  by  the  funds  of  the 
Board,  of  whom  six  have  graduated  from  the  Theological  Seminary, 
and  are  now  engaged  in  the  woik  to  which  God  has  called  them  in 
our  own  land,  in  ».;hina,  and  in  Japan.  Of  the  aggregate  number 
thus  composing  the  beneficiaries  ot  the  Board,  twenty-one  have  been 
received  durino-  the  Inst  twelve  months,  constitulino;  an  increase  of 
students  in  preparation  for  the  sacred  office  which  is  every  way 
gratifying  to  the  Church.  This  laroje  increase,  next  to  the  divine 
blessing  upon  the  Board,  is  chiefly  attributable  to  the  change  in  its 
policy,  inaugurated  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Synod.  And 
in  view  of  the  results  already  effected,  the  wisdom  of  receiving  young  • 
men  upon  the  funds  of  the  Board,  previous  to  their  being  fitted  to 
enter  College,  is  fully  vindicated. 

The  Parochial  School  system,  which  is  conducted  by  the  Board, 
although  comparatively  limited  in  its  operations,  is  yet  accomplish- 
ing ail  important  work.  Thirteen  churches  have  received  aid  dur- 
ing the  year  in  support  of  their  Parochial  Schools,  and  from  the  an- 
nual reports  which  have  been  received  by  the  Board,  it  appears  that 
happy  influences  have  been  exerted  and  gratifying  results  accom- 
plished in  connection  with  this  agency  of  the  Church.  It  is  to  be 
regretted,  however,  that  mi)re  churches  do  not  avail  themselves  of 
the  benefits  derivable  from  the  system  thus  established.  Manifestly 
the  conjunction  of  intelligence  and  piety  is  essential  to  the  welfare 
of  the  Church,  and  for  the  furtherance   of  this  end  the  Parochial 
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school  system  seems  eminently  adapted.  It  is  therefore  earnestly 
commended  to  the  Churches  of  the  Synod.  Despite  the  success, 
however,  which  has  attended  the  efforts  of  the  Board  in  the  several 
departments  of  its  work,  its  receipts  during  the  year  liave  not  been 
commensurate  with  its  expenditures.  The  amount  flerived  from  col- 
lections and  donations,  exchisive  of  interest  from  invested  funds,  has 
been  $12,301  37.  This  sura,  while  an  increase  of  $1,792  97  over 
the  receipts  of  the  previous  year,  has  not  been  sufficient  to  conduct 
the  operations  of  the  Board  ;  and,  as  the  consequence,  a  debt  is  re- 
ported to  Synod  as  resting  upon  the  Board  of  $3,942  49.  Tliis  re- 
sult is  attributable  partly  to  the  failure  of  two  hundred  churches  to 
contribute  anything  to  the  funds  of  the  Board  during  the  past  year, 
and  partly  to  the  heavy  drafts  made  upon  the  treasury  for  the  sup- 
port of  Hope  College. 

So  far  as  the  former  of  these  causes  is  concerned,  your  Committee 
regard  it  as  wholly  unjustifiable.  The  interests  represented  by  this 
Board  are  vital  to  the  efficiency  and  success  of  the  Church.  Every 
organization,  and  indeed  every  individual,  has  a  personal  I'esponsi- 
bility  in  connection  with  their  support.  And  the  strongest  considera- 
tions of  duty,  therefore,  urge  upon  every  church  the  taking  of  an 
annual  collection  in  behalf  of  this  object. 

So  far  as  the  remaining  cause  is  concerned,  your  Committee  are 
equally  clear  in  their  convictions  that  so  soon  as  is  practicable  it 
ought  to  be  removed.  Hope  College  is  the  child  of  the  Church,  one 
of  the  youngest  and  most  fondly  loved  of  her  children.  It  deserves, 
therefore,  at  her  hands  the  most  afF'Jctionate  care,  and  the  most  lib- 
eral support.  This,,  however,  can  be  afforded  in  a  satisfactory  man- 
ner only  by  means  of  an  adequate  and  permanent  endowment.  It 
is  justice  neither  to  Hope  College  nor  to  the  Board  of  Education 
that  the  former  should  be  dependent  upon  the  latter  for  support,  and 
the  latter  should  divert  more  than  one  half  of  its  annual  collections 
from  their  legitimate  channel  of  educating  students  for  the  Ministry 
in  order  to  suppoit  an  institution  which  the  Church  is  abundantly 
able  to  endow. 

In  view  of  the  considerations  which  have  thus  been  suggested, 
your  Committee  would  offer  the  following  resolutions,  viz  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  gratefully  recognizes  the 
divine  blessing  which  has  attended  the  efforts  of  the  Boaid  of  Edu- 
cation during  the  past  year,  and  heartily  reaffiroas  its  previous  reso- 
lutions of  confidence  in  the  efficitnt  management  of  the  Board. 

2  Resolved,  That  the  important  work  in  which  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation is  engaged  entitles  it  to  the  hearty  cooperation  and  liberal 
support  of  the  entire  Church,  and  that  it  be  and  hereby  is  enjoined 
upon  all  the  Churches  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod  to  take  an 
annual  collection  in  behalf  of  its  funds. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  speedy  endowment  of  Hope  College  is  vital 
to  the  educational  interests  of  the  Church,  and  that  this  work  be 
heartily  commended  to  the  liberality  of  the  Churches  with  a  view  to 
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relieving  the  Board  of  Education  from  the  support  of  this  institution 
on  or  before  tlie  first  day  of  May,  ISYl, 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  last  Thursday  in  February  be  observed 
throughout  our  entire  denomination  as  a  day  of  special  prayer  for 
Colk'ges  and  other  Seminaries  of  learning,  and  that  the  Pastors  of 
all  the  Churches  be  requested  to  preach  upon  the  subject  of  Christ- 
ian education  on  the  preceding  Sabbath. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submit!  ed.

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Council  of  Hope  College  was  received, 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate.

ARTICLE  XIV. 

PROFESSORATE. 

The  unfinished  business  found  on  the  Minutes  of  the  last  session 
of  General  Synod,  pages  480-4,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
the  Professorate. 
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The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  presented  tlie  following  re- 
port, which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  have  had  before  them  for  ex- 
amination— First,  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  at 
Neio  Bnmswirk,  which  inchides  also  that  of  the  Standing  Committee 
on  Hertzo;/  Hall  ;  and  with  this  Report  a  separate  paper  addressed 
to  General  Synod  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Hertzog 
Hall. 

From  these  papers  your  Committee  now  report  the  following  items 
for  action  by  General  Synod  : 

(1.)  First.  We  recommend  that  the  Standing  Committee  on  Hert- 
zog Hall  be  instructed  to  take  such  means  as  may  be  practicable  to 
lighten  onerous  assessments  upon  the  rooms  of  students. 

(2.)  Second.  We  recommend  that  leave  be  granted  to  the  Semi- 
nary Faculty  to  exchaniye  duplicate  books  in  the  Library  for  others, 
where  it  can  he  done  to  advantage. 

(3.)  Third.  We  recommend,  as  the  Board  of  Superintendents  also 
recommend,  that  a,  dispensation  be  granted  to  Mr.  Bahler  of  the  Junior 
Class  for  necessary  absence  during  part  of  the  year. 

(4.)   Fourth.  In  order  to    secure   such  meetings  of  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Hertzog  Hall  as   are  necessary  to  the  purposes   of  its 
creation  by  General  Synod,  we  recommend  the  foWowing  slight  change 
from  the  order  of  last  year,  viz.,  that  it  consist,  with  power  to  fill  va- 
cancies, of  one  Theological  Professor  (chosen  by  the  Faculty),  and 
foe^  instead  of  nine,  other  members,  to  be  chosen  annually  by  Gen- 
eral Synod.     We  also  recommend  the  following  members,  on  the  part 
of  General  Synod,  for  the  current  year,  viz. : 
Rev.  J.  A.  H.  (-ornell, 
Rev'.  W.  J.  R.  Taylor, 
James  Suydam,  Esq.,  New  York. 
William  Wood,  Esq.,  New  York. 
David  Bishop,  Esq.,  New  Brunswick. 

(.5.)  Fifth.  Your  Committee  have  the  great  gratification  of  report- 
ing to  General  Synod  a  most  liberal  donation  from  James  Suydam, 
Esq.,  of  New  York,  through  the  agency  of  Rev.  J.  A.  H.  Cornell, 
B.L).,  of  forty  thousand  dollars  ($40,000),  to  endow  a  Professorship, 
"to  be  culled  and  always  hereafter  known  as  the  James  Suydam 
Professorship  of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology,  in  the  Theological 
Seminary  <>f  the  Reformed  Church  in  America ;"  which  donation 
has  a' ready  been  deposited  in  U.  S  bonds,  and  is,  by  agreement,  to 
be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod  on  the  first  of  September 
next. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  as  follows : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  General  Synod,  and  of  the  whole 
Church  which  it  represents,  are  due,  and  are  hereby  gratefully  pre- 
sented to  Jamt'S  Suydam,  Esq.,  of  New  York,  for  his  large  gift  of 
$40,000  to  endow  a  Professorship  in  our  Theological  Seminary  at 
New  Brunswick. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Professorship  so  endowed  shall  be  called  and 
always  hereafter  tnown  as  "The  James  Snydam  Professorship  of  Di- 
dactic and  Polemic  Theology." 

Resolved,  Tliat  these  resolutions  be  signed,  in  the  name  of  Gener- 
al Synod,  by  the  President,  Adsessor,  and  Stated  Clerk,  and  by  them 
presented  to  Mr.  Siiydaru. 

(6.)  Sixth.  In  view  of  his  eminent  fitness  and  success  thus  far,  wc 
recommend  tbat  the  Board  of  Direction  and  Standing  Committee  on 
Hertzog  Hall  be  authorized  to  secure  the  continued  services  of  Rev. 
J  A.  H.  Cornell,  D.D.,  in  prosecuting  that  work  of  endowing  the 
Seminary  so  auspiciously  commenced  ;  the  Board  of  Direction  to 
make  such  arrangements  as  to  compensation  for  his  services  past  and 
future  as  they  may  deem  just. 

II.  The  following  papers,  relating  to  Hope  College  and  Seminary 
have  been  refeired  to  us,  viz: 

General  J^ynod  minutes  of  last  year,  containing  "  unfinished  bu- 
siness, pages  481-484:  the  annual  report  of  the  ^ 'ouncil,  and  that 
of  the  Superintendents  ;  a  letter  from  Prof.  Crispell ;  and  a  commu- 
nication from  the  Classis  of  Holland  ;  and  a  letter  from  the  Senior 
Clasa  of  the  Theological  School. 

1  he  latter  requests  "  a  part  in  the  approaching  commencement 
that  shall  be  indicative  of  their  relations  to  the  University  ;  "  and 
to  be  allowed  "  a  professional  diploma  from  the  Conncil  of  Hope 
Haven    University.''^ 

We  find  the  letter  respectful,  and  unexceptionable  in  tone.  But 
should  Synod  create  such  an  Institution,  no  action  upon  the  request 
will  be  necessary.  In  the  light  of  an  argument  or  influence  to  se- 
cure that  end,  while  the  subject  is  under  discussion  in  General  Synod 
your  Committee  deem  the  communication  unusual. 

The  subject  of  chief  interest  in  these  papers,  is,  of  course,  the 
University  scheme.  And,  in  relation  to  this  matter,  your  Committee 
would  strongly  urge  that  action,  one  way  or  the  other,  is  now  im- 
peratively demanded  for  the  benefit  of  all  concerned.  We  give  the 
lollowing  facts  as  containing  the  case  in  few  words.  "-Hope  Col- 
lege" is  located  at  Holland,  Michigan.  It  is  now  sustained,  and 
probably  for  some  time  will  be,  very  largely,  if  not  mostly,  by  the 
Hollanders.  But  the  Hollanders  have  "no  sympathy  with  a  merely 
literary  institution."  They  will  not  support  it.  1  hey  say  so,  and 
reiteiate  it,  m  their  various  communications  to  General  Synod.  It 
is  a  Theological  school  they  principally  want.  The  Seminary  in  per- 
manent connection  with  the  College,  is,  therefore,  vital  to  the  con- 
tinued existence  of  Hope  College.  Hence,  confessedly,  the  Univer- 
sity scheme. 

But,  on  the  Theological  Seminary  side,  it  is  strongly  urged,  for 
the  dignity  of  Theology  and  the  interests  of  the  Seminary,  that  it 
should  not  become  a  mere  department  in  a  University  ;  but  remain, 
as  at  present,  '■'■at  Hope  College,"  but  in  a  me'A'&wvQ.  separate  ixoiw 
it,  with  its  own  internal  discipline,  aud  its  own  acknowledged  Pro- 
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fessors,  its  own  Board  of  Superintendents  also,  distinct  from  the 
Council  or  Trustees  of  the  College. 

Your  Committee  would  now  represent,  that  General  Synod  has 
never  yet  definitely  fixed  the  status  of  the  officers  in  these  several 
departments,  literary  and  theological.  Here  are  Professors  mingling 
in  the  same  faculty  ;  hut  sometirres  as  College  officers,  and  some- 
times as  Theological  officers.  Hence  inevitable  clashing  as  to  duties 
and  powers,  injurious  to  the  interests  of  both  institutions. 

But  if  the  status  be  fixed  on  the  Theological  plan,  what  have  we? 
"We  have  a  young  institution,  still  wtak,  almost  incipient;  but  with 
divided  interests  within  it, — Jacob  and  Esau, —  when  it  should  be 
essentially  one  :  a  double  Faculty,  a  Council  for  the  College  and  a 
Board  of  Superintendents  for  the  Seminary;  and  with  the  jealousy, 
so  fatal  to  the  College,  still  remaining,  that  m  time  they  may  separate. 

On  the  other  hand,  your  C(  mmittee  cannot  approve,  at  present, 
the  University  scheme  ;  though  the  Western  Classes  look  with  favor 
upon  it.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that,  unless  under  State  control,  or 
with  the  prestige  of  large  endowments,  a  university  is  a  thing  of 
time  and  growth.  A  university  of  fifty  students,  no  funds,  and  paper 
Piofessorships,  can  command  no  respect,  and  does  not  meet  the 
proper  idea  of  that  term 

But  coming  now  to  Hope  College,  as  already  founded,  we  find  it, 
by  its  very  charter  already  complete.  It  is  to  provide  the  usual 
course  of  study,  "  in  connection  with  sound,  evangelical,  religious  in- 
struction, according  to  the  standards  "  of  our  Church.  The  Council 
"  mag,  at  their  option,  conduct  a  Theological  Department^  So  says 
the  charter.  The  Council  is  appointed  by  General  Synod  directly, 
from  its  western  ministry  and  C  hurches.  The  funds  are  under  full 
and  absolute  control  of  General  Synod.  It  is  General  Synod's 
Theological  College. 

With  this  before  us,  your  Committee  feel  prepared  to  submit  to 
General  Synod  the  following  resolution,  intended  to  remove  present 
difficulties  hy  fixing  definitely  the  status  of  things  at  Hope  College: 

Hesolved,  let.  That  the  action  of  General  Synod  in  1867,  dividing 
the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Seminary  into  two 
parts,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  rescinded. 

Resolved,  2d,  That  the  Council  of  Hope  Collegehe  and  the  same  is 
hereby  constituted  and  appointed  the  Board  of  Superinteiidents  of 
the  Theological  school  in  Hope  College  ;  with  duties  and  preroga- 
tives like  those  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological 
school  at  New  Brunswick. 

Resolved,  3d,  That  the  Synod  proceed  to  elect  two  additional 
Theological  Professors;  one  of  Evangelistic  Theology,  and  one  of 
Exegctical  Theology, 

Resolved,  4th,  Ihat  the  Council  of  Hope  College  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  instructed  to  complete  the  organization  of  the  Theological 
department  in  the  College,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the 
charter  and  the  original  design  of  Synod,  as  speedily  as  practicable, 
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■with  the  same  course  of  study  established  hy  Synod  in  the  Theolos;ioal 
school  at  New  Brunswick ;  and  that  such  department  bo,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  recognized  as  the  Western  Theological  School  of 
this  Synod. 

Resolved,  5th,  That  the  Faculty  of  Hope  College,  exclusive  of 
such  members  as  are  not  acting  as  Theological  Professors  and 
Lectors  by  appointment  of  General  Synod,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
recognized  as  the  Faculty  of  the  Theolorjical  school  of  Synod  in  Hope 
College. 

Resolved,  6th,  That  the  Faculty  of  the  Theological  school  in  Hope 
College  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  empowered  and  instructed  to 
elect  one  of  their  number  to  represent  them  as  a  member  of  the 
Council  of  Hope  College. 

Resolved,  Vth,  That  the  Council  of  Hope  College  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  empowered  and  instructed  to  take  such  measures  to  com- 
plete the  endowment  of  the  institution,  as  shall  relieve  the  Board  of 
Education  of  the  support  of  its  Professors  within  the  space  of  two 
years. 

In  conclusion,  should  this  young  institution  grow  in  time,  and, 
under  the  divine  blessing,  to  the  stature  of  a  University  of  the  Re- 
formed Church,  all,  doubtless,  would  rejoice.  But  at  present,  the 
above  is  what,  and  all,  we  deem  the  case  to  demand.

On  counting  the  ballots  it  appeared  that  Rev.  A.  C.  Van  Raalte 
was  elected  Professor  of  Evano:elistic  Theology,  and  Rev.  Philip 
Phelps.  Jr.,  Professor  of  Exegetical  Theology. 

Rev.  P.  Phelps,  professor-elect,  appeared  in  Synod,  and  signified 
his  acceptance  of  the  office. 

The  Synod  proceeded  to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Seminary  whose  term  of  service 
has  expired. 

Nominations  were  received  from  the  Classes  of  Albany,  Pough- 
keepsie,   Raritan,  Saratoga,  New  Brunswick,   Montgomery,    South 
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Classis  of  Bergen,  South  Classis  of  Long  Island,  and  South  Classis 
of  New  York. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  reported  a  double  number  of  per- 
sons from  whom  to  choose  members  for  the  Classes  that  have  not 
made  nominations.

ARTICLE   XVIII. 

MISSIONS. 

The  Thirty-seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions was  received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, with  the  exception  of  so  much  as  relates  to  vacancies,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  was 
received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 

The  Thirty-seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Mis- 
sions, with  the  exception  of  so  much  as  relates  to  vacancies,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
was  received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions. 

The  Report  of  the  Church  Building  Fund  was  received,  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions. 

The  Comm'ttee  on  Domestic  Missions  presented  the  following  re- 
port, which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  respectfully  report  that  the 
Thirty-seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions, 
together  with  the  Treasurer's  Report,  have  been  placed  in  their 
hands. 

These  reports  are  well  calculated  to  awaken  gratitude  to  God,  and 
to  stimulate  the  Church  to  fresh  zeal  and  activity  in  the  great  work 
committed  to  her  by  her  Divine  Lord.  Clear  and  decided  evidence 
is  furnished  therein  of  the  progress  of  our  Domestic  Missionary  work, 
and  of  the  blessing  of  God  upon  the  efforts  thus  put  forth.  This  evi- 
dence is  found  in  the  contributions  made  to  the  Board,  amounting  to 
$24,973  33,  of  which  sum  ^16,988  has  been  given  by  the  churches, 
an  increase  over  last  year  of  $1,607  from  this  source,  and  a  larger 
amount  than  has  ever  before  been  given  by  them  in  one  year,  except 
when  some  special  appeal  has  been  made  to  them,  in  an  increase 
of  32  in  the  number  of  contributing  churches  over  those  of  last  year, 
in  an  addition  during  the  year  of  seven  to  the  number  of  self-sustain- 
ing churches,  some  of  which  have  been  dependent  upon  the  Board 
from  their  organization,  in  the  supply  of  laborers  for  the  West  fur- 
nished by  our  western  institutions,  meeting  a  want  long  felt,  in  the 
interest  taken  by  some  of  our  Sabbath  schools  in  the  work,  two  of 
which  unite  in  furnishing  the  entire  support  of  a  Missionary  at  the 
West,  in  the  reviving,  under  encouragmg   circumstances,  of  some 
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churches  at  the  West  which  had  been  abandoned,  in  the  individu- 
al aid  furnished  in  at  least  one  instance,  where  the  entire  support  of 
a  Pastor  has  been  contributed  by  one  who  had  previously  erected  a 
church  edifice  for  the  congregation,  in  the  addition  to  the  mem- 
bership of  the  churches  of  921,  of  which  number  668  have  been  by 
conversion,  in  the  refreshing  showers  of  divine  grace  which  have 
descended  upon  several  of  our  Mission  Churches,  and  in  the  increased 
interest  generally  exhibited  by  the  Church  in  sustaining  this  work. 
All  these  call  for  devout  gratitude  and  thanksgiving  to  the  great 
Head  of  the  Church. 

But  with  these  songs  of  joy  and  praise  there  mingle  in  the  report 
of  the  Board  the  notes  of  sadness.  The  melancholy  fact  is  disclosed 
that  while  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  contributions  by  church- 
es and  individuals  over  the  past  and  many  previous  years,  the  Treas- 
ury is  in  arrears  to  the  amount  of  $5,568  63,  This  arises  chiefly 
from  a  falling  off  in  the  amount  received  from  legacies.  In  this  con- 
nection it  may  well  be  asked  whether  we  are  doing  all  that  we 
should  in  so  important  a  cause?  Is  the  sum  of  $17,000  all  that  a 
Church  so  abundant  in  resources  has  to  give  for  the  evangelization 
of  our  country,  and  for  her  own  enlargement  and  increase  ?  Are  23 
churches  and  mission  stations  all  that  she  can  enable  this  Board  to 
maintain  in  the  great  West,  now  assuming  greater  importance  than 
ever  before,  and  especially  when  one  great  difficulty  is  to  a  great  ex- 
tent removed,  that  of  procuring  laborers  for  this  field  ?  We  feel 
constrained  to  say  that  the  amount  thus  contributed  does  not  reflect 
any  great  credit  upon  our  denomination.  It  is  neither  according  to 
the  measure  of  our  ability,  nor  to  the  wants  of  our  country,  nor  what 
the  interests  of  our  Church  require.  The  times  demand  of  us  much 
larger  contributions  and  more  energetic  efforts.  The  spirit  of  enter- 
prise and  energy  and  sleepless  activity  exhibited  in  the  prosecution^ 
of  worldly  schemes,  and  especially  in  the  great  highway  across  the 
continent  just  completed  ;  the  wide  extent  of  our  country ;  the  vast 
immigration  pouring  in  upon  us  from  other  lands ;  the  mighty  ef- 
forts making  by  the  enemies  of  truth  and  godliness  indicating  the 
approach  of  a  fearful  conflict  between  the  friends  and  foes  of  Christ ; 
the  increasing  disregard  of  the  Sabbath  and  its  institutions  ;  the  pre- 
valence of  vice  and  crime,  and  the  tide  of  corruption  which  has  been 
setting  in,  and  is  rolling  with  such  fearful  power  over  our  land ;  all 
these  summon  us  as  a  Church  to  gird  up  our  loins  and  to  do  far 
more  than  we  have  yet  done  if  we  would  save  our  country  from  ru- 
in. This  land  belongs  to  Christ.  The  foundations  of  our  country's 
greatness  were  laid  in  the  faith  of  the  Gospel,  and  in  the  religious 
principles  of  its  first  settlers.  That  which  the  Gospel  gave  us,  it; 
only  can  preserve.  It  alone  can  save  us  from  the  evils  which  threat- 
en our  overthrow.  Let  us  not  prove  false  to  the  trust  committed  to 
us. 
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CHURCH    BUILDING    FUND. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Board  it  appears  that  this  Fund  is  render- 
ing important  aid  in  the  work  of  Domestic  Missions.  Twelve 
churches  have  been  finislied  during  the  year,  or  have  reached  an  ad- 
vanced stage  of  progress,  through  the  assistance  received  from  this 
Fund,  121  churches  have  contributed  to  it  during  tlie  year,  being 
47  more  than  the  preceding  year,  their  contributions  amounting  to 
$10,772  09.  It  well  deserves  the  consideration  of  Synod  whether 
efforts  should  not  be  made  to  increase  this  Fund  as  being  indispen- 
sable to  the  growth  and  expansion  of  our  Domestic  Missionary  work. 
Places  in  abundance,  we  are  assured,  can  be  found  by  our  Church, 
and  the  men  can  be  had  to  fill  them,  but  the  church  edifices  are 
wanting,  and  hence  the  Board  cannot  occupy  them,  or  if  so,  under 
the  greatest  difficulties.  When  $10,000  thus  contributed  will  com- 
plete twelve  houses  of  worship,  is  there  any  better  expenditure  that 
can  be  made  of  money  ?  Should  not  an  effoit  be  made  at  once 
to  increase  the  sum  to  |1 00,000?  We  suggest  likewise  to  those 
■whom  God  has  blessed  with  worldly  substance,  in  making  bequests 
to  objects  of  benevolence,  not  to  forget  this  right  arm  of  our  Do- 
mestic Missionary  work.  Let  it  be  considered  that  whatever  is 
thus  given  is  perpetual,  and  will  be  doing  its  work  in  all  coming 
time. 


SABBATH    SCHOOLS. 

There  are  in  connection  with  the  churches  under  the  care  of  the 
Board,  95  Sabbath  schools,  in  which  are  8,115  children,  1,817 
more  than  last  year,  while  the  number  of  schools  is  four  less.  In 
these  have  been  93  conversions.  Your  Committee  regard  favorably 
the  suggestion  in  the  Report  to  Pastors  and  Superintendents  of  Sab- 
bath schools,  to  organize  their  schools  into  Domestic  Missionary  As- 
sociations, to  cooperate  with  the  Board  in  the  work  of  sustaining 
feeble  churches. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  gratefully  recognizes  the  favor  of  God 
toward  the  woi-k  of  the  Board  during  the  past  year. 

Resolved,  That  Synod  has  learned  with  much  gratification  of  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  churches  contributing  to  the  Board,  and 
urgently  recommend  to  every  church  in  our  denomination  the  im- 
portance of  taking  a  collection  for  it  during  the  coming  and  every 
succeeding  year. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  be  instructed  to  make  efforts  as  speed- 
ily as  possible,  by  employing  an  agent  hitherto  authorized  by  Sy- 
nod, or  by  the  agents  appointed  during  the  past  year  in  the  several 
Classes,  to  increase  the  Building  Fund  to  $100,000. 

Resolved,  That  the  Pastors  of  our  Churches  and  the  Superintend- 
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ents  of  Sabbath  schools  be  recommended,  where  no  such  organiza- 
tions are  already  in  existence,  to  form  Domestic  Missionary  Asso- 
ciations in  their  Sabbath  schools,  to  aid  the  Board  in  their  work.

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  presented  the  following  Re- 
port, which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

A  year  of  unusual  prosperity  in  the  Missions  demands  tlie  most 
grateful  recognition  of  the  Synod  and  the  Churches.  The  gracious 
favor  of  the  head  of  the  Church  is  manifested  in  every  page  of  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Board.  As  this  important  document  will  be 
printed  with  the  Minutes  of  Synod,  and  also  in  pamphlet  form  for 
general  circulation,  your  Committee  believe  that  no  more  powerful 
arguments  can  be  presented  for  increased  liberality,  and  abounding 
prayer,  and  advancing  movement,  than  the  facts  and  statements  of 
its  encouraging  record.  Truly  has  it  been  "  a  year  of  the  riglithand 
of  the  Most  High."  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  work  of  the  several 
Missions,  we  have  special  reasons  for  devout  thanksgiving  to  our 
Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  whose  everlasting  love  and  match- 
less grace  have  been  so  signally  displayed  in  the  toils  and  successes 
of  our  favored  Missions.  We  refer  specifically  to  such  facts  as 
these  :  Ingatherings  of  the  Churches,  the  progress  of  the  schools, 
the  usefulness  of  the  medical  department  of  the  service,  the  remarka- 
ble preaching  tours  of  our  brethren  in  India,  with  their  native  assist- 
ants, the  new  stations  which  have  been  occupied,  and  those  which  in- 
vite our  possession,  the  wonderful  work  at  Chiang-Chiu,  the  pressing 
claims  of  Tindevanum,  and  the  singular  providences  in  Japan,  the 
rapid  increase  of  the  native  ministry  and  Gospel  helpers  in  India, 
the  translation  of  the  Scriptures  into  the  Japanese  language,  and 
their  circulation  and  results  in  the  other  Missions,  the  new  efforts 
for  the  education  of  women  in  China,  the  removal  of  old  obstacles, 
and  the  pos-ilive  progress  reported  by  every  Mission,  and  to  crown 
all,  tlie  blessings  of  the  Holy  Ghost  upon  the  labors  of  our  brethren 
and  their  Churches  and  stations. 

For  the  particulars  of  these  and  other  great  facts,  we  must  refer 
the  whole  Church  to  the  Annual  Report.  It  deserves  the  careful 
examination  of  the  ministry,  and  its  important  statements  should  be 
made  familiar  to  every  congregation  of  the  Reformed  Church. 

The  only  shadow  that  falls  upon  these  annals  of  the  Missions,  is 
from  that  cloud  of  debt  which  overhangs  the  Board.  Yet  this  iS 
the  result,  not  of  apathy  nor  of  declining  power,  but  of  abundant 
success,  together  with  some  extraordinary  expenditures  for  buildings 
and  for  the  return  of  our  worn  laborers  to  their  native  land  for  rest 
and  health.     The  actual  contributions  of  the  Churches  during  the 
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year  have  exceeded  those  of  any  previous  year  of  our  separate  mis- 
Bionary  operations,  and  they  arc  a  substantial  pledge  of  still  greater 
liberality  in  the  future. 

The  publication  of  the  new  monthly  paper  of  the  Board,  entitled 
"The  Gospel  Field,"  marks  an  era  in  the  progress  of  the  work,  and 
your  Committee  believe  that  the  widest  possible  circulation  should 
be  given  to  this  valuable  periodical.  It  ought  to  reach  every  family 
in  the  Churches.  The  last  great  subject  which  is  illustrated  and 
enforced  by  the  Report  of  the  Board,  is  re-enforcement  of  the  Mis- 
sions. Two  more  men  are  needed  at  once  for  India,  two  for  China, 
and  one  for  Japan ;  and  there  is  room  for  more  in  each  of  these 
fields,  if  they  can  be  procured.  The  missionaries  now  in  this  coun- 
try, and  who  will  return  with  the  three  ladies,  who  are  already  com- 
missioned as  assistant  missionaries,  will  only  fill  places  that  are  tem- 
porarily vacated.  For  new,  large,  inviting  fields ;  for  aggressive 
movements  upon  the  kingdom  of  darkness,  and  for  accomplishing 
our  proper  work,  the  Church  once  more,  in  her  Saviour's  name, 
makes  the  solemn  appeal,  both  for  the  laborers  and  for  the  means  to 
send  and  support  them. 

Grateful  to  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  interpreting  his  favor  to  our 
Missions  as  the  royal  order  for  new  forward  movements,  and  com- 
mitting our  way  unto  the  Lord,  we  believe  that  the  verv  safety  of 
tlie  Missions  lies  in  the  line  of  progress,  and  that  the  power  of  the 
Church,  for  good,  rests  in  her  obedience  to  the  great  commission. 
With  these  views  your  Committee  propose  for  the  adoption  of  Gen- 
eral Synod  the  following 


RESOLUTIONS  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  acknowledges,  with  devout 
thanksgiving  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  the  gracious  favor 
which  He  has  shown  during  the  past  year  to  the  several  Missions  of 
our  Reformed  Church,  and  that  we  regard  these  blessings  as  new  ar- 
guments for  a  more  vigorous  prosecution  of  this  great  work. 

2.  Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  important  openings  for  enlarged 
operations  in  China,  India,  and  Japan,  and  the  pressing  demands  for 
re-enforcements,  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  be  and  hereby  is 
directed,  as  provided  by  the  last  General  Synod,  to  commission  and 
send  forth  those  who  are  prepared  to  enter  upon  this  holy  service 
for  Christ  among  the  heathen. 

3.  Resolved,  That  while  this  Synod  deplores  the  existence  of  the 
debt  of  (^24,000)  twenty-four  thousand  dollars,  which  has  been  re- 
ported by  the  Board,  it  also  rejoices  in  the  fact  that  this  incum- 
brance is  not  the  result  of  apathy  and  decreasing  interest  among 
the  Churches,  but  that  it  is  chiefly  the  eft'ect  of  the  providential 
successes  and  enlarged  operations  of  the  Missions. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  Synod  also  recognizes,  with  great  satisfac- 
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tion,  the  liberality  of  the  Churches  during  the  past  year,  and  re- 
gards this  as  the  pledge  of  systematic  efforts  to  liquidate  the  debt, 
and  to  sustain  and  advance  the  Missions  during  the  present  year. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  Churches  be  recommended  to  take  their 
monthly  contributions  for  this  cause  on  the  morning  of  the  first 
Sabbath  in  each  month,  so  that  the  benevolent  offerings  of  their  full 
congregations  may  regularly  flow  into  the  Treasury,  instead  of  the 
limited  gifts  of  the  few  who  usually  attend  the  monthly  concert  for 
prayer,  and  in  order  to  prevent  the  depletion  of  the  funds  during 
the  summer  season,  it  is  further  recommended  that  congregational 
contributions  and  payments  of  monies,  for  this  object,  be  made  as 
largely  as  practicable  in  these  months. 

6.  Resolved^  That  consecration  to  the  work  of  Missions,  in  a  time 
like  this,  and  amid  such  high  encouragements,  is  alike  the  duty  and 
the  privilege  of  the  Church  and  her  children ;  and  that  this  subject 
is  most  urgently  commended  to  the  hearts  and  consciences,  the  pro- 
gress and  faith,  the  liberality  and  self-saci-ifice  of  the  entire  Church.

Resolved,  That  the  Board  be  requested  to  consider  the  expediency 
of  stationing  a  Missionary  to  meet,  as  they  arrive,  the  heathen  now 
beginning  to  come  in  so  large  numbers  to  our  Parcific  coast. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  families  and  members 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America,  about  to  emigral,p  to  the  West 
or  the  South,  to  do  so,  as  far  as  practicable,  in  companies,  which  may 
afford  facilities  for  the  establishment  of  churches  and  schools  among 
them. 

Resolved,  That  the  Ministers  and  Elders  of  the  churches  be  re- 
quested to  be  assistant  in  the  matter  with  good  counsel  and  advice 
to  those  under  their  charge. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  be  requested  to 
give  attention  to  this  subject,  and,  if  they  find  it  practicable,  make 
it  the  business  of  their  Secretary  to  aid  with  such  information  and 
advice  as  he  may  be  able  to  give,  the  formation  and  settlement  of  such 
companies,  and  not  only  from  among  the  members  of  the  Reform- 
ed Church  in  America,  but  also  from  among  the  immigrants  from 
Holland  and  Germany. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported,  the  Synod  pro- 
ceeds I  to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 
■whose  term  of  service  has  expired.  On  counting  the  ballots  it  ap- 
peared that  the  following  were  elected  :  Rev.  G.  H.  Peeke,  W.  H. 
Steele,  Denis  Wortman,  J.  McC.  Holmes,  W.  V.  V.  Mabon,  Mr. 
Sanford  Cobb,  A.  H.  Hazen,  A.  V.  Van  Vechten. 
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The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported,  Synod  proceed, 
ed  to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions' 
whose  term  of  service  has  expired.  On  coimting  the  ballots  it  ap- 
peared that  the  following  were  elected :  Rev.  Isaac  Riley,  T.  G.

ARTICLE  XIX.

The  Committee,  on  the  WldoAvs'  and  Disabled  Ministers'  Funds, 
presented  the  following  Report  which  was  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  the  Widows'  and  Disabled  Ministers'  Funds, 
beg  leave  to  report  from  the  following  papers  which  have  been 
placed  in  their  hands,  viz  :  Widows'  Fund  Account,  Widows'  Fund 
Income  Account,  and  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund  Account,  they  learn 
the  state  of  these  funds  respectively.

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"While  it  is  pleasant  to  note  an  increase  in  the  number  of  contrib- 
uting Churches,  it  appears  to  your  Committee  a  matter  of  deep  re- 
gret that  so  few  of  our  Churches  as  yet  have  given  to  these  funds  ■ 
their   confidence   and  support.     It  is  surely  the  duty  of  the  Church  ■ 
to  care  for  her  aged  and  disabled  ministers,  and  for  the  needy  wid- 
ows and  orphans  of  those  whose  lives  have  been  devoted  to  her  ser- 
vice.    But  how  shall  the  Churches  be  aroused  to  the  importance  off 
this  duty  ?     Vaiious  methods  have  been  suggested  to  the  minds  of  ~ 
the  Committee,  all  of  which  have  been  carefully  considered.  Among 
these  plans  for  reaching  the  Churches,  that  which  seems  most  feasi- 
ble to  your  Committee  is,  to  work  through  the  Classes.    Yet  we  are  ■ 
at  once  met  by  the  fact  that  the  subject  has  again  and  again  been 
commended  to  the  Classes,  and  still  the  matter  has  failed  to  receive 
the  attention  its   importance  demands.     This  may,  however,  be  ac- 
counted for,  at  least  in  part,  by  the  consideration  that  the  Classical 
agents  who  were  appointed  by  direction  of  Synod,  have  iu  most  in- 
stances been   pastors,  who  were  unable,  from  their  very  position,  to 
present    the    matter  to  the  separate  Churches.     Your  Committee, 
however,  believe  that  this  difficulty  might  be  greatly  relieved,  if  not 
entirely  removed,  by  the  selection  of  one  or  more  efficient  elders  in 
each  Classis,  to  solicit  funds  under  the  direction  of  the  pastors  of 
the  Churches.      We  believe  that  such  elders  may  be  found  in  all  our 
Classes,  who  will  be  not  only  active,  but  successful  agents.     We  re- 
commend the  following  action  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  it  be  enjoined  upon  each  Cassis  connected 
with  this  Synod,  to  see  to  it,  that  the  claims  of  the  widows  and 
disabled  ministers  are  presented  in  all  the  Churches. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  method  of  doing  this  be  left  to  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Classis,  but  that  Synod  suggests  the  propriety  of  en- 
gaging the  eldership  in  the  work  of  presenting  these  claims  where- 
ever  practicable. 

3.  Resolved,  That  any  collateral  aid  which  it  may  be  in  the  power 
of  unemployed  ministers,  especially  those  whose  age  and  influence  ^ 
are  such  as  to  insure  the  confidence  of  the  Churches,  to  render  to 
these  agents,  is  cordially  invited  by  this  Synod. 

There  is  a  single  feature  of  the  plan  of  the  Widows'  Fund,  to- 
which  the  Committee  deem  it  important  to  call  attention. 

Under  the  amended  rules,  the  contributions  of  the  Churches,  un- 
less otherwise  ordered  by  the  Chur'^hes  contributing,  are  added  to 
the  principal  of  the  fund.  The  cop  equence  is  that  these  contribu- 
tions have  but  little  perceptible  in-fl  ence  upon  the  amount  of  annu- 
ities. It  is  the  view  of  your  Committee  that  one  great  reason  of  the 
lack  of  confidence  which  is  manifested  by  the  Churches  and  Pastors, 
is  the  smallness  of  these  annuities.  If  the  sums  contributed  by  the 
Churches  during  the  last  year  had  been  added  to  the  income  to  be 
divided  among  the  annuitants,  the  amount  paid  to  each  would  have 
reached  nearly  the  maximum  allowed  by  the  rules  of  the  Fund,  viz: 
$200.     With  a  view,  therefore,  to  enable  the  Fund  to  pay  to  those 
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who  are  entitled  to  receive  its  benefits,  a  sum  more  nearly  adequate 
to  meet  their  necessities,  which  in  some  cases  are  very  pressing,  and, 
at  the  same  time,  to  inspire  a  larger  confidence,  your  Committee  re- 
commend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Hesoh'cd,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Churches,  in  making 
contributions  to  the  Widows'  Fund,  to  direct  the  application  of 
their  contributions  to  tlie  income  of  the  Fund,  so  far  as  may  be  nec- 
essary to  bring  the  annuities  up  to  the  maximum  amount. 

A  memorial  has  also  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee 
from  the  Classis  of  Wisconsin,  upon  the  subject  of  establishing  a 
fund  to  sustain  the  Emeriti  Ministers  of  our  Church,  or  their  wid- 
ows and  orphans,  who  have  no  other  means  of  support.  The  occa- 
sion of  this  paper  was  the  case  of  a  Pastor  who,  having  been  de- 
clared emeritus,  and  promised  an  annuity,  was  deprived  of  his  ex- 
pected support  by  a  division  of  the  congregation.  As  we  have 
already  a  "  Widows' Fund,"  and  a  "Fund  for  Disabled  Ministers," 
your  Committee  cannot  recommend  any  action  looking  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  another.  They  recommend,  however,  the  following  action 
in  reference  to  the  matter  of  this  memorial : 

Resolved,  Tliat  the  proper  course  to  be  pursued  in  a  case  of  this 
kind  is  an  application,  endorsed  by  the  Classis,  for  an  appropriation 
from  the  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund. 

Believing  that  the  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund  has  a  very  special 
claim  upon  the  liberal  cooperation  of  the  Churches,  your  Committee 
recommend  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  a  standing  committee  be  appointed  in  each 
Classis,  to  whom  all  applications  for  aid  from  the  Disabled  Minis- 
ters' Fund  shall  be  presented.  This  committee  shall  send  a  faithful 
statement  of  each  case  to  the  Stated  Clerk  of  General  Synod  before 
the  meeting  of  Synod,  for  the  use  of  the  Synodical  Committee  on  the 
Widows'  and  Disabled  Ministers'  Funds,  which  committee  shall  ap- 
portion the  money  collected  during  the  year  for  disabled  Ministers 
among  the  applicants. 

2.  Resolved,  That  every  Church  within  our  bounds  be  earnestly 
exhorted  to  take  up  an  annual  collection  for  the  Disabled  Ministers' 
Fund,  and  that  every  Pastor  be  enjoined  to  present  this  subject  to 
his  consistory,  and  urge  their  compliance  with  this  request.

ARTICLE  XX. 

BOARD    OF    PUBLICATION. 


The  Fifteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication  was  re- 
ceived, and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication,  with  the  ex- 
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ception  of  so  mucli  as  refers  to  vacancies,  wliich  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Nomiuations. 

Tlie  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Publication  was  re« 
ceived,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  Synod  to 
confer  with  the  Board  of  Publication  was  received,  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Publication. 

The  Committee  on  'Publication  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Publication  respectfully  report  that  the  papers 
referred  to  them  have  been  carefully  examined,  viz :  the  Annual  Re- 
port of  the  Board  of  Publication,  through  its  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary, and  the  Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  Synod 
under  resolutions  appearing  on  page  497  of  the  Minutes  for  1868. 

The  Report  of  the  Board  shows  the  amount  collected  during  the 
year  ending  May  1,  1869,  from  churches,  individuals,  and  Sabbath 
schools  to  be  $Q,92l  29.  Of  this  amount,  $4,703  03  have  been 
contributed  for  general  purposes,  and  $2,224  26  f n-  the  endowment. 
The  total  collections  during  the  previous  year  were  $5,812,  showing 
an  increase  in  contributions  the  past  year  of  $1,1 15  29. 

The  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Board  shows  its 
total  assets  to  be  $38,007  15;  and  total  liabilities  $10,836  38; 
making  a  balance  in  its  favor  of  $27,170  77.  The  total  stock  on 
hand  in  the  Depository  amounts  to  $30,037  37,  which  is  an  increase 
of  $4,299  44  over  the  amount  on  hand  at  the  date  of  the  previous 
report. 

The  sales  of  books,  (fee,  for  the  year  amount  to  $15,918  94,  of 
which  about  half,  your  Committee  are  informed,  have  been  the  pub- 
lications of  the  Board,  a  proportion  somewhat  larger  than  that  of 
last  year. 

The  expense  of  carrying  on  the  depository  amounts  to  $3,445  33'; 
salary,  &c.,  of  the  Correi^ponding  Secretary,  $2,590  97  ;  making  a 
total  expense  of  $6,036   30. 

The  main  object  to  be  considered  in  connection  with  this  show- 
ing is  the  position  of  the  Board  in  relation  to  the  work  of  the  Church, 
and  its  adaptedness  to  carry  out  the  design  of  its  formation. 

In  the  judgment  of  your  Committee,  the  Board  of  Publication 
occupies  a  different  position  from  that  of  the  other  Boards  of  the 
Church.  It  is  indeed  a  benevolent  Board,  but  not  in  the  sense  in 
which  they  are  benevolent.  These  disburse  money  with  no  expecta- 
tion of  a  return  in  kind,  while  that  devotes  its  main  efforts  to  the 
strictly  business  operation  of  selling  books.  It  is  a  benevolent  work, 
probably,  to  sell  good  books ;  but  it  is,  after  all,  an  enterprise  in 
which  money  is  used  to  get  money  again.  It  is  true  a  few  grants 
of  books,  &c.,  have  been  made  by  the  Board  during  the  past  year, 
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bnt  these  amount  to  a  very  inconsiderable  fraction  of  the  Board's 
operations.  The  business  aspect  of  tlie  Board  of  Publication  should 
be  continual!}'  kept  in  view,  not  solely,  indeed,  but  mainly,  for  it  is 
through  its  business  operations  that  it  must  attain,  if  ever,  a  capa- 
bility of  benevolence.  It  must  make  money  on  its  sales  for  benevo- 
lent uses.  In  proportion  as  its  business  operations  prosper  will  it 
be  able  to  make  grants  of  its  publications  to  feoble  chuiches  and 
schools,  and  to  enrich  with  its  surplus  the  treasuries  of  the  purely 
benevolent  Boards  of  the  Church.  This  your  Committee  conceive 
to  be  the  true  position  of  the  Board  of  Publication  in  its  relation  to 
the  benevolent  work  of  the  Church. 

A  sanctified  press  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  great  agencies  for  the 
evangelization  of  the  world.  This  proposition,  however,  which  none 
will  question,  does  not  imply  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Church  as 
such  to  go  into  the  publishing  business.  The  Board  of  Publication, 
as  an  agency  of  the  Church  in  carrying  forward  its  operations,  does 
not  properly  appeal  to  the  churches  for  sympathy  and  sustenance  on 
this  general  ground.  Rather  it  is  a  part  of  the  machinery  of  the 
Church,  which  needs  to  be  kept  in  good  condition  for  the  harmoni- 
ous and  effective  working  of  the  whole.  A  denominational  litera- 
ture is  a  great  desideratum  ;  to  furnish  which  to  the  Cburch  is  the. 
appropiiate  work,  as  it  is  the  first  duty  of  the  Board.  Thus,  the 
Board  is  the  appropriate  agent  of  the  Chui'ch  in  supplying  a  suitable 
literature,  whether  its  own  putilications  or  those  of  other  houses,  to 
Sabbath  school  and  congregational  libraries.  Its  bf^nevolent  func- 
tions, as  already  hinted,  consist  in  gratuitous  grants  of  its  own  and 
other  publications  to  churches  and  mission  stations  which  need  the 
fostering  care  of  the  General  Synod,  as  well  through  this  as  its  Board ' 
of  Missions.  Still  further,  the  province  of  the  Board  of  Publication 
is  to  conduct  the  business  of  a  publishing  and  bookselling  house  in 
such  a  way  as  to  make  money  for  the  use  of  the  General  Synod  in 
such  a  manner  as  it  !-hall  see  lit  to  ordain. 

The  condition  of  the  Bc^rd  up  to  the  present  time  has  not  been 
such  as  to  enable  it  to  discharge  these  functions,  except  in  part.  It 
is,  however,  advancing  from  year  to  year  toward  their  realization. 
A  denominational  literature  is  gradually  growing  up  under  its  aus- 
pices, and  it  is  increasing  its  grants  of  books  to  feeble  church  and 
Sunday  school  enterprises.  These  amounted  to  $021  the  past  year,  as 
against  $228  (i9  the  former  year.  Its  financial  condition,  moreover, 
is  sound,  and  its  stock  increasing. 

The  business  of  the  depository,  however,  has  not  been  conducted 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  command  the  confidence  of  the  churches : 
and  hence  the  appointment  of  a  committee  by  the  last  General  Sy- 
nod to  confer  with  certain  bookf^elling  houses  in  New  York  in  re- 
gard to  transferring  to  them,  or  one  of  them,  the  sale  of  the  publica- 
tions of  the  Board.  This  Committee  entertained  one  view  on  the 
subject,  and  the  Board  another;  and  the  whole  matter  remains, 
therefore,  in  statu  quo.     The  Committee  say  in  their  report  that 
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they  "deem  it  important  that  same  arrangement  should  be  made  by 
•which  larger  sales  could  be  secured,  and  the  expenses  reduced." 
The  cost  of  selling  the  publications  of  the  Board  is  indeed  a  large 
per  centage  of  the  sale^ ;  and  it  is  plain  that  as  a  business  operation 
this  part  of  the  Board's  work  is  not  conducted  to  the  advantage  of 
the  Church.  Just  where  the  fault,  if  fault  there  be,  may  be,  whether 
in  untoward  legislation  on  the  affairs  of  the  Board  in  former  years, 
or  somewhere  else,  it  is  not  for  your  Committee  to  say.  The  fact, 
however,  is  sufficiently  plain,  that  the  depository  costs  too  much  for 
the  work  it  does.  It  ought  to  pay  expens^es  not  only,  but  to  gain  a 
surplus  for  Church  work.  The  way  to  remedy  the  defect  is  not,  your 
Committee  think,  bv  abolishing  the  depository  and  handing  over  the 
business  of  selling  the  publicaiions  of  the  Board  to  some  other  house, 
but  rather  to  adopt  such  measures  as  shall  secure,  if  possible,  the 
more  efficient  conduct  of  its  affairs.  The  discontinuance  of  the  de- 
pository would  be  in  effect  the  abolition  of  the  Board  ;  for  without 
this  tangible  method  of  operation  it  would  soon  lose  the  measure  of 
confidence  which  it  now  enjoys,  and  be  regarded  as  most  emphati- 
cally the  fifth  whcfd  of  the  ecclesiastical  wagon.  The  Church,  more- 
over, needs  a  headquarters  of  its  own,  a  place  where  Ministers  and 
lay  brethren  may  meet  together,  the  whole  year  round,  to  exchange 
fraternal  greetings  not  only,  but  especially  to  engage  in  fraternal  con- 
ference in  regard  to  the  interests  and  operations  of  the  Church. 

As  entire  reorganization  is  usually  the  surest  way  of  remedying 
chronic  inefficiency  in  almost  any  institution,  your  Committee  are 
of  the  opinion  that  the  entire  reorganization  of  the  business  of  the 
depository  would  be  most  likely  to  secure  the  end  at  which  the  Sy- 
nod has  been  so  long  aiming.  And  they  are  the  more  inclined  to 
recommend  this,  ina-much  as  a  change  of  some  kind  will  shortly 
have  to  be  made.  Your  Ci>mmitteehH,ve  learned  that  the  publishing 
agent  of  the  Board.  Mr.  Wm.  Ferris,  is  about  to  engage  in  the  work 
of  the  ministry.  This  will,  of  course,  deprive  the  Board  of  his  ser- 
vices. Your  Committee  f^-el  that  the  Board,  in  making  other  ar- 
rangements, should  keep  steadily  and  solely  in  view  the  necessity  of 
making  the  depository  a  paying  institution,  in  accordance  with  the 
views  set  forth  above.  Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  the 
following  action  : 

Mesolved,  That  the  Board  of  Publication  be  instructed  to  reorgan- 
ize the  business  of  its  depository  in  such  a  way  as  to  secure  its  most 
eflScient  conduct,  with  a  view  to  making  it  pay  expenses  not  only, 
but  also  to  gain  an  increasing  surplus,  year  by  year,  to  be  appropri- 
ated in  such  channels  of  church  work  as  the  General  Synod  shall 
direct. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  reiterates  its  recommendation 
of  the  Board  to  the  churches  for  an  endowment  of  130,000,  whereby 
the  Board  may  be  supplied  with  an  adequate  capital  for  carrying  on 
its  work  of  publication. 

Resolved,  That  the  special  committee  appointed  by  the  last  Synod 
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to  confer  with  publishing  houses  in  New  York  in  regard  to  the  sale 
of  the  publications  of  the  Board  be,  according  to  their  request,  and 
hereby  are,  discharged  from  further  service.

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  be  directed  to  have  the  Roll 
printed  for  the  use  of  the  members,  j 

The  death  of  the  wife  of  ex-President  Hasbrouck,  of  Rutgers  Col- 
lege, having  been  announced,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  respectful  condolence  of  General  Synod  be 
conveyed  by  its  President  to  Hon.  A.  B.  Hasbrouck,  of  Kingston, 
the  venerable  ex-President  of  Rutgers  College,  on  occasion  of  his 
sudden  bereavement,  the  announcement  of  which  has  this  day  been 
made  to  us. 

The  Committee  on  the  establishment  of  a  religious  newspaper  re- 
ported progress,  and  asked  for  the  privilege  of  adding  five  members 
to  the  Committee. 

Resolved,  That  the  request  be  granted. 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  the  annual  meetings  of  the  General  Sy- 
nod commence  at  3  o'clock,  P.  M,,  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  June. 
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The  Van  Benschoten  Bequest  was  read. 

Resolved,  That  the  office  of  Permanent  Clerk  be  restored,  and  that 
the  division  of  labor  be  arranged  between  this  officer  and  the  Stated 
Clerk. 

Resolved,  That  the  Permanent  Clerk  be  allowed  a  salary  of  fifty- 
dollars  per  annum,  and  that  his  necessary  expenses  while  attending 
the  meetings  of  General  Synod  be  paid. 

Resolved,  That  Rev.  Paul  D.  Van  Cleef  be  appointed  Permanent 
Clerk. 

Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  thankfully  accepts  the  gift  of 
the  Manual  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  from  the  author. 
Rev.  Edward  Tanjore  Corwin,  and  it  cordially  commends  this  vol- 
ume as  an  invaluable  repository  of  the  History  and  Ministerial  Bio- 
graphy of  our  Church. 

ARTICLE  XXII. 

BENEVOLENT    AND    RELIGI0US~INSTITUT10NS. 

A  Committee  consisting  of  Rev,  N,  Conklin,  C.  Spaulding,  J.  H. 
Suydam,  and  Elder  R.  N.  Perlee,  was  appomted  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  devotional  exercises,  administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper, 
and  to  consider  applications  for  the  supply  of  pulpits  in  the  city  on 
the  Sabbath. 

After  the  reading  of  the-  Minutes  on  the  morning  of,  each  day's 
session,  a-half  hour  was  spent  in  devotional  exercises. 

An  hour  was  spent  on  the  afternoon  of  the  first  day  in  devotional 
exercises. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  second  day  of  the  session,  after  a  sermon 
by  Rev.  John  Foroyth,  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  ad- 
ministered. 

The  Secretaries  of  the  Boards  were,  in  accordance  with  the  rule 
of  the  Synod,  heard  on  the  morning  of  the  third  day  of  the  session, 
and  were  followed  by  the  members  of  Synod  in  a  free  interchange 
of  thought  and  feeling. 

A  sermon  on  Benevolence  was  preached  on  the  evening  of  the 
sixth  day  of  the  session,  by  Rev.  C,  H.  Edgar,  from  Luke,  10:37, 
"  Go  and  do  thou  likewise." 
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Rev,  Z.  Eddy  was  cliosen  Primarius,  and  Rev.  J,  McC.  Holmes, 
Secundus,  to  prcacli  tbe  sermon  on  Benevolence  at  the  next  stated 
session. 

Rev.  Joseph  Scudder,  Secretary  of  the  American  and  Foreign 
Christian  Union,  addressed  the  Synod  in  behalf  of  that  Institution. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  heartily  endorses  the  American  and 
Foreign  Christian  Union,  and  earnestly  commends  the  Society  to 
the  benevolence  of  the  Churches, 

Rev.  W.  J.  R.  Taylor,  Secretary  of  the  American  Bible  Society, 
presented  the  claims  of  that  Institution. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  has  heard,  with  unfeigned  satisfaction, 
the  statements  of  Rev.  W.  J.  R.  Taylor,  Corresponding  vSecretary  of 
the  American  Bible  Society,  respecting  the  work  in  which  that  In- 
stitution is  engaged,  and  that  gratefully  recognizing  the  Divine  pow- 
er which  has  accompanied  the  efforts  of  the  Society  in  the  past,  it 
invokes  a  continuance  of  the  same  blessing  in  the  future,  and  cor- 
dially commends  it  to  the  sympathy,  and  prayers,  and  liberality  of 
the  families  within  its  bounds. 

A  meeting  on  behalf  of  Foreign  Missions  was  held  on  the  evening 
of  the  seventh  day  of  the  session,  and  which  was  presided  over  by 
Rev.  Thomas  DeWitt,  at  which  the  Missionaries  Ballagh,  from 
Japan,  Kip,  from  Amoy,  and  E,  C.  Scudder,  from  India,  were  pre- 
sent, and  at  which  children  from  the  "  Home  for  Wanderers,"  by  in- 
vitation of  the  Synod,  participated  in  the  singing  exercises. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  urgently  recommend  to  the  Churches  the 
observance  of  the  usual  Week  of  Prayer  in  January. 

Whereas,  The  "  Bethune  Memorial  Church,"  of  this  city,  under 
the  pastorate  of  the  Rev.  P.  Stryker  Talmage,  is  located  in  a  portion 
of  the  city  where  a  church  of  our  order  is  needed,  and  in  the  very 
flow  of  the  tide  of  population  ;  and 

Whereas,  Under  the  smiles  of  Heaven,  it  has  reached  that  point 
when  a  church  edifice  seems  absolutely  necessary  for  its  permanency 
and  enlargement.     Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  cordially  commend  this  enterprise  to 
the  liberal  benefactions  of  our  Churches,  and  especially  of  those  with- 
in the  city  and  Classis  of  Philadelphia.

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ARTICLE  XXTII. 


pastokal  letter. 

The  General  Synod  to  the  Ministers,  Elders,  Deacons,  and 
Brethren,  of  the  Reformed  Chukch  in  America  :  Grace 
TO  you  and  Peace,  from  God  our  Father,  and  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

We  have  heard,  dearly  beloved,  with  unfeigned  joy,  of  your  stead- 
fastness in  the  faith  ;  of  your  unity  and  fellowship  in  the  Spirit ;  of 
your  ztal  and  diligence  in  every  good  work ;  of  the  riches  of  your 
liberality  ;  and  of  your  tender  and  constant  affection  to  the  Church 
of  God,  which  was  first  planted  by  the  Apostles  and  afterwards  re- 
stored to  its  primitive  purity  by  the  noble  Reformers.  We  thank 
the  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  for  your  filial  and  de- 
voted attachment  to  that  branch  of  the  Church  Catholic  which  bears 
the  title  of  Reformed.  It  is  not  the  offsptiug  of  human  invention; 
it  is  not  the  growth  of  a  day ;  it  has  passed  through  the  fiery  trials 
of  many  centuries,  and  has  been  found  as  gold  which  the  furnace 
may  purify  but  cannot  destroy.  Onr  doctrines  are  those  of  Protest- 
ant Christendom  ;  our  polity  and  discipline  are  in  strict  accordance 
with  the  New  Testament ;  and  our  order  of  worship  has  come  down 
to  us  essentially  unchanged  from  the  first  age  of  the  glorious  Re- 
formation. 

Doubtless  this  Church  is  ordained  of  God  to  a  high  and  benefi- 
cent mission  on  this  continent.  And  it  is  an  indispensable  pre-re- 
quisite  to  the  fulfillment  of  that  mission,  that  her  ministers  and  mem- 
bers should  clearly  understand  and  justly  appreciate  her  distinctive 
denon)inational  peculiarities.  To  one  or  two  of  these  we  would,  at 
this  time,  call  your  candid  and  thoughtful  attention. 

1.  The  Reformed  Church  has  always  been  distinguished  for  its 
solicitude  and  care  for  the  right  nurture  of  the  childrf^n  and  youth 
within  its  pale.  It  asserts,  as  a  fundamental  principle,  that  our 
children,  though  fallen  in  Adam,  are  sanctified  in  Christ,  and  there- 
fore, as  members  of  His  Church,  are  entitled  to  Holy  Baptism.  This 
being  assumed,  the  Church  treats  her  baptized  children  with  tender 
affection,  as  the  visible  children  of  God,  and  heirs  of  salvation.  She 
puts  into  their  mouth  the  language  of  appropriating  faith,  of  adopt- 
tion,  and  of  joyous  hope.  She  teaches  them  to  claim  God  as  their 
Father,  Christ  as  their  Saviour,  and  the  Holy  Ghost  as  their  Sancti- 
fier  and  Comforter.  Now  it  is  this  which  distinguishes  our  excel- 
lent Catechism  from  most  other  Protestant  manuals  of  the  same 
class.  The  aim  of  the  Catechism  is  to  develope  gracious  disposi- 
tions already  implanted  by  the  Spirit  of  God.  It  is,  therefore,  lull  of 
tenderness  and  comfort.  Its  form,  though  not  severely  scholastic, 
like  that  of  some  other  manuals,  is  sufficiently  logical  for  all  purposes 
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of  instruction.     When  properly  used,  far  from  being  gloomy  and  re- 
pulsive to  the  youthful  mind,  it  is  singularly  genial  and  attractive. 

Now  we  have  reason  to  fear,  not  only  that  our  Catechi»^m  is,  in 
many  congregations,  falling  into  disuse,  but  that  the  systematic  in- 
struction of  cliildren  and  youth,  in  the  doctrines  of  grace,  is  widely 
neglected.  It  is  feared  that  mmy  parents,  pastors,  and  ruling  elders, 
have  delegated  this  duty  to  Sunday  school  teachers,  and  that  the 
majority  of  the  latter  are  averse  even  to  the  occasional  use  of  the 
Catechism  as  a  text-book.  We  need  not  say,  brethren,  that  we 
would  by  no  means  have  the  Catechism  supplant  the  Bible  in  the 
family,  the  Sunday  school,  or  the  pulpit.  "J'he  principle  that  the 
Word  of  God  is  the  only  infallible  rule  of  faith  and  practice,  is  the 
corner-stone  of  our  Protestantism.  Let  the  Bible,  therefore,  have 
the  supreme  place  in  every  scheme  of  Christian  education  ;  but  next 
to  the  Bible,  let  us  place  the  Catechism  as  the  best  and  wisest  sum- 
mary of  revealed  truth. 

A  course  of  instruction  based  on  the  Catechism,  will  not  fail  to 
arm  the  youthful  Christian  against  those  baneful  errors,  which,  like  a 
flood,  have  overspread  the  world  in  these  perilous  times,  and  which 
threaten  to  sweep  away  all  who  are  not  grounded  and  settled  in  the 
truth,  from  the  foundation  of  Apostles  and  Prophets,  and  from  the 
chief  Corner  stone,  Christ.  Let  the  doctrine  which  is  according  to 
godliness,  pre-occupy,  not  only  the  memory,  but  the  heart  and  con- 
science of  the  rising  generation,  and  they  shall  be  saved  from  the 
apostasy  and  "  the  great  tribulation  "  of  the  latter  days.  "  When  the 
Bon  of  Man  coraeth,  shall  He  find  failh  upon  the  earth?  " 

We  therefore  exhort  you,  dearly  beloved,  to  employ  with  diligence 
the  admirable  means  of  spiritual  nurture  which  the  Church  of  your 
fathers  has  put  into  your  hands.  Let  every  Minister,  not  only  ex- 
plain the  Catechism  in  order  from  the  pulpit,  on  the  Lord's  Day,  but 
let  him  appoint  set  times  for  catechising  the  childien  and  youth 
under  his  care.  And  let  the  elders  not  only  require  this  of  the  min- 
ister, but  according  to  their  best  ability,  countenance  and  assist  him 
therein.  Let  parents  set  apai-t  some  p)ortion  of  each  Lord's  Day  for 
the  instruction  of  their  children,  encouraging  and  requiring  them  to 
commit  to  memory  every  question  and  answer  of  the  Catechism. 
We  recommend,  too,  that  one  Lord's  day  in  each  month  be  given  by 
every  Sunday  school  to  the  study  of  the  Catechism.  From  such  sys- 
tematic, thorough,  and  patient  instruction,  we  anticipate  the  most 
happy  results. 

2.  The  Reformed  Church  is  also  distinguished  by  the  peculiar 
character  of  its  worship.  While  it  has  always  encouraged  free 
prayer,  and  is  therefore  widely  separated  from  the  rigidly  liturtrical 
Churches  whose  canons  and  rubrics  repress  the  spontaneous  and 
glowing  affections  of  true  spiritual  worship,  it  has  provided  for  the 
most  solemn  occasions  appropriate  forms  as  a  safe-guard  against  the 
crude,  extemporaneous  efl'asions  of  ignorance,  error,  and  fanati- 
cism.     Our     sacramental    offices    are     eminently    sober,    scriptu- 
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ral  and  edifying.  Besides  they  set  forth,  with  singular  clearness, 
those  great  truths  which  underlie  the  ordinances  of  the  Lord's 
House.  They  witness  most  impressively  to  the  expiatory  virtue  of 
our  Lord's  sufferings  and  death,  and  thus  rebuke  the  rationalistic 
heresies  which  have  already  entrenched  themselves  in  some  churches 
which  were  once  accounted  evangelical.  We  believe  that  it  was 
never  more  important  than  now,  to  connect  with  the  administration 
of  the  Lord's  Supper  an  explicit  statement  of  the  doctrine  that  our 
Lord  offered  to  divine  justice  a  true  vicarious  sacrifice  for  His  peo- 
ple. Any  minister  who  shrinks  from  such  a  statement  is  out  of 
place  in  our  Reformed  Church,  and  is  bound  in  honor,  as  well  as  in 
conscience,  to  withdraw  from  her  communion.  This  we  say,  be- 
loved, in  the  full  persuasion  that  our  body  is  not,  as  yet,  infected 
with  deadly  Socinian  errors  ;  but  seeing  the  wolf  coming  we  cannot, 
as  faithful  shepherds,  refrain  from  sounding  the  alarm.  We  earn- 
estly exhort  you  to  cleave  to  those  scriptural  and  time-honored  forms 
which  assert  with  such  emphasis  and  pathos  the  redeeming  work  of 
Christ.  We  solemnly  enjoin  it  on  all  our  ministers  and  elders  to  see 
to  it  that  our  noble  Liturgy  is  used,  on  all  prescribed  occasions,  with 
such  deliberation,  reverence  and  devotion,  that  it  shall  continue  to 
be,  as  it  has  been  in  former  ages,  a  lively  means  of  grace  to  all  our 
people. 

It  is  possible  that  the  diction  of  these  venerable  forms  may  be  im- 
proved, and  perhaps  they  may,  with  advantage,  be  somewhat 
abridged;  but  let  no  minister  presume  to  mutilate,  change,  or  set 
them  aside  at  the  suggestion  of  his  own  private  taste  and  judgment. 
The  General  Synod  has  appointed  a  Committee  to  revise  the  Liturgy, 
and  till  that  Committee  shall  have  completed  its  work,  and  till  that 
work  shall  have  been  accepted  and  approved  by  the  Synod,  let  the 
prescribed  order  of  worship  be  sacredly  maintained  in  all  our  con- 
gregations. 

We  would  also  earnestly  recommend  that,  in  the  ordinary  worship 
of  the  sanctuary,  all  the  people  be  encouraged  to  praise  God  with 
heart  and  voice  in  the  united  singing  of  authorized  psalins  and 
hymns.  We  cannot  sufficiently  deplore  the  tendency  in  many  of 
our  Churches,  to  delegate  this  important  part  of  worship  to  a  few 
hired  performers,  the  majority  of  whom  make  no  profession  of  piety. 
We  regard  the  use  of  light,  operatic,  secular  music  in  the  sanctuary 
as  an  awful  desecration  of  the  Lord's  Day,  and  of  divine  worship. 
Let  this  evil  be  banished  from  our  churches.  To  aid  you  in  this 
needed  reform,  the  Synod  formerly  authorized  the  "  Book  of  Praise," 
and  now  recommends  to  your  favor  the  "  Hymns  of  the  Church, 
with  tunes,"  a  book  which  has  been  compiled  with  the  special  de- 
sign of  promoting  congregational  singing.  We  exhort  you  also  to 
provide  for  the  instruction  of  our  children  and  youth  in  sacred  mu- 
sic, and  to  impress  it  upon  their  minds  as  a  duty  to  praise  God  in 
the  great  congregation.  It  would,  we  believe,  greatly  promote  the 
animation  and  freedom  of  congregational   singing,  if  the  people 
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would  stand  up  when  they  praise  God.  Sitting  or  reclining  is  not 
the  natural  and  appropriate  posture  of  praise. 

We  have  in  this  epistle,  dearly  beloved,  called  your  attention  to 
certain  external  duties  and  points  of  order  in  the  Church  ;  but  we  do 
not  forget  th^t  the  form  of  godliness  is  of  no  avail  if  the  life  and 
power  be  wanting.  It  is  our  fervent  prayer  to  Almighty  God,  that 
ye  may  be  filled  with  the  Spirit  and  made  fruitful  in  all  good  works. 
We  especially  long  for  the  plentiful  eflfusion  of  the  Holy  Ghost  on 
all  our  congregations,  that  our  beloved  Church  may  "look  forth  as 
the  morning,  fair  as  the  moon,  clear  as  the  sun,  and  terrible  as  an 
army  with  banners."  We  earnestly  entreat  you  to  unite  your  pray- 
ers with  ours,  not  only  in  the  Sabbath  assembly,  but  in  the  closet, 
that  the  God  of  our  fathers  will  look  down  from  heaven,  and  behold, 
and  visit  this  vine,  and  the  vineyard  which  His  right  hand  planted 
of  old,  and  the  branch  which  He  made  strong  for  Himself. 

Now  the  God  of  peace  that  brought  again  from  the  dead  our  Lord 
Jesus,  that  great  Shepherd  of  the  sheep,  through  the  blood  of  the 
everlasting  covenant,  make  you  perfect  in  every  good  work  to  do  His 
will,  working  in  you  that  which  is  well  pleasiog  in  His  sight,  through 
Jesus  Christ,  to  whom  be  glory  forever  and  ever.  Amen.

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  appointed  by  General  Synod  in 
1866  in  reference  to  preservation  of  documents  relating  to  the  past 
history  of  the  Church,  be  continued,  with  power  to  add  to  their 
number. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  be  directed  to  request  any  Minister 
of  our  Church,  or  other  person,  who  has  written  a  historical  work 
connected  with  the  Church,  to  send  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  Theo- 
logical School  at  New  Brunswick,  for  preservation  in  the  Library  of 
that  Institution. 
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ARTICLE  XXV. 

ACCOUNTS. 

Tt  was  resolved  that  the  expenses  of  the  Committee  on  calling  a 
National  Council,  for  printing  circulars  and  thirteen  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  for  traveling  expenses  be  paid. 

Resolved^  That  the  expenses  of  the  Committee  to  secure  legisla- 
tive action  on  the  change  of  name  of  the  Church,  amounting  to 
eleven  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents,  be  paid. 

The  Committee  on  Accounts  presented  the  following  report,  which 
was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Accounts  would  respectfully  report  that  the 
Particular  Synod  of  Chicago  is  represented  by  thirteen  delegates, 
viz  :  three  from  the  Classis  of  Michigan,  four  irom  the  Classis  of  Il- 
linois, three  from  the  Classis  of  Holland,  and  three  from  the  Classis 
of  Wisconsin.
